3.  The  Treasurer  shall  pay  out  money  only  on  the  order  of  the  Stci- 
tistical  Clerk. 

4.  Registrars  of  J^ocal  Associations  shall  report  the  amount  asked 
from  each  church  and  the  amount  paid,  for  publication  in  the  Minutes. 

The  expenses  of  the  National  Council  shall  be  included  with  other 
expense  items. 

Payments  to  the  National  Council  shall  be  proportionate  to  the  total 
collections  for  expense  purposes. 

On  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  of  each  year  the  Statistical 
Clerk  shall  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  Treasurer  for  the  proportionate 
amount  due  the  National  Council.

Tliey  give  one  sign  of  being 
worthy  to  live  — they  report  81.50  per  member  for  missions.  They  are 
evidently  not  ready  to  die  yet. 

Douglass  has  completed  a  line  house  of  worship,  and  paid  for  it. 
Are  anxiously  looking  for  a  new  pastor. 

Galva  is  also  without  a  pastor,  Bro.  Haskins  having  resigned.  They 
report  some  growth,  and  good  missionary  collections. 

Great  Bend  rejoices  greatly  in  the  prospects  of  the  new  college, 
.and  in  the  ministrations  of  their  new  pastor,  Bro.  Bosworth.  The  town 
and  country  is  growing,  and  the  church  is  coming  up  to  meet  the  de- 
mands of  the  occasion. 

Greeley  \uxs  moved  their  meeting  into  town  (Mount  Hope).  Al- 
though the  report  shows  the  additions  and  removals  just  balance,  the 
church  has  gained  greatly  in  congregations  and  in  power  for  good. 
They  expect  to  build  soon. 

Haven  has  built  a  neat  little  church,  and  paid  for  it  without  any 
help  from  the  Union. 

Little  River  could  not  get  along  without  Father  Dilley,  and  has 
called  him  back  to  the  pastorate  after  an  absence  of  about  a  year. 

McPherson  has  had  a  gracious  revival  during  the  year,  and  has 
added  lifty-three  to  her  membership  — the  largest  number  of  any  church 
in  the  Association.  They  are  very  enthusiastic  in  the  support  of  Bro. 
Ball,  and  have  raised  his  salary  to  $1,400.  They  have  also  built  a  par- 
sonage at  a  cost  of  Sl.SOO.  A  larger  house  of  worship  is  one  of  the 
things  of  the  near  future. 

!^^EWTON,  after  being  vacant  for  nearly  a  year,  has  secured  9  pastor, 
Rev.  J.  M.  LaBach.    They  are  greatly  encouraged. 

NiCKERSQN  is  being  supplied  by  Bro.  Schlichter,  of  Sterling.  They 
report  a  loss  of  six  during  the  year,  and  no  additions. 

Plymouth  is  supplied  by  Bro.  Piatt,  of  Reno  Center. 

Reno  Center  has  done  exceptionally  well  in  finances,  having  built 
a  good  parsonage  after  having  completed  a  large  church.  They  report 
large  audiences  and  deep  interest. 

Sedgwick  has  come  to  self-support  during  the  year,  and  still  return 
a  good  benevolent  contribution.  A  larger  house  of  worship  is  a  neces- 
sity for  further  growth.    It  is  being  planned. 

Sterling  is  steadily  growing.  It  leads  the  churches  of  the  Associa- 
tion in  benevolences,  giving  $241.00;  and  comes  second  in  number  of 
additions,  reporting  twenty-four. 

Udall  has  ordained  their  pastor.  Rev.  B.  F.  Baker,  and  is  moviqg 
Slef^dily  along,  increasing  in  i^unabers  and  in  spiritual  power. 
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Union  is  steadily  advancing;  has  had  additions  at  every  communion, 
and  haa  advanced  towards  self-support. 

Vallkv  is  (jbaolescent. 

Wichita  is  ;;Hting  a  good  start.  A  lot  has  been  secured,  and  Bro. 
Parker  is  on  the  ground  doing  good  work.    They  hope  to  build  soon. 

BrMMAiiY.  The  Arkansas  Yalley  Association  reports  twenty 
churches,  and  about  nine  hundred  and  fifty  members;  a  net  gain  of  one 
hundred  and  lUty  for  the  yjar.  Two  houses  of  worship,  Douglass  and 
Haven,  and  oiw  parsonage,  Reno  Center,  have  been  built.  Organized 
one  ehurcli  —  Wichita.  Brought  one  church  to  self-support  — Sedgwick. 
We  are  tryini;  Ui  take  up  the  work  in  the  larger  cities  of  our  field,  and 
tind  it  slow  and  expensive.  Tutting  it  off  does  not  make  it  easier,  how- 
ever, and  Winlif  Id,  Wellington  and  Hutchinson  are  calling  for  us.  We 
need  a  grent-ral  missionary  for  our  Association  alone.

AL>f A  llHrncn  has  been  pastorless  foi  nine  months  and  is  discour- 
aged. They  hiive  a  good  church  edifice,  are  out  of  debt,  and  there  is 
room  and  trnrk  for  a  strong  church. 

AiivoNiA  Tin  RCii  is  united  and  makin;j;  progress  under  its  new  pas- 
tor, David  Todd  Jones. 

CAKBONiiALt:  is  a  working  church;  has  a  growing  Sunday  School, 
uud  has  bnilt  a  parsonage. 

Chapman,  together  with  Detroit,  Enterprise  and  Sutphen*s  Mills, 
constitute  iitu  H,  D.  Ilerr's  field  — too  wide  for  one  missionary  to  cul- 
tivate. Xo  special  interest  during  the  year.  Failure  of  wheat  and  dull 
timf^  occasion  discouragement.    Need  of  spiritual  awakening. 

Clay  Ckntku,  a  new  church,  has  a  good  nucleus,  and  has  found  the 
right  man  fur  pa^itor  in  Rev.  L.  C.  Schnack.  Their  present  need  is  a 
house  of  worsliip,  and  this  they  must  speedily  have.  A  lot  has  been 
secured-    This  t^irategic  point  must  be  h'dd  at  all  hazards. 

Council  (iitrjyE  has  been  spiritually  blo3sed,  and  thirty  have  been 
added  to  the  eburch. 

Biamontj  Si'UfNGs  has  been  favored  with  a  revival,  and  lias  doubled 
\U  membership.    The  old  members  have  been  spiritually  quickened. 

EsKKTDGE  is  a  new  church,  formed  by  Rev.  G.  E.  Northrop,  and  rec- 
Ljgni;^ed  by  Coiuicil  last  March.  Reports  twenty-three  members;  uses 
tbeBapliKt  ed:ncc;  have  successfully  instituted  a  service  of  song  Sun- 
day ev(^niiij,%  with  li^cture  on  Sunday  School  lesson  intervening. 

Jt'NtTiQN  City  has  a  Mission  Sunday  School;  has  lost  some  of  its 
inenihei'tt»  loo  few  at  best;  and  the  pastor  resigns. 

LoritiViLi.E  has  changed  pastors.  Rev.  C.  F.  Graves  has  been  with 
i}wni  fiif  jiix  lUftuths.  Christian  work  mucli  needed  there,  and  there  is 
H  growing  sentiment  to  tnke  hold  of  it. 
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Manhattan,  (iood  congregations;  many  college  students  attend; 
prayer  meetings  well  sustained;  Sunday  School  has  kept  up  its  numbers 
through  the  summer. 

MiLFORD  asks  one  hundred  dollars  k  ss  mission  help  than  last  year; 
congregations  have  increased  filty  per  cent;  hopeful  though  no  special 
spiritual  inlerest  apparent;  one  out  station  eight  miles  distant. 

Maple  Hill  is  prosperous  and  harmonious;  church  edifice  improv- 
ed; horse  sheds  erected;  is  self-supporting. 

Mount  Vernon  is  doing  finely:  good  Sunday  School;  growing  con- 
gregations; school  house  overfiow  ing;  is  supplid  by  Hro.  Schnack,  of 
Clay  Center. 

Onaga  had  a  blessing  last  winter  under  Hro.  Broad's  labors;  is  in  a 
hopeful  condition.    Ilev.  J.  J.  Wilson  supplies  at  present. 

Clear  Creek,  same  lield  with  Onaga,  unites  with  several  small 
churches  at  Wheaton,  the  railroad  station,  and  is  becoming  invigorated. 

Reading  reports  twenty  seven  additions  on  profession,  the  resr.lt  of 
special  services  in  which  Hro.  Hroad  assisted. 

Osage  City  is  a  Welsh  church;  pastorless,  but  keeping  up  service. 
Church  edifice  owned  jointly  with  another  denomination;  prospects  of 
securing  full  ownership,  and  no  longer  holding  services  exchnively  in 
Welsh.

ToPEKA,  First,  celebrates,  Xovember  1st,  its  own  thirtieth  anni- 
versary and  the  fifteenth  of  its  present  pastorate.  Edifice  has  b?en 
reseated  with  assembly  chairs,  and  other  improvements  made.  Benev- 
olent contributions  have  exceeded  J?i^,30().  All  departments  of  church 
work  well  sustained. 

ToPEKA,  NoRTu,  is  United  in  their  new  pastor,  He  v.  J.  F.  Bacon. 
Auditorium  has  been  reseated,  and  other  improvements  made.  Congre- 
gations good;  Sunday  School  improving;  the  work  is  moving  on. 

Wabaunsee,  lleraan  (Jeer,  their  pastor  for  six  years,  resigns  on 
account  of  ill  health.  A  large  and  well  managed  Sunday  School;  inter- 
ior of  church  edificj  rejuvenated;  a  new  pulpit  and  organ,  and  good 
congregations.  An  M.  E.  church  has  b?en  started  near  by,  and  the  rep- 
resentatives of  the  Pilgrims  no  longer  have  everything  their  own  way, 

Wakefield  has  its  parsonage  paid  for,  and  is  marching  rapidly  to- 
ward self-support. 

Westmoreland  has  a  new  pastor,  Kev.  O.  A.  Palmer.  Has  had 
valuable  acquisitions;  town  is  growing  -is  the  county  seat;  a  new 
church  building  is  necessary;  prayer  meeting  and  Sabbath  services  well 
attended.  A  new  church  six  miles  away  has  been  formed,  and  have 
voted  themselves  to  be  Congregational. 

White  City.    An  unneeded  Presbyterian  cliurch  has  come  in  and 
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drawn  away  some  of  the  members;  yet  the  Congregational  cliurch  has 
more  than  lield  its  own,  and  is  stronger  tlian  one  year  ago. 

Waushara  is  a  country  church  associated  with  Eskridge.  lias 
received  twelve  additions  by  confession,  and  is  putting  on  new  life 
under  its  new  pastor,  Uev.  Mr.  Xorthrop. 


EA^^TEUN    ASSOCIATION. 

Several  of  our  churches  have  been  in  a  transition  state  in  regard  to 
pastoral  oversight  during  the  past  year.  Xine  of  them  have  either 
exchanged  pastors  or  been  newly  supplied.  Such  a  condition  of  things 
is  certainly  not  favorable  for  rapid  growth  and  development. 

AVe  are  glad  to  report,  howeve**,  thut,  at  present,  our  churches  with 
lew  exceptions  are  well,  and,  wo  hope,  permanently  supplied.  With  so 
many  new  leaders  to  aid  in  marshaling  our  forces,  and  leading  them  to 
conquest,  we  anticipate  a  marked  advance  all  along  our  lines.  Already, 
in  many  of  our  churches,  is  being  felt  the  inspiration  of  a  new  hope  and 
a  quickening  to  newness  of  life.  There  is  an  earnest  longing  for  a  bless- 
ing—a  spirit  of  expectancy —  and  a  disposition  to  make  ready  for  it. 
Such  tokens  strengthen  our  faith  and  encourage  us  in  our  work. 

Three  churches.  Spring  Hil!,  Valley  Falls  and  Wellsville,  have  built 
churches  during  the  year.  The  first  named  is  tilled  to  overflowing,  and 
there  is  a  call  tor  more  room.  A  bell  has  been  donated  to  wake  up  the 
Sabbath  morning  sleepers.  The  church  at  Valley  Falls,  with  its  new 
house  and  new  pastor,  haj  declared  itself  free  and  independent,  declin- 
ing further  sustenance  from  its  generous  old  mother,  the  Home  Mission- 
ary Society.  It  has  received  twelve  additions  since  the  dedication  of  its 
new  house. 

Mound  Citv  has  repj^ired  and  reseated  its  house  of  worship,  and 
received  additions  at  every  communion.  If  as  the  largest  Sabbath  School 
in  the  town. 

Olatue  is  happy  and  prosperous,  with  its  new  minister  and  nice 
])arsonage,  built  and  paid  for.  Sunday  School  flourishing,  and  outlook 
hopeful. 

Ottaava  had  its  church  burned  out,  but  the  Are  only  kindled  its 
enthusiasm  afresh.  It  has  risen  from  the  ashes  beautified  and  brighten- 
ed, and  is  alive  and  growing.  It  strikingly  illustrates  the  power  of 
Christian  perseverance  and  pluck. 

Paola  is  progressing  from  good  to  better,  and  is  in  a  fair  wav  togaii* 
the  superlative  degree  in  the  near  future.  Pays  its  pastor's  salary 
promptly  in  weekly  installments. 

Fort  Scott  reports  several  conversions  — seven  additions  at  the 
last  communion.  A  growing  interest  in  both  church  and  Sabbath 
School;  united  and  hopeful. 

Leavenwohth,  First,  has  changed  pastors  during  the  year,  Key. 
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W.  n.  Thomas  having  resigned,  and  Rev.  J.  L.  Jenkins  succeeded  him. 
No  report  of  its  spiritual  condition. 

Plymouth  CiiURcn,  Lawrence,  is  moving  on  prosperously,  and 
preparing  the  way  for  a  great  and  good  work,  under  the  labor  of  Messrs. 
Whittle  and  McGranahan,  who  are  daily  expected. 

Pilgrim  Church  is  steadily  gaining  in  numbeis  and  interest,  under 
the  faithful  labors  of  Pastor  Norris. 

IjINWOOD  has  completed  a  fine  parsonage,  which  lias  bf  en  generously 
furnished  by  a  former  member,  now  a  resident  in  Chicago. 

WvANDOTTE,  FiRST,  AND  ARGENTINE  have  recently  ordained  their 
pastors,  Messrs.  Lawrence  and  Paddack,  and,  under  their  vigorous  lead- 
ership, are  "forgetting  things  that  are  behind,  and  pressing  forward  to 
those  that  are  before  " 

Pilgrim  Church,  Wyandotte,  is  now  vacant. 

I  have  neither  time  nor  space  to  speak  of  the  smaller,  weaker 
churches  in  detail.  And  yet,  some  of  them  occupy  important  fields,  and 
are  doing,  in  a  quiet  way,  good  work  for  the  Master;  and  their  pastors 
are  just  as  laborious  and  self-sacrificing  as  those  in  larger  and  more 
promising  fields.

1885.    He  is  efficient  and  enthusiastic. 

Blue  Rapids   is  still  prosperous,  with  K.  Skinner  as  pastor. 

Chapioma  and  Plum  Creek  are  united  under  a  new  pastor,  Rev. 
D.  S.  Ilibbard.  Plum  Creek  has  built  and  dedicated  a  new  and  commo- 
dious church  during  the  past  year.

We  have  twenty-seven  churches  arranged  so  as  to  be  supplied  by 
thirteen  ministers.    Their  condition  is  about  as  follows: 

1.  ZiON,  East  Branch,  West  Branch.  East  Branch  has  been  dis- 
banded, and  its  members  are  mostly  in  the  Zion  church.  West  Branch 
is  so  far  gone  that  it  holds  no  service  of  any  kind.  Zion  church  is  new 
and  strong,  and  has  the  undivided  attention  of  its  pastor.    It  is  building. 

2.  Cawker  City  was  vacant  a  few  months  before  its  present  pastor 
came.    It  is  our  oldest  churcn,  and  is  making  good,  encouraging  progress. 

3.  DoAVNs  AND  Lincoln  Township.  Both  are  weak.  Downs  needs 
the  undivided  attention  and  service  of  one  man. 

4.  Cora  and  Walnut  Creek.  Cora  is  our  largest  and  strongest 
church,  and  is  doing  much  good.    Walnut  Creek  is  very  small  and  weak. 

5.  Smith  Center  and  Fairview  have  been  associated  since  June 
15th.  The  former  is  going  forward  well.  The  latter  worships  in  two 
school  houses.  It  needs  a  building  to  give  unity  to  the  work.  Previous 
to  June  15th  Gaylord  was  associated  with  Smith  Center.  Since  then 
Prof.  Foster  has  been  spending  his  vacation  there,  doing  some  faithful 
and  effective  work.  This  church  needs  a  resident  minister,  who  should 
also  preach  at  Lincoln  township  church. 

6.  KiRWiN  was  vacant  three  months,  between  pastorates.  It  has 
been  weakened  some  by  removals  and  by  the  absence  of  a  pastor,  but  is 
an  important  point  for  work. 

7.  Iowa  Union,  Liberty  and  Bissell  Creek.    The  last  exists  in 
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little  more  than  a  name.  The  others  have  been  weakened  and  perhaps 
somewhat  discouraged  by  the  want  of  a  minister.  That  want  is  now 
supplied. 

8.  LenorA,  AVakeman  and  Glen  Valley.  The  first  and  last  are 
new  churches,  but  both  have  good  buildings  and  are  pushing  their  work. 
Wakeman  is  crippled  by  want  of  a  building. 

9.  Osborne  lost  its  pastor  by  his  health  failing,  and  was  vacant  a 
few  months.    It  is  one  of  our  oldest  and  strongest  churches. 

10.  Bloomington  and  Bull's  City.  The  former  has  the  only 
parsonage  in  the  Association,  and  hi^s  a  resident  minister  whom  the  i>eo- 
ple  love  and  who  does  good  work.  Bull's  City  has  been  vacant  and 
almost  deserted  for  some  time. 

11.  Dial  has  a  new  church,  and  though  small  is  doing  well. 

12.  Asii  Rock,  New  Harmony  and  Mt.  Ayr.  Ash  Hock  is  com- 
pleting its  house  of  worship.  The  pastor  of  these  churches  is  an  active, 
energetic  worker.. and  is  pushing  his  churches  in  particular  to  enhirge 
their  benevolent  contributions  and  move  to  financial  self-support. 

13.  Stockton  and  Northampton.  Very  few  members  are  left  at 
Northampton,  and  church  services  are  held  very  rarely.  Stockton  is 
booming  with  the  boom  of  the  town.

Burlington  enjoyed  a  gracious  ingathering  the  early  part  of  the 
year.    The  church  is  prosperous  and  hopeful  under  its  new  pastor. 

Center  Ridge  is  doing  good  work.    Its  prospects  are  bright. 

Cottonwood  Falls  is  rapidly  marching  towards  self-support. 

Deerton.  Through  the  tireless  energy  of  its  pastor  and  sacrifices 
of  people,  this  church  has  succeeded  in  removing  a  mortgage  of  8900  on 
its  edifice. 

Elmdale  has  been  blessed  with  a  great  spiritual  awakening.  A 
branch  church  has  been  organized,  and  the  membership  increased  from 
twelve  to  sixty-throe. 

Emporia,  First,  has  added  twenty-seven  niembers  and  removed 
a  heavy  debt. 

Emporia,  Welsh,  is  in  a  prosperous  condition. 

Eureka,  First,  expects  to  build  a  new  church  next  year. 

Canada  Township,  with  but  about  a  dozen  members,  in  a  country 
school  house,  maintains  a  good  weekly  prayer  meeting. 

Fredonia  htis  recently  been  vacated.  It  has  long  been  struggling 
with  a  small  house,  whicli  it  has  sold  since  the  resignation  of  the  pastor, 
and  has  decided  (unwisely,  perhaps,)  not  to  call  a  new  pastor  till  they 
can  invite  him  into  a  new  church. 

Geneva  is  supplied  by  a  pastor  of  another  denomination,  and  thereby 
somewhat  embarrasses  the  church  of  Neosho  Falls,  which  generally 
unites  with  it  in  the  support  of  a  pastor. 
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Independence  is  hopeful  and  rejoicing  under  its  new  pastor. 

LoNGTON.  otherwise  prosperous,  has  no  place  for  morning  or  evening 
worship,  and  must  suspend  the  building  of  its  new  house  for  the  want 
of  SlOO  to  complete  it. 

>Jeosho  Falls  needs  a  pastor  immediately. 

Oswego  has  been  greatly  blessed,  and  has  increased  m  a  single  year 
from  thirty-one  to  ninety-three  members. 

Scatter  Creek  is  flourishing.  The  outlook  for  the  future  is  very 
-encouraging.    A  large  Sunday  School  in  good  condition. 

Howard  has  been  organized  and  expects  to  do  good  work. 

The  additions  to  churches  have  been  largely  from  the  Sunday  Schools. 


SOUTH-WESTERN  ASSOCIATION. 

There  has  been  a  lar^o  immigration  to  South-western  Kansas,  and 
we  regret  that  our  churches  have  not  received  more  strength  from  these 
new-comers.  We  regret  also  the  missionary  board  has  not  taken  cogni- 
zance of  the  fact  that  tliese  new  counties  are  filling  up  rapidly  with  a 
class  of  thrifty  people  who  have  come  to  stay,  and  we  trust  that  special 
^iforts  may  be  made  to  gather  churches  in  this  section.  The  churches 
on  the  ground  are  generally  prosperous,  although  but  few  have  received 
strength  from  immigration. 

Bethel  has  received  tliree  new  members,  and  greatly  needs  a  larger 
house  of  worship. 

Cimarron.  The  town  has  grown,  but  the  church  has  not  kept  pace 
with  it.    The  Methodists  have  organized  during  the  year. 

Crooked  Creek.    Some  religious  interest  and  several  conversions. 

Fowler.  The  only  church  organized  in  this  Association  during  the 
year.    Has  a  membership  of  twelve,  and  is  full  of  hope. 

Garden  City.  The  church  has  received  considerable  strength  from 
immigration,  and  has  a  bright  future  before  it. 

Garfield  had  a  revival  of  religion  resulting  in  many  accessions  to 
the  church,  and  a  quickened  spiritual  life.  The  Sabbath  School  has 
more  than  doubled  during  the  year. 

Jetmore.  The  field  is  very  promising.  Tfie  pastor  has  five  Sabbath 
Schools  under  his  care,  and  one  hundred  and  fifty  families  represented 
in  his  congregations.

Rush  Center  has  start»*d  to  build  a  meeting-house,  and  looks  to  the 
future  with  hope. 
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WESTERN   ASSOCIATION. 

Bavaria  h;is  suffered  from  removals,  but  still  holds  on  its  way. 

Brookville  has  completed  a  convenient  house  of  worship  at  a  cost 
of  about  ^2,200,  of  which  only  8200  remains  to  be  raised. 

Ellis  is  under  a  cloud.  A  student  from  Union  Park  Theological 
Seminary  spent  his  vacation  with  them  in  successful  labor.  They 
greatly  need  a  pastor. 

Russell,  after  being  vacant  for  several  months,  are  encouraged  at 
the  settlement  of  Bro.  Pipes  as  their  pastor.  They  have  repaired  their 
church  at  considerable  expense. 

Buffalo  PARk  and  Collyer  do  not  report. 

Resolve  i.  That  these  reports  be  accepted,  and  that  they  be  referred 
to  the  Publication  Committee,  with  discretionary  power. 

The  Rev.  F.  T.  Ingalls,  Auditor  pro  tern,  presented  his  report,  which 
was  received  and  adopted. 

Rev.  A.  M.  Pipes  presented  the  following  report  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Congregational  Sunday  School  and  Publication  Society,  wliich  was 
adopted: 

Whereas,  We  recognize  the  vast  importance  of  the  work  ot  the 
Congregational  Sunday  School  and  Publication  Society, 

Resolved,  First,  That  we  express  our  satisfaction  and  appreciation  of 
the  efficient  work  of  our  Superintendent,  Prof.  J.  E.  Piatt. 

Second,  That  we  regret  that  less  than  S500  has  been  raised  in  Kansas 
the  past  year  for  the  Society's  work,  although  the  churches  were  urged 
to  contribute  not  less  than  8800;  and  earnestly  recommend  that  a  vigor- 
ous effort  be  made  to  contribute  the  last  named  amount  the  coming 
year. 

Third,  That  believing  our  Society's  S.  S.  publications  second  to  none, 
we  earnestly  recommend  their  use  in  our  schools;  and  feeling  the  help- 
fulness of  a  Western  Depository,  we  urge  its  patronage  upon  pastors, 
churches  and  schools. 

Fourth,  That  we  urge  upon  pastors  and  superintendents  of  Sunday 
Schools,  the  necessity  of  presenting  the  claims  of  this  Society  to  tlitir 
churches  and  schools,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  larger  contributions 
and  so  preventing  a  recurrence  of  the  deficiency  before  named. 

Rev.  L.  Blakesley  presented  the  report  ot*  the  Committee  on  Nom- 
inations, whicli  was  adopted.    (See  page  second.)

Rev.  J.  F.  Bacon  presented  the  report  of  the  visitors  to  Washburn 
College. 

Rev.  P.  Mc Vicar  presented  the  re))ort  ot*  Committee  on  Christian 
Education. 
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EDUCATION. 

The  following  resolutions,  presented  by  the  Rev.  F.  T.  Ingalls,  were 
adopted:  • 

Resolved,  First,  That  the  Education  Committee  be  requested  to  pre- 
pare, and  report  at  our  next  meeting,  some  feasible  plan  for  the  organi- 
ization,  in  connection  with  this  Association,  of  an  Education  Society  or 
department,  the  object  of  which  shall  be  to  secure  funds  from  our 
churches  in  aid  of  needy  and  deserving  young  persons  desirous  of  an 
education  to  prepare  themselves  for  increased  usefulness. 

Second,  That  this  Association  for  the  present  year  recommend  to  the 
pastors  and  churches  that  the  forenoon  of  the  first  Sabbath  in  December 
be  set  apart  for  the  presentation  from  the  pulpit  of  the  cause  of  Chris- 
tain  education,  and  that  in  connection  with  the  service  a  special  contri- 
bution be  taken  in  aid  of  needy  and  deserving  young  persons  desirous  of 
securing  education,  giving  preference  to  such  as  are  preparing  for  the 
Christian  ministry;  and  that  such  contributions  be  forwarded  to  C.  W. 
Jewell,  Esq.,  Topeka,  Kansas,  Treasurer  of  Washburn  College,  and  sub- 
ject to  disbursement  by  the  Faculty  of  the  college. 

Rev.  R.  Cordley  spoke  in  favor  of  the  prospective  John  Brown  en- 
dowment fund. 

An  essay  was  read  by  Rev.  A.  Jones  on  "The  Christian  Treatment  of 
Working  Men." 

Rev.  R.  Cordley  read  an  essay  on  "  What  Determines  Ministerial 
Standing." 

Adjourned  to  meet  at  2  p.  m. 


Afternoon  Session. 


Called  to  order  by  the  Moderator  at  2  p.  m. 

Rev.  J.  Harper  led  in  prayer. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  A.  B.  C.  F.  M.  was  presented  by 
the  Rev.  F.  T.  Ingalls,  and  adopted  as  follows: 

The  Association  recognizes  with  gratitude  the  evident  leadings  of 
God  in  seventy-five  years  of  the  history  of  the  American  Board.  The 
ojpening  of  the  world  to  the  gospel,  the  turning  of  the  heart  of  the  church 
to  this  great  work,  the  readiness  of  many  to  go  to  the  heathen  to  preach 
the  gospel,  the  offerings  constantly  increasing  for  the  support  of  mis- 
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sioQs,  are  indications  that  the  spirit  of  God  is  guiding  this  great  work. 

We  rejoice  to  find  that  our  own  churches  are  coming  more  in  sympa- 
thy with  this  command  of  Christ, "  To  preach  the  gospel  to  all  nations," 
and  that  eighty-nine  of  our  churches  contributed  $1,422  to  Foreign  Mis- 
sions the  past  year. 

We  urge  upon  all  the  pastors  and  churches  that  the  cause  of  missions 
be  presented  from  the  pulpit;  that  Ladies'  Missionary  Societies  be  or- 
ganized, and  offerings  be  made  at  least  once  a  year  to  the  American 
Board. 

Rev.  L.  H.  Piatt  presented  the  following  report  on  the  A.  C.  U.^ 
which  was  adopted: 

The  Committee  on  the  Congregational  Union  in  making  its  report 
would  call  attention  to  the  fact  that,  in  all  of  our  past  history,  the  suc- 
cess of  the  Home  Mission  work  has  been  largely  due  to  the  co-operation 
of  the  Congregational  Union. 

In  nearly  every  case  where  a  church  has  been  built  on  a  mission  field 
the  Union  has  helped  to  build  it.  More  than  one  of  our  now  strong 
churches  would  have  been  abandoned  during  the  trying  times  had  it  not 
been  for  this  co-operation. 

We  would  also  call  especial  attention  to  the  more  recent  work  of  the 
Union,  in  assisting  by  loan  in  tlie  building  of  parsonages.  More  than 
^ne  Home  Missionary  is  now  thanking  God  for  a  comfortable  home 
through  the  assistance  of  this  society. 

These  things  being  true,  we  would  most  strongly  urge  our  churches, 
not  only  to  comply  with  the  vote  on  our  church  records,  to  take  up  an 
annual  collection,  but  to  strive  to  do  as  much  as  we  can  through  this 
means  to  help  others  to  the  religious  privileges  which  we  now  enjoy; 
And  that  our  prayers  go  with  our  gifts  that  God  may  bless  this  Congre- 
gational Union  in  its  work. 

Rev.  R.  M.  Tunnell  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the 
work  of  the  State  Evangelist,  which  was  adopted. 


AMENDMENT  TO  CONSTITUTION. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  all  superintendents  of  Sabbath  Schools,  who  are  rec- 
ognized as  members  of  Local  Associations,  shall  be  members  of  tlie  State 
dissociation. 

Resolved,  On  motion  of  Rev.  L.  Blakesley,  tliat  the  report  of  Com- 
mittee on  Nominations  be  amended  by  the  election  of  Rev.  J.  Harper 
alternate  delegate  to  the  National  Council. 

A  paper  was  read  by  Rev.  L.  Blakesley  on  ''How  can  we  secure 
Longer  Pastorates  m  our  State." 

Voted  that  tlie  essay.be  printed  in  the  Telephone, 

At  2:40  p.  M.  a  recess  was  taken  to  give  place  to  the  ladies'  societies- 
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Addresses  were"  made  by  Mrs.  Tunnell,  Mrs.  Slosson,  Mra.  Storrs  aod 
Mrs.  Paddack. 

The  Moderator  resumed  the  chair  at  3:20  p.  m. 

The  Rev.  L.  P.  Broad  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the 
A.  B.  S.,  which  was  adopted  as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  American  Bible  Society  is  continuing  its  excellent 
work  of  publishing  and  distributing  in  all  lands  the  precious  word  of 
Crod,  and 

AVhereas,  In  our  own  State  this  work  is  helpful  to  all  other  Chris- 
tain  work, 

Resolved,  That  we  cordially  commend  the  society  to  the  co-operation 
of  our  churches,  and  to  such  contributions  as  they  can  consistently  make. 

Resolved,  That  we  congratulate  the  society  on  securing  our  esteemed 
brother.  Rev.  S.  D.  Storrs,  as  Superintendent  of  its  work  in  Kansas. 

OUR  ACADEMY  WORK. 

The  Rev.  W.  H.  Utley  addressed  the  Association  in  behalf  of  the 
Southern  Kansas  Academy,  at  Eureka. 

The  following  resolutions  were  offered  by  the  Rev.  F.  T.  Ingalls,  and 
adopted  as  follows: 

Resolved,  First,  That  a  committee  of  two  be  appointed  to  visit  this 
academy,  and  report  to  the  Association  at  its  next  meeting. 

Second,  That  the  Southern  Kansas  Academy  be  allowed  to  insert  an 
advertisement  in  our  Minutes  this  year  free  of  charge. 

Third,  That  this  Association  congratulates  the  Southern  Association 
that  the  foundations  of  the  Southern  Kansas  Academy  have  been  so 
auspiciously  laid,  and  commends  Rev.  Joel  Harper  to  the  churches  In 
his  efforts  to  secure  the  $10,000  endowment  pledged  by  the  Southern 
Association. 

Rev.  B.  D.  Conkling  read  a  paper  on  the  "Examination  of  Candidates 
for  the  Ministry,"  in  relation  to  which  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted: 

RESOLUTION. 

Resolved,  That  the  scheme  for  orderly  examination  of  candidates  for 
our  ministry  (including  those  for  licensure,  ordination,  and  those  com- 
ing to  us  from  other  denominations),  which  has  been  discussed  in  the 
Local  Associations,  and  which  has  been  referred  by  them  to  the  State 
Association,  be  now  referred  to  a  committee  of  nine  to  be  reported  on 
at  our  next  meeting.  This  committe  shall  state  what  we  expect  from 
candidates  in  the  way  of  examination,  and  give  some  practical  direc- 
tions. The  following  constitute  the  committee:  Revs.  R.  Cordley,  R. 
M.  Tunnell,  Peter  Mc Vicar,  Daniel  Kloss,F.  T.  Ingalls,  W.  A.  Bosworth,. 
F.  E.  Sherman,  B.  D.  Conkling,  Addison  Blanchard. 
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Tbo  Revs.  A.  Jones  aod  G.  E.  Taddaek  were  appointed  as  visitore  to 
the  Eureka  Academ}'. 

Rev.  J.  F.  Bacon  read  a  paper  on  **  The  Preaching  Suited  to  our 
Times." 

Rev.  J.  G.  Dougherty  presented  the  report  of  Committee  on  Report 
of  Board  of  Directors  of  K.  H.  M.  S.,  which  was  adopted. 

TEMPERANCE. 

Rev.  R.  D.  Parker  presented  the  report  of  the  Compoittee  on  Temper- 
ance, which  was  adopted,  as  amended,  as  follows: 

Resolved,  First,  That  J\e  gratefully  acknowledge  the  hand  of  God  in 
the  growth  of  true  temperance  sentiment  in  our  nation,  as  evidenced  by 
practical  prohibition  in  several  States;  increased  bitterness  against  tem- 
perance work  and  workers. shown  by  the  enemies  of  temperance  reform; 
and  the  efficiency  of  the  Woman's  Christian  Tempei-ance  Union. 

Second,  That,  notwithstanding  the  denials  of  anti-temperance  men,, 
we  recognize  the  fad  of  the  practical  execution  ot  the  prohibitory  law 
in  a  large  majority  of  Kansas  counties,  and  wherever  the  officers  of  the 
law  faithfully  endeavor  to  execute  it;  but  we  realize  that  with  the 
money  power  of  the  rum-seller,  and  the  treachery  and  finesse  of  politi- 
clans  arrayed  against  us,  we  must  mass  all  the  moral  forces  of  our  land 
against  this  giant  evil,  and  we  will  use  our  utmost  endeavors  to  do  so. 

Third,  That  we  again  affirm  our  faith  in  legal  prohibition,  and  our 
purpose  to  vote  as  we  pray. 

Rev.  G.  E.  Paddack  presented  tha  report  of  the  Committee  on  the 
A.  M,  A.,  which  was  adopted  as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  work  which  the  A.  M.  A.  is  doing  among  the  Indians, 
negroes  and  Chinese  in  our  country  is  an  important  work. 

Whereas,  The  work  is  increasing  in  its  possibilities  and  necessities. 

Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  press  upon  our  churches  the  necessity 
of  contributing  liberally  to  the  support  of  this  work. 

The  Moderator  appointed  the  following  a  Committee  on  Resolutions: 
Revs.  R.  M.  Tunnell,  J.  F.  Bacon,  Prof.  J.  E.  Piatt. 

Adjourned  until  7:30  p.  m.

REPORT  OF   WASHBURN  COLLEGE. 

In  the  prosperity  of  the  past  year  we  gratefully  acknowledge  the 
Divine  favor,  without  which  all  our  efforts  would  have  been  in  vain. 
The  forthcoming  catalogue  for  1885-86  will  show  an  attendance  of  near- 
ly three  hundred.  The  enrollment  for  the  present  term  is  about  two 
hundred.  In  general,  the  class  of  students  give  unusual  promise  of 
usefulness — many  ot  them  representing  many  of  the  best  families  in 
the  State.  In  the  body  of  students,  also  every  evangelical  denomination 
is  represented.  Each  student  connected  with  the  college  is  required  to 
attend  public  woi-ship  in  the  forenoon  of  the  Sabbath,  at  such  place  of 
worship  as  parents  may  designate,  or  as  students,  if  of  age,  may  select 
In  the  college  chapel  a  Bible  school  for  the  study  of  the  Holy  Scriptures 
is  held  every  Sabbath  afternoon,  at  which  all  students,  residing  in  the 
college  buildings  or  with  families  near  the  college  grounds,  are  required 
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Mr.  J.  G.  Haskell  presented  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
which  was  accepted  and  referred  to  the  committee. 

Kev.  A.  Blanchard,  State  Superintendent  of  II.  M.  presented  his  re- 
port, whicli  was  accepted  and  referred  to  the  committe. 

The  State  Evangelist,  Rev.  L.  P.  Board,  read  his  report,  which  was 
accepted  and  referred  to  the  committee. 

Voted  that  the  K.  H.  M.  S.  adjourn,  and  the  Association  resume  its 
session,  to  listen  to  an  address  from  Rev.  S.  D.  Storrs,  Agent  of  the 
A.  B.  S. 


REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS  OF  THE  KANSAS 
HOME  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  K.  E.  M.  S.  beg  leave  to  make  the 
following  report,  embracing  the  business  of  the  board  since  the  last 
annual  meeting  of  the  society,  at  Lawrence,  October  29  to  November  3, 
1885. 

At  tliat  meeting  the  Board  summarized  their  work  for  the  year 
ending  at  that  time,  and  gave  forth  the  following  points  as  among  the 
fixed  principles  of  the  Board: 

1.  To  get  and  maintain  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  work  and  the 
workers. 

2.  To  secure  the  wisest  and  most  equitable  use  of  Home  Missionary 
money. 

3.  To  support  by  cordial  sympathy  and  co-operation  the  Home  Mis- 
sionary Superintendent,  the  Missionary  Evangelist,  the  State  Sunday 
School  Superintendent  and  the  financial  agent  when  one  shall  be  secured. 

4.  To  promote  the  fellowship  and  co-operation  of  the  churches  of  the 
whole  state. 

5.  To  cultivate  in  our  churches  the  practice  of  large  and  systematic 
giving  as  a  Christian  grace.     , 

6.  To  push  forward  to  self-support  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

7.  To  maintain  churches  already  established  till  we  see  plain  provi- 
dential reasons  for  withdrawing  our  support. 

8.  To  encouraging  the  planting  of  new  churches  where,  and  only 
where,  they  are  clearly  needed. 

9.  To  systematize  thoroughly  our  missionary  work. 
These  expressions  were  made  to  live  by,  and  not  to  die  by. 

The  first  reportable  act  of  tue  Directors  was  to  requtst  Bro.  Joel 
Harper  to  proceed  to  Wichita,  and,  if  practicable,  start  work  there. 

This  was  done,  and  the  i*esult  has  been  the  organization  of  a  hopeful 
ohurch;  the  purchjise  of  a  lot  valued  at  82,000,  and  the  payment  of 
$1,600  thereon;  tne  procurement  of  plans,  and  the  pledge  of  31,400  to- 
wards the  erection  of  a  house  of  worship. 

Bro.  Harper,  and  those  who  hav«!  followed  him,  are  entitled  to  great 
credit  for  these  results. 


1 
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During  the  year  a  church  has  been  organized  at  Clay  Center,  under 
favorable  circumstances.  A  lot  ha^  been  secured,  and  progress  has  been 
made  toward  the  erection  of  a  church  edifice. 

The  Board  has  recommended  both  these  churches  to  the  Congrega- 
tional Union  as  in  every  way  entitled  to  assistance. 

At  Newton  the  church  organization  occurred  prior  to  this  year;  but 
during  the  year  representatives  of  both  Cljiy  jxnd  Newton  have  called 
upon  the  Board,  and  gave  such  assurances  of  ability  and  determination 
to  press  toward  self-support  as  to  satisfy  all  reasonable  expectations. 

The  gloomy  financial  outlook  of  about  one  year  ago  was  promptly 
raett 

First.  By  urgent  appeals  to  the  churches  for  larger  assistance. 

Second.  By  appeals  to  Mission  churches  to  reduce  requests  for  help 
as  much  as  possible. 

Third.  By  a  careful  personal  effort  on  the  part  of  the  members  of 
the  Board  to  gather  facts  as  to  the  actual  necessities  of  the  Mission 
churches. 

Fourth.  By  a  careful  formulating  of  those  necessities  in  tabulated 
statements,  for  presentation  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  A.  H.  M.  8., 
at  its  annual  meeting  in  1885.  » 

The  Board  was  greatly  gratiOed  to  know  that  its  labors  were  fully 
appreciated  in  New  York,  and  that  the  sum  of  its  request  was  granted. 

A  brief  summary  of  the  work  done  by  the  lioard  at  its  annual  meet- 
ing in  March,  1885,  for  the  purpose  of  determining  and  formulating  the 
necessitiea  for  the  following  yeat*  will  be  as  follows:

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Durincr  the  present  fiscal  year  of  the  A.  H.  M.  S.,  the  Board  has 
approved  applications  for  help  as  nearly  as  possible  upon  the  basis  of 
the  estimates  made  in  March. 

It  did  not  seem  practicable  to  make  an  iron  rule  in  this  regard — 
changes  in  churches  haye  occurred  which  could  not  be  anticipated.  A 
few  churches  have  needed  more  and  a  few  less  than  the  amounts  noted 
in  the  estimate^.  The  general  results  show  that  the  work  of  the  Board 
was  done  with  fair  Jiccuracy. 

These  estimates  prepared  by  tho  Board  have  been  in  constant  uj-e  by 
the  Superintendent  and  Executive  Committee  since  made;  and  their 
use  has  constantly  attested  their  value. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  somewhat  imperfect  mass  of  facts  con- 
cerning the  work  collected  and  recorded  by  the  Board,  have  been  of 
great  advantage  to  the  churches: 

First.  It  brought  the  details  of  the  H.  M.  interests  witliin  the  per- 
sonal knowledge  of  eacli  member  of  tne  Board,  and  gave  each  to  see 
wants,  defects  and  necessities  in  a  light  hitherto  not  understood;  it 
awakened  sympathies  and  sounded  cautions  not  hitherto  felt  or  heard. 

Second.  This  work  in  detail  brought  before  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  A.  II.  M.  S.  in  New  York,  such  an  array  of  facts  concerning  our  work 
in  Kansas  as  to  assure  them  that  we  were  alive  to  our  own  wants,  and 
cause  them  to  consider  us  in  a  new  light.  We  were  able  to  show  a  wise 
distribution  of  money;  we  were  able  t»  show  material  progress  and 
hopefulness.  It  was  not  necessary  on  their  part  to  accept  unsupported 
statements  made  at  random. 

Third.  It  has  laid  foundations  for  future  service  of  the  most  promis- 
ing character.  The  churches  will  be  able  to  note  from  year  to  year  the 
advance  steps  taken;  the  stronger  churches  can  be  encouraged  to  early 
self-reliance,  and  the  weaker  can  be  more  effectively  assisted. 

The  Board  of  Directors  expect  to  continue  progress  in  the  line  of 
their  enlarged  familiarity  with  the  details  of  the  work.  They  expect  to 
cultivate  the  peraonal  acquaintance  of  all  the  Mission  churches,  and  be 
able  through  intimate  familiarity  to  help  all. 

With  a  view  to  the  enlargement  of  this  acquaintance  and  the 
increased  usefulness  of  the  K.  H.  M.  S.,  tlie  Board  is  constrained  to 
recommend  a  complete  legal  organization  of  the  society.  [Since  this 
report  the  incorporation  of  the  K.  H.  M.  S.  under  the  laws  of  the  state 
has  been  accomplished.]  The  Board  calls  attention  to  the  present 
financial  conditions  surrounding  our  mission  work.  It  was  estimated 
that  the  churches  of  Kansas  would  contribute  not  less  than  33,375  to 
the  funds  of  the  A.  II.  M.  S.  between  April  1, 1885,  and  March  31. 1886. 
If  this  amount  is  paid  as  estimated  the  work  may  be  regarded  as  safe  for 
the  remaining  ?iyQ  months  of  the  year;  if  it  is  not  paid  the  work  must 
be  curtailed,  and  in  some  places  will  suffer. 

Moreover  the  character  of  the  work  required  is  increasing  in  import- 
ance, and  grows  relatively  with  the  years  more  costly.    This  has  been 
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increasingly  true  during  the  past  year,  and  will  be  more  and  more  so  as- 
time  advances. 

The  little  hamlet  of  ^ve  years  ago,  with  its  handful  of  believers  Id 
ciiarge  of  a  pastor  having  one,  two  or  more  handfuls  elsewhere,  has  now 
grown  to  a  city,  and  other  churches  have  grown  up  in  the  vicinity. 

It  is  no  longer  a  question  of  maintaining  service  once  or  twice  in  two- 
or  three  weeks.  As  the  case  now  stands,  an  active,  aggressive,  godly 
man  must  devote  his  whole  time  to  tlie  single  church.  This  process 
means  not  only  time  and  money,  but  it  also  means  a  high  order  of 
administration. 

As  the  demands  increase  the  Kansas  churches  will  be  expected  to  in- 
crease their  contributions,  and  the  A.  H.  M.  S.  will  expect  to  relatively 
lessen  their  expenditures  among  us.  The  Kansas  churches  should 
rejoice  in  the  increasing  responsibility,  knowing  that  it  means  increas- 
ing usefulness. 

The  Board  desires  to  urge  each  and  every  church  to  put  forth  its 
utmost  endeavor,  and  make  sure  that  it  keeps  step  with  the  great 
advances  being  made  in  the  Master's  kingdom  by  the  Christian  people 
throughout  the  State.  By  the  Secretary,

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  HOME  MISSIONS, 

In  making  this  my  first  report  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Kansas 
Home  Missionary  Society,  I  am  glad  to  bear  witness  to  the  cordiality 
that  has  everywhere  greeted  me  since  coming  among  you.  I  have  found 
in  all  the  brethren  a  disposition  to  help  me  in  the  diticult  work  laid  upon 
me.  Brother  Storrs  has  from  the  first  been  ready  to  assist  nie  in  every 
way  possible  to  gain  an  accurate  knowledge  of  tlie  field. 

The  Board  of  Directors  by  their  pains-taking,  by  their  willingness  to 
give  their  time,  by  their  determination  to  know  tlie  facts,  by  the 
thought  they  have  given  to  diflicult  problems  as  they  have  arisen,  has 
been  of  invaluable  assistance.  Some  of  the  business  aspects  of  our  work 
is  jjiven  in  their  report  to-day. 

It  would  hardly  be  possibh*  for  nieto  exprss  atlp(iuately  my  apprecia- 
tion of  the  work  of  our  Evan^'list.  TIk*  LokI  lias  led  him  in  ways  of 
great  blessing  to  us  all,  and  especially  to  nie  Id  the  newness  of  the 
Kansas  work.  Our  enthusiasM**  and  efiicient  State  Sunday  School 
Superintendent  has  labored  in  perfect  liarmony  with  all  the  departments 
of  our  work. 

It  becomes  more  and  more  evident  that  the  Teltplione  must  have  our 
cordial  support  and  be  regarded  as  the  organ  of  the  Kansas  Home  Mis- 
sionary Society. 

I  am  glad  to  find  that  Wasburn  College  is  in  fullest  sympathy  with 
the  best  spiritual  work,  and  that  it  holds  a  strong  place  in  the  atTection 
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of  our  churches.  It  is  coming  to  h  place  of  commanding  educational 
and  religious  influences.  And  now  this  year,  we  must  enlarge  our 
hearts  and  our  plans  to  take  in  several  other  educational  enterprises 
which  begin  full  of  promise.  We  shall  be  culpably  derelict  if  we  fail  to 
use  them  to  the  full  in  our  building  for  Christ  iii  this  new  State.  They 
must  be  considered  an  essential  part  of  our  work;  they  must  have  our 
gitts  with  increasing  liberality;  they  must  have  the  prayersof  every 
family  altar;  we  must  give  them  our  boys  and  our  girls  to  train;  every 
minister  must  count  himself  an  agent.  Then  we  shall  have  aright 
to  be  heard  when  we  insist  that  these  institutions  shall  be  Christian 
schools  in  the  very  highest  sense. 

With  all  these  departments  in  harmony  it  will  be  seen  that  our  work 
as  now  organized  in  Kansas,  has  a  unity  which  ought  to  give  it  great 
efliciency.  We  are  not  working  at  cross  purposes.  We  have  no  personal 
ends  to  gain.  All  this  we  believe  to  be  essential  to  the  abiding  amonj? 
■us  of  the  Spirit  of  God  with  power. 

It  is  time  even  now  that  we  begin  to  look  forward  towards  self-sup- 
port in  our  missionary  work  Jis  a  State.  Anyone  who  is  at  all  familiar 
with  the  rapidly  growing  demands  of  the  work  among  our  immigrant 
population  in  the  older  States  will  appreciate  that  this  may  be  forced 
upon  us  sooner  than  we  think. 

The  rapid  growth  of  Kansas,  giving  us  thickly  settled  communities  in 
the  place  of  sparseness,  and  above  all  the  increase  of  spiritual  religion 
among  us,  may  enable  us  to  take  this  upon  ourselves  sooner  than  we 
think.  At  least  it  is  wise  to  be  making  preparations  for  such  an  eveni. 
What  these  preparations  should  be  we  cannot  now  discuss  in  full. 
*>everal  things  are  clear.  We  must  make  more  of  The  Kansas  Home 
Missionary  Society.  J^et  it  be  incorporated;  let  its  name  become  a 
household  word  among  us;  let  it  have  a  Treasurer  who  shall  be  known 
and  to  whose  care  all  moneys  shall  be  sent:  let  it  be  an  honor  to  be  a 
member  of  it  and  an  annual  contributor;  Let  a  place  be  made  for  in 
our  last  will  and  testament,  that  when  we  are  gone  we  may  still  be 
preaching  (  hrist  on  the  plains  of  Kansas.  If  we  are  to  develope  an 
enthusiasm  for  the  work  given  us  in  this  State,  we  must  be  learning  to 
llook  less  and  less  to  glorious  old  Massachusetts  and  more  and  more 
tto  con.secrated  hearts  and  consecrated  wealth  here,  to  a  piety  indigenous 
:in  Kansas. 

I  have  time  but  for  a  few  of  the  facts  and  tigures  of  the  work  of  the 
-past  year,  and  then  some  remarks  on  the  men  needed  for  the  future.  So 
ifar  as  I  have  any  policy  to  pursue  this  may  indicate  what  it  is. 

We  have  organized  ten  cluirches  during  the  past  year,  not  including 
Haven  reported  last  year,  but  not  recognized  till  this  year.  The  church- 
es are  Clay,  Zion  church,  in  Cloud  County;  Eskridge.  Wichita,  Fowler 
City,  Leona.  J^enora,  Wakarusa,  Glen  Valley,  Howard,  and  Six-Mile 
church,  near  Diamond  Spring,  not  yet  recognized  by  Council.  These 
make  the  total  number  of  our  churches  one  hundred  and  ninetv-eiirht. 
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The  number  of  clearly  self-supporting  single  churches  October  4, 1885, 
was  nineteen.  They  were  Atchison,  Burlington,  Council  Grove,  Em- 
poria, first;  Eureka,  first;  Hiawatha,  Plymouth  church,  Lawrence; 
Leavenworth,  Manhattan,  McPherson,  Ossawatomie,  Ottawa,  Olathe, 
Paola,  Sabetha,  i^terling,  Topeka,  first;  Wabaunsee,  Wyandotte.  To 
these  should  be  added  Valley  Falls,  which  has  received  no  aid  during 
our  Association  year.  Six  churches  have  been  able  to  carry  their  share 
of  the  burden  in  a  united  field.  Eight  have  continued  services  during  a 
part  or  all  the  time  without  help,  viz.:  Salem,  Crooked  Creek,  Dial, 
Boston  Mills,  Empire,  Goshen,  Osage,  Peterton. 

Three  colored  churches  have  received  no  aid  from  the  Home  Mission- 
ary Society.  The  number  of  churches  receiving  such  aids  during  the 
year,  or  a  part  of  the  year,  is  one  hundred  and  thirty-two.  Twenty- 
eight  have  not  been  heard  from  as  having  any  service.  They  are  most 
of  them  practically  extinct.  Six  fields  have  come  to  decided  self-sup- 
port during  the  year;  viz.:  Sedgwick,  from  January  1,  1885;  Diamond 
Springs  and  Six  Mile  have  asked  no  aid  during  the  year;  Valley  Falls, 
from  June  Ist;  Wellsvllle,  from  April  1st;  St.  Marys  and  Maple  Hill 
from  October  1, 1885;  Kinsley,  beginning  October  1, 1885.  This  making 
our  self-supporting  fields  twenty-five  with  twenty-seven  churches. 

Several  churches  have  made  commendable  progress  in  the  same 
direction.  They  are  worthy  of  mention.  Wakefield,  under  Kev.  Robert 
Kerr,  receives  but  3^50  a  reduction  of  S200.  Wakarusa  and  Dover  make 
the  same  reduction.  The  following  churches  ask  $100  less  than  last 
year:  Arvonia,  Chapman  field,  Milford  Deerton,  Oswego,  Fort  Scott 
Argentine,  Spring  Hill,  Great  Bend,  Nickerson,  Centralia  and  Seneca. 
Some  of  these  will  go  to  self-support  next  year  with  several  others. 

The  whole  number  of  missionaries  employed  during  the  year  is  one 
hundred  and  five.  This  includes  Brother  Broad,  Brother  Storrs  and 
myself.  The  number  in  commission  during  the  entire  year  is  forty-three; 
Theological  students  employed  four.  They  did  excellent  service  in 
every  case.  The  whole  number  of  missionaries  at  present  employed  is 
seventy-three.  The  number  of  fields  supplied  with  permanent  minis- 
ters since  January  15, 1885,  is  twenty-nine.  We  have  welcomed  sixteen 
new  men  to  missionary  churches.  Fifteen  church  edifices  have  been 
erected:  Haven,  Wellsville,  Douglass,  Plum  Creek,  Elmdale,  Oneida. 
Lenora,  New  Almelo,  Village  Creek.  Dial,  Spring  Hill,  Valley  Falls. 
Brookville,  Chapman,  Cora.  Six  are  building.  Seven  parsonages  have 
been  built.  The  Superintendent  hiis  visited  eigiity  churches,  and 
preached  or  given  addresses  one  hundred  and  thirty-two  times  since 
beginning  his  work.  Some  questions  are  asked  of  me.  Are  you  for  the 
eastern  or  for  the  western  part  of  the  State?  I  am  for  both,  for  neither 
to  the  exclusion  of  the  other.  I  know  enough  of  the  Xorth-west  to 
appreciate  the  enthusiasm  of  our  brethren  in  that  Association.  I  have 
followed  sufficiently  in  the  footsteps  of  our  indefatigable  Sunday  School 
Superintendent  in  the  South-west  to  urge  upon  our  older  churches  at 
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the  east  early  self-support  that  money  may  be  spared  for  that  rapidly 
growing  region.  But  even  Eastern  Kansas  is  yet  young  and  has  many 
opportunities.  The  only  question  worth  a  thought  is,  "Where  can  mis- 
sionary money  save  the  most  souls  and  build  most  permanently  the 
cause  of  Christ?"  ^ 

Shall  we  build  churches  in  the  city  or  in  the  country?  In  both. 
Where  country  churches  are  properly  planted  and  well  manned  none 
give  better  returns  in  numbers  or  in  character.  We  must  look  largely 
to  such  churches  for  the  ministers  of  the  future,  if  not  indeed  for  the 
deacons  and  the  strong  laymen  of  our  city  churches.  We  have  been 
learning,  too,  that  starting  churches  in  the  city  is  ditUcnlt  and  expensive. 
It  requires  a  large  backing  of  money  and  a  high  order  of  efficiency  in 
the  minister. 

And  yet  it  is  true  that  the  tendency  of  population  is  strongly  toward 
the  cities  of  our  land.  Wickedness  and  danger  are  in  the  cities.  There 
evil  festers  and  society  rots.  There  the  masses  accumulate  that  neglect 
the  gospel.  Our  Christianity  is  put  to  a  more  severe  test  and  must 
solve  more  difficult  problems  than  in  the  country.  Our  work  must  be 
prosecuted  both  in  the  city  and  in  the  country,  with  the  very  best  men- 
and  the  best  equipment  at  3ur  command  in  both,  and  in  both  with  the 
Holy  Spirit  sent  down  from  heaven. 

I  am  asked  such  questions.  Let  me  in  turn  ask  some  questions  of 
every  Missionary  church  to  which  this  report  may  come. 

1.  Do  you  consider  missionary  money  sacred  and  only  to  be  used 
when  absolutely  needed. 

2.  Do  you  first  ask  "Howmuchcan  we  possibly  raise  oui-selves,"  or, 
first  "How  much  can  we  get  from  the  Home  Missionary  Society  ?" 

3.  Do  you  make  the  business  concerns  of  your  church  a  part  of  your 
religion,  and  do  you  take  pains  to  have  every  thing  done  promptly, 
punctually  and  faithfully?  If  not,  how  can  you  expect  a  revival  of  re- 
ligion that  is  genuine. 

4.  Is  the  application  of  your  church  for  aid  made  by  a  vote  of  the 
whole  church  so  that  all  know  what  is  being  done  ? 

5.  Is  your  church  aware  what  a  commission  from  the  American 
Home  Missionary  Society  requires  of  every  man  who  labors  under  it? 
If  not,  will  you  take  pains  to  find  out? 

6.  While  depending  upon  the  Home  Missioiiarv  Society  ought  not 
contributions  to  be  first  given  to  it  rather  than  first  to  miscellaneous 
objects  ? 

7.  Does  your  church  have  a  definite  time  set  apart,  and  a  definite 
method  adopted  for  collecting  money  for  Kansas  Home  Missions? 

8.  Are  you  doing  anything  towards  keeping  our  Evangefist  in  the 
field?  Shall  we  be  encouraged  to  find  a  second  helper  by  the  help  given 
the  one  we  have?    Why  not  have  one  gift  for  Kansas  Evangelism  ? 

9.  Is  it  known  that  when  the  New  York  Society  granted  us  an  appro- 
priation this  year  they  coupled  it  with   the  reqi»est  that  we  should 
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attempt  to  raise  in  Kansas  83^75?  If  this  is  not  raised  our  work  must 
suffer.    Has  your  churcti  attempted  to  do  its  part? 

I  ask  these  questions  for  those  who  need  them,  well  knowing  that 
^ome  of  our  churches,  I  hope  many,  are  able  to  point  to  their  record  as 
their  best  answer. 

Now  a  word  as  to  the  men  we  need.  There  are  several  important 
reasons  why  Co*:^'regaUonal  missionary  work  cannot  be  carried  on, 
especially  in  Kansas,  without  a  very  superior  class  of  ministers. 

1.  We  seem  providentially  called  to  do  a  union  work.  This  is  our 
history  in  the  past  and  is  the  chief  reason  for  our  continued  existence. 
This  is  our  glory.  The  very  flexibility  of  our  system  permits  us  to  do 
this  work  better  than  others.  In  all  the  current  discussions  looking 
towards  unity  we  should  find  ourselves  readiest  for  practical  and  feas- 
ible suggestions.  But,  true  union«  that  which  is  the  sigh  of  the  age,  that 
which  shall  show  the  blessings  of  oneness  in  Christ  in  the  church,  must 
have  a  ministery  of  a  very  high  order.  There  must  be  strength  of 
character,  breadth  of  sympathy,  great  wisdom  and  that  supernatural 
powei-8  which  always  characterizes  the  pulpit  in  the  best  ages  of  the 
church. 

2.  We,  as  Congregationalists,  do  not  claim  to  have  any  little 
distinguishing  peculiarity,  either  of  doctrine  or  of  method.  We  have  no 
little  flag  which  a  little  man  can  vigorously  wave  because  it  is  little. 
We  have  no  peculiar  doctrine  that  a  one  idea  man  can  handle  quite 
creditably  to  himself.  AVhen,  therefore,  we  undertake  to  float  the  whole 
gospel  as  held  in  common  by  all  believers  in  all  ages  of  the  church, 
making  it  the  peculiarity  of  our  way  that  we  are  not  peculiar,  then  we 
must  have  character  enough— large-heartedness,  grace,  power  of  the 
Spirit,  ability  to  make  the  great  doctrine  shine  to  carry  out  the  scheme. 
AVe  must  match  the  intensity  of  narrow  men,  on  little  themes,  with 
clear  teachings  and  intense  convictions  on  the  great  doctrines  of  historic 
Christianity. 

3.  We,  as  Congregationalists,  must  have  men  who  can  work  success- 
fully without  any  machinery  of  supervision  other  than  that  which 
comes  from  fellowship.  But  this  requires  superior  men.  Men,  not 
children  who  must  always  be  watched  and  told  what  to  do,  and  kept  in 
the  leading  strings;  men,  who  are  kept  loyal  to  Christ  and  liis  gospel  by 
knowing  Him,  and  by  their  sense  of  direct  and  sole  responsibility  to 
Him,  not  by  the  fear  of  some  Ecclesiastic's  lash.  We  must  have  men, 
too,  who  have  so  learned  of  Christ  that  they  turn  to  Ilini  in  their  difli- 
cukies,  not  to  a  human  arm.  It  is  sometimes  thought  we  need  more 
superin tendency,  and  it  is  true  if  we  nave  weak  men  that  need  superin- 
tending. The  Children  of  Israel  longed  for  a  king,  and  God  gave  them 
their  request,  but  His  ideal  plan  was  to  have  his  people  deal  directly 
with  Him.  In  Congregationalism  we  have  set  out  to  do  according  to  the 
ideal  plan  and  to  have  each  body  of  believers,  with  its  minister,  deal 
directly  with  the  great  Head  of  the  Church.    There  are  great  possibili- 
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ties  of  grace  in  this  plan:  there  is  nothing  like  it  if  we  are  equal  to  It. 
But  it  implies  among  other  things  strong  men  in  the  ministry.  Weak, 
untrusty  men  can  be  used  with  comparative  safety  in  systems  that  put 
an  ecclesiastic  at  every  corner  to  watch.  We  must  have  men  that  need 
no  watching,  and  who  are,  under  Christ,  equal  to  the  emergencies  that 
arise.  It  does  not  follow  that  men  will  of  necessity  do  good  work 
among  us  because  they  may  have  succeeded  among  others. 

4.  In  Kansas  we  cannot  count  largely  on  the  immigration  of  ready 
made  Congregation alists.  There  are  sinners  enough,  but  Congregation- 
alists  are  few.  Other  churches  count  on  having  a  large  number  of 
people  of  their  faith  como  to  them  as  the  country  fills  up.  They  build 
with  that  expectation.  We  cannot.  If  we  do  we  are  doomed  to  disap- 
pointment. We  may  as  well  look  our  problem  in  the  face.  We  must 
use  the  raw  material,  and  that  is  fortunately  abundant  in  this  new  land. 
And  it  is  largely  unaffiliated  and  unappropriated.  Everywhere  in  all 
our  towns  are  crowds  of  young  people,  vigorous  and  full  of  life,  not 
largely  skeptical.  I  have  been  pleasantly  surprised  to  find  how  slight  is 
the  hold  Mr.  Ingersoll  has  on  our  younger  generation.  It  is  a  nobler 
and  a  more  aposlilic  work  to  build  our  churches  out  of  such  materials 
than  to  sit  d»wn  to  wait  for  pieces  of  Plymouth  Rock,  or  for  favoring 
gales  from  old  Scotland.    But  we  must  have  apostolic  men  to  do  this. 

5.  Missionary  work  is  foundation  work.  We  must  have  good  work 
there  if  anywhere.  Let  more  artistic  workmen  do  the  decorating  if  you 
will,  but  only  stalwart,  faithful  workmen  for  the  foundationa.  New 
England  Congregationalism  was  laid  in  granite  by  our  fathers  years  ago; 
we  fail  on  the  frontier  if  we  think  to  build  any  less  substantially.  The 
conclusion  is  that  for  our  frontier  work  we  must  have  the  best  the 
churches  can  8:ive.  We  can  use  to  advantage  no  other.  But  is  there  no 
place  for  weak  inefficient  men  V  Perhaps  in  the  older  parts  of  the  coun- 
try, not  here.  Is  this  too  high  an  ideal  for  Congregational  churches? 
Shall  we  believe  those  who  think  we  are  losing  our  faith  ?  Rather  let 
us  say  we  belong  to  a  fellowship  of  churches  that  have  had  a  history  of 
mighty  revivals,  that  have  given  to  the  church  universal;  Whitfield, 
and  Edwards,  and  Brainerd,  and  Nettleton,  and  Kirk,  and  Finney,  and 
Moody.  The  Lord  has  others  to  give.  Our  churches  have  been  sensi- 
tive to  the  teachings  of  the  Spirit.    What  now  is  our  hope? 


REPORT  OF  STATE  EVANGELIST 

The  period  covered  by  this  report  is  the  twelve  months  beginning 
with  the  last  General  Association  and  ending  with  the  present— No- 
vember to  November.  The  matter  contained  in  it  refers  chiefly  to  my 
own  work;  but  after  speaking  of  this  I  will  glance  at  the  revival  work 
done  in  our  churches  by  pastors  and  others,  and  then  state  some  conclu- 
sions deduced  from  this  review. 
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And,  lii*st,  I  give  an  approximate  summary  of  my  work  for  the 
twelve  months: 

(1.)  Time  spent  in  evangelistic  labor,  tUg  months. 

(2  )  Time  spent  in  brief  visits  to  churches,  Vi  months. 

(3.)  At  Wichita,  3  months. 

(4.)  At  the  p]ast,  visiting  seminaries,  and  vacation,  1  month. 

I  will  speak  of  these  in  order. 

>IRST.— Evangelistic  Work  — The  first  field  was  Heading,  and 
it  proved  to  be  one  of  the  most  fruitful  of  tlie  season.  Two  weeks  labor 
here  resulted  in  a  general  awakening.  The  results  were  faithfully  gar- 
nered by  the  pastor,  liev.  M.  II.  Smith,  and  our  church  nearly  tripled  its 
membership. 

Clay  Center  was  then  visited,  as  a  new  field.  The  services  grew 
in  attendance  and  interest,  but  their  continuity  wjis  interrupted  by 
various  matters,  one  of  which  was  the  recognition  of  the  church  by 
Council.  The  church  was  strengthened,  and  the  work  among  the  un- 
saved seemed  well  begun,  when  1  was  obliged  to  go  to 

Smith  Center.  This  struggling  church  had  been  mainly  dependent 
for  its  life  upon  a  few  earnest  women.  Our  evening  services  were  well 
attended,  and  (Jod  specially  blessed  the  IJible  readings  in  the  homes. 
Later  in  the  season  another  chureh  held  meetings,  and  thus  the  place 
enjoyed  the  best  winter  spiritually  for  many  years.  Our  church  has 
received  substantial  additions. 

Wabaunsee  was  next  visited  for  eight  days,  during  holidays.  A 
deep  and  solemn  interest  always  pervaded  the  services,  and  some  found 
peace  in  Christ.    I  hastened  from  this  field  to 

Carbondale  to  help  Hev.  M.  J.  Morse,  wh^  was  holding  the  fort  in 
a  trying  locality.  His  thorough  pastoral  visitation  had  prepared  the 
way;  good  singing,  large  children's  meetings  and  visitation  disarmed 
prejudice  and  attracted  audiences;  and  as  a  result  the  church  was 
([uickened,  and  soiie  accepted  Christ.    After  two  weeks  I  went  to 

Stockton,  Rooks  (>ounty,  to  assist  my  friend  of  earlier  days.  Rev. 
¥.  E.  Sherman.  The  meetings  w^ere  at  first  small,  but  grew  in  numbers 
and  interest.  The  children's  meetings  were  specially  successful,  and  the 
pastor  has  wisely  carried  on  the  work  with  them  through  the  year. 
Next,  as  the  pastor  at 

Oswego  was  calling  for  help,  in  the  midst  of  a  precious  work  of 
grace,  I  crossed  the  State  to  help  him.  This  was  a  joyful  fortnight  for 
all  of  us.  Crowds  came  to  hear  the  word;  the  church  worked  intelli- 
gently and  untiringly,  with  their  open  Bibles,  in  the  Inquiry  Room; 
conversions  occurred  almost  daily,  and  the  pastor.  Rev.  O  M.  Van 
Swearingen,  gathered  in  wisely  and  well  "  those  that  were  being  saved." 
Thence  1  went  to 

Neodesha,  Rev.  James  Cooper,  pastor.  Here  sinners  were  deeply 
convicted,  but  feared  to  take  a  stand  in  a  cnurch  almost  without  a  mem- 
bership and  amid  prevailing  worldliness.    After  one  week  I  went  to 
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MuscoTAiT,  Atchison  County,  Rev.  Robert  Killip,  pastor.  The  way 
had  been  somewhat  prepared  here  by  union  meetings,  and  we  had  a  pre- 
cious season  of  twelve  days.  Some  business  men  were  among  the  con- 
verts, who  at  once  joined  the  cliurch.  After  the  Moody  convention  at 
Atchison  I  went  to 

Onaoa,  Pottawatomie  County,  where  God  specially  blessed  us. 
Our  church  had  no  pastor;  a  bank  failure  had  divided  our  members; 
tkere  was  no  regular  preaching  in  town;  irreligion  had  control.  But  by 
much  prayer,  lively  children's  meetings,  and  the  efficient  co-operation 
of  two  former  pastors,  Bros.  Sikes  and  AVilson,  the  tide  was  turned.  A 
genei-al  awakening  occurred  in  the  village;  the  other  churches  co-opera- 
ted, and  many  accepted  Christ.  Rev.  J.  J.  Wilson  was  recalled  to  the 
pastorate  of  the  church  at  the  close  of  the  meetings,  and  has  gathered  in 
the  sheaves. 

This  closed  my  evangelistic  work  for  the  hist  season.  These  ten 
meetings  required  an  average  of  two  and  one-half  weeks  each,  brief 
iotervals  and  time  of  traveling  included.    I  have  just  closed  labors  in 

Udall,  Cowley  Col'^ty.  From  the  beginning  the  audiences  were 
large  and  interest  deep.  We  had  two  daily  prayer  meetings,  besides 
children's  meetings  and  evening  services.  Several  heads  of  families 
and  young  people  accepted  Christ,  and  the  faithful  pastor.  Rev.  B.  F 
Baker,  and  his  people  continued  the  meetings  after  my  departure. 

2.  I  have  briefly  visited  the  churches  at  Westmoreland,  Lou- 
isville, Arjrtntine  (twice),  Oneida,  Dover,  Leavenworth  and  Deerton  to 
hold  services,  usually  in  some  special  emergency  of  the  church. 

3.  The  fii*st  pastor  at  Wichita,  Rev.  J.  flarper.  closed  his  labors  June 
20th,  and  the  great  importance  of  the  field  led  the  Superintendent  to 
request  me  to  take  up  the  work.  During  my  three  months  stay  the 
building  fund,  already  begun  by  Bro.  Harper,  was  increased,  and  tne 
church  is  about  building  a  neat  edifice.  Rev.  J.  H.  Parker  also  was 
called  to  the  pastorate,  and  has  entered  vigorously  on  his  hopeful  work. 

4.  In  May  last,  at  the  Superintendent's  request,  I  visited  the  semina- 
ries at  Obf^rlin,  New  Haven  and  Hartford,  and  places  elsewhere  in  the 
East,  to  secure  ministers  for  vacant  fields,  and  as  a  result  several  valua- 
ble brethren  are  at  work  among  us. 

5.  I  will  add  that,  in  co-operation  with  other  Christian  workers,  I 
have  sought  to  secure  the  help  of  well-known  and  trusted  evangelists 
for  union  work  m  the  State.  And  we  rejoice  in  the  coming  to  us  of 
Bros.  Whittle  and  McGranahan,  for  a  fall  and  winter  campaign  through 
our  larger  cities;  and  to  expect  again  Mr.  J.  W.  Dean,  the  eftlcient  evan. 
gelist,  who  has  labored  with  such  success  among  us  for  two  winters. 

Socond.— A  glance  at  the  revival  work  done  in  our  churches  by  others 
shows  that  a  considerable  number  of  special  meetings  were  hold  last 
winter,  by  pastors  and  with  fellow-pastors  to  assist.  The  Evangelistic 
Committees  arranged  and  aided  efliciently  in  some  of  them.  Several 
fields  were  thus  richly  blessed,  while  a  large  number  of  churches  seem 
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to  have  gained  in  spirituality  and  numbers  without  extra  services.  In 
midwinter  the  beloved  brother  and  evangelist,  Mr.  J.  W.  Dean,  went  to 
Seneca  and  Centralia  for  union  services,  and  ureat  blessing  followed, 
sixty-seven  having  since  been  added  to  our  church  in  Seneca  and  forty- 
seven  in  Centralia,  The  prospects  now  are  that  many  more  special 
meetings  will  be  held  in  our  churches  this  winter  than  last. 

Third.— In  closing  this  report  I  would  like  to  mention  some  facts 
and  conclusions  which  experience  in  this  delightful  work  has  brought 
to  me.    And  I  note: 

1.  A  marked  improvement  in  the  spiritual  condition  of  our  churches. 
After  passing  to  and  fro  among  them  for  two  years,  and  looking  at  them 
now  as  a  whole,  I  am  persuaded  that  a  decided  advance  has  been  made 
within  this  period  in  this  vital  respect.  This  is  due  to  no  single  influ- 
ence, but  to  many  influences  combined;  but  the  fact  itself  is  a  cause  for 
gratitude  to  God. 

2.  The  commanding  position  for  widespread  spiritual  influence  held 
by  our  churches.  Xo  churches  in  Kansas  have  better  vantage  ground, 
for  none  have  more  fully  the  confidence  of  the  people;  none  have  a 
wider  and  freer  opening  for  introducing  the  pure  gospel,  moulding  and 
elevating  communities,  and  likewise  for  inspiring  Christians  of  all  other 
denominations  to  every  good  work;  and  therefore, if  filled  with  the 
Holy  Spirit,  Congregationalists  have  an  unexcelled  mission  and  brilliant 
opportunity  in  Kansas. 

3.  The  cordial  endorsement  given  by  the  people  to  our  evangelistic 
work.  Our  special  efforts  are  welcomed  and  trusted  by  the  church  vis- 
ited, the  people  at  large,  and  usually  by  churches  of  other  denomina- 
tions. The  people  of  Kansas  want  tlie  pure,  ortliodox  gospel,  clearly 
put,  but  not  on  the  low  plane  of  mere  emotion  or  noise. 

4.  The  abiding  strength  and  courage  which  comes  to  weak  churches 
by  the  brief  labor  of  the  evangelist.  Coming  in,  as  he  does,  with  all  of 
the  sympathies  of  a  pastor  and  with  a  stranger's  advantage,  doubling 
the  ministerial  force,  cheering  doubting  members  and  calling  the  atten- 
tion of  the  ungodly;  these  circumstances,  and  best  of  all,  conversions, 
cheer  arid  strengthen  these  faithful  laborers,  whose  previous  devotion 
is  often  the  main  cause  of  the  evangelist's  success. 

5.  My  conviction  strengthens  that  personal  work  is  the  mainspring 
of  revivals.  With  the  Bible  and  faith  and  prayer  must  go  personal 
labor  with  men  if  we  would  turn  them  to  Christ,  and  we  should  aim  at 
this  in  the  organization  of  our  evangelistic  and  pastoral  work.  In  my 
work  the  pastor  and  myself  visit  as  much  as  possible,  and  seek  to  get 
the  whole  church  aroused  to  labor  personally  with  the  unsaved  in  their 
homes  and  In  quiet  inquiry  meetings,  and  to  train  Christians  for  tliis 
work.  This  is  an  unspeakable  blessing  to  Christians,  and  the  number 
of  conversions,  I  believe,  is  generally  in  proportion  to  the  numl)er  of 
consecrated,  eflicient  workers  with  individuals.  To  promote  this  in  all 
of  our  fields,  a  circular  has  recently  been  issued  to  the  pastors  by  the 
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Missionary  Evangelist  and  Evangelistic  Committees  jointly,  suggesting 
that  pastors  join  together  for  three  days  of  visitation  and  prayer;  and 
good  reports  of  this  work  are  coming  in. 

6.  I  am  more  impressed  than  ever  with  the  utter  necessity  of  spirit- 
ual life  in  our  churches  to  ensure  progress.  There  is  less  that  is  merely 
external  to  sustain  them  than  in  older  regions;  infidelity,  indifference 
and  general  worldliness  press  hard  from  without,  and  if  the  world  has 
possession  within  the  church  it  soon  captures  everything;  conflict  for 
Christ  ends,  audiences  scatter,  missionary  aid  becomes  an  undue  reli- 
ance, and  perhaps  but  paves  the  way  for  approaching  death.  New  spir- 
itual life,  however,  corrects  every  possible  evil  in  our  churches,  and  on 
the  awakening  of  that  we  must  mainly  rely. 

7.  The  readiness  with  which  our  churches  respond  to  warm,  spirit- 
ual influences,  and  spring  thereby  to  new  life.  Then  with  remarkable 
alacrity  come  reduction  in  Home  Missionary  aid,  a  parsonage,  a  new 
cliurch  building,  and  all  that  is  required  to  give  the  church  a  command- 
ing influence.    Instances  in  point  might  be  given. 

8.  The  painful  difficulty  which  the  evangelist  is  made  to  feel  in 
choosing  from  among  the  numerous  applications  his  fields  of  labor. 
More  than  two-thirds  of  these  applications  had  to  be  declined  last  win- 
ter. The  Superintendent,  the  Board  of  Directors  and  the  Evangelist 
will  still  aid  in  the  choice  of  fields;  which  leads  me  to  note: 

9.  The  value  of  Evangelistic  Committees.  Each  Local  Association 
has  one;  their  work  is  io  have  a  general  oversight  over  evangelistic 
work  within  their  bounds;  to  receive  applications  for  such  help  from 
fellow  pastors,  and  to  render  or  secure  it  if  possible;  also  to  visit  pastor- 
less  churches  and  proffer  such  aid,  and  to  co-operate  with  the  State 
Evangelist  in  plans  to  promote  the  spiritual  growth  of  the  churches 
1  think  that  the  usefulness  of  this  branch  of  service  will  increase,  and 
materially  aid  in  covering  the  evangelistic  needs  of  the  whole  State. 
For  the  cordial  co-operation  of  these  committees  in  the  past,  I  am 
thankful. 

10.  Lastly,  the  remarkable  opening  for  aggressive,  spiritual  work  in 
Kansas  at  present.  The  opportunity  was  never  excelled,  and  the  im- 
portance of  seizing  it  cannot  be  overestimated.  Our  population  is  not 
so  large  that  it  cannot  be  wholly  rejiched  by  religious  influences  this 
winter;  our  cities  are  of  such  moderate  size,  as  yet,  that  they  can  be 
moved  from  center  to  circumference  by  the  united  efforts  of  the 
churches  in  them,  and  the  moving  of  these  centers  would  give  us  great 
additional  power  to  reach  the  entire  population  of  the  State.  For  this 
God  is  graciously  providing.  Lawrence.  Atchison,  Leavenworth,  To- 
peka,  Wichita  and  Fort  Scott  already  call  Bros.  Whittle  and  McGrana- 
han  for  union  services,  and  other  cities  will  probably  do  the  same. 
IFnusual  spiritual  feeling  and  expectancy  among  Christians  of  every 
name  is  noted  throughout  the  State.  Shall  we  not  respond  to  God*s 
gracious  interposition  and  the  Spirit's  call  ?  Let  us,  in  Christ's  strength, 
move  vigorously  forward,  with  "Kansas  for  Christ"  on  our  banners.

The  fourth  annual  meeting  of  the  AVoman*s  Home  Missionary  Socie- 
ty of  Kansas  was  held  in  Parsons,  Friday  morning,  October  23,  1885. 

The  President,  Mrs.  S.  D.  Storrs,  opened  the  meeting  by  reading  a 
portion  of  scripture,  and  Mrs.  Gilbert  of  ('hicago,  led  in  prayer.

The  eighth  annual  meeting  of  the  Kansas  Branch  of  Woman's  Board 
of  :Miss!nii$  for  the  Interior  was  held  in  Parsons,  October  22, 1885.

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REPORTS  OF  LOCAL  ASSOCIATIONS. 


ARKANSAS  VALLEY  ASSOCIATION. 

Anthony  records  a  prosperous  year.  The  labors  of  the  Rev.  J.  C.  HalM- 
day  have  been*  ^j^atly  blessed.  Twenty  additions  to  membership,  a  new 
parsonage,  a  renovated  and  improved  church  edifice,  and  coming  to  self- 
support,  are  sure  signs  of  vigorous  life  and  growth.  A  young  people's 
meeting  has  been  very  helpful. 

Ohafte  has  a  new  pastor  and  a  new  parsonage,  and  is  in  good  working 
order. 

Delmore  and  Galva  are  holding  fast  that  which  they  have  under  the 
oharge  of  Kev.  B.  F.  Haskins. 

Douglass  reports  an  increase  of  interest  and  of  membership. 

Great  Bend  has  been  blessed  with  a  revival  and  is  growing  in  numbers, 
grace  and  good  works.  The  college  Duilding  is  nearly  completed;  a  new 
parsonage  has  been  built,  the  church  edifice  repaired,  and  the  church 
reached  self-support.  A  young  people's  meeting  is  sustained  with  interest 
and  profit. 

Haven.  The  church  edifice  has  been  removed  Into  the  town  which  has 
grown  up  around  the  new  railroad  station.  The  only  church  organization 
in  the  place*    Congregations  are  larger  than  can  be  accommodated. 

Little  River,  vacant  for  some  time,  has  now  secured  Rev.  H.  E.  Powers 
as  pastor. 

McPherson.    No  report. 

Newtou  has  a  fiourishing  Sabbath  school,  is  increasing  iu  number  and 
will  soon  occupy  a  new  edifice  which  is  in  course  of  erection. 

Nickerson.  Rev.  J.  B.  Ives  is  doing  good  work  iu  this  difficult  field  of 
labor. 

Plymouth  is  a  small  church,  but  doing  good  work  in  the  Sabbath  school. 
A  new  railroad  station  not  far  off,  yet  not  near  enough  to  be  of  any  service, 
causes  perplexity  and  makes  the  future  somewhat  uncertain. 

Reno  Center.  Bro.  Brown  and  Supt.  Piatt  labored  here  with  great 
acceptance  and  profit  Ust  winter.  The  spiritual  condition  of  the  church 
has  improved  and  the  membership  increased. 

Sedgwick  City,  while  regretting  the  loss  of  Rev.  F.  Foster,  the  late 
pastor,  reports  large  congregations  and  well  attended  prayer  meetings. 
Rev.  H.  S.  Payne  has  accepted  a  call  to  the  pastorate.  A  new  and  larger 
church  Is  much  needed. 

Sterling  is  steadily  pressing  forward,  notwithstanding  the  Increase  of 
church  organizations  in  the  city. 
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lldall.  Bro.  Broad's  labors  here  last  winter  were  greatly  blessed. 
Although  suffering  from  removals,  an  increase  of  membership  is  leported. 
The  church  building  has  been  repaired,  and  the  congregations  fill  it.  In 
Christian  work  and  influence  it  takes  the  lead  in  the  community. 

Union  is  now  under  the  care  of  Bev.  H.  Myers.  The  church  building 
has  been  removed  near  to  the  new  railroad  station  of  Maize,  and  a  parson- 
age built. 

Wichita,  Plymouth.  This  church,  full  of  good  works,  has  justified  its 
rigiit  to  be.  A  handsome  edifice  has  been  completed,  and  strenuous  efforts 
are  now  being  put  forth  to  reach  the  churchless  population  of  the  city.  As- 
sistance has  been  rendered  towards  the  organization  of  the  Olivet  church  in 
the  south  side  of  the  city,  and  is  now  being  given  towards  the  organization 
of  a  church  on  the  north  side.  Flourishing  Sabbath  schools  exist  at  these 
points,  and  it  is  hoped  that  edifices  will  soon  be  built.  A  Sabbath  School 
has  been  organized  also  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  city,  and  it  is  intended  to 
organize  another  in  the  western  part  to  meet  the  wants  of  this  rapidly 
growing  city. 

New  Work.  Three  new  churches,  viz.,  Geuda  Springs,  Plevna  and 
Cheney,  have  been  oragnized  and  received  by  the  Association.  Three  others 
have  been  organized,  viz.,  Olivet,  Wichita  and  Kiowa,  but  have  not  been 
recognized  by  Councils  or  received  Into  the  Association. 

Trustees  have  been  elected  with  instructions  te  incorporate  the  Associ- 
ation, so  that  property  may  be  legally  held  in  trust  by  them  for  any  new 
enterprise  before  the  legal  incorporation  of  the  local  church  has  been  ac- 
complished. An  Emergency  Fund  has  been  subscribed  to  be  devoted  to  the 
beginning  of  new  work  In  this  rapidly  growing  and  needy  part  of  the  state. 

CENTRAL  ASSOCIATION. 

Alma  was  pastorless  during  the  year  until  August  1,  when  Mr.  W.  C. 
Wheeler,  from  Yale  Seminary,  began  labor.  Since  then  services  have  been 
resumed  and  church  life  quickened.  Good  prayer  meetings,  additions  to 
membership,  and  a  branch  Sunday  school  started. 

Bala  is  struggling  to  erect  an  edifice  to  take  the  place  of  the  one 
destroyed  by  a  cyclone.  Seven  hundred  dollars  In  cash  and  pledges  raised. 
Hope  to  complete  this  fall.  They  are  poor  and  deserve  help.  Rev.  James 
Howell  is  pastor. 

Carbondale  is  growing  under  the  pastorate  of  Rev.  M.  J.  Morse,  who 
has  a  strong  hold  upon  the  people. 

Chapman  has  a  new  pastor,  Rev.  Geo.  H.  Perry,  a  graduate  of  Wash- 
burn College  and  Yale  Seminary.  The  work  Is  hopeful,  services  well 
attended,  interesting  young  people's  meeting,  prosperous  Sunday  school. 

Clay  Center.    Bro.  Schoacke  is  doing  good  work  under  many  alscour« 
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agenients.  Church  lots  have  been  purchased,  and  an  edlflce  is  nearly  or 
quite  completed.  It  is  one  of  the  points  which  must  be  held  firmly  and 
pushed  vigorously. 

Clear  Creek  church  is  malcing  progress.  Bro.  Broad  labored  a  few  days 
among  them.  There  have  been  conversions  and  additions.  They  need  a 
building,  and  are  looking  forward  to  having  one.  The  church  is  yoked  with 
Onaga. 

Council  Grove  has  received  45  additions  and  been  quickened 
spiritually.  The  church  edifice  has-been  neatly  renovated.  Has  suffered 
financial  loss  by  the  recent  fire  which  swept  over  the  business  part  of  the 
town.    Bro.  Armsby  has  been  pastor  there  thirteen  years. 

Detroit  and  Enterprise  are  served  temporarily  by  Rev.  R.  D.Parker. 
Th?y  are  weak,  but  holding  on.  Hope  to  obtain  and  support  a  permanent 
pastor. 

Diamond  Springs  has  been  prospered  and  received  25  new  mem- 
bers. Its  pastor,  Rev.  T.  J.  Pearson,  leaves  for  a  new  flekl  in  the 
Southern  Association. 

Dover  and  Wakarusa  have  been  supplied  by  Rev.  W.  E.  Lincoln. 
They  are  holding  their  own,  but  have  little  to  report. 

Eskiidge  and  Waushara  are  now  pastorless.  The  former  has  no  place  of 
worship,  and  no  services  are  being  held.  The  latter  is  a  substantial  country 
church  worshipping  in  a  school  house.    The  field  needs  a  good  man  at  once. 

Junction  City.  Rev.  J.  D.  Parker,  chaplain  at  Fort  Riley,  has  preached 
once  a  Sabbath  most  of  the  year.  The  church  ha«  called  Rev.  M.  S.  Riddle, 
who  has  entered  upon  his  work  there. 

Louisville  nearly  doubled  her  membership  last  spring;  increased  spirit- 
ual life  and  influence  injthe  community.  Rev.  C.  F.  Graves  has  resi8:ned, 
and  the  pastorate  is  vacant. 

Manhattan,  under  its  eflicient  pastor.  Rev.  Mr.  Tunnell,  is  prospering 
in  all  its  departments  of  work  and  benevolence,  and  is  a  growing  power  for 
good  in  that  region. 

Maple  Hill.  Services  at  church  and  Sunda/  school  sustained  with 
increasing  attendance.    Improvements  made  on  church  and  parsonage. 

Milford.  Congregations,  Sunday  school  and  benevolent  contributions 
have  increased  50  per  cent.  Hopeful  out-station,  visited  every  Sunday. 
Nine  additions  by  confession. 

Mount  Vernon  is  supplied  by  Rev.  Mr.  Schnacke,  of  Clay  Center. 

Onaga  has  suffered  loss  by  removal,  but  have  received  additions  under 
the  faithful  labors  of  Rev.  J.  J.  Wilson.  They  have  a  new  bell.  The  young 
people  of  the  church  are  taking  hold  of  work. 

Osage  City  has  no  pastor.  Have  a  reported  membership  of  23,  but 
iiave  made  little,  if  any,  progress  dunng  the  v^Ar. 
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Reading.  There  are  two  organizations,  Welsli  and  English.  Rev.  Mr. 
Henry  Smith,  of  the  latter,  has  resigned,  and  both  are  pastorless  and  some- 
what disconraged. 

Six  Mile  is  a  new  church  organized  under  the  labors  of  Rev.  T.  J.  Pear- 
son, and  received  into  the  Centrai  Association  last  month.  They  have  a 
membership  of  35,  but  lose  their  pastor  and  will  suffer  unless  his  place  is 
promptly  supplied. 

St.  Mary's  has  completed  and  dedicated  a  beautiful  and  somewhat 
unique  $4,000  church.  Pastor  Crouch  has  the  confidence  of  all,  and  the 
outlook  is  good.    With  Maple  Hill  the  field  is  self-supporting. 

Sutphen's  Mills  is  united  with  Chapman  and  served  by  Bro.  Perry. 
Membership  small  but  not  discouraged.  Are  expecting  additions  by  con- 
fession. 

Topeka,  First,  have  had  a  year  of  activity  and  prosperity;  are  getting 
out  of  debt;  blessed  spiritually;  78  additions  on  confession,  36  by  letter. 
Prayer  meetings  never  so  large  as  during  the  year.  Have  made  a  move  in 
the  direction  of  swarming  by  the  purchase  of  lots  in  southwest  part  of  city. 

Topeka.  North,  has  advanced  $100  towards  self-support.  Have  suffered 
severe  losses  and  received  additions  also.  Bro.  Bacon  is  doing  substantial 
work,  is  greatly  beloved,  and  the  condition  is  hopeful. 

Wabaunsee,  supplied  by  Rev.  W.  J.  Feemster,  have  suffered  some  by 
removal.  Large  attendance  at  morning  service,  slim  in  evening.  Hold  a 
mission  concert  every  month. 

Wakefield  is  having  a  steady  growth  under  the  faithful  labors  of  Rev. 
Robt  Kerr. 

Westmoreland.  Their  church  building  has  been  moved  into  town  and 
repaired.    The  church  is  growing,  made  up  of  different  denominations. 

White  City  has  increased  its  membership  by  23,  and  despite  the  coming 
in  of  other  denominations  into  a  field  already  covered,  Is  growing  and  hope- 
ful.   A  parsonage  is  to  be  built. 

EASTERN  ASSOCIATION. 

There  are  27  churches  connected  with  this  Association. 

The  church  at  Lenape,  Leavenworth  county,  has  been  organized  and 
received  during  the  past  year. 

The  church  at  Quindaro  exists  but  in  name,  and  being  dead,  should 
have  a  decent  Christian  burial. 

The  churches  of  Appanoose  and  Valley  Brook,  if  alive,  do  not  report 
the  fact,  and  should  be  placed  in  tlie  same  category  as  absent  church 
members. 

Most  of  our  churches,  however,  have  given  cheering  evidence  of  life 
and  growth  during  the  past  year. 
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Argentiue  has  changed  pastors,  and  doubled  its  Sabbath  schools   and 
membership.    Conjugations  increasing  and  spiritual  life  greatly  quickened. 
Barlcer's  has  only  been  partially  supplied,  and  is  now  vacant. 

Fort  Scott  reports  41  additions  during  the  year,  more  than  doubling  its 
resident  membership.  Nearly  92,000  have  been  raised  and  expended  in 
repairs  and  improvements  connected  with  their  house  of  worship.  They 
are  hopeful  and  self-sacrilicing. 

Kanwaka  has  sustained  a  great  loss  in  the  death  of  its  only  deacon. 
Congregations  are  large  and  attentive,  and  the  Sabbath  school  is  growing 
in  numbers  and  interest. 

Plymouth  Church,  Lawrence,  the  mother  of  us  all,  has  been  greatly 
quickened  and  blessed  by  Maj.  Whittle's  meetings.  There  have  been  5C 
additions  during  the  year,  and  an  increased  activity  in  all  departments  ot 
church  work.  Its  Sabbath  school  members,  330,  are  thoroughly  organized, 
and  doing  excellent  work. 

Pilgrim  Church  has  received  22  additions,  has  a  flourishing  Sabbatli 
school,  and  a  Society  of  Christian  Endeavor,  and  is  pressing  on  hopefully. 

The  Second  Church  reports  several  additions,  a  good  Sabbath  school, 
and  a  growing  interest. 

Leaveti worth.  First,  has  received  more  than  a  score  of  additions,  mostly 
young  people  from  the  Sabbath  school.  The  ladies  of  the  church  are  very 
active  in  missionary  work,  and  the  pastor  is  getting  a  strong  hold  on  the 
young  people.  Out  door  services  Sabbath  evenings  have  reached  a  class  of 
non-church-goers. 

Lin  wood  and  Lenape  constitute  one  field.  The  latter,  organized  last 
April,  is  moving  to  build  a  house  for  worship.  It  Is  the  only  churcli  in  the 
place.  In  this  respect,  both  it  and  Linwood  are  highly  favored.  Nu  ques- 
tions of  denominational  comity  to  settle.  Congregations  are  large,  and  at 
Linwood  there  have  been  several  additions  of  late. 

Mound  City  is  more  prosperous  than  for  many  years.  House  repaired 
and  reseated.  Sabbath  school  the  largest  in  town,  and  additions  at  every 
communion  during  the  year.  We  are  sorry  to  add,  this  church  is  now  with- 
out a  pastor.  Rev.  M.  O.  Harrington  having  closed  his  labors  in  Septeml>er. 

Olathe  has  changed  ministers,  but  ^^kept  the  faith, '^  as  its  works  plainly 
show.  Has  a  live  Sunday  school  and  a  Society  of  Christian  Endeavor;  h.ns 
received  several  accessions,  and  is  reaching  after  more. 

Ottawa  is  vigorous,  hopeful  and  growing.  Eighteen  additions  during 
the  year.    Its  financial  condition  healthy,  and  Sunday  school  flourishing. 

Osawatomie  is  like  a  nail  fastened  in  a  sure  place.  It  is  steadfast  and 
immovable.    Through  changing  years,  ever  the  same. 

Paola  shows  marks  of  good  spiritual  nurture  and  training.    The  minis  - 
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ter's  salary  is  paid  promptly,  in  \veekly  installmeDts.  Current  expenses 
are  met  by  Sabbath  evening  collections,  and  there  is  a  weekly  penny  con- 
tribution in  the  Sabbath  school.  These  gifts  are  consecrated  by  fervent 
prayers  and  activity  in  every  department  of  Christian  work. 

Ridgeway  is  holding  fast  the  things  that  remain,  and  planning  and 
praying  for  better  days  to  come. 

balem  is  the  abode  of  peace,  if  not  of  prosperity.  Good  congregations, 
and  all  attend  the  Sabbath  school. 

Spring  Hill  has  a  new  church  and  a  new  minister,  and,  of  course,  new 
life  and  new  hopes.    May  the  latter  be  abundantly  realized. 

Tonganoxie  has  lost  one  of  its  deacons  by  death,  but  has  been  encour- 
aged by  several  additions  of  late.  Its  house  of  worship  has  been  painted, 
and  the  hearts  of  the  worshippers  made  glad  thereby. 

Valley  Falls  is  growing  strong  in  taking  care  of  itself.  Eleven  addi- 
tions. Has  a  hard  fight  with  infidelity,  Universalism  and  whisky,  and  the 
last  is  the  worst  of  the  trinity. 

Wellsville  is  vacant,  and  sends  no  report. 

Wyandotte,  Forest,  is  also  vacant,  but  sustains  an  interesting  prayer 
meeting  and  Sabbath  school. 

Wyandotte,  First,  reports  23  accessions  and  growing  interest.  Sunday 
school  needs  attention,  and  a  church  debt  likewise.  Hope  to  give  both  a 
lift. 

Wyandotte,  Pilgrim,  has  recently  been  divorced  from  its  minister  and 
remarried,  and  everything  goes  on  swimmingly. 

If  our  ministers  and  churches  would  take  hold  of  each  other  with  a 
stronfi^er  grip,  and  hold  on,  both  would  see  brighter  and  better  days.  Sum- 
ming up :  Last  year  only  10  churches  reported  ;thls  year,  22.  The  additions 
last  year  were  103;  this  year,  286.  In  Sunday  schools  last  year,  1,490;  this 
year,  2,143.  Total  membership  reported  in  1885,  1,172;  in  18S6,  1,566. 
Home  missionary  contributions  in  1885,  ^309.46;  in  18vS0,  $504.38. 

NORTIIERX  ASSOCIATION. 

The  Northern  Association  has  organized  one  church  during  tlie  present 
year,  that  of  Netawaka,  and  dropped  two  churches.  Union,  of  Marshall 
county,  consolidated  with  the  Blue  Rapids  church,  and  Hamlin  is  extinct.

Atchinson  reports  prosperty  under  Rev.  James  Chew,  39  having  been 
added  to  the  churchy  and  the  financial  report  showing  marked  improve- 
ment. 

Axtell  has  doubled  its  membership  through  a  glorious  revival  under  the 
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labors  of  Rev.  C.  L.  Kloss. 

Blue  Rapids  still  prospers  under  the  pastoi-al  care  of  Rev.  Elwood 
Skinner. 

Capioma  now  shares  its  pastor,  D.  S.  Hibbard.  with  Oneida,  wliieli  has 
been  pastorless  during  a  large  part  of  the  year. 

Centralia  has  become  self-supporting  under  the  efficient  labors  of  Rev. 
A.  S.  Bush. 

Fairview,  Plum  Creek,  Good  Intent,  Muscotah,  Xew  Maiden  and  White 
Cloud  are  pastorless.  At  Good  Intent,  Rev.  James  Chew,  is  now  supply- 
ing part  of  the  time,  and  two  have  lately  been  received  to  membership. 
The  outlook  for  this  little  charge  is  better. 

Highland  is  united  with  Leoua  under  care  of  Rev.  Daniel  Kloss.  The 
latter  has  been  blessed  with  a  revival  which  has  trebled  its  membership,  and 
has  just  completed  a  pleasant  and  commodious  house  of  worship. 

Hiawatha  still  moves  forward  under  the  guidance  of  Rev.  J.  B.  Rich- 
ardson. 

Sabetha  has  had  a  good  revival,  and  is  prosperous  under  its  pastor. 
Rev.  A.  C.  Hogbin. 

Seneca,  under  the  pastorate  of  Rev.  Geo.  C.  Lockridge,  has  become 
self-supporting. 

NORTHWESTERN  ASSOCIATION. 

Alton  is  not  a  new  church,  but  a  new  name  for  the  Bull's  City  church. 
It  has  grown  somewhat. 

Bloomington  is  small,  but  has  made  excellent  progress  during  the  year. 
Rev.  F.  G.  McHenry  has  supplied  these  two  churches. 

Ash  Rock,  with  Mt.  Ayr  and  New  Harmony,  makes  Rev.  R.  S.  Osborn^s 
field.  Revival  meetings  were  held  at  New  Harmony  with  good  results. 
The  other  two  churches  remain  about  as  they  were  last  year. 

Cawker  City  has  added  50  per  cent  to  lis  membership  and  more  than 
doubled  its  benevolences.  It  has  a  flourishing  young  people ^s  society.  Rev. 
T.  F.  Humphreys,  pastor. 

Cora  is  our  largest  church  and  one  of  our  best  in  every  way.  It  has  a 
good  building  and  earnest  workers.  It  sustains  a  young  people's  meet- 
ing and  contributes  well  for  the  work  of  our  national  societies.  Rev.  H.  F. 
Markham  is  its  pastor. 

Dial  is  small,  but  useful  in  its  neighborhood.  Miss  E.  E.  Newman, 
pastor. 

Downs  has  been  unsupplied,  except  for  three  months,  while  a  student, 
Mr.  J.  H.  Rice,  preached  there.    It  is  small,  but  proposes  to  live  and  grow. 
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Falrview,  a  good  country  church,  has  been  supplied  by  Rev.  W.  C- 
Sanford,  of  Smith  Center. 

Smith  Center  is  at  work  on  a  parsonage. 

Gaylord  had  the  help  of  a  student  three  montlit^.  It  io  weak  and  hardly 
as  hopeful  as  we  wish. 

Lincoln  Township  should  be  associated  with  Gaylord  under  a  good  pastor. 
It  has  1>een  nnsupplied  the  whole  year  and  has  lost  some  members  by  re- 
movals. 

Lenora,  Wakcman  and  Glen  Valley  make,  with  some  out-stations,  Rev. 
G.  E.  Northrup's  field.  He  has  been  doing  some  hard  work  with  good  re- 
sults, so  far  as  we  have  learned.  The  field  is  somewhat  new.  I^nora  has 
secured  a  parsonage. 

Iowa  Union  has  been  without  a  pastor  the  whole  year  and  lias  changed 
but  little. 

Kirwin  has  been  weakened  by  removals,  but  is  prospering.  It  has  put 
opera  chairs  in  its  house  for  worship  and  reports  the  largest  Sunday  school 
in  the  Association.    Rev.  R.  F.  Markham  is  pastor. 

Liberty  church  has  moved  Its  center  of  gravity  to  a  school  house  eight 
miles  from  Kirwin,  Iihs  added  several  members  and  sustains  a  good  Sunday 
school.  The  pastor  at  Kirwin  preaches  for  Liberty  church  every  Sunday, 
in  addition  to  his  two  preaching  services  and  larsce  Bible  class  In  town. 

Northampton  has  lost  more  members  by  removal,  is  small,  not  supplied 
with  preaching,  and  not  likely  to  be  soon. 

Osborne  has  lost  somewhat  by  removal?.  It  has  a  young  pastor.  Rev. 
T.  Claire  Luse,  who  has  been  ordained  and  married  during  the  year,  and 
gives  good  promise  of  usefulness. 

Stockton  has  improved  financially,  added  some  members,  and  is  other- 
wise making  progress.    It  has  a  young  people*s  society. 

Zion  has  completed  and  dedicated  a  neat  house  for  worship.  It  Is  a 
new  but  good  country  church.    Rev.  C.  B.  Messer,  pastor. 

West  Branch  has  been  disbanded. 

Walnut  Creek  has  been  so  weakened  by  removals  that  there  Is  but  little 
left. 

SOUTHERN  ASSOCIATION. 

Strong  has  called  a  new  pastor  and  hopes  to  do  scood  work  the  coming 
year. 

Village  Creek  reports  a  religious  growth  under  her  new  young  pastor. 

Western  Park  added  22  during  the  year  and  continues  in  the  revival 
spirit. 

God  has  blessed  almost  all  of  the  churches  of  this  Association  with  a 
rtvlvMl  during  U»e  iast  year,  and  although  many  counter  influences  have

Fredonla  does  not  report  her  condition. 

Galesburg  has  been  dropped. 

Geneva  has  large  congregations,  a  good  Sunday  school  and  great  en- 
couragement for  future  prosperity. 

Howard  has  been  received  into  the  Association  during  the  year,  with  a 
membership  of  9;  has  now  23.    Talks  of  buildins:. 

Independence  laments  the  loss  by  death  of  her  excellent  and  beloved 
pastor,  Rev.  Amos  Jones. 

Longton  has  added  42  to  her  membership,  has  a  new  church,  unfinished, 
a  new  pastor,  and  hopes  for  prosperity  in  the  future. 
Madison  has  not  been  heard  from  for  two  years. 
Mapleton  has  been  dropped. 
Neosho  Falls  Is  prospering  under  her  new  pastor. 
Neodesha  has  lost  her  pastor  and  Is  weak  and  despondent.

SOUTHWESTERN    ASSOCIATIOX.

Stafford  has  been  revived,  and  will  probably  co-operate  with  the  Plevna 
(;hnrch  in  calhng  a  pastor. 
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WESTERN    ASSOCIATION. 

We  have  in  the  Western  Association  7  churches  and  5  resident 
ministers.  The  total  additions  in  this  Association  during  the  past  year 
number  86.  One  new  chapel  has  been  built,  and  the  Association  has  iield 
\is  own.

TEMPEUANCK. 

Rev.  A.  C.  Hogbin  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Temper- 
ance, which  was  accepted  and  the  resolutions  adopted  seriatim;  the  vote 
on  the  last  being  22  for.  17  against.  The  report  as  a  whole  was  then 
adopted  as  follows : 

Believing  that  intemperance  is  one  of  the  most  fruitful  sources  of 
crime  and  of  all  manner  of  evil  in  our  modern  civilization,  therefore  be  it 

liesolced,  IsU  That  as  loyal  servants  of  Christ  we  cannot  be  Indifferent 
to  any  measure  which  may  be  used  to  lessen  or  extirpate  it. 

lienolved,  2(?,  That  prohibition  as  to  the  State  and  regeneration  as  to 
the  individual  are  the  only  successful  means  of  overcoming  the  evil  of 
!»trong  drink. 

Besolced,  .Vrf,  That  it  Is  a  Christian  duty  to  be  ever  on  the  alert  to  strike 
a  blow  at  the  liquor  traffic,  and  to  sustain  by  word,  by  money,  by  our 
prayers  and  by  vote,  any  organization  whose  success  promises,  in  the  jadg- 
meut  of  thv  mdividiial,  its  ultiniate  extluction. 
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liesoleed,  4thn  That  we  recognize  with  thaniifiilness  what  has  been 
jil ready  accomi)Ii5»h.ed  in  this  state j  and  would  respectfully  request  our  legis- 
lature at  its  approaching  session  to  so  amend  our  laws  as  to  prevent  the 
iiwportation  of  intoxicating  liquors  from  other  States  except  under  safe 

guards  which  shall  render  their  use  as  a  beverage  impossible,  and  to  with- 
raw  the  legal  right  to  traffic  in  intoxicating  liquors  for  the  excepted 
purposes  with  its  attendant  temptations  from  the  drug  stores  with  the  view 
of  securing  a  more  perfect  obedience  to  the  Constitution  of  the  State,  and 
the  removal  of  ihe  stigma  upon  the  law-abiding  charcter  of  our  people. 

The  following  additional  resolution  upon  the  subject  was  introduced 

by  Rev.  George  U.  Perry  and  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  after  six  years  of  trialTwc  are  convinced  jthat  State  pro- 
hibition has  proved  so  successful  as  to  be  worthy  of  continued  and  enthusi- 
astic support. 

The  Rev.  A.  D.  Fij*hcr,  agent  of  the  State  Tcujpcraucc  rnion.  ddivcrcd 
a  brief  address  on  the  temperance  question. 

SABBATH   OBSEKVANCK. 

Rev.   S.  G.  Wright  presented  the  following  report  of   tlic  Comuiittcc 

on  the  Observance  of  the  Sabbath,  which  was  adopted: 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  communication  of  Rev.  W. 
Wright,  of  the  U.  P.  Synod  of  Kansas,  relative  to  the  Sabbath  question,  beg 
leave  to  report  the  appointment  of  the  following  committee,  which  shall 
be  authorized  to  take  charge  of  this  question  for  and  in  behalf  of  this 
Association,  and  to  act  for  us  in  connection  with  like  committees  of  other 
denominations  to  secure  an  etHclent  State  and  National  organization  for 
the  promotion  of  the  better  observance  of  the  Sabbath. 

Cotnmlttee:  Rev.  J.  F.  Bacon,  Bro.  E.  H.  Blake  and  Bro.  Albert 
Newman. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  A.  B.  C.  F.  M.  was  presented  by 

the  Rev.  Jas.G.  Dougherty  and  adopted,  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  the  American  Board  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign 
Missions  note  with  pleasure  an  Increasing  Interest  on  the  part  of  our 
churches  in  the  spread  of  Christianity  in  all  lands.  They  are  contldent  that 
our  Home  Missionary  Work  in  this  State  will  succeed  in  proportion  as  our 
Kansas  churches  share  In  the  work  of  giving  the  gospel  to  the  whole  world. 
They  would  suggest  that  visits  from  returned  foreign  missionaries  would  be 
helpful  to  all  our  churches,  enlarging  the  sympathies  of  our  church  mem- 
bers and  increasing  their  benevolence.  The  committee  recommend  that 
every  Congregational  Church  in  Kansas  take  one  collection  each  year  for 
Foreign  Missions.    • 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  the  A.M.  Asssociatlon  was  presented 
by  Rev.  J.  II.  Parker  and  adopted,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  Africans,  Chinese  and  Indians  have  souls  to  save,  and  the 
only  saving  power  is  Christ,  the  world's  Redeemer; 

Whereas,  The  American  Mlssionaiy  Association  has  been  graciously 
blest  of  God  in  its  work  of  evangelization  and  education  among  these  races 
of  people; 

Whereas,  It  takes  money  to  lift  the  cup  Of  salvation  to  these  thirsty 
lips  and  refresh  their  parched  souls  with  waters  from  the  River  of  God, 
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JieMtlrcdf  That  we  a^aiii  roiiimencl  the  American  MissioQary  Associa- 
tion to  the  prayers  and  purses  of  the  Congrej^ational  Churches  of  Kausatt. 
and  charge  tliem  before  God  to  remember  these  Uis  poor  and  oppressed 
people  iu  their  contribution,  wliicli  8hall  sliow  that  we  liave  not  forgotten 
the  lessons  our  history  and  the  Word  of  God  have  taught  us  concerning  the 
needy  and  downtrodden. 

The  Sunday  School  Committee's  report  was  given  by  the  Rev.  A.  M. 

ril)es,  accepted  and  adopted,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  We  most  heartily  approve  of  the  !»ystcm  of  International 
Sunday  School  Lessons;  but. 

Whereas,  The  use  of  tht  various  lielps  Is  superseding  instead  of  assist- 
ing in  the  study  of  the  Bible, 

Jiesolted^  That  the  officials  of  our  Bible  schools  be  urged  to  use  their 
influence  in  securing  the  use  of  the  Bible  in  the  hands  of  the  scholars. 

Whereas.  Tlic  Bible  school  teacher's  position  is  an  important  one, 
reiiuiring  a  special  preparation,  both  for  the  position  in  general  and  of  each 
lesson  in  particular, 

Jiesolred^  That  we  recommend  to  Bible  schools  the  establishment  of 
normal  classes,  whose  object  shall  be  the  fltting  of  suitable  persons  for 
future  teachers  and  the  furnishing  of  occasional  temporary  supplies. 

Resolved,  That  we  urge  upon  the  officers  of  our  Bible  schools  the  im- 
portance of  establishing  some  standard  of  biblical  knowledge  to  be  attained 
by  each  grade  of  the  school,  and  that  an  examination  be  offered  the  pupils 
at  stated  intervals. 

Resolved^  That  we  express  our  appreciation  of  the  services  which  Prof. 
J.  E.  Piatt  has  rendered  in  the  interest  of  our  Bible  school  work  during  the 
year. 

Resolved,  That  we  most  heartily  commend  the  literature  of  our  Publi- 
cation Society,  and  urge  upon  the  attention  of  our  churches  and  school*  the 
claims  of  this  society ;  recognizing  the  Importance  of  the  work  which  \t  has 
undertaken  for  our  denomination. 

AMEN!>MKNTS  to  constitution    ANI>  new    BY-LAW'S. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  tlie  supplemautal  report  of  the  Publi- 
cation Committee  was  presented  by  Kev.  J.  (J.  Dougherty  and  adopted  as 
follows  • 

Your  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  recommendations  of  the 
Registrar  have  reviewed  the  paper  read  before  the  Association,  and  referred 
to  them,  and  make  the  following  proposals. 

1.  That  1,500  copies  of  the  Minutes  be  printed,  and  that  they  be  dis- 
tributed among  the  churches  In  the  proportion  of  one  copy  to  every  six  resi- 
dent members. 

2.  That  Art.  3  of  the  Constitution  be  aniended  so  as  to  read,  **Any 
minister  or  church  or  Sunday  school  superintendent  may  become  a  mem- 
ber of  this  body,  Ac."  As  this  amendment  was  pnnted  In  tht  Minutes  of 
1885,  it  may  be  at  once  adopted.

0.  That  the  following  be  substituted  for  By-Law  3,  on  page  8  of  Min- 
utes of  1885:  ''All  bills  against  this  Association  shall  be  made  out  in  detail, 
and  sent  to  the  Registrar.  If  the  bills  are  correct,  the  Registrar  shall  en- 
dorse them  'approved,'  signing  his  name  as  'Registrar  of  the  General  Asso- 
ciation of  Kansas/  and  send  them  to  the  Treasurer,  who  shall  send  the 
amount  to  the  creditor,  accompanied  by  a  printed  form  of  receipt  to  be 
signed  and  returned  to  the  Treasurer,  and  by  him  appended  to  the  bill  and 
retained  as  his  voucher.  The  Treasurer,  also,  shall  keep  a'  stub-book  of 
receipts,  giving  a  receipt  to  every  one  from  whom  he  receives  money,  and 
entering  upon  the  stub  a  record  of  amount,  date,  pei-gon  paying,  and  on 
what  account.    This  stub-book  shall  be  his  voucher  for  moneys  received.'' 

10.  That  our  statistics  hereafter  be  for  the  calendar  year,  and  that  our 
Constitution  be  so  changed.

ORGANIZATION   OF  AN   EDUCATION  SOCIETY. 

Rev.  p.  McVicar,  D.  D.,  presented  the  report  of  tlie  Committee  on  Ed- 
ucation, proposing  the  organization  of  an  Education  Society  with  the  fol- 
lowing Constitution,  which  was  adopted: 

Art.  I.  This  Society  shall  be  called  the  Education  Society  of  the  Con- 
gregational Churches  of  Kansas. 

Art.  II.  The  object  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  aid  pecuniarily  needy 
and  deserving  young  men  and  women  engaged  in  courses  of  study  prepara- 
tory to  enlarged  Christian  usefulness. 

Art.  III.  The  officers  of  this  Society,  to  be  chosen  annually  by  the  As- 
sociation, shall  be  a  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  consti- 
tute a  Board  of  Directors,  and  shall  perform  the  duties  usually  pertaining 
to  such  positions. 

Art.  IV.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  report  annually  to  this  Associ- 
ation the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Societ}'.  and  such  other  meas- 
urers as  they  may  deem  advisable. 

Rev.  J.G.  Dougherty  offered  the  following  resolution,  whicli  was  adopt- 
ed: 

Whereas,  The  call  for  young  men  and  women  to  enter  the  Home  and 
Foreign  Mission  fields  is  now  specially  urgent;  and. 

Whereas,  Some  of  great  promise  of  usefulness  ai-e  deterred  from  enter- 
ing upon  courses  of  study  for  lack  of  means,  therefore, 

liesolvedy  That  we  earnestly  recommend  that  a  contribution  be  taken 
in  each  of  our  churches  on  the  Sunday  immediately  following  Forefathers' 
Day,  to  aid  needy  and  deserving  young  persons  while  prosecuting  their 
studies  in  preparation  for  Christian  work,  and  that  the  funds  so  collected 
be  forwarded  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Education  Society  of  tlie  Congrega- 
tional Churches  of  Kansas. 

AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

Rev.  J.  M.  La  Bach  led  in  prayer. 

The  report  on  the  C.  S.  S.  and  Pub.  Society  was  read  by  Rev.  J.  B. 
Richardson  and  referred  to  the  Publication  Committee. 
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The  following  resolution  was  adopted :

The  Treasurer  has  no  means  of  proving  what  churches  have  overpaid 
or  imderpaid.  That  Is  the  business  of  the  local  Registrars.  Yet  it  is  appar- 
ent that  some  benevolent  or  wealthy  churches  have  balanced  the  deficits  of 
some  poor  or  feeble  churches.  This  year  the  total  collections  lack  only 
$3.20  of  being  equal  to  the  total  assessments.  We  have  paid  in  full  our 
assessment  of  1885  to  the  National  Council,  and  also  some  on  our  old  debt. 
There  are  no  outstanding  obligations  known  to  the  Treasurer,  who  here- 
with presents  his  certificate  for  $102.78,  the  balance  in  the  Treasury  as  per 
accompanying  detailed  report,  which  has  been  examined  and  approved  by 
the  Auditor.

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REPORT  OF  VISITORS  TO  WASHBURN  C0L1.EGE. 

Your  visitors  to  Wasburn  College  would  say  that  they  have  discharged, 
as  well  as  may  be,  the  delightful  duty  assigned  them  by  this  Association. 
There  will  be  expected  from  them  less  of  a  detailed  report  at  this  time, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  this  body  will  see,  with  Its  own  eyes,  much  of  what 
3*our  committee  bus  looked  upon  with  so  much  gratification. 

In  respect  to  the  outward  appearance  of  both  grounds  and  buildings, 
Washburn  is  rapidly  putting  on  her  things  of  adornment  as  well  as  of  use- 
fulness and  of  neces>sity.  When  your  own  eyes  see,  we  do  not  question  that 
it  will  be  to  approve  and  rejoice,  especially  In  the  name  of  Mary  A.  Hol- 
brook. 

As  to  the  practical  workuififs  of  the  Institution,  yonr  visitors  have  to 
say  that  they  have  seen  the  College  when  well  along  In  the  progress  of  the 
last  year's  work,  and  also  near  the  commencement  of  the  work  of  this  year 
upon  which  the  College  has  now  entered.  We  are  led  to  think  well  of  the 
Interest  and  application  manifested  on  the  part  of  the  pupils,  and  also  of 
the  enthusiasm  shown  by  those  occupying  the  chairs  of  instruction.  We  are 
persuaded  that  all  those  who  have  committed  the  training  of  their  young 
people  to  the  authorities  of  Wasnburn  College  have  made  no  mistake  In 
tlielr  choice  of  an  institution  of  learning  to  minister  to  the  mental  and 
moral  well-being  of  their  beloved  ones. 

There  seems  to  be  reason,  in  the  judgment  of  your  committee,  for 
making  special  mention  of  the  results  achieved  under  the  method  of 
instruction  adopted  In  the  department  of  Modern  Languages.  The  interest 
excited,  and  the  rapid  progress  made  In  acquiring  not  only  a  book  knowl- 
edge of,  but  also  a  power  to  use  practically  the  language  In  written  and 
spoken  communication,  suggests  that  similar  Interest  and  progress  may  be 
secured  in  the  department  of  the  *»  Dead  Languages*'  by  the  adoption  of  a 
similar  method.  We  know  that  the  same  method  Is  In  use,  with  happy 
results,  in  other  schools,  and  that  there  is  not  a  little  testimony,  from  those 
who  have  tried  it,  in  its  favor.  We  would  like  to  see  the  new  method  given 
a  fair  trial  in  the  classes  in  Greek  and  Latin  at  Washburn.  The  technicali- 
ties and  grammatical  exceptions  are  important  in  any  language.  The 
genius,  spirit  and  power  of  a  tongue,  *Miving-'  or  ''dead/'  are  things  more 

Important. 

The  needs  of  Washburn  College  are  many.  They  grow  with  Its  growth 
and  strengthen  with  its  strength.  Its  chapel  is  too  small  by  at  least  one 
hundred  sittings  for  present  use;  but  it  is  not  worth  while  for  us  to  begin 
to  name  the  wants  of  a  vigorous  college  situated  in  the  Sun-Flower  State. 
Think  of  any  desirable,  usf^ful,  needful  thing  whatsoever,  and  you  may  be 
sure  that  Washburn  College  needs  that  thing.

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REPORT  OF  THE.  COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION. 

President  McVicar  on  the  part  of  the  Committee  on  Edncation  remarlicd 
tliat  inasmuch  as  the  members  of  the  Association  would  see  with  tlieir  own 
eyes  much  of  the  work  and  present  status  of  the  College,  a  lengthy  report 
would  not  be  necessary.  The  past  year  was  one  of  substantial  progress  and 
encouragement — 

1.  In  tlie  order  and  decorum  of  the  school. 

2.  In  advanced  standard  of  scholarship. 

3.  In  more  compact  classification. 

4.  In  enlarged  facilities  for  instruction. 

5.  In  the  increased  donations  received  during  the  year,  viz : 

Endowment  fund, §1,500 

Holbrook  nail  fund, 4,190 

Library  building  fund, 12,080 

John  Brown  fund,      - ---  G,500 

§24,270 

If  the  pledges  of  friends  of  the  college  are  included,  the  amount  paid 

and  the  amount  pledged  during  the  year  will  amount  to  about  §30,000,  the 

largest  amount  ever  received  in  any  one  year  during  the  history  of  the 

College. 

The  religious  interest  in  the  College  has  been  of  a  quiet  but  pervasive 
character.  Most  of  the  students  attended  the  special  services  of  Major 
Whittle  during  the  winter,  and  a  number,  as  we  trust,  consecrated  them- 
selves personally  to  the  ser\'ice  of  God.  Tiiree  of  the  graduat.es  of  the  Col- 
lege are  now  in  theological  seminaries,  and  one  who  did  not  complete  the 
full  course  is  attending  the  theological  seminary  at  Hartford.  A  number 
now  attending  the  College  are  looking  forward  to  the  work  of  the  ministry, 
and  some  to  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel  in  foreign  lands.  Nineteen  have 
entered  the  present  freshman  class.  The  College  is  now  working  on  a 
broader  scale,  and  with  far-reaching  ends.  The  more  the  churches  cherish 
the  College  in  prayer  and  alms,  the  richer  the  blessing  that  will  return  upon 
themselves. 

REPORT  OF  THE  STATE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  HOME  MISSIONS, 
REV.  ADDISON  BLANCHARD. 

In  making  this  my  second  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  our  Con- 
gregational missionary  work  in  Kansas,  I  rejoice  to  record  some  of  the  mer- 
cies of  the  past  year.  No  general  calamity  has  befallen  the  work;  health 
has  prevailed;  our  fears  have  not  been  realized;  many  of  our  hopes  have; 
our  ranks  have  not  been  broken  by  death,  save  that  we  mourn  the  loss  of 
our  brother,  Rev.  Amos  Jones,  of  Independence,  who  never  will  be  for- 
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gotten  by  u.«.  by  liis  pcopli!,  or  by  tbe  churobes  be  il3^^isted  in  revival  serv- 
ices. Tbis  lias  been  a  year  of  revival.  As  a  consequence  an  unusually 
liopeful  and  txi)ectant  spirit  now  prevades  our  cburcbes.  Tbe  earnest  prayers 
of  our  gatherin;;  at  Parsons  bave  been  abundantly  answered,  and  we  arc 
now  lookin;j  for  p^reatcr  tbin;;s  in  tbe  year  to  come.  Never  were  our 
churches  better  prepared  for  a;x;^res<ive  work. 

I  am  glad  to  repeat  all  that  1  said  last  year  of  tbe  unity  of  our  work  and 
the  oneness  of  spirit  among  our  workers.  Tbis  is  essential  to  tbe  success  of 
our  woik  in  Kansas.  Tbe  "fele j jh > f ur ^  tha  College,  tbe  Xevv  College,  tbo 
Academy,  tbe  Evangelist,  tbe  Sunday  School  Missionary,  the  Board  of 
Directors  and  all  the  brethren  bave  worked,  and  propose  to  continue  to 
work,  i^  perfect  harmony. 

In  the  same  line  I  am  glad  to  bear  witness  to  an  increasing  spirit  of  fel- 
lowship among  our  cburcbes,  leading  each  to  make  common  cause  with  all- 
the  rest.  Pure  independency  is  tbe  bane  of  Congregationalism,  and  into  it 
we  are  liable  lo  relapse.  Each  church  is  likely  to  tbink  only  of  its  own,  to 
get  all  it  can  and  give  only  on  constraint.  Such  a  type  of  piety  is  not  worth 
propagating.  But  as  we  bci^in  to  take  upon  ourselves  in  the  State,  the  bur- 
dens of  our  own  work,  we  feel  tbe  need  of  drawing  closer  together. 
While  help  comes  priiicipally  from  abroad,  we  may  forget  our  mutual  de- 
pendence; city  and  com. try  will  misunderstand  each  other;  tbe  older  and 
the  newer  sections  foster  a  little  jealousy,  but  wert  we  to-day  dependent  o« 
the  gifts  of  our  own  cburcbes  for  all  our  missionary  work,  we  should  at 
once  cling  very  closely  togotber  as  one  body.  AVe  are  doing  tbis  more  and 
more  as  tbe  best  preparation  for  solid  work  in  tbe  future.  There  is  great 
blessing  in  a  warm,  earnest,  sympatbdic  fellowsbip.  We  can  not  convert 
the  world  with  a  love  tbat  does  not  begin  by  loving  tbe  brotberbood.  Brethren, 
let  ns  know  each  otber.  Let  us  take  some  pains  to  Vov{)  informed  as  to  our 
whole  work.  Let  not  zeal  be  limited  by  assoflational  lines.  Know  tbe 
Kansas  Home  Missionary  Society.  Know  tbe  new  cbnrcb  started  in  a  new 
city.  Know  tbe  struggling  cburcbes  on  tbe  frontier.  Pra}'  f(^r  the  brave 
raen  who  are  doing  tbe  work.  Do  not  complain  of  tbe  appeal  that  comes 
to  5' on  in  emergencies.  Take  tbe  2\h})hon>\  tbat  you  may  be  informed  how 
it  fares  with  others.  Give  to  tbe  Academy  laying  foundations  witb  diffi- 
culty. Send  the  boys  and  girls  to  tbe  College  witb  tbe  prayers  of  father 
and  mother  for  both  tbe  College  and  tbe  cblldren.  Keep  praying  tbe  Lord 
of  the  harvest  to  send  us  more  men,  and  then  keep  praying  for  those  who 
do  come.  Why,  bretbren,  we  are  tbe  fatbers  in  tbis  work.  We  are  laying 
foundations.  Tbis  is  tbe  business  given  us  by  tbe  Lord  in  this  da)'.  The 
opportunity  will  not  come  again.  Look  not  into  tbe  past  to  admire  heroes 
of  old.  It  is  a  cheap  way  of  doing  heroic  work  ourselves.  Tbere  are  heroes 
weeded  now.    LooV  not  to  far-off  lands  as  tbe  only  place  for  self-sacritieing 
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work.  Here,  here,  on  Kansas  soil,  building  a  new  State  for  Christ;  here, 
gathering  churches  of  Jesus  Christ  from  among  the  multitudes  of  uncon- 
verted young  people  of  Kansas;  here  is  work  grand  enough  and  glorious 
enough  if  we  have  eyes  to  see  it.  But  in  this  work  we  can  not  even  hope  to 
succeed  without  the  warmest  and  the  most  practical  fellowship.  Our  East- 
ern churches  have  long  shown  us  their  fellowship  by  sending  us  money.  It 
is  for  us  to  develope  the  same  spirit  among  our  own  churches.  It  has  in  it 
all  the  promise  of  our  future.  This  subjecc  is  more  vital  than  we  are  likely 
to  think. 

The  careful  work  of  our  Registrar  makes  but  few  statistics  needful  here. 
We  have  orgahized  17  churches  this  year  as  against  10  last  year.  These 
include  those  formed  lately  in  the  Northwest  by  Brother  Broad,  but  not  yet 
recognized  by  council.  The  churches  are  Wichita,  Olivet,  Geuda  Springs. 
Grlnnell,  Netawaka,  Atwood,  I^nape,  Cheney,  Ford  City,  Hill  City,  Plevna, 
Celia,  Bird  City,  Wano,  Voltaire,  Almcna,  Alison,  Montezuma.  Several 
others  will  soon  be  organized. 

The  number  of  self-supporting  fields  now  stands  at  34.  During  the 
past  year  6  have  taken  that  position.  They  arc  Anthony,  Great  Bend, 
Capioma,  Centralla,  Seneca,  Brookvilie  and  Bavaria. 

The  whole  number  of  fields  calling  for  missionary  aid  for  the  coming 
year  in  Kansas  Is  100.    These  fields  embrace  150  churches. 

The  number  of  places  supplied  in  whole  or  in  part  by  our  Missionaries 
during  the  past  year  Is  167 . 

The  whole  number  of  Missionaries  during  the  past  year  is  115;  last 
year  105.  The  number  just  now  in  commission  is  77;  at  this  date  last 
3'ear  73.  The  number  who  have  continued  during  the  whole  year  is  54. 
Last  year  there  were  43.  This  may  indicate  some  increase  in  the  perma- 
nence of  the  pastorate.  We  have  welcomed  to  our  permanent  work  20  new 
men;  last  year  16.  We  have  employed  8  students.  Twelve  church  build- 
ings have  been  completed  during  the  past  year.  They  are  St.  Mary's, 
Plymouth  church,  Wichita;  Zion,  Cloud  county;  Rush  (Grace  Memorial), 
Kinsley ;  Leona,  Clay,  Atwood,  Osage,  Ford  City,  Longton,  Grinnell.  Some 
20  others  are  either  in  process  of  erection  or  are  planned  for  the  coming 
year.    The  cost  of  these  churches  has  averaged  ^3,000  each. 

The  number  of  church  buildings  now  completed  is  120.  Allthe  rest  are 
unhoused. 

The  whole  number  of  parsonages  in  the  State  is  35.  Of  these  5  have 
been  built  during  the  past  year— Anthony,  Chase,  Great  Bend,  Lenora 
and  Union  at  Maize. 

TUE  superintendent's  WORK. 

The  Superintendent  has  visited  and  done  some  missionary  work  in  88 
different  places.    As  many  more  places  no  doubt  have  looked  for  similar 
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assistance.  It  is  liis  purpose  to  visit  during  tlie  year  all  the  unvlslted  places, 
if  possible.  He  has  no  motive  but  to  go  where  most  needed.  Number  of 
sermons  preached,  96.  Missionary  addresses,  102.  Associations  attended, 
14.  The  number  of  churches  supplied  with  permanent  pastors  durin^^  the 
year  was  40;  last  year  29. 

A  lars:e  part  of  the  labor  done  has  been  in  exploring  for  new  work.  In 
this  the  Superintendent  has  received  much  asistance  from  Evangelist 
Broad.  Several  places  we  visited  together.  The  decision  reached  in  each 
case  has  been  after  a  thorough  canvass  of  the  facts  and  a  comparison  of  the 
fields  with  what  was  known  of  (he  whole  State. 

CHURCH   ORGANIZATION.  * 

In  so  large  a  State  as  Kansas,  and  filling  up  so  rapidly,  it  is  obviously 
impossible  for  one  or  two  men  to  see  and  use  every  opportunity  for  new 
work.    We  will  do  what  we  can,  but  ask  the  assistance  of  all  our  brethren. 

The  planting  of  a  new  church  means  much  to  a  community,  much  to 
our  fellowhlp,  and  much  to  the  Missionary  Society  that  must  aid  it.  It 
should  be  done  with  care,  and  only  after  a  full  understanding  of  all  the  facts. 
Even  then  we  shall  form  some  churches  that  may  be  of  short  duration,  but  of 
use  to  the  cause  while  they  do  live.  Very  much  depends  on  the  material 
put  into  the  foundation.  The  first  year  rules  the  after  years.  Some  first 
principles  may  guide  us : 

1.  Do  not  organize  in  a  quarrel.  A  church  thus  begun  can  seldom 
hope  lor  the  blessing  of  God.    Our  experience  should  teach  us  here. 

2.  Organize  with  a  delicate  regard  for  the  work  done  by  Christ's  other 
disciples  in  the  place.  Our  Master  will  certainly  be  pleased  with  this, 
and  what  do  we  without  Ills  blessing? 

3.  Organize  with  some  appreciation  of  the  genius  of  our  churches  and 
with  an  expectation  of  being  loyal  to  it.  A  Congregational  church  that  is 
organized  as  a  temporary  expedient  is  not  likely  to  stand  the  pressure  of 
adverse  circumstances.  It  must  be  carried  with  outside  money,  and  is  not 
likely  to  be  worth  to  anybody  what  it  costs.  Let  Mat.  xxiii,  8,  be  fully 
understood  and  loved. 

4.  Organize  with  an  awakened  spiritual  life  and  a  renewed  conviction 
of  duty  to  Christ,  with  much  prayer  and  consecration.  Dead  material  can 
be  agglomerated;  only  life  can  have  organism. 

5.  Organize  so  that  responsibility  for  the  enterprise  shall  be  felt  by  the 
people  of  the  community.  Let  this  feeling  be  made  as  deep  and  as  per- 
vasive as  possible.  Consult  with  the  people.  Get  them  to  consulting.  Get 
them  to  appoint  committees.  Do  nothing  with  a  few.  Go  to  no  one  class. 
Organize  around  no  one  man.  Organize  to  please  no  one  party.  There 
must  be  leaders,  but  leaders  are  servants  of  all,  and  all  are  brethren.  Have 
the  people  take  upon  themselves  some  financial  burden  for  the  cause. 
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This  will  often  bo  a  test.  Do  not  hire  a  people  to  have  a  church  with  outside 
aid.  It  degrades  the  whole  work.  As  a  general  rule  it  is  unwise  in  these 
times  to  organize  where  the  people  will  not  take  some  immediate  steps 
toward  building  a  house  of  worship.  A  church  that  must  worship  in  a  hall 
or  with  another  church,  using  the  same  house  for  many  months,  is  hardly 
likely  to  grow. 

6.  Do  not  organize  a  church  where  a  branch  church  will  do  as  well. 
The  circumstances  must  decide  in  each  case. 

7.  So  group  churches,  especially  in  the  country,  that  they  can  be  easily 
cared  for.  Wo  have  been  compelled  to  drop  many  churches  because  of 
their  remoteness.  On  the  other  hand,  some  of  our  best  fields  are  made  up 
from  groups  of  country  churches. 

REPOllT  OF  STATE  EVANGELIST,  KEY.    L.  PAYSOX  BKOAD. 

Another  year  of  work  for  Chnst  in  Kansas  is  closed.  What  have  we 
accomplished?  Our  success  is  not  to  be  measured  by  the  number  of 
churches  established,  merely,  nor  by  our  denominational  enthusiasm;  nor 
even  by  the  number  of  revival  services,  but— 

1.  By  our  personal  loyalty  to  Christ. 

2.  By  the  spirituality  of  our  work;  the  Increased  spiritual  life  of 
Christians,  and  the  genuineness  of  conversions. 

3.  By  the  wisdom  and  stability  of  our  work. 

4.  By  Its  extent,  as  bounded  only  by  our  possibilities. 

We  may  humbly  rejoice  over  the  spiritual  results  of  the  year.  Messrs. 
Whittle  and  McGranahan  came  and  did  a  great  work  for  our  larger  cities, 
and  their  earnest  co-laborer,  Rev.  A.  Patterson,  for  several  cities  of  lesser 
size.  In  their  campaign  of  five  months.  Revival  efforts  were  so  general 
throughout  the  State  that  nearly  every  town  and  hamlet  was  blessed.  At 
the  Christian  Convention  in  Topeka  in  March,  partial  statistics  showed  109 
revivals  in  the  State,  with  an  aggregate  of  4,G25  conversions;  and  since  there 
are  1,400  pastors  In  the  State  to  report,  ^lajor  Whittle's  estimate  that  there 
had  been  10.000  conversions  in  Kansas  during  the  winter,  seems  quite  within 
bounds.  But  even  such  figures  do  not  express  the  Incalculable  benefit  to 
the  churches  of  this  extensive  work  of  grace.  To  a  cheering  extent  the 
churches  have  retained  the  revival  spirit.  There  has  been  less  declension 
than  usual  during  the  hot  months,  and  many  hre  preparing  now  to  reap  a 
harvest.  Our  Congregational  churches  co-operated  in  the  work,  and  shared 
the  blessing. 

In  May  I  sent  a  circular  to  our  pastors  asking  for  revival  statistics. 
Only  a  portion  have  responded,  but  enough  to  make  the  report  v.aluable. 
Out  of  77  churclies  reporting,  (j:\  had  special  meetings.  These  continued 
from  three  days  to  eight  weeks,  in  this  proportjpn  :    Nearly  one-third  w^ere 
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held  for  four  weeks  or  over;  one-fifth  for  three  weeks,  one-flfth  for  two 
weeks,  one-quarter  for  one  week.  The  long  meetings  prevailed,  which 
marks  the  efforts  generally  as  earnest  and  S3'stematic.  Fourteen  were  union 
meetings,  of  which  11  were  succcssfull.  Thirty  of  the  G3  (less  than  one- 
half)  had  the  help  of  an  evangelist  or  fellow-pastor,  which  speaks  well  for 
the  self-reliance  of  the  pastors  and  churches.  With  rare  exceptions  the 
results  reported  are  good;  and  while  the  largest  number  of  conversions  is 
reported  by  those  having  evangelistic  aid,  there  are  signal  exceptions  to  this, 
as  at  Diamond  Springs,  Western  Park,  Xew  Harmony,  Scatter  Creek  and 
Elk  Falls,  where  the  pastor  v.orkcd  unaided.  Fifty -two  (or  5-G)  report 
good  co-operation  of  Christians  in  the  meetings,  and  the  same  proportion 
good  attendance  and  interest  ;*2G  report  two  meetings  or  more  per  day  ;25  had 
Bible  readings;  32  (or  1-2)  had  inquiry  meetings;  IG  (or  1-4)  had  children's 
meetings;  52  (or  5-G)  report  the  church  quickened;  23  (or  1-3)  report  new 
work  started  as  the  result  of  the  revival,  under  which  head  I  note  12  young 
people's  meetings,  4  societies  of  Christian  Endeavor  and  1  ladies'  prayer 
meeting.  Five  pastors  report  that  they  held  meetings  in  districts,  mostly 
with  good  results;  25  report  meetings  held  in  other  churches  in  town,  in 
which  our  churches  co-operated  as  was  practicable;  51  pastors  report  539 
conversions.  This  includes  but  one  of  Mr.  Whittle's  meetings.  These  statistics 
indicate  healthful  revival  services. 

Now  if  we  add  to  this  list  of  G3  churches  reporting  special  meetings, 
others  that  held  them,  but  do  not  report,  1  estimate  that  nearly  two-thirds 
of  our  churches  that  are  in  working  order  have  held  extra  meetings  during 
the  year,  with  some  good  results.  Of  tlie  15  sending  reports,  but  not  having 
extra  meetings,  5  report  unusual  interest  and  conversions.  It  seems  a 
necessary  and  cheering  deduction  from  these  facts  that  our  Congregational 
churches  have  advanced  in  spiritual  things.  They  favor  special  efforts,  and 
welcome  judicious  evangelists,  but  will  work  without  them.  They  are  in 
the  front  for  union  services  that  promise  great  good ;  and  w  hile  we  need 
every  grace  in  a  higher  degree,  any  ono  passing  among  our  churches  can 
see  that  there  has  been  the  spiritual  uplifting  indicated  by  these  ligurcrs. 
This  should  encourage  us  to  deeper  consecration  and  grander  offort. 

Respecting  my  own  work,  the  first  five  months  after  our  last  General 
Association,  were  spent  chieily  in  evangelism. 

First,  at  Severy.  Christians  of  all  denominations  quickened ;  some  con. 
versions. 

Reno  Center.    Church  strengthened;  a  few  conversions. 

Fowler,  Belle  Meade  and  Crooked  Creek.  Chiclly  in  Fowler.  Good 
meetings  for  two  weeks,  amid  a  county  seat  strife. 

Argentine.  Deep  interest;  many  conversions;  meetings  carried  on  suc- 
cessfully by  the  pastor  after  evangelist  left. 
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Brookvllle.  A  precious  season  of  over  three  weeks;  church  qulckeued ; 
marked  conversions;  religion  in  the  town  put  on  a  better  footing;  cordial 
co-operaiion  by  the  Methodist  brethren. 

Axtell.  A  prosperous  revival,  carried  to  still  fuller  suceesp,  after  evan- 
gelist left,  by  the  pastor. 

Wheaton.    Solemn  meetings  and  a  goodly  number  of  conversions. 

Louisvilie.  1  assisted  here  to  furnish  the  successful  protracted  effort 
conducted  by  the  pastor,  assisted  by  Rev.  R.  M.  Tunnell. 

Co-operation  with  Bros.  Whittle  and  Patterson  in  opening  fields  for 
their  campaign,  and  some  work  in  organizing  at  iiCnapc  and  Netawaka  in 
March,  occupied  two  weeks.  In  April  the  Suptlntendent  urged  me  to  go  to 
Wichita,  where  I  held  the  fort  for  Olivet  church  in  South  Wichita,  and  the 
Mayflower  Enterprise  in  Xorth  Wichita  for  two  and  one-half  months;  visit- 
ing, meanwhile,  nine  fields  in  Sumner,  Barber  and  Butler  counties  with  a 
view  to  our  work,  and  organizing  a  church  at  Kiowa.  I  have  just  returned 
from  a  tour  of  five  weeks  in  the  extreme  Xorthwest,  having  explored  care- 
fully seven  new  counties,  organized  a  church  at  Almena,  Xorton  count}', 
and  taken  preliminary  steps  for  organizing  at  Bird  City,  Wano  and  Voltaire. 

In  general,  my  time  has  been  about  equally  divided  during  the  year 
between  evangelism  and  general  missionary  work.  Some  of  the  points 
gained,  are- 
Revival  meetings  In  ten  churches. 

Ten  counties  visited,  and  seven  of  these  carefully  explored  for  new 
work. 

Two  churches  organized ;  organization  arranged  for  with  three  more ; 
assisted  to  organize  two  others. 

General  missionary  labor  in  various  churches  with  its  strengthening 
results. 

In  completing  this  report  I  will  speak  on  two  points  related  to  our 
spiritual  work. 

I.    The  proper  fields  of  work  for  the  Missionary  Evangelist. 

Already  I  have  numerous  requests  to  aid  churches  In  all  parts  of  the 
State.  This  is  pleasing  as  Indicating  awakening  spiritual  life,  and  I  would 
gladly  visit  all,  were  this  possible;  but  since  a  selection  must  again  be  made, 
perhaps  the  brethren  can  help  the  Superintendent  and  myself  In  this  selec- 
tion by  considering  some  principles.  There  are  two  ways  of  looking  at  a 
Missionary  Evangelist's  work — 

1.  That  each  Home  Missionary  field  may  properly  rely  on  having  his 
services  in  Its  turn. 

2.  That  his  servlcles  should  be  reserved  for  the  fields  that  are  In  the 
most  critical  state  of  need,  and  that  each  church  should  try  to  get  along 
without  him,  if  possible. 
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Believing  that  tlic  latter  is  the  seiitimeDt  of  our  pastors  and  churches, 
and  clearly  the  only  thiug  practicable,  we  inquire :  When  Is  it  desirable  to 
call  for  the  help  of  the  State  Evangelist? 

1.  When  there  is  no  pastor,  and  the  church  is  in  danger  of  great  calam- 
it}-,  or  of  extinction,  without  immediate  care. 

2.  When  a  revival  is  well  started,  and  the  pastor  is  exhausted  by  con- 
tinuous labor. 

3.  When  a  pastor  has  been  long  on  his  field,  conducted  several  revival 
efforts  himself,  and  the  deepening  religious  feeling  calls  for  a  new  voice  to 
reach  the  people. 

4.  Sometimes  when  there  are  divisions  in  a  church  which  a  third  party 
might  help  to  heal. 

5.  In  hard  flelds,  where  the  lower  vices  and  Infidelity  abound,  and 
where,  after  faithful  labor  by  the  pastor  (Including  house  to  house  visita- 
tion), the  Evangelist  can  come  In  and  double  the  force  against  the  over- 
whelming tide  of  irrellglon  and  outbreaking  sin. 

6.  In  general,  when  all  means  to  accomplish  the  end  of  revival  have 
been  exhausted,  and  when  the  case  Is  so  peculiar  In  its  dlflicultles  or  its 
favorable  prospect?,  that  only  the  help  of  another  brother  can  meet  the 
emergency. 

And  when  is  it  not  best  to  call  the  KvangelistV 

1.  Ordinarily  during  the  first  year  of  a  pastorate.  This  Is  a  favorable 
time  for  the  pastor  to  conduct  meetings. 

2.  When  there  has  been  no  special  effort  to  awaken  a  revival  spirit, 
and  to  have  a  series  of  meetings  without  outside  aid. 

3.  When  the  sole  reason  for  calling  him  is  that  the  field  is  hard,  mem- 
bers slow  in  praying,  paying  and  working,  and  the  pastor  discouraged.  It 
is  better  that  the  pastor  should  win  with  his  work  beforehand,  and  then  the 
Evangelist's  help  will  be  more  effective. 

4.  When  the  people  clamor  for  some  movonient  to  get  ahead  of  some 
other  denomination. 

.5.    When  other  help  can  be  secured  which  would  answer  equally  well. 

In  general,  the  Interests  of  the  whole  work  in  the  State  may  well  be 
considered  in  calling  the  Evangelist;  but  nothing  whatever  should  prevent 
the  freest  conference  by  the  biethren  with  tlie  Superintendent  and  Evan- 
gelist about  the  needs  of  any  field,  or  from  pressing  their  particular  case. 

1.  Special  meetings  this  winter.  Shall  the  churches  have  them?  If  so, 
how?    With  or  without  an  Evangelist?    To  speak  of  the  latter  point  first: 

1.  Many  churches  did  not  have  an  Evangelist  last  winter,  and  may 
need  one  this  winter. 

2.  Many  Christians  had  excellent  training  in  Gospel  work  last  winter, 
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especially  Iq  directing  inquirers  with  the  Bible.  These  can  be  very  useful 
this  winter  in  their  own  churches.  Now  let  the  pastor  lead  right  off  with 
meetings  himself,  setting  his  trained  members  at  work. 

3.  Let  us  not  allow  our  churches  to  even  imagine  that  because  they 
had  a  revival  last  winter  they  do  not  need  one  now,  and  probably  need 
special  meetings  airain.  And  this  opens  up  the  whole  subject.  How  often 
are  special  efforts  desirable?  The  extreme  of  having  an  extra  meeting 
every  year  invariably  has  its  objections,  but  is  less  dangerous  than  the  oppo- 
site extreme  of  too  great  caution  in  the  matter.    But  to  look  at  principles : 

1.  The  most  important  requisite  for  a  successful  special  effort  is  a  band 
of  quickened  Christians. 

2.  This  revival  among  Christians  is  practicable  in  a  church  to  some 
degree.  At  least  one,  the  pastor,  can  be  revived,  as  was  Nehemiah,  Daniel, 
Paul. 

3.  A  revived  band  of  believers,  be  it  large  or  small,  will  not  be  satis- 
fied without  making  frequent  special  efforts  to  save  souls. 

4.  If  this  band  of  revived  Christians  is  numerous  and  strong  enough  to 
lead  in  church  affairs,  a  successful  series  of  meetings  can  be  held  annually. 
Therefore,  as  practical  deductions,— 

1.  Plan  for  a  special  effort  every  year.  If,  as  pastor,  your  heart  calls 
for  it;  if  a  few  revived  members  will  sustain  you ;  if  the  church  as  a  whole 
does  not  object,  bring  this  to  pass:  Be  sure  that  the  way  is  closed  against 
this  measure  before  you  give  it  up  for  a  single  year. 

2.  We  should  be  on  the  watch  for  chances  to  start  revival  efforts  in  all 
parts  of  the  year— don't  wait  for  winter ;  break  out  in  summer.  Mr.  Moody's 
convention  for  students  at  Northfleld  in  July  Inst,  and  the  Evangelistic 
convention  in  August  were  simply  revival  efforts  adapted  to  the  season. 

3.  We  should  make  all  of  our  religious  movements  revival  in  their 
character,  and  then  special  efforts,  so  called,  would  seem  less  singular. 
£ach  public  service,  each  interview  between  believers,  and  each  meeting  of 
a  local  or  general  Associatimi  should  be  a  revival  of  religion.  Let  us  make 
it  so. 

As   a  closing  thought: 

The  type  of  Christianity  demanded  of  us,  as  ('ongregationalists,  in 
Kansas  requires  our  serious  attention.  In  history  and  science  progress  is 
made  by  building  on  discovered  and  established  facts  for  the  higher 
achievements.  There  is  an  ancient  and  modern  locomotive,  and  locomo- 
tive builders  now  assume  as  true  that  which  has  been  learned  by  former 
workmen  and  make  only  modern  locomotives.  Certain  facts,  too,  have 
been  established  in  the  Christian  life,  which  we  are  to  appropriate  and 
build  on,  for  the  best  type  of  Christianity,  such  as,— 

1.    Entire  consecration  to  Christ.    This  has  been  demonstrated  as  prac- 
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ticable;   it  belongs  to  a  successful  Christian;  it  is  the  mightiest  force  in  the 
world  for  doing  good. 

2.  Tlie  efficiency  of  faith  in  Christian  work. 

3.  The  necessity  of  the  separation  of  the  church  from  the  world,  as 
essential  to  a  successful  church. 

4.  The  readiness  of  God  to  save  men  when  we  use  His  means. 

The  Khigdom  of  God  will  advance  in  proportion  us  we  keep  up  with 
this  graded  revelation  of  the  possibilities  of  the  Goppel  In  Individual  expe- 
rience. 

Our  fiekl  is  Kansas.  The  State  requires  a  band  of  Christian  churches 
made  up  of  such  modern  Christians.  Our  present  spiritual  Influence  invites 
and  our  polity  prompiS  us  to  occupy  this  position.  Test  Congregationalism 
with  full  spirituality,  and  it  will  stand  the  test.  ILts  not  tliis  been  proved? 
Does  it  mean  little  to  us  that  so  many  of  the  brightest  spiritual  lights  of  the 
age  have  oeen  trained  in  the  Congregational  method?  May  we  be  able  to 
see  and  seize  our  opiwrtunities  to  extend  Christ's  Kingdom.  And  in  view  of 
our  constantly  broadening  Held  in  this  State,  what  shall  we  do?  The  reply 
may  come,  **  Rush  in  and  till  up  the  field  with  Congregational  churches." 
Yes,  put  a  Congregational  church  in  every  town  where  God  gives  us  an 
opening,  fraternally  and  wisely.  But  they  must  be  churches  tilled  with 
spiritual  life,  or  they  will  do  harm.  Then,  as  ministers,  we  mest  adopt  the 
high  type  of  Christianity  for  ourselves.  We  must  let  the  Gospel  take  glow- 
ing possession  of  us,  in  order  to  move  othei*s.  We  must  so  love  the  Gospel 
that  we  shall  not  be  willing  to  load  our  minds  with  business  cares  or  any 
worldly  ambitions.  We  must  preach  the  simple  Gospel  very  simply.  There 
is  a  vast  difference  between  Christianity  in  fetters  and  Christianity  in  tlie 
lil)erty  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Let  us  celebrate  the  jubilee  of  its  eternal  free- 
dom speedily  in  our  Congregational  churches  in  Kansas. 

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS,  BY  HON.  J.  G.  HAS- 
KELL. 

Your  Board  of  Directors  appear  before  you  at  the  end  of  another  year 
to  render  an  account  of  their  stewardship.  At  the  out-set  they  would  re- 
turn thanks  to  the  great  Head  of  the  Church  for  the  continuous  line  of  provi- 
dences which  have  marked  the  progress  of  that  branch  of  His  work  whicli 
has  been  committed  to  their  charge.  It  seems  well  to  recall  the  maxims 
set  forth  at  the  meeting  at  Lawrence  in  1SS4,  as  the  llxed  principles  upon 
which  the  Boaid  have  acted  during  the  past  year: 

1.  To  get  and  maintain  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  work  and  workers. 

2.  To  secure  the  wisest  and  most  equitable  use  of  Home  Missionary 
money. 

3.  To  support  by  cordial  sympathy  and  co-operation  the  Home  Mis- 
sionary Superintendent,  the  general  Missionary  Evangelist  and  the  State 
Superintendent  of  Sunday  schools. 
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4.  To  promote  the  fellowship  and  co-operation  of  the  churches  of  the 
whole  State. 

5.  To  cultivate  in  our  churclies  the  practice  of  lur^c  and  ?3vtematic 
giving  as  a  Cbiistian  grace. 

6.  To  push  forward  to  self-support  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

7.  To  maintain  churches  already  esbiblished  till  we  see  plain  provi- 
dential reasons  for  withdrawing  support. 

8.  To  encourage  the  planting  of  new  churches  where,  and  only  where, 
they  are  clearly  needed. 

9.  To  systematize  thoroughly  our  missionary  work. 

These  principles  have  been  kept  in  view  by  the  Board  duiing  the  past 
year. 

In  March,  18S5,  for  the  first  time  the  Board  spent  about  three  full   days 

of  two  and  three  sessions  each,  in  an  effort  to  thoroughly  examine  each 

church  and  field  in  the  whole  State  and  as  nearly  as  possible  ascertain  the 

wants  of  each.    The  results  of  this  labor  were  of  the  most  satisfactory 

character,  winning  the  confidence  and  approval  of  the  secretaries  of  the  A. 

H.  M.  S.  of  New  York,  and  gaining  for  the  churches  the  full  measure  of 
their  necessities.  The  success  of  this  effort  was  so  marked  that  the  Board 
determined  to  repeat  it  in  1886.  They  therefore  met  March  30,  1886,  and 
expended  more  time  and  pains  than  in  1885.  The  result  of  this  meeting  was 
formulated  in  a  detailed  report  sent  to  the  Secretaries  of  the  A.  H.  M.  S.  in 
New  York.    A  brief  summary  of  this  work  may  be  stated  as  follows :

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During  the  year  your  Executive  Coinmltte  of  the  Board  have  approved 
applications  for  aid  as  nearly  along  these  lines  as  the  service  seemed  to  de- 
mand. Action  in  each  cas§  is  a  matter  of  record  which  is  open  to  the  in- 
s|>ection  of  the  members  and  those  having  Interests. 

But  it  is  believed  that  you  wish  to  know  more  than  mere  statistics  can 
tell  of  the  views  of  the  Board  concerning  this  great  work.  If  it  shall  seem 
to  you  that  in  some  sense  they  are  set  as  watchmen  on  the  walls,  then  you 
have  a  right  to  call,  '*What  of  the  night?"  and  you  have  a  right  to  a  complete 
and  intelligent  answer.  If  we  say,  *'The  mmning  cometh,' ■  you  have  a  right 
to  expect  the  reply  to  be  true. 

The  Board  note  with  plciisure  the  growing  disposition  of  some  of  the 
churches  to  live  and  grow  in  spite  of  the  temporary  absence  of  the  pastor. 
'ITiis  IS  well,  for  a  Congregational  churcli  is  the  unit  instead  of  minister, 
missionary  society  or  superintendent.  It  should  be  noted  tliat  these  benlti- 
cent  results  grow  out  of  well  attended  prayer-meetings  and  Sunday  shcools. 

The  Board  can  not  commend  too  highly  those  churches  which  have  so 
nobly  struggled  toward  self-support  as  to  be  able  to  reduce  their  requests 
for  aid  below  the  estimates  of  the  Board.  It  is  believed  that  this  effort  and 
the  result  might  be  more  wide-spread  than  it  is. 

We  turn,  however,  from  generalizations  to  the  one  central  financial 
idea  In  this  whole  scheme  of  aided  churches,  viz. : 

STATE  SELF-SrPPOUT. 

This  may  seem  so  far  off  as  not  to  be  debatable  at  this  time,  but  to  tliose 
nearest  the  sources  of  help  tlie  question  is  a  burning  one.  We  can  do  no 
more  here  than  briefly  note  some  of  the  things  that  seem  to  us  essenlial  to 
this  Important  result: 

1.  A  standard  of  work. 

2.  The  requisite  property. 

3.  Tiie  term  of  pastorate. 

4.  Independence  of  the  11.  M.  S. 

5.  The  giving  spirit. 

1.  A  standard  of  quality  must  be  fixed,  or  we  are  liable  to  expend 
money  unwisely.  A  church  asks  aid— shall  It  be  granted?  How  can  we 
answer  Intelligently?  If  the  call  is  such  that  were  we  at  liberty  to  do  so 
we  would  divert  the  contributions  of  our  own  churches  to  the  aid  of  this 
one,  then  we  may  set  It  down  as  safe  to  vote  .II.  M.  money  to  its  assistance. 
This  will  be  the  only  possible  standard  for  us  to  adopt  when  all  the  depend- 
ent churches  must  draw  from  the  K.  H.  M.  S.  the  assistance  now  drawii 
from  the  A.  H.  M.  S.  It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  a  healthful  standard 
to  guide  our  expenditures  is  the  first  pre-requislte  toward  self-support. 

2.  The  requisite  property.  No  church  can  hope  to  maintain  self-sup- 
port without  a  church  building ;  a  parsonage  also  is  desirable.    We  cau  much 
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more  cheerfully  aid  a  church  which  has  secured  a  good  property,  no  raalter 
how  small,  for  it  gives  assurance  of  ultimate  success. 

3.  Long  pastorates.  Of  course  this  means  successful  pastorates,  for 
no  other  can  continue,  but  it  should  be  known  and  felt  that  there  is  serious 
linancial  loss  in  changing  ministers.  Slight  and  even  quite  serious  disagree- 
ments and  dislikes  should  be  overcome.  Let  it  be  understood  that  the 
union  of  pastor  and  church  is  not  for  the  purpose  of  gratifying  sellishness, 
but  for  the  glory  of  God  and  the  growth  of  His  kingdom. 

4.  Independence  of  IL  M.  aid.  This  point  only  needs  to  be  stated.  We 
all  agree  as  to  the  necessity  of  entire  independence  of  all  outside  help  as  a 
means  of  successful  church  life.  Dependence  exhausts  more  resources  than 
charities  can  supply.  A  habit  of  self-reliance  must  be  cultivated  till  the 
principle  is  fully  accepted,  or  the  church  will  not  have  the  nerve  to  hold  out 
after  the  effort  at  self-support  is  begun.  This  element  of  trained  habitual 
independence  must  not,  therefore,  be  overlooked  in  our  march  toward  State 
self-support. 

5.  Contributions.  Language  loses  its  force  when  we  attempt  to  express 
the  power  of  willing  giving.  It  is  one  thing  to  resolve;  it  is  quite  another 
to  do.  The  pocket-book  is  the  citadel  of  seltishaess.  It  must  be  stormed 
and  taken  for  Christ,  or  it  stands  a  menace  to  church  progress.  It  is  said 
'*you  must  touch  finances  lightly,"  but  you  must  touch  them,  nevertheless. 
If  it  is  a  fine  art  to  be  able  to  make  people  willing  to  give,  then  it  should 
be  cultivated.  It  should  be  adroitly  preached  about;  it  should  be  urged  as 
a  Christian  grace,  and  all  the  powers  of  vivid  statement  should  make  it 
attractive;  it  should  be  impressed  as  a  message  from  God,  and  made  glori- 
ous with  testimonies  of  Ills  approval.  Men  will  give  willingly  when  fully 
satisfied  of  the  necessity  and  value  of  so  doing.  We  trust  it  will  be  seen 
that  it  is  not  too  soon  to  begin  to  inculcate  the  principles  of  self-support  for 
the  State. 

God  is  moving  majestically  upon  the  whole  world  through  the  power  of 
His  churches.  Is  it  a  small  thing  that  we  are  permitted  to  have  a  hand  in 
establishing  these  upon  the  r  ew  territory  of  Kansas?  Do  we  note  the  great 
undenominational  movements  which  the  churches  are  calling  into  existence 
for  the  salvation  of  the  unchurched  masses?  Do  we  see  how  God  is  organ- 
izing His  companies,  regiments,  brigades,  divisions  and  army  corps  around 
His  own  headquarters,  *Hhe  churches"?  Do  we  see  what  a  church  needs  to 
be  in  order  to  be  approved  of  Christ?  Let  us  see  that  it  is  such  as  these  that 
we  build  in  Kansas— churches  that  Jesus  Christ  can  own;  churches  that  are 
more  than  a  social  compact  or  an  ecclesiastical  unit;  churches  whose  spirit 
and  activity  gives  employment  to  the  angels  and  invokes  the  songs  of  the 
celestial  choirs. 

Men  and  women  of  the  Kansas  churches,  will  you  not  promise  your- 
selves to  go  home  from  this  Association  and,  God  helping  j'ou,  try  to  make 
your  church  a  fit  companion  for  Jesus  Chnst?  If  so,  we  shall  all  return 
here  or  elsewhere  bearing  precious  sheaves. 
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REPORT     OF     THE     STATE    SUPERINTENDENT     OF    SUNDAY 
SCnOOLS,  PROF.  J.  E.  PLAIT. 

To    tfie  Members  of  the  General  Association  of  Congregational  Churches  of 
Kansas, 

Brethren: 

Permit  me  to  present  to  you  ray  fourth  annual  report  of  the  condition 
and  progress  of  the  Sunday  schools  connected  with  our  churches  in  this 
State. 

My  report  this  year  embraces  184  schools,  against  159  reported  last  year, 
an  increase  of  25.  As  the  schools  which  are  called  Congrej^ational  are  more 
intimately  connected  with  our  churches,  I  will  first  speak  of  them.  I  have 
received  fresh  reports  from  all  except  8  of  these.  Of  these  8,  as  I  have  reason 
to  believe  their  condition  is  similar  to  that  of  last  year's",  I  have  used 
last  year's  report,  so  indicating  it  in  the  table. 

This  list  embraces  129  schools,  against  109  reported  last  year,  a  gain  of 
20  Congregational  schools  during  the  year.  Of  these  11  are  new  schools,  6 
have  changed  their  name  from  Union  to  Congregational,  and  3  that  were 
reported  Congregational  in  everything  but  name  1  have  included  in  this  list. 
The  total  enrollment  in  these  129  schools  is  12,418,  against  10,633  reported 
last  year,  a  gain  in  enrollment  of  1,785. 

The  average  attendance  this  year  is  8,229,  against  6,929  of  last  year, 
showing  a  gain  of  1,300.  Number  of  teachers  this  year,  1,015;  last  year, 
839,  a  gain  in  teaching  force  of  176.  Fifty-one  schools  report  an  increased 
average  attendance  over  that  of  last  year,  in  many  cases  showing  a  very 
commendable  spirit  of  progress;  fifteen  report  exactly  the  same  average 
attendance  of  last  year,  while  the  remainder  of  the  schools  reporting  show 
a  less  average  attendance. 

These  figures  are  in  many  respects  very  encouraging,  and  show  a  sub- 
stantial progress  in  this  department  of  our  work.  Many  schools  should 
undoubtedly  be  commended  for  their  increased  interest,  their  consecration, 
their  earnest  labor,  and  for  their  success  in  the  work;  yet,  as  a  denomina- 
tion, representing  the  descendants  of  the  Pilgrim  Fathers,  and  their  co- 
laborers,  who  planted  some  of  the  first  churches  on  Kansas  soil;  as  a  band  of 
Christian  soldiers,  representing  the  right  wing  of  the  Lord's  army  in  Kansas, 
are  we  pushing  forward  the  work  as  it  is  our  privilege  to  do?  There  may 
be  circumstances  In  which  a  school  deserves  commendation  for  * 'holding  its 
own"  for  a  single  year.  Other  schools  may  have  been  organized  near, 
drawing  a  portion  of  the  members  from  them,  or  there  may  have  been  a 
depletion  of  the  population,  thus  causing  a  loss.  But,  speaking  generally, 
in  a  state  that  is  growing  so  rapidly  In  population  as  Kansas  is,  where  more 
than  one-half  of  the  school  population,  and  eight  or  nine  out  of  every  ten  of 
the  men  and  women  are  connected  with  no  Bible  school,  there  does  not 
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seem  to  be  any  good  reason  why  fifteen  of  our  schools  should  report  no  In- 
crease, and  more  than  thirty  of  them  should  report  a  reduced  average  at- 
tendance. 

Others,  however,  of  our  churches  are  not  only  supporting  a  vigorous 
home  school,  but  are  maintaining  a  mission  school,  and  if  all,  or  even  half 
ot  our  churches  that  are  able  to  do  so,  should  follow  that  example,  what  an 
increase  in  the  roll-call  might  be  made  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Associa- 
tion! 

In  fouiteen  cases  the  pastor  of  the  church  is  the  sui)erintendent  of  the 
Sunday  school.  In  sixty  others  he  is  a  teacher  of  one  of  the  classes,  gener- 
ally of  the  senior  Bible  class.  In  njany  other  cases  he  is  adviser,  reviewer 
or  active  assistant  in  some  way.  The  reports  show  that  nearly  all  our 
pastors  are  interested  in  and  intimately  connected  with  this  department  of 
church  work. 

I  wish  now  to  speak  of  the  importance  of  raising  up  in  our  churclies 
skilled  Sunday  school  leaders.  We  have  scarcely  thought  of  this  in  the 
past,  or  at  least  have  not  planned  any  way  to  bring  it  about.  We  have 
plans  for  raising  ministers,  but  none  for  developing  superintendents.  It  i.s 
just  as  much  a  trade  to  be  learnt  as  is  any  other.  Let  every  church  put  in 
special  training  10, 20,  30  or  40  of  its  own  members  for  this  work.  If  nothing 
more  can  be  done,  they  can  at  least  meet  and  discuss  practical  methods  of 
management  and  teaching,  and  how  to  make  the  school  catch  on  to  the  in- 
terest and  hearts  of  the  people.  Add  to  this  topical  Bible  study,  and  all 
the  good  we  may  reasonably  obtain  from  an  attendance  upon  the  Ottawa 
Sunday  school  Assembly,  Sunday  school  Institutes,  county  and  State  con- 
ventions, and  something  will  be  done  to  prepare  skillful  leaders,  which  we 
so  mucli  need.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  a  number  of  our  churches  are  look- 
ing and  working  in  this  direction.  I  am  glad  to  report  that  the  '^Pilgrim 
Lesson  Helps"  are  now  used  by  94  of  the  129  schools.  These  helps  have 
been  improving  in  character  every  year  for  several  years,  and  are  now 
among  the  l>e8t  that  are  published.  The  Congregational  Sunday  school  and 
Publication  Society  was  organized  and  is  laboring  in  the  interest  of  the 
schools  of  our  churches.  It  is  our  friend  and  helper,  and  now  that  it  is  giv- 
ing us  such  a  valuable  literature,  we  are  wise  in  patronizing  our  own  society. 
Twenty-six  of  our  schools  still  patronize  David  C.  Cook  simply  because  hi.« 
helps  are  a  few  cents  a  year  cheaper.  While  this  is  true,  we  should  remem- 
ber^that  ours  are  in  every  way  superior;  that  they  are  furnished  as  cheaply 
as  they  can  be  without  loss,  and  as  cheaply  as  those  of  other  denominational 
publishing  houses,  and  if  there  were  anything  gained  from  the  publications. 
It  would  fi:o  into  the  treasury  of  the  society  for  its  mission  work. 

Libraries  are  not  specially  in  fashion  among  us.  About  half  of  the 
schools  report  some  kind  of  a  library,  but  most  of  the^se  say  the  books  are 
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old  and  but  little  used.  I  venture  to  say  there  are  not  twenty-live  well 
kept  and  well  replenished  libraries  among  all  our  schools.  Upon  this  sub- 
ject I  have  little  to  say^as  I  have  never  been  an  enthusiast  on  Sunday  school 
libraries.  I  will  simply  throw  out  the  query :  Are  we  swinging  to  the  oppo- 
site extreme  in  this  matter,  and  failing  to  make  use  of  an  important  auxil- 
iary in  connection  with  our  work?  I  am  satisfied  that  the  books  now  pub- 
lished by  our  society  are  quite  superior  in  quality  to  those  that  have  been 
formerly  used  in  Sunday  school  libraries. 

One  of  the  most  encouraging  things  in  connection  with  this  report  is 
the  steadily  increasing  number  from  year  to  year  of  those  who  have  united 
with  the  churches  from  the  Sunday  schools.  Last  year  there  were  reported 
203,  an  increase  of  nearly  100  on  the  previous  year.  This  year  there  are 
reported  48G  such  additions,  an  increase  of  nearly  200  over  that  of  last 
year.  This  is  a  most  hopeful  indication.  If  our  work  really  aids  in  leading 
people  to  become  Christians  and  preparing  them  for  membership  In  the 
church,  it  is  indeed  a  valuable  department  of  church  work.  Let  us  expect 
this  and  pray  and  labor  for  it  as  though  we  expected  it,  inasmuch  as  con- 
version and  membership  in  the  church  is  the  legitimate  fruit  of  instruction 
in  the  Bible  school. 

Twenty-live  schools  hold  regular  weekly  teachers'  meetings  and 
others  hold  them  monthly,  quarterly  or  occasionally.  There  is  cer- 
tainly great  room  for  improvement  in  this  direction,  for  it  has  been  abun- 
dantly demonstrated  that  a  teacher's  meeting  is  an  important  factor,  not  only 
in  the  better  preparation  of  the  teachers  for  their  Sabbath  recitations,  but 
in  continuing  a  lively  interest  in  all  the  exercises  and  the  general  edification 
of  the  school.  May  this  not  be  one  of  the  reasons  why  so  many  schools  have 
not  increased  tlieir  attendance  during  the  last  year,  that  they  have  lacked 
the  stimulating  infiuence  of  the  teachers'  meeting?  I  desire  to  call  the  atten- 
tion of  the  members  of  the  Association  to  this  subject,  to  the  end  that  such 
meetings  may  be  organized  wherever  it  is  possible  to  sustain  them. 

There  has  been  little  improvement  daring  the  last  year  in  the  per  cent 
of  adults  attending  preaching  who  are  found  in  the  Sunday  school,  and 
the  per  cent  of  children  in  tlic  Sunday  school  who  attend  the  preaching 
service.  Some  schools  report  a  very  high  per  cent  in  both  respects,  and 
others  a  very  low  one.  Forty- three  schools  report  less  than  30  per  cent  of 
the  Sunday  school  children  who  attend  preaching.  There  should  be  the 
closest  relation  between  the  Sunday  school  and  the  church.  There  ought 
to  be  an  attraction  in  each  for  the  other.  It  is  a  great  mistake  to  substitute 
the  school  for  the  preaching  service.  Habits  are  formed  that  will  be  as  last- 
ing as  life.  The  public  worship  and  the  preaching  of  the  word  should  be 
placed  first  in  the  mind  of  a  child.  Dr.  Vincent  has  said,  "If  a  child  can 
attend'but  one,  let  that  be  the  preaching  service,-*  but  he  can  attend  both* 
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Another  has  said,  '-The  Divine  order  of  things  is  from  thefamil}'  to  the  house 
of  worship,  from  the  house  of  worship  to  the  Sunday  school,  from  the  Sun- 
day school  to  the  churchj'from  the  church  to  a  life  of  usefulness,  from  an 
active  Christian  life  to  a  home  in  Glory/'  We  shall  never  reach  the  ideal 
Bible  school  until  we  have  nearly  all  the  people  in  both  services,  and  if  our 
houses  are  not  large  enough  to  accommodate  all  classes,  let  us  build  an 
addition  or  swarm  and  organize  a  new  church  and  school. 

The  total  amount  raised  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  schools  is 
$5,161.97,  making  an  average  expense  of  ^40.01.  This  amount  is  usually 
raised  by  weekly  collections  taken  in  the  schools.  The  total  amount  of 
benevolent  contributions  is  $743.73,  making  an  average  for  those  who  have 
given  anything  of  $12.00.  About  one-half  of  the  schools  say  they  have  made 
no  such  contributions  during  the  year.  Forty-two  schools  report  having 
made  a  contribution  to  the  Congregational  Sunday  School  and  Publication 
Society.  Many  of  them  have  done  their  part  nobly,  and  if  all  had  done 
80  or  had  taken  one  contribution  for  this  object  during  the  year,  the  amount 
expected  from  Kansas  would  have  been  easily  raised.  I  have  not  urged  this 
upon  any  of  the  schools  or  churches  this  year,  hoping  that  each  would  vol- 
untarily send  one  contribution  either  to  the  Boston  House  or  to  myself  dur- 
ing the  year.  It  may  be  necessary  for  some  one  to  do  so  the  coming 
year,  llie  entire  amount  contributed  since  the  last  Association  is  less  than 
$400. 

Besides  these  Congregational  schools  there  are  connected  with  our 
churches  54  union  schools,  containing  an  enrollment  of  3,G49,  and  an  aver- 
age attendance  of  2,403,  with  297  teachers.  This  is  an  increase  of  about 
200  in  enrollment,  and  about  50  in  average  attendance.  The  relation  which 
these  schools  hold  to  the  churches  and  their  influence  upon  the  churches  is 
varied.  Some  of  them  are  almost  entirely  Congregational ;  others  have  but 
little  Congregational  element  in  them.  Where  there^.are  two  or  more 
churches  worshiping  in  the  same  house  a  union  school  is  perfectly  in  order; 
or  where  there  is  no  church  building  and  a  little  church  is  holding  its  meet- 
infi:s  in  a  school  house  or  public  hall  in  which  various  persons  of  other 
denominations  meet  with  them,  a  union  school  is  the  proper  thing;  but 
several  more  of  these  schools  ought  to  follow  the  example  of  the  six  who 
have  changed  their  name  from  Union  to  Congregational.  In  places  where 
ours  is  the  only  church  in  the  community,  or  where  there  are  other  churches 
each  having  its  own  church  school,  there  is  no  propriety  in  ours  continuing 
ander  the  name  Union.  It  is  a  proclamation  to  the  world  that  we  are  only 
half  Congregational,  and  a  kind  of  standing  invitation  to  other  denomina- 
tions to  come  in  and  organize  new  churches  and  schools.  Besides,  wc  lose 
in  attractive  power  towards  the  church,  and  we  dare  not  use  the  phbli- 
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cations  of  our  own  society  or  take  up  a  contribution  for,  or  create  an  inter- 
est in,  any  of  our  cliurcli  mission  societies,  for  fear  of  giving  offence. 

As  a  report  of  my  own  work  I  would  say  that  since  the  last  Association 
I  have  held  nineteen  Sunday  school  institutes  of  two  or  three  days'  length 
in  the  following  places:  Keno  Center,  Mt.  Hope,  Maize,  Donglass,  Chase, 
Strong  City,  Council  Grove,  Valley  Falls,  VVellsville,  Fort  Scott,  Paola, 
Mound  City,  Leavenworth,  Blue  Rapids,  Cawker,  Kirwin,  Alton,  Brookville 
and  Buffalo  Park,  at  which  it  has  been  my  effort  to  .instruct  and  stimulate 
superintendents  and  teachers  in  their  work,  and  sheugthcn  the  interest  of 
church- members  in  tlie  cause.  I  have  assisted  from  two  to  eight  days  each 
in  seven  revival  meetings  at  Keno  Center,  Argentine,  Bavaria,  Clay  Center, 
Cawker,  Axtell  and  Manhattan.  I  have  visited  and  addressed  a  number  of 
otiier  churches  and  Sunday  schools,  endeavoring  to  encourage  and  strengthen 
the  schools  wherever  I  could.  I  have  preached  somewhere — and  frequently 
twice  a  day— on  lhirt3-nine  Sundays  of  the  year;  have  organized  or  re-or- 
ganized six  Congregational  Sunday  schools  with  our  newer  and  weaker 
churches,  or  adjacent  to  the  older  ones.  I  have  attended  and  addressed  one 
State  Sunday  sdiool  convention,  two  county  and  two  township  conventions, 
and  spent  ten  days  at  the  Ottawa  Sunday  School  Assembly;  have  held  a 
number  of  children's  meetings  and  praise  meetings  in  different  parts  of  the 
State.  I  have  spent  nearly  four  months  in  purely  mission  work,  organiz- 
ing and  revisiting  Sunday  schools  in  the  western  part  of  the  State.  While 
this  does  little  or  nothing  only  in  an  indirect  way  to  strengthen  Congrega- 
tionalism in  the  State,  it  is  one  of  the  ways  adopted  by  the  Sunday  School 
and  Publicatin  Society  to  push  forword  Christ's  kingdom,  and  to  which 
churches  and  individuals  in  the  East  desire  to  contribute  their  money,  one 
man  in  New  Haven,  Conn.,  having  given  regularly  for  more  than  two  years 
850  each  month  to  the  society  to  aid  in  carryinn:  on  such  work  as  this.  I 
have  this  year  revisited  and  addressed  eighteen  of  the  schools  that  I  organ- 
ized last  summer,  and  organized  twenty-one  new  ones  in  those  new  settle- 
ments where  there  never  had  been  a  Sunday  school  and  probably  would  not 
have  been  if  I  had  not  gone  among  them.  I  have  attended  the  meetings  of 
seven  of  the  eight  local  associations  this  fall,  setting  before  the  ministers  and 
delegates  some  phase  of  our  Sunday  school  work.  It  has  taken  a  little  time 
to  collect,  tabulate  and  prepare  for  printing  the  sUUistics  which  I  present  to 
you  to-day. 

fn  view  of  all  our  work,  let  us  thank  God  for  the  blessings  and  successes 
of  the  past  year.  Let  us  take  courage  for  the  future  and  begin  a  new  jear 
with  new  resolutions,  new  vigor  and  some  new  plans.  May  we  keep 
our  Heavenly  Father  in  the  midst,  and  may  His  blessing  rest  upon  our 
efforts;

WORK  AND  STATE  EVANGELIST. 

We  thoroughly  enjoyed  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  the 
carefully  prepared  statistics  it  contains.  We  are  sure  the  churches  will 
heartily  commend  their  efforts  to  become  familiar  with  the  entire  field  so 
as  to  act  intelligently  on  all  matters  submitted  to  them. 

We  heartily  approve  the  report  of  Superintendent  Addison  Blanchard, 
and  commend  him  for  his  efficient  work  during  the  past  jxar.  We  have 
reason  for  threat  rejoicing  at  the  rapid  and  healthful  growth  of  the  work  in 
our  State.  We  especially  commend  the  great  care  that  has  been  exercised 
in  organizing  new  churches,  in  procuring  efficient  ministers  for  our  vacant 
churches,  and  the  earnest  efforts  to  bring  our  churches  to  self-support,  and 
wo  recommend  that  hereafter  as  heretofore  the  A.  H.  M.  S.  have  our  warmest 
sympathy  and  most  liberal  contributions. 

We  rejoice  in  the  increasing  work  of  the  Congregational  Sunday  School 
and  Publishing  Society  as  set  forth  in  the  report  of  Prof.  Piatt,  and  in  the 
manifest  impulse  given  to  the  work  of  our  Sunday  schools  in  the  Slate.  We 
recommend  to  our  churches  a  hearty  co-operation  in  the  work  of  this 
Society. 

We  return  devout  thanks  to  God  for  the  general  prcfecuce  of  the  Holy 

Spirit  in  our  churches  during  the  last  year  in  reviving/power,  as  shown  by 

the  report  of  Rev.  L.  P.  Broad.    We  would  here  call  special  attention  to  the 

faithful  work  of  our  State  Evangelist,  not  only  [in  leading  so  many  of  our 

churches  to  a  higher  Christian  life  and  larger  usefulness  by  his  own  labors, 

but  In  securing  for  us  the  presence  of  able  evangelists  from  abroad  whose 

coming  has  been  a  great  blessing  to  our  own  churches  and  also  to  those  of 

other  denominations,  and  for  stimulating  and  organizing  evangelistic  efforts 

by  the  churches  and  pastors  themselves.

There  is  also  a  voucher  showing  a  contri- 
bution of  §73.02  by  the  Plymouth  church,  of  Lawrence,  specially  appro- 
priated for  mission  work  in  Lawrence.

NECROLOGY. 


EDVVAKD  CLEVKLAND. 

December  D,  ISO  4— September  2!),  1880— these  are  the  extreme  dates  of  a 
very  busy  and  useful  life.  It  began  at  Shipton,  Canada  East,  and  closed  on 
earth  at  Burlington,  Kansas.  The  parents  of  Edward  Cleveland  were  of 
Xcw  England  birth.  He  loved  to  study  from  childhood's  days,  and  was 
studious  down  to  the  later  months  of  his  life.  While  learning  the  trade  of 
tanner  and  currier,  he  employed  all  available  time  In  laying  a  foundation 
for  the  solid  learning  which  in  after  years  was  so  profitable  to  his  pupils 
and  so  much  enjoyetf  by  himself.  For  inspiring  assistance  during  this 
period  he  ever  held  in  appreciative  and  grateful  memory  the  name  of 
Stephen  Burrows. 

Having  made  satisfactory  arrangements,  he  brought  his  apprenticeship 
to  a  close  some  months  before  attaining  his  majority  and  came  at  once  to 
the  United  States.  It  was  his  purpose  to  go  through  college,  and  .then  to 
study  law.  While  preparing  for  Y'ale  he  became  personally  concerned  in 
the  subject  of  religion.  His  decision  was  not  reached  for  some  time  because 
of  a  conviction  that  he  must  enter  another  walk  of  life,  if-he  became  a 
Christian,  than  the  one  towards  which  he  had  been  looking.  At  length  his 
name  was  duly  enrolled  as  a  member  of  the  Congregational  church  in  Bran- 
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(Ion,  Vermont.  He  had  given  up  the  law  and  determined  to  be  a  minister 
of  the  Gospel. 

In  due  course,  though  confronted  with  financial  difficulties  from  time  to 
time,  he  completed  both  the  college  and  theological  curriculum  of  Yale — 
the  one  in  1832,  and  the  other  in  1835.  His  ordination  to  the  ministry  did 
not  take  place  until  1837.  Necessity  was  laid  on  him  to  engage  in  the  work 
of  the  school-room,  which  was  happily  seconded  by  a  strong  natural  aptitude 
for,  and  evident  success  in,  that  line  of  work.  The  earlier  years  of  preach- 
ing (it  should  be  remarked  that  he  was  uot  neglectful  of  his  gift  In  this 
direction  at  any  time,  early  or  later,  while  engaged  in  the  school  work) 
were  spent  among  the  New  England  churches.  The  pastoral  memories 
which  gave  him  most  gratification,  as  he  was  a'ccustomed  to  recall  ihem, 
were  those  of  his  charge  at  Cabot,  Vermont. 

In  the  year  185G  he  was  invited  to  the  principalship  of  St.  Francis  Col- 
lege in  the  town  of  his  birth.  This  enterprise  he  was  compelled  to  abandon 
after  some  five  years  of  hard  work  which  seriously  impaired  his  health.  To 
regain  what  he  had  lost  he  turned  for  his'sanitarium  towards  these  Western 
States  of  the  Republic.  He  found  health,  and  brought  wise  counsels  and 
Gospel  truths.  There  are  communities  in  Iowa,  Illinois,  Michigan  and 
Kansas  which  have  the  blessing  of  his  daily  life  Abiding  on  them.  During 
this  period  New  Hampshire  came  in  for  a  four  year's  blessing  of  Gospel  and 
educational  effort— he  was  accustomed  to  refer  to  it  as  a  * 'vacation.'' 

The  shortest  notice  of  Father  Cleveland's  career  would  be  wholly  inade- 
quate if  it  omitted  to  make  distinct  mention  of  the  interest  which  he  had  in, 
and  ever  manifested  for,  things  educational  wherever  Providence  called 
liim.  Common  schools,  academies  and  colleges  were,  no  less  than  churches, 
in  all  his  thoughts.  He  was  never  too  busy  to  devote  his  time^  and  strength 
to  these  institutions.  He  gave  some  twenty  years  of  his  life  to  actual 
8chool-ro«m  instruction;  and  his  school  rolls  have  no  fewer  tlian  thirty- 
three  hundred  names  upon  them. 

A  number  of  more  or  less  pretentious  buildings  fo*'  school  purposes,  as 
well  as  of  buildings  for  church  purposes,  are  the  standing  monuments  to  an 
aggressive  and  patient  continuance  in  well-doing,  which  was  a  character- 
istic of  the  departed. 

As  a  writer,  Mr.  Cleveland  left  several  unpublished  volumes.  His  pub- 
lished works  are :  '*The  Early  Settlement  and  History  of  Shipton,"  and  a 
poem  entitled,  *^The  Stream  of  Time.'' 

In  the  town  of  Bath,  X.  H.,  November  1, 1843,  tlie  subject  of  this  sketch 
was  united  in  marriage  to  Mary  M.  Lang.  She,  with  the  two  sons  and  two 
daughters,  did  what  is  permitted  to  human  hands  and  human  hearts  to  do 
for  departing  loved  ones.    The  funeral  services  were  conducted  accordins; 
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to  a  simple  and  brief  program— following  his  own  request— by  his  present 
and  former  pastors,  B.  D.  Conkling  and  Joel  Harper. 

This  servant  of  the  Lord  could  say,  and  did  say,  '*A  good  providence 
has  followed  me  through  life.  I  look  forward  with  cheerful  hope  to  the 
future.'* 

REV.  AMOS  JONES, 

.Son  of  Tudor  and  Elizabeth  Jones,  was  born  in  Manchester,  England,  Feb- 
ruary 19,  1835.  He  came  to  this  country  in  18 4G  and  lived  at  Utica,  New- 
York,  ten  years,  his  father  during  that  time  being  pastor  of  the  Welsh 
church  in  that  city.  Removed  to  Dubuque,  Iowa,  in  1856.  He  worked  as 
painter  until  he  was  37  years  of  age,  engaging,  however,  in  Christian  work 
whenever  it  offered.  In  1872  he  devoted  himself  to  temperance  work,  occa- 
sionally preaching,  in  which  he  continued  three  3'ears.  At  that  time, 
through  the  influence  and  persuasion  of  Mr.  E.  P.  Hammond,  he  gave  him- 
self entirely  to  the  work  of  the  ministry.  In  1875  he  was  licensed  to  preach 
by  the  Dubuque  Congregational  Association.  Two  weeks  after  this  he  re- 
ceived and  accepted  a  call  to  the  church  at  Dyersvllle,  Iowa,  remaining 
there  one  year.  He  then  became  pastor  of  the  church  at  Colcsburg,  where 
he  was  ordained  In  1876.  Subsequently  he  was  pastor  of  the  churches  at 
Fairfax  and  Rock  Rapids.  In  June,  1883,  he  removed  to  Kansas,  having 
accepted  a  call  fromjthe  Rlverview  church  at  Wyandotte.  In  1885  he  was 
called  to  the  church  at  Independence,  where  he  died  of  typhoid  fever  and 
heart  disease  July  22, 1886,  aged  51  years,  5  months  and  3  days.  He  was 
married  to  Emma  Line  Parker  at  Dubuque  in  1857,  who,  with  four  children, 
survive  him. 

As  a  pastor  Mr.  Jones  was  faithful,  conscientious  and  laborious.  His 
whole  energy  was  devoted  to  strengthening  and  enlarging  the  church  of 
Christ.  He  gloried  in  his  work  and  never  tired  of  it.  He  rendered  very 
efficient  aid  to  his  brethren  in  revival  work,  for  which  he  was  well  fitted 
by  the  musical  talent  he  possessed,  as  also  by  the  earnest  and  pointed  man- 
ner in  which  he  presented  the  Gospel.  We  could  badly  spare  him,  but 
rejoice  to  know  that,  though  his  work  with  us  is  done,  the  Master  has  called 
him  to  nobler  service  among  the  churrh  of  the  triumphant.

THE  DEDICATORY  EXERCISES. 

NotwUlistaiiding  special  press  of  business,  Ihe  Association  set  apart  the 
greater  portion  of  tlie  afternoon  and  evening  of  Saturday,  the  23d,  to 
attendance  on  tlie  exercises  connected  witli  the  dedication  of  the  Boswell 
Library  Building  and  tlie  Holbrook  llall  for  young  women.  The  day  was 
beautiful.  The  earth  and  sky  seemed  to  utter  words  of  welcome.  About 
four  hundred  persons,  including  members  of  the  Association,  the  trustees, 
faculty,  students  and  other  friends  of  the  College,  convened  in  the  upper 
halls  of  the  Library  building.  A  chorus  of  the  students  sung  the  opening 
anthem,  after  which  Rev.  Linus  Blakesley,  pastor  of  the  First  Congrega- 
tional church  of  Topeka,  and  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
College,  read  a  congratulatory  letter  from  Rev.  IL  Q.  Butterfield,  I>.  D., 
President  of  Olivet  College,  Michigan,  and  ex-president  of  Wasburn  Col- 
lege, giving  a  touching  account  of  an  interview  with  the  late  Dea.  Icahbod 
Washburn,  of  Worcester,  Mass.,  after  the  decision  had  been  made  to  donate 
♦25,000  to  the  College.  Rev.  J.  F.  Morgan,  of  Springfield,  Mass.,  financial 
agent  of  the  College,  also  sent  an  interesting  letter  giving  an  account  of  the 
generous  donation  of  ^5,000  by  Miss  Mary  W.  Uolbrook,  of  IIolbrook,  Mass. 

The  historical  sketch  was  read  by  the  President,  after  which  Revs. 
Addison  Blanchard,  Superintendent  of  Missions  for  Kansas;  J.  D.  Liggett, 
of  Detroit,  Michigan,  and  Lewis  Bodwell,  Chaplain  of  the  Sanitarium  at 
Clifton  Springs,  New  York,  both  of  the  latter  for  many  years  members  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  made  brief  addresses. 

Rev.  S.  D.  Storrs,  of  Topeka,  offered  the  dedicatory  prayer.  After  the 
singing  of  an  anthem  prepared  for  the  occasion  by  Rev.  F.  B.  Phelps,  of 
Sullivan,  N.  H.,  Rev.  Harry  Jones,  of  Wabaunsee,  pronounced  the  benedic- 
tion. 

In  the  evening  a  collation  was  served  at  Hartford  Cottage,  and  a  recej)- 
tion  given  at  South  Cottage.  Hon.  Charles  B.  Lines,  for  many  years  an 
efficient  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  made  a  brief  address,  followed  by 
addresses  by  Rev.  R.  Cordley,  D.  D.,  of  Lawrence,  and  Rev.  James  G. 
Dougherty,  of  Ottawa.  It  was  a  source  of  gratiticatioi>  that  so  many  of 
those  early  connected  with  the  work  of  the  College  and  other  members  of 
the  Association  were  present,  and  the  only  regret  was  that  lack  of  time  pre- 
cluded the  possibility  of  hearing  from  all. 
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THE   HISTORICAL  SKETCH. 


Ill  the  Spring  of  1857,  nearly  thirty  years  ago,  the  General  Association 
of  Congregational  Ministers  and  Churclies  of  Kansas  conceived  the  idea  of 
founding  a  Christian  college  in  Kansas.  At  the  organization  of  the 
Association  at  TopcLa,  April  20,  1857,  tlie  following  resolution  was  passed: 
*'That  a  committee  of  tive  be  raised  to  obtain  information  in  regard  to  the 
location  of  a  college,  under  the  patronage  of  this  body,  and  if  they  deem  it 
expedient,  to  secure  a  location.''  The  committee  appointed  were  Rev. 
Lewis  Bodwell,  now  of  Clifton  Springs,  New  Yorlc;  Rev.  J.  U.  Parsons, 
deceased;  Rev.  AVm.  A.  McCollom,  of  Council  Grove;  Col.  John  Ritchie,  of 
Topeka,  and  the  late  Ueniy  M.  Simpson,  of  Lawrence.  In  July,  1858,  the 
committee  advertised  for  bids  for  tlie  location.  Lawrence,  Topeka  and 
other  points  competed.  The  committee  were  to  meet  on  the  15th  of  August 
of  that  year  and  decide  on  the  location,  but  owing  to  the  '^remonstrances  of 
fi  lends"  it  was  decided  to  refer  the  decision  to  the  General  Association 
at  its  next  meeting  at  Manhattan  In  October.  The  following  Is  the  report 
of  the  committee  to  the  Association: 

The  committee  appointed  at  Topeka,  April,  1857,  to  take  measures  for 
the  location  of  a  Congregational  college  would  report  that  after  a  meeting 
duly  appointed  for  the  liearing  of  proposals  from  all  Interested  In  the  cause, 
and  after  a  still  further  delay  of  nearly  two  months  made  by  special  request, 
ihey  received  no  proposal  which  In  liberality  and  In  point  of  geograph- 
ical position  is  more  favorable  than  that  made  by  the  citizens  of  Topeka. 
The  following  is  the  proposal  which  we  recommend  for  the  acceptance  of 
ihe  Association:  **Oue  himdred  and  sixty  acres  of  land  within  a  mile  and 
a  half  of  Topeka  town  site;  840  acres  In  the  Territory  as  an  endowment; 
and  a  building  equal  to  40  by  50  feet  and  two  stories  high,  of  stone  or 
brick,  to  be  completed  on  or  before  January  1,  1800.

After  ••thorough  discussion"  tiie  Association  adopted  the  proposition 
and  appointed  a  committee  to  nominate  a  board  of  trustees.  Tlie  committee 
consisted  of  Revs.  R.  Cordley,  R.  D.  Parker  and  T^ewis  Bodwell,  During 
the  session  this  committee  reported  a  basis  of  organization  wliich  provided, 
in  addition  to  other  stipulations,  that '•the  twenty  acres  on  the  Topeka  town 
site  should  not  be  sold  for  less  than  $250  an  acre,''  and  that  the  trustees 
'^proceed  at  once  to  offer  and  pay  liberal  salaries  to  their  professors."'  In 
accordance  with  the  report,  fourteen  trustees  were  chosen,  viz:  Rev.  Ellhu 
Wbltenhall,  of  Xemaha  county,  deceased ;  Rev.  G.  C.  Morse,  of  Emporia, 
deceased;  Rev.  Lewis  Bodwell,  T.  D.  Thacher,  Rev.  R.  Cordley,  Samuel  C. 
Pomeroy;  James  Taylor,  of  Leavenworth,  deceased;  Rev.  C.  E.  Blood,  of 
Manhattan,  deceased;  II.  D.  Rice;  Henry  M.  Simpson,  of  Lawrence, 
deceased;  Rev.  R.  D.  Parker;  George  I.  Ilillyer,  of  Valley  Falls,  deceased; 
Major  Uarrison  Hannahs,  now  of  Rome,  Xew  York;  M.  C.  Welch,  of 
Wabaunsee. 
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Connected  with  the  minutes  of  that  meeting  of  the  General  Associa- 
tion, twenty-eight  years  ago.  the  following  notes  are  put  on  record : 

It  is  the  Intention  of  the  Association  to  put  the  College  In  motion  as 
early  as  possible  and  to  spare  no  pains  to  make  it  an  institution  of  the  first 
order.  Aid  to  a  large  amount  has  already  been  promised.  A  mineral  cabi- 
net is  already  being  collected,  and  will  be  quite  valuable  by  the  time  the 
College  opens.  Rev.  S.  D.  Storr?,  of  Quindaro,  is  daily  expecting  two 
marble  slabs  from  the  ruins  of  Nineveh.  They  are  said  to  be.  very  fine 
specimens  and  to  be  covered  with  ancient  inscriptions— specimens  of  the 
literature  of  Jonah  and  his  times.  The  professors  liave  not  yet  been 
selected,  but  it  is  hoped  they  will  be  before  long.  Nothing  will  be  done  in 
this  line,  however,  till  the  proper  men  can  be  found,  as  everything  depends 
on  that.  Three  professors  of  the  proper  mental  dimensions  are  better  than 
a  dozen  of  a  smaller  style. 

The  slabs  referred  to  (the  gift  of  Rev.  Williams,  mlssionaiy  at 
Mosul,)  reached  Boston,  where,  for  lack  of  means  on  the  part  of  the 
College,  they  were  held  for  a  time  and  then  removed  to  Andover  The- 
ological ^Seminary,  where  they  remain  *^ until  this  day,*'  the  property, 
probably,  of  the  Seminary  both  by  the  payment  of  freight  and  by  right 
of  possession. 

At   the    next    meeting    of    the   Association    at    Lawrence    in  'May, 

1859,  a  special  committee  of  five  was  appointed  to  ascertain  whether  the 

citizens  of  Topeka  had  fulfilled  the  conditions  of  the  agreement  in  regard 

to  location.    The  committee  reporting  in  the  negative,  the  location  again 

became  an  open  question.    An  opportunity  was  given  then  and  there  for 

new  bids.    Topeka,  Lawrence,  Burlingame  and  Wabaunsee  entered  into 

competition.     From  the  report  of  an  eye  witness,   the  hour  was  one 

of  great  enthusiasm  and  almost  tragic  interest.    The  Lawrence  subscription 

paper  was  the  most  formidable   document  ever  presented  to  a  Kansas 

assembly.    It  began  to  be  unrolled  at  the  door,  thence  to  the  desk  of  the 

moderator,  and  back  again  to  the  starting  point.    All  other  competitors, 

for  the  moment,  were  struck  dumb  with  astonishment.     The  proposition 

was  as  follows : 

Mt.  Oread  as  a  site  for  the  College;  20  acres  of  land  adjoining  the  town 
site;  one-half  the  proceeds  of  300  acres  adjoining  the  College  grounds;  1,220 
acres  located  in  different  parts  of  the  Territory ;  151  lots  in  Lawrence,  Bur- 
lington, Delawaie  and  in  other  towns;  the  Amos  Lawrence  fund  of  310,000 
and  a  building  to  be  commenced  within  six  montlis  and  to  be  completed  In 
eighteen  months,  at  a  cost  of  ^25,000. 

The  proposition  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  17  to  8.  S.  N.  Simpson,  Esq., 
now  of  Wyandotte,  was  chosen  Financial  Agent  to  solicit  funds,  and  the 
College  was  called  "The  Monumental  College."  Soon  after  an  editorial 
appeared  in  the  Boston  Journal,  endorsing  Monumental  College  us  destined 
to  become  one  of  the  most  auspicious  institutions  in  the  land. 

The  year  following  was  what  is  known  as  *'the  year  of  drought,*'  result- 
ing in  an  almost  entire  failure  of  crops  throughout  the  Territory.    This, 
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topjeiher  willi  oilier  reasons,  prevented  worK  on  the  proposed    building  and 
ilie  expenditure  of  $25,000  as  contemplated. 

At  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  alTopeka,  May,  18G0,  an- 
other special  committee  of  live  was  appointed  to  invosti^te  the  status  of  the 
College.  As  a  result  of  their  report,  the  institution  was  moved  back  to  To- 
peka  on  substantially  the  original  proposition  made  by  the  citizens  of  Toi>eka. 
Then  it  was  easy  to  move  the  College;  a  simple  resolution  could  do  it. 

The  next  mention  of  the  effort  to  found  an  institution  of  learning  was 
at  the  meeting  of  the  Association  at  Leavenworth.  May,  18C1 .  The  business 
committee  reported  a  statement  from  Maj.  II.  W.  Farnsworth,  of  Topeka, 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  "The  Topeka  Institute,''  and  on  mo- 
tion of  Rev.  R.  Cordley.  it  was  voted  :  **That  we  consider  the  letter  of  II. 
W.  Farnsworth  in  regard  to  this  institution  of  learning  fair  and  just,  and 
wc  recommend  that  the  Trustees  secure  a  charter  for  the  institution,  and 
that  the  property  already  acquired  be  transferred  to  this  incorporated  body, 
and  that  security  be  loceived  by  said  Board  for  the  erection  of  said  build- 
ing." 

During  li<(j\  and  ISCri  civil  dissensions  and  war  raged.  The  public 
attention  was  absorbed  In  the  problem  of  national  perpetuity.  Who  could 
venture  on  such  an  undertaking  when  the  nation  itself  seemed  to  be  in 
jeopardy?  But  even  iii  the  midst  of  civil  war,  the  idea  of  a  Christian 
college,  which  had  been  so  long  and  so  fondly  cherished,  was  germinating 
with  the  potency  of  a  perrennial  life.  At  the  meeting  of  the  General 
Association  at  Burlingame.  May,  1803,  the  following  action  was  had: 

Whereas,  The  resimusibility  of  supplying  destitute  llelds  within  our 
bounds  is,  and  must  be,  assumed  by  our  churches,  and 

WiiEKEAJS,  We  believe  that  the  mosi  effective  way  to  secure  the  needed 
supply  is  by  raising  up,  so  far  as  possible,  young  men  from  our  own 
churches,  and  in  part  or  wholly  preparing  them  for  the  Gospel  ministry, 
therefore, 

Hesolvp'L  Int.  That  we  should  at  once  take  efficient  steps  to  secure  a 
liberal  endowment  of  lands  and  other  property  as  a  vested  fund  for  the 
benefit  of  such  educational  institutions  as  the  interests  of  the  cause  of 
Christ  in  connection  with  our  body  may  require. 

Resolved  J  2nd^  That  the  Association  now  appoint  a  Board  of  nine 
Trustees,  to  be  composed  of  eftlcleut  men  in  different  parts  of  the  State,  to 
solicit  and  secure  grants  of  land  and  other  property  to  be  vested  for  the 
above  sped  tied  purposes,  and  that  this  board,  the  chairman  of  which  shall 
be  ei'officit)  president,  shall  serve  as  follows:  Three  for  one  year,  three 
f«)r  two  years,  and  three  for  three  years;  live  constituting  a  quorum,  and 
shall  report  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Association. 

liesolcfd,  .3rd,  That  it  shall  be  discretionary  with  the  Board  of  Trustees 
when  to  start  an  academy  of  high  literary  order  and  religious  tone,  to  be 
located  at  or  near  Topeka,  open  to  both  sexes,  and  whose  especial  aim  and 
pbject  shalj  )>p  to  prepare  young  men  for  the  Gospel  minUtry. 
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The  Trustees  appointed  were  as  they  appear  on  the  roll,  Kevs.  Peter 
McVicar,  R.  Cordley,  S.  D.  Storrs,  Dr.  E.  Tefft,  Rev.  J.  D.  Liggett,  now 
of  Detroit,  Mich.;  Prof.  J.  E.  Piatt,  H.  D.  Rice,  II.  D.  Preston,  of  Burlln- 
garae,  deceased,  and  R.  M.  Wright,  of  Council  Grove. 

In  the  latter  part  of  1864  and  in  the  opening  months  of  1860  light  began 
to  dawn  upon  the  nation.  Sherman  was  marching  triumphantly  to  the  sea, 
while  Grant  was  holding  the  siege  at  Richmond,  tlius  rendering  the  victorj* 
of  the  Union  army  assured. 

In  February,  1865,  a  few  months  prior  to  the  dose  of  the  civil  war,  tlic 
first  legal  steps  were  taken  in  the  founding  of  the  College  as  a  corporate 
institution.  A  charter  was  drawn,  and  the  College  became  duly  incor- 
porated under  the  laws  of  the  State,  February  6,  1865.  under  the  name  and 
style  of  ^'Trustees  of  Lincoln  College.'- 

The  preamble  and  some  of  the  article:?  of  incorporation  arc  a»  follows  : 

Desiring  to  promote  the  diffusion  of  knowledjfe,  and  the  advancement 
of  virtue  and  religion,  we  do  associate  ourselves  together  for  tlie  object  and 
purposes  herein  certified,  to-wit* 

AKTICLE   I. 

To  establish  at  or  near  the  city  of  Topeka,  the  Capital  of  Kansas,  and 
secure  the  incorporation  of  an  institution  of  learning  of  a  hisrh  literary  and 
religious  character,  to  be  named  IJncoln  College,  which  shall  commemorate 
the  triumph  of  Liberty  over  Slavery  in  our  Nation,  and  serve  as  a  ufcmorial 
of  those  fallen  in  defence  of  their  country. 

ARTICLE   II. 

•  To  make  said  College  an  engine  for  the  furtherance  of  those  ideas  of 
civil  and  religious  liberty  which  actuated  our  fathers  in  ti»e  Revolutionary 
struggle,  and  which  are  now  achieving  a  signal  victory  m  the  triumph  of 
free  principles. 

ARTICLE   III. 

To  afford  to  all  classes,  without  distinction  of  color,  the  advantages  of  a 
liberal  education,  thus  fitting  them  for  positions  of  usefulness. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

To  aid  deserving  young  men  to  obtain  an  education,  such  as  shall  fit 
them  for  the  Gospel  ministry,  thereby  helping  to  supply  the  pressing  de- 
mand for  laborers  in  the  States  and  Territories  west  of  tiie  Missouri  river. 

The  first  Board  of  Trustees  were :    Revs.  Peter  McVicar,  S.  D.  Storr«, 

J.  D.Liggett,  Ira  H.  Smith,  R.  Cordley;  Maj.  H.  Hannahs;  Col.  John  Ritchie, 

H.  D.  Rice,  Esq.;  W.  E.  Bowker,  Esq. ;  Maj.  II.  W.  Farnsworth,  and  W.  H. 

H.  Lawrence,  Esq. 

In  the  spring  of  1865  an  effort  was  made  to  secure  subscriptions  for  the 
erection  of  a  building  and  for  the  purchase  of  a  site.  Over  $7,000  was  sub- 
scribed. The  most  generous  subscriptions  were  those  of  Col.  John  Ritchie 
of  $3,000,  and  II.  D.  Rice,  Esq.,  of  $1,00©.  In  part  pay  of  his  subscription 
Col.  Ritchie  deeded  to  the  College,  in  fee-simple,  the  160  acres  on  which  the 
permanent  buildings  now  stand.    The  160  acres  were  valued  then  at  $2,400. 
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The  academy  biiiltlin^  first  erectetl,  was  locatcU  on  the  corner  of  Tenth 
and  Jackson  streets,  and  is  now  nsed  for  public  school  purposes.  It  was 
commenced  In  the  spring  of  ISO.'),  and  completed  In  December  of  the  same 
year,  at  a  cost  of  about  8H,000,  and  was  then  considered  one  of  the  tlnest 
edifices  In  the  city. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  tlie  Association  at  Hurllngame  In  May,  186.*), 

the  College  effort  was  cordially  endorsed,  and  the  following  action  was  taken : 

Rtsolced,  That  the  interest  ol  Christ's  cause  in  the  trans-Missouri 
v;illey,  demancls  that  we  take  efticient  steps  to  establish  one^  and  but  one. 
College  under  our  care,  and  that  we  cordially  sympathize  with  the  efforts 
now  being  made  for  the  endowment  of  Lincoln  College. 

The  school,  a.^  an  academic  department,  was  opened  in  the  new  build- 
ing January  3,  1806.  under  the  charge  of  the  late  Rev.  Samuel  D.  Bowker, 
as  principal,  and  Prof.  Geo.  II.  Collier,  now  of  Oregon  State  University, 
and  Edward  F.  Ilobart,  Ksq..  of  Las  Vegas,  Xew  Mexico,  as  assistants. 

In  June,  1800,  Rev.  H.  Q.  Butterfield,  now  President  of  Olivet  College, 
Michigan,  was  called  to  the  chair  of  the  (ireek  and  I^atin  languages  and 
literature.  In  1808,  the  late  Dea.  Ichabod  Washburn,  of  AVorcester,  Mass., 
largely  through  Dr.  Butterfield's  personal  influence,  became  interested  in 
the  College  and  subsequently  donated  82r),000  towards  an  endowment.  In 
view  of  this  generous  gift,  and  for  other  reasons,  the  name  of  the  College  was 
changed.  The  following  Is  the  action  of  the  trustees  in  the  premises,  which 
will  explain  itself: 

WnEREA?,  There  are  several  literary  institutions  in  tiie  United  States 
bearing  the  name  of  Lincoln,  thus  creating  confusion  and  embarassing  us  in 
our  movements,  and. 

Whereas,  Dea.  I.  Washburn  proposes  to  make  a  donation  of  .$25,000 
towards  the  endowment  we  are  seeking,  therefore. 

Resolved^  That  we,  the  Trustees  of  Lincoln  Collesje,  in  a  meeting  legally 
called  and  assembling  at  Topeka,  this  lOth  day  of  N«>vember,  18GS,  do 
hereby  change  the  name  of  said  institution  to  Washburn  College. 

That  seemed  a  sufficient  reason  for  the  change. 

In  June,  1869,  Rev.  Dr.  Butterfield  was  elected  to  the  Presidency  of  the 
College,  a  position  which  he  resigned  in  November,  1870.  to  accept  the  sec- 
retiiryshlp  of  the  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Collegiate  and  Theological 
Education  at  the  AVest.  The  Presidency  was  then  tendered  to  Rev.  Dr. 
Cordley,  of  Lawrence,  but  greatly  to  the  regret  of  the  friends  of  the  College, 
he  declined  to  accept.  The  present  Incumbent  was  elected  to  the  position 
in  February,  1871.  a  little  over  fifteen  years  ago. 

At  that  time  the  great  need  of  the  institution  seemed  to  be  an  enlarge- 
ment of  buildings  for  the  accommodation  of  students.  Accordingly  an 
effort  was  made  In  the  fall  of  1871  to  secure  ^.'i.OOO  from  the  citizens  of 
Topeka  for  the  erection  of  a  boarding  house.  During  the  progress  of  this 
effort,  the  desire  seemed  to  develop  on  the  part  of  some  to  begin  more  per- 
manent improvements  and  on  a  larger  scale  on  the  permanent  site.    The 
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boarding  house  project  was  abandoned.  Capt.  J.  G.  Ilaskell  was  employed 
a8  architect  to  draw  plans  and  specifications  for  the  main  College  building, 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  $60,000.  An  effort  of  25  days  in  the  city  i*esulted  in 
(subscriptions  to  the  amount  of  $25,000,  at  the  rate  of  $1,000  a  day.  The 
city  purchased  the  academy  building  and  site  at  $15,000.  The  work  of 
pccuring  additional  subscriptions  was  still  further  prosecuted. 

In  June,  1872,  the  contract  for  the  mason  work  was  let  at  $25,016,  and 
tlie  cou tract  for  the  wood  work,  so  far  as  enclosing  the  building,  was  let  at 
$18,000.  Work  commenced  June,  1872,  and  in  December  of  the  same  year 
the  edifice  was  enclosed  at  a  cost  of  over  $40,000. 

While  the  main  building  was  in  process  of  completion,  the  institution 
had  a  varied  experience.  In  1872-73,  the  school  was  held  in  a  grocery  build- 
ing near  the  corner  of  Tenth  and  Kansas  avenues.  In  1873-74,  the  sessions 
were  held  in  the  stone  building,  southwest  corner  of  Eighth  and  Kansas 
avenues  while  the  library  remained  stored  in  boxes  in  the  basenjcnt  of  Mr, 
K.  11.  Blake**?  residence,  corner  of  Sixth  and  Tyler. 

In  the  fall  of  1874  the  College  moved  Into  its  main  building  on  what  is 
now  known  as  "College  Hill."  The  location  then  seemed  a  long  way  out. 
Some  thought  It  a  suicidal  move;  others  thought  we  were  moving  out  to 
Wabaunsee  county.    But  to-day  shows  it  to  be  in  the  right  place. 

The  main  building  as  it  now  stands  cost  about  $65,000.  What  rendered 
it  specially  difficult  to  carry  through  the  enterprise  was  the  fact  that  1873, 
1874,  and  1875  even,  were  years  of  great  financial  depression  throughout  the 
land,  and  Kansas  had  to  bear  the  burden  of  the  grasshoppers  in  addition. 

As  the  work  of  the  College  developed,  the  need  arose  for  seperate  homes 
for  young  women.  In  1870  the  means  were  secured  In  Hartford,  Conn.,  and 
vicinity  and  in  Kansas,  for  the  erection  of  what  is  now  known  as  **IIartford 
Cottage,^'  at  a  cost  of  about  $3,500.  Of  this  amount  Mi's.  Louisa  Nichols, 
of  New  Britain,  contributed  $1,400,  and  the  late  Chas.  Bjswell,  of  West 
Hartford.  $500. 

In  the  winter  of  1876  the  Prei?ident  called  at  Whitinsville  to  see  the  late 
J.  C.  Whitin,  whose  name  had  been  so  long  associated  with  benevolent  ob- 
jects East  and  West.  Mr.  Whitin  was  absent  at  the  time.  In  1882  the 
President  made  another  visit,  but  learned  from  his  pastor,  Rev.  John  R. 
Thurston,  that  Mr.  Whitin  was  ill.  Under  the  circumstances  it  was  concluded 
best  not  to  call,  and  the  return  train  was  taken  with  the  feeling  that  both 
visits  had  been  in  vain.  .V  few  months  later,  however,  a  letter  bearing  the 
imprint  **J  C.  Whitin"  came,  enclosing  a  draft  for  $10,000.  It  was  sent  by 
the  widow  and  daughter  of  the  deceased,  with  the  statement  that  had  Mr. 
Whitin  lived  a  few  days  longer,  he  would  have  sent  it  by  his  own  hand.  It 
was  one  of  his  last  requests  that  tlie  College  should  share  in  his  beneficence. 
As  the  gift  was  left  free  to  be  applied  as  the  Trustees  thought  best,  the  re^ 
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suit  was  the  erection  of  what  is  now  known  as  ^*South  Cottage''  for  young 
women,  and  the  "Whitin  Ilall''  for  younp:'mcn.  So  much  for  the  buildings 
previously  erected. 

In  July,  18S4,  a  little  over  two  years  ago,  the  late  Chas.  Boswell,  of  West 
Hartford,  wrote,  expressing  a  desire  to  meet  me.  On  my  way  to  Boston 
a  few  weeks  later,  I  called  on  Mr.  Boswell.  He  mentioned  a  library  build- 
ing and  made  some  inquiries  as  to  Its  need  and  probable  cost.  On  my  re- 
turn from  Boston  I  spent  the  Sabbath  at  his  home  and  addressed  the  people, 
on  the  subject  of  Christian  education  at  the  West.  Mr.  Boswell  was  present 
at  church  and  seemed  deeply  Interested.  Monday  morning,  as  I  was  leav- 
ing, he  placed  a  paper  In  my  hand  pledgmg  $10,000  towards  a  llbraiy  build- 
ing, provided  the  Trustees  of  ihe  College  secured  ^^^OOO  additional  for  the 
same  object.    The  proposition  was  accepted  by  the  Trustees. 

So  soon  as  the  amount  stipulated  to  be  raised  was  ensured,  Messrs. 
Haskell  &^Wood,  of  Topeka,  were  employed  as  architects  to  prepare  plans 
and  specifications  for  the  building.  After  various  modifications  the  present 
plan  and  style  were  adopted,  and  the  contract  for  the  completion  of  the 
edifice,  with  the  exception  of  basement  finish,  was  let  to  F.  L.  Stevenson, 
Esq.,  at  $19,092. 

If  it  were  not  for  the  generous  gift  of  Mr.  Boswell,  this  ediflce  would 
not  stand  here  to-day.  It  Is  due  also  to  the  memory  of  Mr.  Bosw  ell  to  state 
that  for  many  years  he  had  been  deeply  interested  In  the  College.  This  In- 
terest was  manifested  first  by  establishing  a  fund  of  $10,000,  the  Interest  of 
which  was  to  be  applied  in  aid  of  derserving  young  men  struggling  for  an  edu- 
cation. Subsequently  Mr.  Boswell  donated,  as  above  stated,  $500  towards 
the  erection  of  Hartford  Cottage.  Still  later  he  gave  the  College  bell.  A 
few  years  previous  to  his  decease  he  established  a  library  fund  of  81,000  in 
memory  of  his  only  son,  Chas.  Miner  Boswell,  who  died  while  a  member  of 
the  junior  class  at  Yale  College.  To  this  fund  he  added  $9,000  by  will.  In 
addition  to  all  this,  Mr.  Boswell  provided  by  his  will  that  the  College  shall 
be  made  a  one-third  residuary  legatee  of  his  estate.  This  edifice  is  none 
to  good  to  bear  the  honored  name  of  such  a  benefactor. 

In  1885  Rev.  J.  F.  Morgan,  who  for  a  number  of  years  has  been  em- 
ployed as  financial  agent  of  the  College,  called  on  Miss  Mary  W.  Ilolbrook, 
of  Ilolbrook,  Mass..  in  the  Interest  of  the  College.  As  a  result  of  his  visit 
and  correspondence,  Miss  Ilolbrook  became  Interested  In  our  work  and 
pledged  $5,000  towards  the  erection  of  a  building  for  young  women,  pro- 
vided a  like  amount  should  be  added  for  the  same  object.  Her  kind  and 
generous  offer  was  accepted.  An  Immediate  effort  was  made  to  secure  the 
stipulated  amount.  When  it  became  assured  that  the  additional  amount 
could  be  secured,  Messrs.  Hopkins  and  Holland,  of  Topeka,  were  employed 
as  architects  to  draw  up  plans  and  specifications.    After  various  modiftca- 
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tioDS  the  present  plan  was  adopted  and  the  contract  let  to  F.  L.  Stevenson 
on  the  8th  of  August,  18S5,  at  ^10,570,  not  including  the  finish  of  basement. 
It  will  take  about  $2,000  additional  to  complete  the  basement,  with  dining 
room,  kitchen  and  laundry. 

Thus,  as  the  history  shows,  all  our  buildings  which  now  adorn  these 
College  grounds,  and  which  minister  so  much  to  the  effective  work  of  the 
College,  are  the  fruitage  largely  of  the  beneficence  of  Christian  people. 
The  buildings  in  all  have  cost  about  one  hundred  and  fifteen  thousand  dollars. 
To-day  we  dedicate  them  all  to  sound  learning  and  to  the  Christian  faitli. 

It  would  be  interesting,  did  time  permit,  to  trace  the  enlargement  of 
the  vested  funds  of  the  College  and  the  leadings  of  Providence  by  which  one 
and  another  were  moved  in  the  bestowment  of  generous  gifts  to  the  institu- 
tion. If  it  were  not  for  generous  frieuds  at  the  East,  and  the  many  friends 
in  Kansas  who  from  time  to  time  contributed  so  liberally  to  the  work,  the 
College  could  not  have  succeeded. 

It  would  be  pleasant  also,  did  the  occasion  allow,  to  notice  at  length  the 
self-sacrificing  work  of  the  instructors  who  have  been  connected  with  the 
institution.  The  future  historian  will  mention  gratefully  those  instructors 
one  by  one,  as'  well  as  the  trustees  who  so  faithfully  have  conserved  the 
interests  of  the  College,  many  of  whom  have  been  connected  with  the  insti- 
tution from  the  first,  journeying  long  distances  year  by  year  at  their  own 
expense  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  giving  time  and  thought  gra- 
tuitously, in  addition  to  liberal  gifts  personally,  as  emergencies  demanded. 

Tlie  relation  of  the  College  to  this  Association,  as  the  minutes  show,  has 
alwa^'s  been  most  intimate.  The  college  is  the  Association's  **first  love." 
The  churches  of  the  State,  while  not  able  to  aid  largely  in  a  pecuniary 
point  of  view,  have  yet  cherislied  a  kindly  interest  and  confidence  in  the 
College  by  sending  tlielr  sons  and  daughters,  and  in  other  ways  aiding 
materially  in  the  work.  The  same  is  true  of  the  pastors  of  the  churches. 
As  the  years  go  on,  and  as  means  increase  within  the  bounds  of  the  State, 
churches  and  pastors  will  do  more  than  hitherto  they  have  been  able  to  do. 

In  the  upbuilding  of  the  College  we  record  with  devout  gratitude  that 
no  dissensions  have  ever  distracted  eitlier  this  Association  in  its  relation  to 
llie  College,  or  the  Board  of  Trustees  or  the  Faculty.  The  work  has  gone 
on  so  far  with  a  hearty  good  will.  Indeed,  there  has  been  a  remarkable 
unanimity.  The  Association  has  always  been  ready  by  resolutions  to 
empower  the  Trustees  to  *»push  the  work;''  the  Trustees  have  been  equally 
ready  to  authorize  the  Executive  Committee  to  *»pu8h  things/'  and  the 
Executive  Committee  in  turn  have  always  authorized  the  President  to 
**push  the  work."  It  is  better,  no  doubt,  to  go  even  to  this  extreme  than  to 
be  forever  pulling  apart. 
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To  the  College  this  year  is  the  year  of  its  majority.  It  has  become  of 
age.  Many  of  ibe  years  of  it«  history  ha¥«  been  year^  of  «ilent  work,  years 
of  learning  **how  to  labor  aud  to  wait."  The  waiting  often  has  been  harder 
than  the  work.  The  progress  of  the  institution  may  have  been  justly  eriti- 
icised  i\&  too  slow,  but  the  labor  and  the  solicitude  and  the  joy  of  laying  the 
foundurions  of  what  you  behold  to*day  have  been  continuous.  It  is  com- 
paratively easy  to  dash  ahead ;  it  is  another  thing  to  build  solidly  from  the 
foundation.  As  one  evidence  of  marked  and  substantial  progress,  we  may 
mention  the  faitt  that  the  funds  secured  for  the  College  for  buildings  and 
endowments  during  the  past  fifteen  years  have  amounted  to  nearly  one 
hundred  aud  iifty  thousand  dollars,  or  about  ten  thousand  dollars  per  year. 
The  growth  of  the  College  has  been  gradual,  but  it  has  been  a  sure  and 
healthful  growth. 

Fifteen  years  ago  the  hill  on  which  you  are  now  convened  was  a  bare 
untilled  prairie,  with  no  house  or  tree  or  dwelling.  Now  it  is  clothed  with 
thousands  of  forest  teees  and  surrounded  with  homes.  Fifteen  years  ago 
the  only  building  owned  by  the  College  did  not  cost  to  exceed  $8,000. 
The  College  buildings  that  to«-day  surround  you  have  been  erected  at  a  cost 
of  over  9115,000.  Fifteen  years  ago  the  vested  funds  of  the  College 
amounted  only  to  about  990,000.  Now  the  vested  funds  of  the  Institution 
amount  to  nearly  $100,000,  and  so  Invested  that  they  could  all  be  cashed  at 
par.  Fifteen  years  ago  the  total  annual  attendance  of  students  numbered 
only  55.    Now  the  total  attendance  Is  250. 

For  all  the  prosperity  of  the  past,  and  for  all  the  promise  of  the  future, 
we  acknowledge  here  and  now  our  dependence  upon  Him,  and  our  grati- 
tude to  Hkn  who  from  the  beginning  has  vouchsafed  a  Divine  guidance 
without  whleh^all  human  efforts  would  have  been  In  valn»

The  statistics  are  all  for  the  year  endins:  September  1, 1886,  except  that 
the  ministerial  supply  of  the  churches  and  the  post-office  address  of  the 
ministers  are  corrected  up  to  the  time  of  going  to  press.  The  post-office 
address  of  a  church,  and  that  also  of  the  church  clerk  wTien  not  the  samtt  as  the 
liame  of  the  place  tohere  the  church  is  located,  is  given,  the  former  in  parenthe- 
sis under  the  name  of  the  church,  and  the  latter  at  the  bottom  of  the  page, 
indicated  by  the  proper  signs. 

The  amounts' printed  under  the  heading  **Chnrch  Expenses"  are  given 
in  the  statistical  table  in  round  numbers,  and  will  therefore  vary  in  some 
instances  a  few  cents  from  the  amount  reported.  In  future  reports  we  sug- 
gest to  the  church  clerks  that  this  rule  shall  be  followed,  viz. :  That  the 
items  of  salary,  rent  of  parsonage,  church  edifice,  current  expenses  and 
Sunday  school,  shall  be  reported  in  even  dollars. 

By  **Total  Amount  Contributed''  in  the  report  by  Associations  is  meant 
the  whole  of  the  money  raised  both  foi  Church  Expenses  and  Benevolence.

AFTERNOON  SESeiOX. 

Rev.  Samuel  Dilley  led  in  prayer. 

Rev.  H.  A.  L.  King  presented  the  report  of  the  visitors  to  the  Eureka 
Academy. 

Rev,  P.  McVicar,  D.D.,  presented  the  report  of  the  Education  Committer. 
and  proposed  the  following: 
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RESOLUTIONS  ON  OUR  EUUCRTIONRL  U/ORK. 

Resolved,  1,  That  this  association  reafflnns  its  uniform  policy  of  one,  and 
but  one  college,  with  academies  and  schools  of  preparatory  training,  as  the 
most  feasible  plan  of  christian  education  for  our  denomination  in  Kansas. 

Besolwd,  2,  That  we  gratefully  acknowledge  the  leadings  of  Divine  Prov- 
idence in  the  enlargement  of  the  material  basis  and  work  of  Washburn  College, 
located  at  the  capital  of  our  state. 

Besotted,  3,  That  we  appreciate  and  commend  the  efforts  for  the  founding 
and  upbuilding  of  Christian  academies  at  Eureka.  Stockton,  Maize  and  Hiawa- 
tha, and  t^e  Woman's  College  at  Wichita. 

Resolved,  4,  That  it  is  the  judgement  of  this  association  that  the  efforts  of 
the  brethren  at  Great  Bend  should  take  the  form  of  a  Christian  Academy  or 
Classical  and  Scientific  Institute,  rather  than  an  attempt  to  found  a  second 
Congregational  college  in  Eatisas. 

Resoled,  5,  That  a  Board  of  Christian  Education  be  constituted  in  con- 
nection with  this  association,  said  board  to  consist  of  the  moderator  of  the  asso- 
ciation, the  President  of  the  Trustees  of  Washburn  College  and  the  chairmen 
of  the  respective  academies  and  schools  in  sympathy  with  our  body.  The  duty 
of  this  board  shall  be  to  consider  the  needs  and  claims  of  the  whole  field,  and 
to  report  annually  to  the  association,  in  order  to  secure  the  maturing  and  con- 
centration of  educational  effort  on  the  part  of  our  churches.  We  advise,  also, 
that  brethren  in  different  parts  of  the  stat-e  purposing  to  found  Christian  acade- 
mies or  other  secondary  schools  should  consult  with  this  board,  and  present 
their  request  for  the  endorsement  of  this  association  through  the  board  of  edu- 
cation hereby  constituted. 

The  resolutions  presented  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  of  Education, 
were  then  by  vote  taken  up  one  at  a  time.  A  general  discussion  ensued  upon 
the  first  resolution.  Rev.  R.  B.  Guild  presented  the  claims  of  Central  Kansas 
College,  at  Great  Bend.  He  was  followed  in  the  discussion  by  Supt. Montgom- 
ery, Rev,  W.  A.  Bosworth,  Mrs.  McCormack,  J.  G,  Haskell,  Rev.  Festus  Fos- 
ter. 

Rev.  W.  A.  Bosworth  moved  that  the  first  resolution  be  temporarily  laid 
upon  the  table.    Carried. 

The  second  and  third  resolutions  were  adopted. 

The  first  resolution  on  motion  was  taken  from  the  table.  Moved  that  the 
first  and  fourth  resolutions  be  adopted.  Rev.  R.  B.  Guild  moved  to  amend  by 
adding  the  words,  *Hhat  an  exception  to  this  policy  be  made  in  the  case  of  the 
Institution  at  Great  Bend." 

An  amendment  that  Stockton  Academy  be  also  included,  was  lost. 

An  amendment  to  lay  resolutions  one  and  four  upon  the  table  for  one  year, 
was  lost. 

It  was  then  voted  to  refer  the  first  and  fourth  resolutions  to  a  special  com- 
mittee of  three  to  report  later  in  the  association.  On  motion  the  fifth  resolu- 
tion was  also  referred  to  the  same  committee.  The  following  were  appointed 
as  said  committee:    Rev.  R.  Cordley,  Rev.  S.  E.  Busser  and  Rev.  L.  H.  Piatt. 

It  was  decided  by  vote  of  the  association  to  adjourn  at  3  p.m.  on  Saturday, 
to  visit  Fairmount  College.

ON  LICENSURE. 

As  a  part  of  the  committee's  report,  Supt.  Blauchard  read  a  schedule  of

The  following  Home  Missionary  committees  were  elected:    See  page  4. 

Hon.  J.  G.  Haskell,  Rev.  J.  G.  Dougherty  and  Rev.  Linus  Blakesley  were 
elected  as  the  Executive  committee  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  K.H.M.S. 

It  was  voted  to  refer  the  matter  of  arranging  the  constitution  of  the  society 
to  the  Publishing  committee. 
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The  following  report  of  the  state  S  8.  committee  was  presented  by  Rev. 
A  8.  Bush: 

The  committee  upon  the  Sunday  school  work  of  the  state  would  heartily 
commend  the  efforts  which  have  been  expended  on  this  branch  of  Christian 
activity  during  the  past  year;  and  yet  we  would  suggest  that  greater  interest  in 
8ome  localities  should  be  displayed. 

The  labor  of  our  superintendent,  Prof.  Piatt,  has  been  most  faithful.  Every 
year  better  and  better  results  are  noticeable  under  his  untiring  zeal. 

We  gratefully  call  the  attention  of  our  churches  to  the  important  work  of 
the  Congregational  Sunday  school  and  Publishing  Society,  and  recognize  the 
great  benefit  which  accrues  to  our  Sunday  schools  through  this  agency.  The 
co-operation  of  our  church  with  this  society  ought  to  be  emphasized. 

The  Intimate  relation  between  the  Sunday  school  and  the  church  cannot 
be  overestimated.  The  members  of  each  church  ought  to  consider  the  Sunday 
school  a  nursery  to  the  church,  and  expect  that  through  it  conversions  will 
continually  occur. 

More  and  more  the  Sunday  school  should  increase  the  spiritual  life  of  the 
church,  as  well  as  impart  religious  instruction  to  the  young. 

Toward  this  result  it  is  earnestly  recommended  that  each  school  give  atten- 
tion to  the  normal  training  of  its  officers  and  teachers  for  their  duties,  and  that 
some  system  be  adopted  by  which  scholars  be  graded  and  examinations  be  in- 
stituted foi  more  exact  attainment  in  Biblical  study. 


FRIDAY.— AFTERNOON  %mm. 

Rev.  A.  M.  Richardson  led  in  prayer.  In  the  absence  of  Rev.  F.  E.  Sher- 
man, Rev.  W.  C.  Veazie  read  Bro.  Sherman's  pajKjr  on  "The  l*cst  Methods  of 
Country  work." 

Rev.  R.  Cordley  read  a  paper  on  "The  best  Methods  for  City  work." 

Rev,  8.  E.  Busser  presented  the  following  report  on  the  reports  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  K.  H.  M.  S.  and  state  Superintendent: 

We  have  heard  with  pleasure  and  profit  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Direct 
ors  of  the  K.  H.  M.  Society,  presenting  the  statistics  of  work  of  the  past  >car 
and  outlining  the  needs  and  new  roads  to  be  opened  for  the  new  year. 

We  haye  also  been  truly  interested  in  the  annual  addresses  of  Supt.Blancli- 
ard,  and  would  most  heartily  endorse  his  efforts  of  the  past  year  in  bringing  our 
churches  up  to  a  grander  efficiency. 

Your  committee  would  emphasize  the  following  \xnnU  of  these  reports, 
and  would  recommend  that  they  be  brought  to  the  atttntion  of  every  church  in 
the  state. 

1.    Our  churches  must  aim  at   a  permanent  diminution  of  Home  Mission 
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help,  which  is  to  be  done  by  each  mission  church,  reducing  its  application  for 
aid  and  greatly  increasing  the  contributions  of  all  the  churches  of  the  state. 

2.  It  should  be  insisted  that  missionary  churches  make  an  honest  and 
earnest, effort  each  year  towards  self  support.  Your  committee  would  report 
so  that  these  points — state  self-support  and  self-support  among  the  churches — 
become  definite  objects  to  be  aimed  at. 

Your  committee  would  emphasize  the  necessity  of  greater  permanency  in 
the .  pastorate,  and  to  this  end  would  recommend  that  pastors  devote  all  their 
i^ime  and  strength  to  the  work  of  the  ministry,  and  that  all  appeals  for  means 
in  support  of  these  enterprises  be  based  on  the  dignity  of  our  work  and  the 
8uulime  results  of  Christianity. 

Hev.  R.  8.  Osborne  presented  the  report  of  the  committee  on  Supt.  Piatt's 
report,  as  follows: 

Besoleed,  That  this  association  hereby  expresses  its  growing  appreciation 
of  the  importance  and  value  of  the  work  of  our  state  Sunday  school  superin- 
tendent, and  that  we  do  earnestly  recommend  this  department  of  our  great 
work  to  the  generous  support  of  all  and  each  of  our  churches. 

Resolved.  That  it  is  with  gratitude  that  we  learn  from  the  report  of  our 
state  superintendent,  J.E.Piatt,  of  the  prosperity  and  growth  of  Sunday  school 
wor  c  throughout  the  entire  bounds  of  our  state,  and  pledge  him  our  hearty 
support,  co-operation  and  prayers  for  still  greater  blessings  in  that  direction. 

Resolved,  That  we  most  earnestly  recommend  to  our  churches  a  closer 
familiarity  with  the  Sunday  school  helps  emenating  from  our  pu'>lishing  socie- 
ty, and  sincerely  hope  that  our  churches  may  speedily  become  more  loyal  to 
our  own  literature,  and  less  inclined  to  let  a  few  coppers  lead  them  astray. 

Further:  In  order  to  insure  a  closer  relation  between  the  Sunday  school 
and  church, 

We  recommend  that  the  Sunday  school  superintendent  be  elected  by  and 
be  an  officer  of,  the  church;  and  that  he  make  an  annual  report  of  the  work, 
the  needs  and  wants  of  the  school  and  church. 

The  report  on  the  rei>ort  of  the  Onend  Missionary  Rev.  L.  P.  Broad  was 
presented  by  Rev.  Geo.  P.  Claflin  as  follows: 

Your  Committee  heartily  endorse  the  report  made,  the  work  done,  and  ar- 
rangements proposed. 

Following  the  leading  of  the  providence  and  spirit  of  €k)d,  evidence  ap- 
pears that  wherever  the  Evangelists  have  labored  there  Gknl's  blessing  has 
rested — Christians  have  been  quickened  and  souls  drawn  to  Christ. 

Such  an  agency  is  desired  by  the  churches  which  shall  come  as  a  new  voice, 
a  new  method,  a  presentation  of  truth  in  a  new  form  which  shall  hold  the  at- 
tention and  become  the  means  by  which  the  spirit  leads  to  Christ. 

To  the  work  resulting  from  the  labors  of  the  Evangelists  the  past  year  we 
point  with  joy. 

We  are  grateful  in  observing  that  the  result  of  Evangelistic  labor  reaches 
quite  beyond  ourselves,  quickening  other  churches  and  stimulating  them  to 
active  effort. 

We  heartily  endorse  the  suggestion  of  the  importance  of  the  present  time 
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to  push  forward  with  all  advisable  means  the  work  of  the  Divine  Maker.  Let 
the  energy  that  appears  in  every  laudable  business  enterprise  be  sanctified  for 
this  work.  Thus  will  the  church  hold  its  place  of  honor  among  men;  thus  will 
it  mould  society  and  lead  in  the  way  of  higher  life  here  and  certain  rest 
hereafter. 

We  endorse  the  report  for  its  sympathy  with  all  efforts  in  Christ's  name, 
placing  Christ's  cause  above  all.  and  commending  union  meetings,  united  effort 
and  Christian  co-operation  to  secure  the  grand  results  of  winning  souls. 

We  cordially  commend  the  continuance  and  increase  of  the  Evangelistic 
agency  as  well  adapted  to  these  various  ends. 

On  motion  these  reports  were  received,  and  a  general  discussion  ensued, 
addresses  by  motion  being  limited  to  ten  minutes. 

The  discussion  was  participated  in  by  Rev.  A.  C.  Hogbin,  Rev.  R.  M.  Tun- 
nell.  Rev.  R.  S.  Osborne,  Rev.  H.  Myers,  Rev.  R.  B.  Foster,  Rev.  L.  H.  Piatt, 
Rev.  Pearse  Pinch,  Rev.  Wells  H.  Utley,  Rev.  Festus  Foster,  Rev.  W.  A.  Bos- 
worth,  R^.  H.  D.  Herr,  Rev.  W.  C.  Veazie,  Rev,  M.  W.  Monlgoraery  and 
Supt.  Blanchard. 

On  motion  the  report  of  the  Committees  on  the  reports  of  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors, and  also  on  Oeneral  Missionary  Broad's  and  Superintendent  Platt^s 
reports  were  adopted. 

Rev.  C.  H.  Taintor  addressed  the  Society  in  the  interest  of  the  work  and 
the  claims  of  the  A.  C.  U. 

Pres.  George  T.  Fairchild  and  Hon.  J.  G.  Haskell  each  spoke  briefly  upon 
Systematic  Giving.  A  committee  was  appointed,  consisting  of  Pres.  George  T. 
Fairchild,  Rev.  R.  M.  Tunnell,  Rev.  R.  D.  Parker,  to  foi-mulate  some  system- 
atic method  of  giving  to  be  reported  to  the  Association  next  year. 

Rev.  J.  G.  Dougherty  spoke  upon  the  Home  Missionary  question,  strongly 
urging  the  necessity  of  doing  something  immediately,  and  not  allow  it  all  to  end 
in  discussion. 


FRIDAY.— EVENIM  SEISION. 

Rev.  A.  S.  Bush  read  the  the  Scripture  and  led  in  prayer. 

Rev.  T.  Y.  Gardner,  Western  Secretary  of  the  American  College  and  Edu 
cation  Society,  in  an  address  urged  the  claims  of  the  Society  upon  the  churches. 

Mr.  M.  W.  Montgomery,  of  Minnesota,  addressed  the  meeting  in  behalf  of 
the  American  Home  Missionary  Society.

REPORT  OF  THE  STATE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  HOME  MISSIONS, 
REV.  ADDISON  BLANCHARD. 

The  work  of  the  past  year,  while  to  the  outward  view  it  appears  to  have  uo. 
th*DgiD  it  that  is  striking  or  uDusual^has  been  to  those  more  intimately  engaged, 
full  of  interest  and  encouitigement.  Less  money  from  the  east  and  short  crops  at 
home  have  made  our  work  full  of  unusual  anxiety  and  difficulty, but  with  the  dif. 
ficulties  have  come  also  unusual  blessings.  Our  churches  have  never  been  so 
fully  supplied  with  pastors  as  at  the  present,  and  we  may  safely  say  never 
more  ably  supplied.  The  men  who  have  come  to  us  have  come  to  be  a  strength 
and  inspiration.  If  any  one  will  take  the  trouble  to  pick  out  and  put  in  a  list 
by  themselves  the  names  of  the  twenty  men  who  have  come  to  our  permanent 
force  of  ministers  during  the  past  year  he  will  with  us  rejoice  in  the  reinforce- 
ment and  look  for  good  things  in  the  year  to  come.  The  past  year  has  been 
one  of  settling  and  strengthening.  In  many  a  church,  difficulties  have  been 
removed,  debts  paid,  new  courage  inspired.  We  have  fewer  hard  cases,  where 
we  hesitate  to  spend  more  money;  fewer  pastorates  that  promise  little;  fewer 
fields  that  are  an  attraction  to  nobody  that  wants  to  do  an  honest  work  for  the 
Lord.  The  work  is  better  in  hand;  we  are  beginning  to  see  the  necessity  of 
really  studying  our  situation,  and  are  coming  gradually  to  see  the  real  work 
which  Congregational  churches  have  to  do  in  this  state. 

We  arc  glad  to  believe  that  our  churches  are  growing  in  spirituality  and 
devotion.  Our  churches  and  ministers  are  looking  for  a  blessing,  their  attitude 
is  that  of  expectancy.  It  should  be  so.  We  ought  to  be  looking  for  very  great 
blessings  that  we  may  fully  accomplish  the  work  we  are  set  to  do. 

During  the  past  year  your  superintendent  has  spent  all  his  time  and 
strength  and  yet  very  much  that  he  would  have  accomplished  has  been  left  un- 
done. He  has  seen  very  much  more  fully  than  any  one  has,  what  could  not  be 
taken  up. 

During  the  past  year  the  superintendent  has  preached  94  sermons  and  given 
40  addresses.  Councils  attended,  7;  Associations,  15;  Dedications  assisted  in, 
11.  He  has  visited  in  the  pursuit  of  his  work,  92  separate  places,  some  of  these 
several  times.  There  still  remain,  much  to  his  regret,  quite  a  number  of  places 
un visited.  Twelve  important  places  have  been  visited  by  him  and  canvassed 
with  reference  to  new  work  or  the  possibility  of  it.  This  work  of  canvassing 
for  accurate  information  is  regarded  as  of  the  most  importance.  Facts  are  bet- 
ter data  to  go  upon  than  general  impressions  or  the  careless  statements  of  irre 
sponsible  persons.  Our  whole  state  should  be  carefully  gone  over  that  we 
may  act  intelligently. 
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The  Dumber  of  new  churches  organized  during  the  year  is  thirteen,  viz: 
Wichita  Mayflower,  Arkansas  City,  Wallace,  Harold,  Colwich.  Kiowa,  Ed- 
munds, Secley,  Rotate,  Sunnyside.  Gritzland,  Centennial,  and  a  church  in  Sher- 
man county  that  is  to  be  connected  with  Voltaire.  These,  however,  make  but 
five  new  fieldn. 

Nine  churches  are  reported  as  becoming  self-supporting,  viz:  Fort  Scott, 
Arvonia,  Garden  City,  Dry  Creek,  North  Topeka,  Stockton,  Wichita  Plymouth, 
Fairview  and  Independence.  These  make  the  whole  number  of  self-support- 
ing churched  in  the  state  43.  The  saving  over  last  year  from  the  self-support 
of  these  will  be  $2,300;  six  fields  ask  $100  less,  and  13  ask  $50  less  than  lai<t 
year.  The  number  of  church  buildings  completed  during  the  year  is  14.  They 
are  Almena,  Newton,  Netawaka,  Bala,  Bloomington,  Wheaton,  Celia,  Wichita 
Majrflower,  Wichita  Olivet,  Wallace,  Sedgwick  made  substantially  new ,  and 
Westmoreland  moved  and  made  new,  Sunnyside  and  the  new  church  in  Sher- 
man county  have  both  built  sod  houses.  Nine  other  churches  are  now  in  process 
of  erection.  In  making  this  enumeration,  I  only  include  missionary  churches. 
Leaving  out  the  sod  churches,  which  can  only  be  temporary,  the  average 
cost  of  the  other  churches  is  about  $2,700.  Six  churches  have  completed  par- 
sonages. They  are  Junction,  Wichita  Olivet,  Kiowa,  Westmoreland,  Nickerson 
and  White  City.  The  number  of  parsonages  is  now  40.  We  ought  to  build  20 
parsonages  per  year  for  the  next  ten  years. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  made  an  addition  to  our  force  in  the  pei-son 
of  Rev.  Walter  C.  Veazie,  whose  work  is  to  be  co-ordinate  with  that  of  Bro. 
Broad,  always  with  the  understanding  that  there  are  '^diversities  of  gifts.''  The 
society  have  also  made  arrangement  with  Rev.  R.  S.  Osborn  to  spend  a  part  of 
his  time  in  general  missionary  work  among  the  churches  of  the  northwest. 
His  churches  are  so  situated  as  to  allow  him  to  do  this  without  serious  hind- 
rance. Were  it  feasible  we  all  should  rejoice  in  having  evangelistic  helpers 
multiplied  still  further.  The  calls  are  much  more  numerous  than  can  be  sup- 
plied. Their  work  approves  itself,  but  it  may  be  questioned  whether  we  should 
not  now  put  the  churches  on  trial  as  to  their  use  of  this  important  agency.  We 
have  reason  to  be  thankful  that  this  branch  of  the  service  is  looked  upon  with 
favor  by  th  Home  Missionary  Society,  but  the  secretaries  are  looking  with  great 
interest  to  see  what  use  we  make  of  it,  and  whether  or  not  we  appreciate  it. 
The  whole  scheme  is  upon  trial.  We  believe  there  is  in  it  an  incalculable 
good  to  our  whole  work;  but  for  this  very  reason  we  should  be  careful  to  use 
these  brethren  to  the  vfery  best  advantage. 

Ist.  In  their  general  mimonary  work,  which  must  be  largely  in  the  sum- 
mer, they  must  take  hold  of  strategic  points.  We  must  use  their  wisdom  in 
starting  work  in  important  places  and  in  holding  it  till  the  right  man  can  take 
hold  as  pastor.  We  have  already  done  this  at  times,  but  we  feel  that  our  gen- 
eral workers  should  be  even  more  free  in  the  future  for  such  work,  and  that  it 
should  be  expected  of  them. 

2d.    In  seeking  their  aid  in  special  meetings,  the  utmost  preparation  should 
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be  made  for  their  visit  by  the  church  so  as  to  have  their  help  of  the  greatest* 
value.  They  are  not  bringers  of  revivals,  but  helpers  in  revivals.  The  great 
work  is  that  of  the  ordinary  pastor.  He  is  to  lay  the  foundation  of 
thorough  and  systematic  preaching  on  the  great  themes,  of  house  to  house  visit- 
ation, of  confession  of  sins  and  gathering  out  the  stumbling  blocks  and  settling 
quarrels;  of  continued  prayer  and  personal  work.  Then  the  evangelist  comes 
as  a  helper,  a  spare  hand  in  harvest  time.  Regarded  in  this  light  he  will  bring 
blessing  and  cause  thanksgiving  without  being  regarded  as  the  only  source  of 
revival.  Brethren  there  is  real  danger  just  here  and  we  must  1x3  on  our  guard 
against  it.  Churches  tend  to  lean  on  anything  they  can  see  or  hear  about,  rather 
than  trust  God  and  what  Gk)d  can  do  throucch  them.  The  sin  and  folly  of  this 
must  be  clearly  pointed  out;  churches  must  come  to  believe  that  in  connection 
with  their  ordinary  services  and  under  the  lead  of  their  own  pastors,  a  constant 
harvest  may  be  gathered;  then  the  evangelist  will  be  welcomed  as  an  added 
helper  whose  experience  and  faith  shall  extend  the  work  and  make  it  safe  and 
permanent. 

Evangelism  is,  we  firmly  believe,  one  of  the  gifts  of  the  Holy  Spirit  to  the 
churches;  as  such  we  rejoice  in  it.  But  the  call  of  a  faithless  church  and  a 
spiritless  minister  for  an  evangelist,  to  patch  up  a  failing  pastorate  and  keep 
things  from  going  to  pieces,  is,  to  say  the  least,  liot  an  ideal  use  of  such  a  ''gift" 
from  the  Lord.  We  may  be  in  danger  of  having  that  gift  removed  and  bestowed 
upon  those  who  appreciate  it  better.  Sometimes  the  call  for  the  evangelist  is  a 
selfish  cry,  not  the  cry  of  men  burdened  for  souls  or  the  glory  of  the  Master. 

It  is  important  that  our  chiu*ches  make  some  better  provision  for  the  finan- 
cial support  of  our  evangelistic  service.  Were  it  not  that  we  had  become  long 
accustomed  to  being  helped  from  abroad  we  should  have  felt  this  more  keenly 
before.  Help  that  does  not  stir  us  to  help  ourselves  is  a  very  doubtful  blessing. 
Continual  subsidy  fosters  weakness.  Wc  have  certainly  come  to  a  place  where 
we  can  afford  to  take  definite  steps  to  support  our  evangelists.  We  know  their 
work.  They  are  brethren  greatly  beloved.  We  know  our  need  of  their  ser- 
vi.  e  amony  our  churches.  We  must  keep  them.  We  must  show  the  society 
at  Kew  York  that  we  want  them,  by  generously  aiding  to  support  them  in  the 
state.  I  believe  that  every  cent  needed  could  be  raised  here  in  Kansas.  Several 
means  can  be  adopted  to  do  this; 

1.  It  should  be  clearly  understood  by  every  church  asking  the  evangelist's 
help  that  they  are  to  make  a  special  contribution  for  the  service.  This  is  to  be 
in  addition  to  paying  his  board  and  traveling  expenses.  The  contribution  should 
express  the  appreciation  the  people  have  of  the  Eervice  rendered  and  also  a  wish 
to  have  others  in  the  state  share  in  his  continued  labors.  A  church  that  is  not 
willing  to  do  wAat  it  can  in  this  line,  and  plan  to  do  it  beforehand  will  hardly 
be  benefited  by  the  evangelist's  labors.  In  all  this  I  would  not  forget  that  the 
work  of  our  general  missionaries  does  differ  from  that  of  ordinary  evangelists 
who  go  only  to  large  places.    Ours  must  go  to  the  feeblest  and  the  youngest; 
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the  poorest  and  the  humblest  as  well  as  to  those  who  can  help  by  larger  contri- 
butions. We  would  have  it  so.  There  is  need  of  this,  only  we  wish  to  see  in 
all  an  appreciative  spirit  and  a  readiness  to  do  according  to  ability. 

2.  We  see  no  objection  to  having  a  special  collection  taken  once  per  year 
in  all  our  churches  for  the  Evangelistic  service  in  a  state.  Certainly  those 
churches  who  have  had  such  service  already  would  readily  favor  such  a  plan, 
and  those  who  look  for  such  service  in  the  future  would  be  as  ready,  while  the 
larger  churches  could  give  no  better  help  than  by  encouraging  this  branch  of 
service. 

3.  Why  may  we  not  ask  for  the  larger  gifts  of  intelligent  and  devoted  lay- 
men for  just  this  service  so  honored  of  (Jod?  I  am  free  to  say  that  were  I  able 
to  support  any  one  man  to  go  and  preach  the  gospel  for  me,  I  would  like  to 
stand  behind  such  a  man  as  either  one  of  our  own  Missionary  Evangelists  and 
bid  him  be  free  to  go  as  the  Lord  might  lead  him.  I  believe  we  have  laymen 
in  the  state  who  would  do  well  to  consider  their  duty  in  just  this  direction. 
This  paragraph  in  this  report  I  would  like  to  make  an  invitation  to  any  such 
man  as  his  eye  shall  meet  it.  I  am  well  aware  of  the  many  calls  upon  our 
churches;  but  the  claims  of  our  own  work,  here  in  Kansas,  have  a  right  to  be 
beard  first,  and  cannot  justly  be  put  ofiP  for  miscellaneous  causes  only  remotely 
connected  with  the  kingdom  of  Christ.  We  shall  perhaps  be  asked  why  we 
have  not  made  a  greater  showing  during  the  past  year  in  the  organization  of 
new  churches.  Our  only  answer  is,  "a  debt  of  $100,000  in  the  treasury  at  New 
York."  We  must  not  go  beyond  our  orders,  and  we  must  not  cripple  the  work 
we  have  to  take  new  work  however  promising.  We  are  already  working  up  to 
our  limit.  Last  year  the  churches  did  much  better  than  ever  before  and  gave 
in  Kansas  $4,029.  This  year  we  expect  of  them  $5,000.  A  dollar  per  resident 
member,  which  would  not  be  extravagant,  would  give  us  nearly  double  this 
amount.  It  has  been  advertised  in  our  papers  that  all  money  given  in  the  state 
would  be  used  for  advance  work.  This  hag  been  done,  and  much  more  than 
this.  And  we  can  assure  our  churches  that  every  dollar  given  in  Kansas  shall 
be  used  for  advance  work.  Thus  far  but  about  $1,200  has  been  given  in  Kansas 
towards  our  $5,000.  Of  this  we  are  glad  to  learn  that  about  $500  comes  from 
the  ladies'  societies.  Our  debt  must  not  depress  us,  but  it  does  temporarily 
hinder  advance.  If  we  all  give,  if  we  earn  that  we  may  give,  and  save  that  we 
may  give,  and  plan  that  we  may  give,  and  give  as  the  Lord  prospers  us,  and 
give  regularly,  gladly,  because  of  our  love  for  the  Master,  there  will  be  no 
need  of  those  distressing  appeals  for  money  that  are  always  a  disgrace  to  so 
good  a  cause.  We  no  not  like  to  say  in  a  spirit  which  is  legalism,  "you  must 
give,"  but  "freely  ye  have  received ^e«^y  give."  We  like  to  leave  that,  as  good 
seed  in  the  consecrated  Christian's  heart  to  bear  fruit  perennially.

REPOaT  OF  STATE  EVANGELIST,  REV.  L.  P.  BROAD. 

I  held  six  series  of  meetings  last  winter  from  Nov.  1st  to  April  10th,  at 
Wallace,  Plum  Creek,  Hill  City,  Kirwin,  Nickerson  and  Netawaka.  A  meet- 
ing was  commenced  at  Russell,  but  closed  on  account  of  prevalent  sickness  in 
the  community.  Five  and  one-half  months  were  thus  s^nt  cheerfully  in 
Evangelism.  I  have  organized  two  churches,  Wallace  and  Arkansas  City; 
spent  three  and  one-half  months  in  Wichita  with  new  enterprises,  supplying 
Newton  at  the  same  time  for  a  month,  while  vacant,  and  at  Arkansas  City  for 
four  Sabbaths.  I  also  attended  two  of  the  local  Associations  (n  the  spring:  the 
Western  and  Northwestern,  at  the  Superintendent's  request,  and  in  his  absence 
visited  three  churches  on  special  missions;  Maize,  Partridge,  Geuda.  Ex- 
plored Hutchinson  carefully  to  observe  and  plan  for  the  future.  And  since  my 
return  from  the  East  in  September,  have  resumed  work  at  Wichita. 

At 

WALLACE 

the  work  was  two-fold,  holding  revival  meetings  for  two  weeks  and  organizing 
a  church  of  twelve  members.  They  are  now  erecting  a  church  building,  under 
Bro.  Thos.  Marsh's  pastorate.    The 

PLUM  CREEK 

meeting  was  one'of  the^'most  interesting  I  have  ever  held  in  a  country  field. 
Rev.  J.  Winslow,  pastor,  arrived  in  season  to  labor  efficiently  with  me. 

HILL  CITY 

(Graham  county)  was  given  an  interim  in  work  during  holidays  which,  without 
apparent  large  results,  seemed  to  be  profitably  spent.     The 

KIRWIN 

work  developed  the  largest  number  of  converts  of  any  meeting  held  during  the 
year.  Pastor  Markham  had  prepared  the  way  by  previous  meetings.  About 
fifty  were  added  to  the  church.  This  people,  too,  remembered  the  Home  Mis- 
sionary Society  the  most  largely  in  support  of  its  Evangelistic  work. 

NICKERSON, 

next  visited,  was  lifted  from  the  depths  of  discouragement  and  weakness  by  the 
faithful  co-operution  of  the  pastor  and  the  few  members  that  remained,  with 
the  Evangelist.    The  church  has  since  built  a  parsonage. 

NETAWAKA 

had  just  completed  its  fine  building  when  our  work  commenced,  which  was 
dedicated  in  advance  of  the  formal  services  by  the  precious  work  of  grace 
granted  us.  Over  twenty  were  added  to  the  church.  It  prospers  now,  with 
an  energetic  pastor,  and  without  debt  on  the  building. 

No  one  but  a  Missionary  Evangelist,  it  would  seem,  can  know  how  pro- 
found his  interest  becomes  in  each  field  where  he  works,  or  how  great  is  his 
disappointment  in  not  being  able  to  go  to  fields  that  need  him  just  as  much  as 
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those  which  he  visits.  Tlie  critical  position  of  the  two  churches  at  Wichita, 
Olivet  and  Maytlower,  led  to  my  going  there  in  April 

OLIVET 

has  completed  its  building,  and  held  services  since  May  22d.  Evangelist 
Veazie's  work  there  in  the  summer  was  greatly  beneficial.  Financially  this 
very  important  enterprise  is  in  a  hojx'ful  state,  throuirli  aid  expected  from  the 
Congregational  Union,  and  benefactions  of  friends  of  the  cause  all  over  the 
United  States. 

MAYFLOWER 

church,  in  the  extreme  north  of  the  city,  has  l)cen  relieved  of  its  immediate 
pressure  of  debt.  The  building  is  completed,  Rev.  T.  W.  ^finn's,  called  to  \U 
pju^torate,  and  under  his  efticieut  labors  a  church  and  liourishing  Sunday  School 
have  been  organized.  This  church,  too,  was  ably  assisted  by  E\angt'list  Veazie, 
in  the  summer. 

-\RKANSAS  CIYY 

was  ripe  for  our  effort.  The  membership,  beginning  with  eleven  persons,  has 
increased  and  this  very  promising  field  waits  only  for  the  right  pastor.  Tak 
ing  a  general  view  of  the  state,  amid  all  they  have  lacked,  our  cliurches  have 
scarcely  had  a  l)etter  spiritual  nvord  during  any  recent  year.  By  a  careful 
gathering  of  statistics  up  to  Jan.  25th,  \'S'f<l,  I  found  that  out  of  141  churches  re 
jwrting,  66  had  already  held  an  extra  series  of  nuntings,  an<l  three  wereerjgaged 
in  anion  meetings.  Total  number  of  extra  meetings  to  that  date,  09.  Add  to 
these  24  reporting  that  they  were  planning  to  hold  extra  meetings  before  the 
winter  closed,  and  we  have  93  extra  meetings.  Thus  nearly  two-thirds  of  our 
churches  that  are  in  active  operation  probably  held  revival  services  hist  winter. 
Several  churches,  too,  had  an  ingathering  without  extra  meetings,  and  almost 
withoat  exception  a  "good  spiritual  tone  in  the  church"  was  reported. 

But  we  should  make  greater  spiritual  advances  this  year.  Our  responsi 
bilities  are  (mlj  equalled  by  our  opportunities.  Ten  years  hence  a  certain 
spiritual  opportunity  in  Kansas  will  be  forever  gone;  when  our  large  cities  are 
twice  as  large,  and  the  fixed  habits  observable  in  such  older,  western  states  as 
Illinois  and  Wisconsin,  are  upon  our  people.  Worldly  enthusiasm  now  pos 
sesses  this  state  and  our  work  as  Christians  is  to  turn  this  wonderful  tide  of 
worldly  activity  into  religious  channels,  and  make  all  we  can  of  this  bounding 
life,  for  €k)d.  But  imless  we  have  the  spiritual  power  to  seize  tliis  mighty 
ener^  for  our  Master,  it  will  catch  its,  and  our  churches  will  drift  with  the 
woridly  tide  into  fearful  formalism.  To  succeed,  our  cliurches  must  gr«»w  with 
the  material  growth  around  them;  must  keep  puce  with  the  rapid  (leve]o|>ments 
of  ChristiaDity  in  the  country  and  world;  niu^l  increase  in  tluir  p<.wer  to 
mould  society,  and  above  all  triumph  in  the  profcN^ed  aim  to  save  souls. 

To  tliis  end,  we  need  a  profounder  sense  of  Christ's  ownersliip  of  u^;  and 
particularly,  as  touching  our  Home  Missionaiy  work,  we  n<ed  to  ( ultivate  a 
liberal  spirit  of  giving  for  the  Lord's  work.  Willi  u^  there  is  a  vital  point  as 
touching  spiritual  vigor,  for  we  ought  never  to  forget  thai  it  is  a  lia<liii'4  fca- 
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ture  in  the  problem  concerning  spiritual  life  in  a  Home  Missionary  church  that 
the  church  have  aid  no  longer  than  is  absolutely  required  by  the  poverty  of  the 
people,  and  that  the  members  give  pro(>ortionately  to  their  means.  May  thi* 
Holy  Spirit  anoint  us  afresh  for  the  great  work  committed  to  us. 

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS  OF  K.  H.  M.  S.;  INTRO 
DUCTION  BY  JOHN  G.  HASKELL. 

The  Board  of  Directors  are  again  before  you  to  review  the  work  of  another 
year.  There  is  reason  for  gratitude  in  that  God  has  blessed  the  work  of  the 
Society  during  the  past  year.  We  do  well  to  recall  this  year  the  principles  de- 
clared by  this  Society  at  Lawrence  in  1884,  which  were: 

First.    To  get  and  maintain  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  work  and  workers. 

Second.  To  secure  the  wisest  and  most  equitable  use  of  Home  Missionar>' 
money. 

Third.  To  support  by  cordial  S3rmi>athy  and  co  operation  the  Home  Mis- 
sionary Superintendent,  the  Missionary  Evangelists  and  the  State  Superintend- 
ent of  Sunday  Schools. 

Fourth.  To  promote  the  fellowship  and  co-operation  of  the  churches  of 
the  whole  state. 

Fifth,  To  cultivate  in  our  churches  the  practice  of  large  and  systematic 
giving. 

Sixth,    To  push  forward  to  self-support  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

Seventh.  To  maintain  churches  already  established  till  we  see  plain,  provi- 
dential reasons  for  withdrawing  support. 

Eighth.  To  encourage  the  planting  of  new  churches  when  and  only  whert^ 
they  are  clearly  needed. 

Ninth.    To  systematise  thoroughly  our  missionary  work. 

This  practical  and  excellent  set  of  statements  has  been  in  view  in  all  the 
deliberations  and  actions  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  it  is  the  wish  at  this 
meeting  that  each  member  of  the  Society  present  see  to  it  that  these  declarations 
be  made  living  and  vital  and  not  be  passed  over  as  the  good  natured  expressions 
of  good  natured  people  who  never  expect  to  make  further  use  of  them. 

The  Board  are  impressed  with  the  conviction  tnat  the  present  is  the  foun- 
dation period  in  the  work  of  planting  Congregational  churches  in  Kansas.  It 
is  believed  that  one  year*  just  now  will  yield  better  results  than  many  years  in  a 
later  period. 

The  board  are  again  happy  to  report  that  their  action  in  a  careful  examina- 
tion of  each  church  and  field  at  their  annual  meeting,  March  22  and  25,  1867, 
has  again  met  most  hearty  approval  in  New  York,  and  that  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  A.  H.  M.  S.  has  in  many  ways  expressed  confidence  and  satisfac- 
tion with  the  manner  in  which  the  Kansas  Home  Missionary  Society  conducts 
its  affairs. 
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The  following  is  a  general  abstract  of  the  estimates  made  for  the  year  end- 
ing March  30,  1888,  compared  with  the  preceding  year:

Last  year  the  A.  H.  M.  S.  found  its  estimates  exceeded  its  ordinary  income 
by  about  $50,000.  This  amount  was  borrowed  and  paid  by  a  great  effort.  T<» 
this  should  have  been  added  a  $50,000  deficit  in  the  Swett  Legacy  Fund.  It 
was  found  that  the  deficit  was  the  result  of  falling  off  of  legacies,  and  not  of  the 
gifts  of  the  living.  It  was  hoped  that  a  new  year  would  result  in  a  restoration 
of  former  conditions;  but  in  this  the  society  is  met  by  disappointment.  It  will 
therefore  be  seen  that  plans  of  work  made  in  Kansas  upon  the  basis  of  former 
grants  will  more  than  likely  be  met  with  failure. 

In  addition  to  a  heavy  debt  the  parent  Society  finds  itself  confronted  with 
increasing  demands  in  other  directions.  The  work  of  general  evangelization  is 
growing  in  value  and  popularity.  The  work  of  city  evangelization  in  the 
large  centers  is  increasing  in  magnitude  and  cost.  The  work  among  the  Bohe- 
mians, Poles,  Scandinavians,  Germans  and  French  is  growing  in  interest  and 
extent. 
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It  needs  no  multiplicity  of  words  to  show  that  each  and  all  of  these  divert 
the  funds,  which  otherwise  might  be  expended  in  planting  new  churches  in  the 
west.  Even  here,  where  our  church  planting  work  is  so  very  prominent  and 
pressing,  we  are  compelled  to  recognize  the  importance  of  these  agencies  for  the 
enlargement  and  strengthening  of  the  Master's  kingdom.  But  this  is  not  all; 
for,  while  the  work  of  the  Society  is  multiplying  and  diversifying,  so  also  is  the 
work  of  the  "auxiliary  societies;  and  hence  the  contributions  of  the  auxiliaries 
are  liable  to  be  lessened. 

For  example,  Massachusetts,  years  ago,  expended  f  12,000  for  her  own  local 
work,  and  last  year  $35,000,  an  increase  of  $23,000.  The  other  eastern  states 
might  furnish  similar  comparisons.  We  are  thus  led  to  see  that  the  ability  of 
the  eastern  states  to  help  the  west  is  becoming  less. 

Besides  all  this  there  are  other  causes  which  present  strong  claims  on  east- 
ern givers.  The  American  Association,  the  New  West  Commission,  the  Cong- 
regrttional  Union,  the  Sunday  School  and  Publication  Society,  and  the  College 
and  Educational  Society  all  engaged  in  some  form  of  home  mission  work,  make 
each  a  separate  claim.  Then  the  American  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  maken 
its  large  and  just  demand. 

The  lesson  from  all  this  hardly  needs  stating.  It  means  no  less  than  that 
Kansas  churches  must  look  about  for  means  of  subsistence  of  their  own;  that 
the  drafts  from  the  east  will  Ixj  less  and  less  and  that  state  self-support  must  be 
considered  at  once.  But  let  it  not  be  presumed  for  a  moment  that  our  work  is 
regarded  as  even  relatively  unimportant. 


PLANTING  CHURCHES, 

BY  REV.  R.  M.  TUN  NELL. 

The  policy  of  planting  and  nourishing  churches  where,  and  only  where 
they  are  needed  is  both  a  conservative  and  a  progressive  policy.  It  implies  wise 
counsel  in  choosing  the  places  to  begin  churches.  It  means  also  the  setting  of 
our  faces  to  the  future,  and  the  following  of  the  lead  of  Providence  with  decis- 
ion and  courage. 

Two  questions  are  involved  in  this  policy,  namely:  The  state  of  things  that 
constitutes  a  need  and  call  for  the  planting  of  a  Congregational  church;  and, 
secondly,  the  best  method' of  ascertaining  the  need. 

The  firs^t  of  these  questions  may  lye  answered  in  a  few  words.  Any  church- 
less  neighborhood,  in  city  or  country,  with  population  enough  to  warrant  an 
expectation  that  a  church  can  be  organized,  a  meeting-house  built,  a  Sunday 
School  kept  up,  and  stated  preaching  of  the  gospel  maintained,  we  hold  to  be 
missionary  ground.  In  tlie  case  of  cities  there  should  l>e  a  good  prospect  of 
advance  to  self-support  in  a  few  years.  In  country  places  where  single  churches 
cannot  be  expected  to  l^ecome  self-supporting  great  oare  ought  to  be  taken  to 
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found  churches  near  enough  together  to  unite  seveml  under  one  pastor  in  a  self- 
supporting  field. 

The  question  how  to  best  determine  wiien  and  where  to  begin  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  church,  cannot  be  decided  l>efore  the  particular  cases  come  up, 
and  settled  bv  a  rule.  But  counsel  before  a  work  is  entered  on,  is  better  than  a 
council  after  the  church  has  been  organized.  lh>w  shall  we  provide  that  wise 
counsel  shall  direct  the  first  movements  in  the  organization  of  every  Congrega- 
tional church  hereafter  planted  in  Kanstus?  We  belit-ve  it  can  be  done  in  this 
way.  Let  it  be  made  a  condition  that  no  step  shall  be  taken  by  any  of  our 
ministers  or  missionaries,  to  organize  a  church,  till  the  Suix^rintendent  and  at 
least  two  of  the  local  Committee  on  Missions  shall  have  fully  informed  them- 
selves of  the  state  ^f  things  and  approved  of  the  proposed  action. 

Let  councils  require  every  church  asking  for  recognition,  to  show  that  be- 
fore their  organization  they  had  the  approval  of  the  Superintendent  and  Com- 
mittee on  Missions. 


SELF  SUPPORT 

BY  A.  C.  HOGBIN. 

The  attitude  of  the  Board  toward  the  question  of  bringing  the  beneficiary 
churches  of  tlie  Home  Missionary  Society,  to  self  support,  has  been  radically 
changed  since  its  last  report.  Then  it  urged  the  churches  to  this  movement 
from  a  conviction  that  they  owed  it  as  a  duty  to  Christ  to  free  these  funds  for 
others  more  needy;  but  to  day  they  urge  it  as  an  unavoidable  necessity.  The 
mother  who  has  been  so  generous  is  in  distress.  The  debt  of  over  $110,000,  is 
the  result  of  a  falling  off  in  receipts,  which  promises  to  be  perpetual.  It  is  a 
wrtainty  that  Kansas  must  soon  be  left  to  lier  own  resources.  It  is  only  com- 
mon wisdom  to  prepare  for  this  crisis.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Board  this  can  be 
done  only  by  the  adoption  of  a  fixed  nile  by  which  the  appropriation  to  each 
particular  church  shall  be  decreased  year  by  year,  and  no  aid  shall  be  granted 
to  any  church  which  will  not  cheerfully  accept  this  condition.  We  believD 
every  church  now  receiving  aid  will  be  more  prosperous,  its  standard  of  conse- 
cration higher,  its  spiritual  growth  will  be  more  marked,  and  it  will  gain  a  new 
self-respect  by  a  determined,  persistent  and  succ(?ssful  effort  to  achieve  self- 
support.  Under  these  circumstances  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  stim- 
ulate? all  such  efforts,  and  to  adjust  its  appropriations  so  as  to  meet  the  real 
rather  than  the  supposed  needs  of  the  churches,  as  well  as  the  depleteil  state  of 
the  treasury.  It  should  endeavor  to  inculcate  the  idea  that  the  purpose  of  the 
II.  M.  S.  is  to  foster  churches  able  to  give,  instead  of  those  capable  only  of  re- 
ceiving, and  this  it  conceives  to  be  not  its  least  important  function. 
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EVANGELISM. 

BY  REV.  L,  P.  BROAD. 

The  Board  feels  that  it  cannot  speak  too  stronely  of  the  necessity  laid  upon 
us  of  raising  the  $5,000  required  from  the  state  for  Home  Missions,  and  if  pos- 
sible exceeding  this  limit.  We  must  undertake  it  as  a  religious  obligation  to 
which  none  is  second  in  our  present  crisis.  The  extension  of  our  work  wholly 
depends  upon  it,  the  donors  in  the  east  are  expecting  more  liberal  contributions 
from  aided  churches  and  conditioning  their  gifts,  in  some  degree,  upon  it,  and 
we  all  know  that  by  the  saving  of  waste,  giving  up  of  luxuries  and  by  unre- 
mitting, systematic  eflfort,  we  can  raise  more  money  for  this  sacred  cause.  Two 
things  only,  we  believe,  are  needed  to  raise  this  sum.  Ist.  A  fair  hearing  of 
the  facts  by  our  churches;  and,  2d.  A  determination  to  raise  the  money,  by  any 
proper  method,  on  the  simple  principle  that  the  way  to  do  tliis  thing  is  to  do  it. 
So  we  urge, 

1st.  That  pastors  careifully  inform  themselves  upon  the  needs  of  the 
Society,  our  obligations  to  it,  and  the  spiritual  needs  of  our  country.  We  hope 
every  one  has  read  and  reread  Dr.  Strong's  "Our  Country."  We  ask  that  they 
present  .to  their  people,  a  plain,  earnest  statement,  setting  forth  that  our 
churches  to-day  owe  their  existence  to  the  Home  Missionary  Society;  that  we 
owe  our  first  and  largest  contributions  to  that  Society  with  the  fidelity  which  a 
child  owes,  first  of  all  to  its  parents;  and  that  if  Home  Missionary  aid  were  with- 
drawn from  our  state  to  day ,  the  majority  of  our  churches  would  immediately  cease 
activity,  if  they  did  not  die.  We  believe  that  this  principle  of  action  will  not 
lessen,  but  rather  increase  contributions  to  other  causes,  it  being  simply  honest 
for  us  to  do  the  most  for  that  cause  which  gives  and  saves  our  lives  as  churches. 

2nd.  We  urge  that  each  church  adopt  some  system  by  which  contributions 
from  each  person  in  the  congregation  will  be  solicited.  Our  main  fear  is,  that 
in  many  cases  there  is  no  system  at  all  for  collecting  this  fund,  and  not  that  the 
best  system,  whatever  it  may  be,  has  not  been  chosen.  This  must  be  true,  or  it 
could  not  have  occurred  that  last  year  several  reasonably  strong  churches  re- 
port no  contribution  whatever  to  Home  Missions,  and  so  many  others  fall  so  far 
short  of  giving  an  amount  equal  to  one  cent  per  member  per  week.  A  Com- 
mittee to  thoroughly  visit  the  people,  and  Missionary  boxes  to  receive  small  of- 
ferings in  homes  have  been  found  serviceable.  One  church  of  77  resident 
members,  struggling  to  pay  its  minister  $800  salary,  has  raised  $201  for.  the 
various  causes  this  year  by  the  use  of  Missionary  boxes,  chiefly  by  the  ladies 
and  young  people.  The  half -dimes  that  would  have  been  foolishly  spent  have 
been  put  in  the  boxes,  and  these  alone  would  easily  raise  much  more  than  the 
sum  asked  of  one  state. 

8rd.  We  ask  that  permanent  arrangements  be  made  to  collect  this  fund 
year  by  year.  It  should  be  impressed  upon  the  churches  that,  in  all  probability 
this  shrinkage  in  the  treasury  is  permanent,  and  not  a  temporary  incident,  and 
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hence  that  we  must  rise  to  a  higher  plane  of  thinking  and  giving,  to  do  our 
work  in  Kansas  and  to  prepare  for  the  greater  emergency  which  is  coming  into 
sight,  when  all  aid  will  be  withdrawn  from  us.  In  the  five  months  to  Sept.  Ist 
we  have  raised  about  f  1,200,  or  $240  per  month,  against  $416  required  in  order 
to  raise  $5,000  this  year. 

We  also  suggest  that  the  pastor  and  brethren  in  each  church  estimate  in 
advance  how  much  their  'church  shall  give,  as  a  minimum,  calling  in  the  ad- 
vice of  the  Superintendent  if  desired,  that  the  gifts  may  be  more  equable  and 
liberal  than  they  could  be  if  any  plan  of  assessment  were  adopted.  And  the 
Board  instructs  the  Superintendent  and  Executive  Committee  to  inspect  the 
contributions  from  each  church,  and  to  call  for  larger  contributions  from  any 
church  which,  in  their  judgment,  ought  to  give  more. 

PERMANENT  PASTORS. 

*  BY  REV.  LINUS  BLAKE8LEY. 

The  Board  desires  to  put  on  record  their  earnest  conviction  that  one  of  the 
great  hinderances  to  the  progress  of  our  work  in  the  state  and  to  the  growth  of 
our  Missionary  churches  towards  self-support  is  the  frequent  change  of  pastors. 
Ministers  are  too  easily  tempted  to  seek  a  better  field  or  to  leave  because  of  dif- 
ficulties and  churches,  to  seek  a  better  man.  These  changes  almost  inevitably 
involve  loss.  It  takes  time  for  any  minister  to  learn  his  church,  and  to  acquire 
standing  and  influence  in  any  community.  The  average  length  of  pastorates  in 
Kansas  is  very  short.  More  permanency  is  needed.  Ministers  should  say, 
"Here  Is  my  field  and  my  work.  I  will  stay  till  it  is  accomplished."  Churches 
should  SMy,  '*This  is  the  man  we  have  called  to  labor  among  us  in  the  Lord. 
He  is  not  perfect,  but  we  will  rally  around  him  and  endeavor  to  make  his  min- 
istry a  success," 

Only  in  this  way  can  healthy  growth  be  obtained  in  our  church  work 
under  the  polity  which  we  have  chosen. 

By  whatever  method — ^whether  by  service  of  recognition,  or  the  still  more 
formal  service  of  installation — we  should  endeavor  to  throw  around  our  pastor- 
ates the  idea  of  permanency.  Let  the  churches  not  hire  a  man  by  the  year  to 
preach,  but  call  him  to  be  their  pastor,  and  if  provision  is  to  be  made  for  the 
possible  termination  of  the  mutual  relation,  let  either  party  desirous  of  it  give 
three  to  six  months  notice. 

THE  APPEAL. 

BY  REV.  RICHARD  COBDLEY. 

In  putting  our  work  before  the  churches  we  wish  to  place  our  appeal  on 
its  true  basis.  It  is  very  common  to  make  the  trials  of  missionary  service  the 
motive  of  missionary  benevolence.  Sympathy  and  sentiment  are  appealed  to 
to  awaken  interest  in  a  work  which  should  commend  itself  by  its  own  dignity 
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and  grandeur.  The  work  of  the  missionary  is  hard,  his  sahiry  Is  small  and  his 
trials  are  many,  and  Christian  benevolence  is  appealed  to  to  relieve  his  needs. 
Our  Kansas  ministers  are  not  one  whit  behind  their  brethren  elsewhere  in  labors 
performed  or  in  sacrifices  accepted.  They  have  gone  to  the  frontier  and  shared 
the  discomforts  and  the  poverty  of  the  dugout,  the  sod  hut  and  the  Skake  shanty. 
They  know  how  to  be  in  want,  though  «ome  of  them  have  never  known  what 
it  is  to  abound. 

They  could  tell  many  a  touching  story  of  work  and  want  and 
weariness.  But  they  accept  these  as  the  conditions  of  their  service,  and  gladly 
bear  them  if  only  the  work  to  which  they  have  connected  themselves  may  not 
suffer.  They  see  around  them  a  great  state,  in  itself  almost  an  empire.  This 
state  is  rapidly  assuming  the  character  it  is  permanently  to  bear.  Here  nearly 
one  million  of  people  found  their  homes  within  the  last  ten  years,  and  a  million 
more  will  make  their  homes  here  within  the  next  ten  years.  "V^'hat  part  are  our 
Congregational  churches  to  have  in  the  moulding  and  shaping  of  this  great 
commonwealth.  What  place  shall  the  principles  and  order  of  the  pilgrim 
have  in  the  full-grown  state  which  will  soon  be  upon  us.  It  is  said,  others  may 
come  in  and  do  the  work  from  which  we  turn  away.  But  are  the  children  of 
the  pilgrims  really  to  have  the  work  which  belongs  to  them  taken  from  their 
hand,  and  the  crown  which  belongs  to  them  taken  from  their  brow?  Let  no 
man  take  thy  crown. 

A  distinguished  general  in  the  army  wrote  back  to  friends  at  home  who 
called  him  to  some  high  civil  service:  "I  cannot  come.  There  is  now  an  op- 
portunity of  doing  a  service  for  the  country  a  lifetime  may  not  offer  again." 
Here  is  an  opportunity  of  doing  a  service  for  the  country  and  for  the  M;istcr  a 
lifetime  and  many  lifetimes  may  not  offer  again.  There  is  now^  an  opportunity 
to  enter  in  at  the  beginning  and  shape  the  growth  of  a  great  state.  We  may  do 
in  two  score  years  what  the  two  centuries  following  would  not  be  sufficient  to 
accomplish.  The  Missionaries  of  Kansas  appeal  to  the  churches,  not  to  relieve 
them  of  difficulties  or  save  them  from  trials,  but  to  sustain  the  great  work  to 
which  they  have  devoted  their  lives. 

REPORT  OP  THE  STATE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS, 
PROF.  J.  E.  PLATT. 

7b  th€  Members  of  tJie  Qen.  Association  of  Congregational  Ministers  and  Chttrchsa 
in  Kansas. 

Dear  Brethren: — I  herewith  submit  my  fifth  annual  report  of  our  Sun- 
day School  work  in  the  state. 

We  have  reason  to  congratulate  ourselves  somewhat  upon  the  progress  of 
the  work  during  the  last  four  years.  Four  years  ago,  after  diligent  inquiry, 
only  seventy- four  Congregational  schools  could  be  heard  from;  the  remainder 
of  our  churches  that  aided  Sunday  Schools  at  all,  assisted  union  schools.    Now 
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we  have  twice  that  number  upon  our  roll.  Then  the  average  attendance  at  these 
schools  was  less  than  4.800.  Now  it  is  nearly  8,900.  Then  only  twenty -four  of 
these  used  the  Lesson  Helps  of  the  Congregational  Sunday  School  and  Publish- 
iag  Society.  Now  more  than  a  hundred  of  them  use  these  publications.  Then 
there  were  only  l^K)  additions  to  the  churches  from  these  schools  in  a  year. 
Now  we  have  reported  374  such  additions. 

The  general  working  condition  of  our  schools  throughout  the  state  is  very 
encouraging.  As  I  have  during  the  last  few  weeks  listened  to  the  reports  from 
the  churches,  given  by  the  delegates  at  the  various  local  associations,  whatever 
mey  have  been  said  in  regard  to  the  outward  prosperity  and  spiritual  life  of  the 
church,  it  was  almost  the  universal  testimony:  **We  have  a  good  Sunday 
School,"  or  that  **One  of  the  most  encouraging  things  about  our  church  work 
is  the  condition  of  our  Sunday  School."  Pastors  and  deacons  and  church  mem- 
bers are  more  and  more  appreciating  the  fact  that  a  good  Bible  school  is  a  great 
blessing  to  the  church;  that  correct  Bible  knowledge  is  the  best  basis  for  solid 
Christian  character,  and  that  an  interesting,  instructive,  spiritual  school  is  a 
power  to  build  up  and  strengthen  the  church.  In  fact,  that,  humanly  speak- 
ing, next  to  the  regular  preaching  of  the  word,  the  Sunday  school  is  the  longest 
end  of  the  lever  to  lift  the  church  into  a  healthy,  active,  spiritual,  growing  con- 
dition. 

We  have  a  good  many  excellent  schools,  schools  that  are  thus  doing  a  £rand 
work  for  the  people  and  for  our  churches;  superintendents  and  teachers  that  are 
self-sacrificing  in  their  labors,  who  give  of  their  time  without  compensation  to 
prepare  themselves  for  the  work,  and  who  give  of  their  means  to  help  carry  it 
forward.  Their  labors  ought  to  be  appreciated  by  the  the  churches,  and  they 
ought  to  receive  a  *'God  bless  you"  from  us  all. 

But  we  can  only  observe  the  present  apparent  prosperity  and  growth  of  our 
work  in  the  state,  by  comparing  the  facts  and  figures  of  one  year  ago  with  those 
of  to-day,  and  I  ask  you  to  listen  for  a  few  moments  to  such  comparisons: 

Last  year  there  were  129  Congregational  schools  in  the  state.  Now  there 
are  147,  showing  a  gain  in  number  of  eighteen  schools.  Fourteen  new  schools 
have  been  organized,  including  seven  in  the  extreme  western  part  of  the  state, 
entirely  unconnected  with  any  church,  but  who  voted  at  their  organization  to 
call  themselves  Congregational  schools.  Ten  have  decided,  very  wisely  as  I 
think,  to  call  themselves  Congregational  instead  of  Union,  and  two,  Smitli  Cen- 
ter and  Ford  City,  who  were  reported  Congregational  in  everything  but  name, 
I  have  added  to  the  list,  making  an  addition  of  twenty-six  names.  Eight  schools 
are  reported  to  have  died  during  the  year,  namely:  Belle  Meade,  Cottonwood 
Falls,  Deerton,  Eskridge,  Eureka  (colored),  Junction  City  Mission.  Neodesha 
and  Spring  Hill,  and  I  voted  unanimously  to  drop  their  names  from  the  roll, 
thus  leaving  only  a  gain  of  eighteen  names.  Whether  it  is  my  duty  to  institute 
a  post  mortem  examination,  inquiring  as  to  the  cause  of  the  deHth,  and  whether 
they  had  a  moral  right  to  die,  and  whether  measures  should  be  taken  to  resur- 
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rect  some  of  them,  I  do  not  know.  Perhaps  it  were  wiser  to  spend  time  and 
htrcn^th  in  giving  medicine  to  others  that  are  somewhat  weak  and  sickly  before 
I  hey  shall  actually  come  to  the  death-bed  scene. 

I  have  received  fresh  reports  from  131  schools.  Sixteen  schools  from 
which  I  could  obtain  no  report,  after  a  third  time  writing,  and  yet  having  rea- 
son to  believe  they  were  alive  and  their  condition  not  greatly  dissimilar  to  that 
of  last  year,  I  have  retained  upon  the  roll,  using  the  report  of  last  year,  indicat- 
ing the  names  by  a  star. 

The  total  enrollment  last  year  was  12,418.  This  year  it  is  13,318,  showing 
A  gain  in  enroll  ment  of  900.  The  average  attendance  last  year  was  8,229.  Ths 
year  it  is  8,870,  showing  a  gain  of  651.  Fifty-two  schools  report  an  increased 
average  attendance  over  that  of  last  year,  seventeen  the  same  attendance,  while 
forty-nine  report  a  less  average  attendance  than  they  had  last  year.  I  have 
Avritten  by  the  side  of  the  average  attendance  of  each  school  this  year,  that  of 
last  year  and  the  year  previous  so  that  each  pastor  and  superintendent  may  see, 
when  it  is  printed,  whether  his  school  is  gaining  or  losing  ground  so  far  as 
numbers  are  concerned.  The  army  of  teachers  in  the  field  last  year  was  1,015. 
This  year  it  is  1.078,  showing  a  gainin  teaching  force  of  sixty-three.  Last  year 
ninety-four  schools  used  the  Pilgrim  Lesson  Helps  and  now  they  are  used  by 
114  schf)o!s.  In  fact  our  Sunday  school  literature  is  so  much  improved  and  so 
«pj»n'cijitod  by  those  who  usf  it  that  the  Congregational  Sunday  school  that 
does  not  supply  itself  with  the  Pilgrim  Lesson  Helps  is  now  decidedly  out  of 
fashion. 

The  additions  to  the  churches  from  the  Sunday  schools  were  last  year  486. 
This  year  they  are  only  374.  showing  a  falling  off  in  this  respect  of  112.  Nearly 
half  of  the  schools  report  no  additions  to  the  churches  from  the  schools  and 
only  a  very  small  number  are  reported  from  many  others.  This  shows  us  that 
there  has  not  been  such  a  general  revival  spirit  throughout  the  state  this  year 
jis  there  was  the  previous  year. 

The  amount  raised  for  current  expenses  last  year  was  $5,162.  This  year 
)^5,503,  an  increase  of  $341.  Benevolent  contributions  last  year,  $744;  this  year, 
$480,  a  decrease  of  $264.  Last  year  twenty-five  schools  reported  regular  weekly 
teachers'  meetings;  this  year  thirty-two  report  such  meetings.  Last  year  the 
Sunday  School  and  Publishing  Society  received  from  Kansas  alK>ut  $380.  The 
Sunday  School  Committee,  instructed  by  the  Association,  issued  a  special  cir- 
cular, calling  upon  the  churches  and  Sunday  schools  each  to  make  an  offering 
to  this  society  during  the  year,  asking  them  for  $800,  and  it  was  strongly  hope<l 
that  the  whole  amount  would  be  raised.  Contributions  have  been  receivetl. 
either  at  the  Boston  House  or  l)y  myself,  from  ninety  eight  of  the  churches  or 
Sunday  schools,  some  of  them  quite  liberal,  but  the  entire  footing  sums  up  to 
only  $461.36.  This,  however,  is  a  very  encouraging  increase  of  over  $80  upon 
the  c  )ntributions  of  last  year,  and  if  our  schools  and  churches  continue  to  grow 
in  this  grace,  the  $800  will  e'er  long  be  reached. 
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The  proper  way  to  reach  it  is  for  each  church  or  scliool  to  decide  how  much 
nf  the  umouDt  it  is  their  pri\ilege  to  give,  making  due  allowance  for  those  who 
are  likely  to  fall  short  of  their  privileges,  and  then  see  that  this  amount  is  sent 
fvery  year,  without  any  special  dunning  or  asking  for  contributions  when  the 
Sui)erint'endent  calls  upon  them.  Several  churches  do  this,  and  send  their 
<»ffering  regularly. 

From  this  comparison  of  the  statistics  collected  this  fall  with  those  of  a  year 
ago  it  will  readily  be  seen  that  many  of  our  schools  are  doing  very  good  work, 
and  that  we  are  making  suljslantial  pro^jrc^s  in  the  stale.  But  good  as  our  Sun- 
day schools  are  they  nee<i  bracing  up  and  strengthening  in  several  particulars; 
one  ot  them  is  in  the  matter  of  records.  It  is  evident  from  the  nature  of  the  re- 
|>ortsthat  a  very  large  numberof  the  schools  have  no  adequate  work  done  in  this 
line,  and  that  the  only  thing  that  is  not  absolutely  guessed  at  in  the  way  of  fig- 
ures is  the  average  attendance  of  the  school.  Most  schools  keep  some  account 
♦»f  this  item  in  such  a  way  that  an  accurate  report  of  it  can  be  given,  yet  even 
this  sometimes  appears  to  be  a  guess.  Nine  tenths  of  all  our  superintendents 
and  secretaries  do  not  know  how  many  individuals  really  belong  to  the  school, 
and  with  what  degree  of  regularity  they  attend,  how  many  new  ones  have  been 
enrolled  in  a  year  or  quarter,  how  many  removed,  how  many  united  with  the 
church,  how  many  have  died,  what  amount  of  lx,*nevolenl  contributions  have 
l»een  made,  and  the  like. 

Now,  these  things  arc  matters  of  record,  and  it  is  a  careless,  slipshod,  un. 
business-like  way  of  doing  things  not  to  know  them  What  if  the  principal  of 
a  day  school  should  not  know  who  belonged  to  his  school  nor  how  often  they 
were  present  at  recitation?  There  are  many  advantages  in  keeping  full  and  ac- 
curate records.  Facts  and  figures  should  encourage  us  in  our  work,  or  stimu 
late  ns  to  action  if  we  are  negligent.  As  in  a  large  business  house,  it  is  better 
for  one  person  to  keep  the  books,  with  such  assistance  as  he  needs;  so  it  is  bet 
tcr  for  one  person  to  keep  the  records,  and  that  one  the  secretary.  A  secretary 
i-an  do  much  towards  building  up  a  scliool.  If  you  liavc  a  good  one,  appreci- 
ate him. 

Our  schools  .should  also  brare  up  in  the  nuittor  of  increasing  the  attendance. 
1  am  not  now  talking  to  those  fifty-two  schools  that  have  made  a  very  com 
inendable  progress  in  this  respect  during  the  Inst  year,  but  I  am  talking  to  those 
forty-nine  schools  that  have  gone  backward  instead  of  forward,  and  to  those 
H-venteen  schools  that  have  been  just  at  a  dead  standstill,  folding  the  mantle  of 
self-complacency  about  them,  saying:  "We  have  a  nice  Sunday  school,  we 
have  a  good  Sunday  school,  we  are  holding  our  own.  "  There  may  be  some 
g(xxi  reasons  why  even  an  active,  working,  spirit aal  school  should  not  Increasi' 
its  attendance  during  some  particular  year,  and  we  slu)uld  not  reprove  sharply 
until  we  know  the  facts,  but  these  cases  are  the  exceptions,  rather  than  the  rule. 

In  Kansas,  where  there  is  so  mueli  material  all  about  us  for  growth,  where 
our  towns,  our  rural  districts,  our  N\liole  state  is  growing,  can   tliere   be   any 
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good  reaaon  why  sixty-six  Ck)Dgregatiooal  8unday  schools  should  have  no 
growth?  Nay,  brethren,  if  we  get  down  to  solid  facts,  is  it  not  because  we  do 
not  work?  In  the  enjoyment  of  our  nice  Sunday  school,  we  do  not  very  much 
care  whether  anyone  else  comes  to  it  or  not.  What  is  the  use  of  a  man,  woman 
or  child  singing  such  songs  as  **Work,  for  the  Night  is  Coming,"  "To  the 
Work,  to  the  Work,  Toiling  on,"  *'Make  me  a  Worker  for  Jesus,"  "There's  m 
Work  for  Me,  There's  a  Work  for  You;  Something  for  Each  of  Us  now  to  do," 
and  doing  nothing  to  get  people  who  attend  no  school  to  come  to  our  school? 

If  we  cannot  resolve  ourselves  into  a  "committee  of  the  whole"  to  work  for 
the  school;  if  we  cannot  arouse  a  working  spirit  in  the  individual  members,  let 
us  appoint  a  look  out  committee  whose  dutv  it  shall  be  to  find  out  fellow  citizens 
and  strangers  who  attend  no  school,  and  kindly  invite  them  to  come.  Then  let 
us  also  appoint  another  look  in  committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  stand  ready 
to  extend  the  hand  of  welcome,  of  kindly  sympathy  that  flows  from  a  warm 
Cliristian  heart,  to  all  new  scholars  who  may  be  induced  to  attend,  seeing  that  they 
are  introduced  to  the  superintendent,  who  will  place  them  in  the  proper  classes 
and  give  tUeir  names  to  the  secretary  for  enrollment.  Faithful  Christian  labor 
for  a  school  will  almost  invariably  produce  its  growth. 

Another  direction  in  which  we  should  brace  up,  is  in  the  matter  of  superin- 
tendency.  A  Sunday  school  is  very  largely  what  the  superintendent  makes  ir. 
The  success  of  the  school  depends  more  upon  him  than  upon  the  efforts  of  many 
ifthers  combined  It  is  most  emphatically  a  trade  to  be  learned.  What  can 
and  ought  a  Sunday  school  to  do?  How  should  its  exercises  be  conducted? 
How  can  it  be  made  interesting  instructive  to  the  people?  How  can  itsspiritual 
power  be  increased?  What  plans  may  be  adopted  to  improve  it?  These  are 
questions  to  be  studied;  the  answers  to  be  practiced  and  skill  acquired  in  the 
application  of  principles. 

I  might  speak  of  various  other  directions  in  which  there  is  room  to  strength- 
en our  work.  The  Bible  in  hand  in  the  school;  the  devotional  part  of  the  exer- 
cices,  including  the  music;  topical  Bible  study;  the  teacher's  meeting,  of  which 
there  are  comparatively  so  few,  but  time  will  not  permit.  Let  us  not  forget 
however,  that  the  source  of  our  greatest  strength  is  the  Holy  Spirit  in  onr  midst. 
"Not  by  might,  nor  by  power,  but  by  my  Spirit,  saith  the  Lord."  Is  it  not  in 
accordance  with  His  will  to  give  us  a  greatet  spiritual  blesaini^  the  coming  year 
than  we  have  experienced  the  past?  Let  us  pray  for  it,  let  us  labor  for  it,  let 
us  expect  it. 

In  regard  U\  my  own  work  for  the  year,  I  would  simply  say:  It  has  been 
a  busy,  cheerful  and  happy  year.  Last  winter  and  early  spring  I  held  twenty- 
four  Sunday  school  Institutes  with  the  churches  in  different  parts  of  the  State, 
from  Anthony  on  the  south  to  Cora,  Smith  county,  on  the  north,  and  from 
Stockton  on  the  west  to  Paola  on  the  east;  visited  and  addressed  several  other 
churches  where  I  did  not  hold  Institutes.  Assisted  in  several  County  Sunday 
School  Conventions.    During  the  summer  I  traveled  in  cart  nearly  2,000  miles 
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in  the  westero  and  extreme  Dorthwestern  part  of  the  State,  and  organized 
thirty  new  schools,  preaching  the  first  sermon  delivered  in  many  of  those 
places.  I  also  visited  and  addressed  our  new  churches  at  Wallace,  at  Voltaire, 
Sherman  county,  at  Wano  and  Bird  City,  in  Cheyenne  county,  and  Celia  and 
Atwood,  Raw.ings  county.  .Attended  the  Ottawa  Sunday  School  Assembly. 
This  fall  I  have  attended  all  of  the  local  Associations  except  the  Western, 
which  I  did  not  meet,  have  endeavored  to  keep  in  acquaintance  and  sympathy 
with  the  brethren,  and  to  stir  them  up  to  good  works  in  some  line  of  Sunday 
School  labor,  and  have  collected  and  tabulated  for  printing  the  statistics  from 
the  schooli*. 

Brethren,  let  us  gird  on  and  brighten  the  armor  for  another  twelve  months' 
campaign. 

Our  work  is  a  grand  and  noble  one.  Faithfully  performed  it  will  bless  our 
churches,  it  will  bless  the  people,  it  will  honor  Christ,  save  souls,  bless  our 
lives  and  give  us  crowns  of  rejoicing  in  the  everlasting  kingdom  of  our  Heav- 
enly Father. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  LICENSURE  AND  ORDINATION.

Your  committee  was  appointed  two  years  ago  at  Parsons.  A  year  ago  the 
committee  reported  and  the  report  was  re-committed  for  more  full  directions. 
The  committee  was  expected  to  report  on  the  requirements  for  licensure  and 
ordination,  and  to  formulate  some  plan  of  study  for  those  looking  towards  the 
ministry. 

The  importance  of  the  matter  may  be  inferred  from  the  frequent  discus- 
sion of  it  in  local  iissociations,  where  the  need  of  some  uniform  method  of  pro- 
ceedure  has  continually  manifested  itself.  Our  ministers  have  come  to  us  from 
many  sources,  not  only  from  other  states  and  countries,  but  from  other  denom  • 
{nations  and  other  professions.  In  introducing  these  to  our  work  it  is  vastly 
important  that  the  associations  and  councils  should  have  definite  ideas  of  what 
they  need  to  know,  and  that  the  candidates  should  have  definite  ideas  as  to 
what  they  need  to  bring.  It  would  save  time,  prevent  confusion  and  secure 
much  more  satisfactory  results,  if  the  examinations  could  be  conducted  accord- 
ing to  some  prearranged  schedule  which  both  parties  might  fully  understand. 

Tour  committee  therefore  make  the  following  recommendations  and  sug- 
gestions: 

1.  In  each  association  there  should  be  a  committee  appointed  under  whose 
direction  candidates  for  the  ministry  can  make  preparations,  to  whom  they  can 
apply  for  advice  and  help,  and  for  such  preliminary  examination  as  may  facil- 
itate their  progress  and  prevent  future  mistakes  and  embarrassments.  This 
committee  could  give  advice,  and  prepare  the  way  for  the  calling  of  councils, 
or  for  the  appearance  of  the  candidate  before  the  Association. 
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2.  There  are  certain  preliminary  questions  which  this  committee,  and 
councils  and  associations  should  look  into,  as  very  materially  affecting  any 
man's  prospects  for  usefulness  in  the  ministry.  The  matter  of  health  and  phys- 
ical vigor  is  often  very  vital  in  determining  ministerial  success.  Age  should 
also  be  considered.  A  man  may  be  too  young,  and  so  unripe,  that  even  though 
lie  may  he  a  genius,  he  should  be  required  to  wait.  He  may  be  too  old  to 
promise  much  service  or  much  success,  A  weakling  is  not  wanted;  nor  is  u 
lazy,  lymphatic  lover  of  ease;  and  a  man  who  smokes  or  chews  tobacco  or  eats 
opium  should  be  peremptorily  rejected.  It  should  be  required  of  a  candidate 
for  the  ministry  that  he  be  of  good  repute  among  those  who  know  him.  It 
hardly  seems  necessary  to  say  that  a  minister  should  be  honest,  but  we  find  one 
now  and  then  who  does  not  seem  to  understand  the  force  of  financial  obliga- 
tions. There  have  been  ministers  of  superior  gifts  who  ruined  their  influence 
and  in  a  few  cases  wrecked  their  churches  by  loose  and  careless  business  habits. 
In  all  respects  the  man  of  God  "must  have  a  good  report  of  thera  which  are 
without." 

8.  In  regard  to  literary  qualifications,  it  is  difficult  to  set  up  any  definite 
standard.  We  would  not  do  anything  to  lower  the  standard.  If  a  young  man 
is  looking  to  the  ministry  he  should  be  encouraged  and  urged  and  helped  to 
make  his  preparation  as  full  and  complete  as  possible.  Time  saved  from  pre- 
paration is  not  time  gained  for  the  work.  A  young  man  sliould  understand 
that  to  cut  short  his  preparation  is  to  lessen  the  efliciency  of  his  whole  life. 
But  very  often  it  is  not  a  question  of  large  or  small  preparation.  A  man  may 
l)e  so  situated  or  so  advanced  in  life  that  he  must  come  as  he  is  or  not  at  all. 
Then  there  are  men  in  business  or  professional  life  who  have  had  little  oppor- 
tunity for  school  traininj?,  but  yet  they  have  gained  more  than  an  equivalent 
by  contact  with  the  world,  and  by  mingling  in  affairs  and  judicious  reading. 
There  is  often  a  development  of  manhood  and  good  sense  that  more  than  com- 
pensates for  early  deficiencies.  But  from  whatever  source  it  may  come,  a  man's 
literary  attainments  should  at  least  be  equivalent  to  what  would  be  implied  in 
graduation  at  one  of  our  first  class  high  schools.  In  lieu  of  Latin  and  Greek, 
we  might  accept  a  greater  knowledge  of  literature  and  history  and  the  world. 
We  might  also  accept  a  thorough  examination  instead  of  a  diploma.  If  one's 
education  has  been  so  irregular  that  he  has  no  diploma,  we  might  accept  what 
the  diploma  stands  for,  or  its  equivalent.  But  whatsoever  be  a  man's  at- 
tainments, there  should  always  be  a  spirit  of  improvement.  Is  he  a  growing 
man— and  does  he  want  to  grow?  It  is  not  so  much  a  matter  of  acquirements, 
Hs  of  a  spirit  of  advancement.  It  ia  not  of  so  much  consequence  bow  far  a 
man  has  come  as  how  fast  is  he  moving  on — or  whether  he  is  moving  on  at  all. 
A  growing  man  of  limited  attainments  is  better  than  a  stationary  man  of  large 
attainments.  An  acorn  is  l)etter  than  a  full  grown  sage  bush.  The  churches 
want  men,  who  are  entering  fresh  fields,  of  thought  and  experien(«.  Someone 
sjiid  of  an  able  minister  who  vet  found  little  favor  with  tlie  churches:      **Yes, 
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he  is  an  aMo  man,  but  he  quit  thinking  twenty-five  years  ago  "  Next  to  tho 
(|Uestion  of  personal  piety  is  that  of  a  progressive  spirit  which  is  eager  to  im- 
prove and  to  grow. 

4.  As  to  formal  tx?stimonials,  the  candidate  for  licensure  or  ordioatiou 
should  bring  proof  of  his  membership  in  some  Congregational  church,  and  also 
a  letter  from  the  church  commending  him  as  a  i)roper  person  to  enter  the  gos- 
I)el  ministry. 

5.  In  the  more  direct  examination  before  the  association  or  council,  tlie 
following  points  should  be  inquired  into: 

(I.)  Christian  experience,  views  of  the  ministry  and  call  thereto;  also 
some  proof  of  aptness  to  teach. 

(2.)  Knowledge  of  the  Bible;  its  books  and  contents;  its  unity  as  a  history 
of  liedemptiou;  the  laws  of  its  interpretation. 

(3  )  Inquiry  as  to  theological  fitness  should  f(/llow  Bible  lines  as  closely  hs 
possible;  what  does  the  Bible  teach  about  God?  About  man?  About  revelatioas? 
About  redemption?  About  the  Kingdom  of  God? 

(4.)  Homiletics  and  pastoral  work — including  the  presentation  of  a  writ- 
ten sermon,  and  the  exegesis  of  a  passage  of  scripture. 

(5.)  The  conduct  of  worship,  including  the  reading  of  the  Scriptures  and 
of  hymns. 

6.  In  receiving  ministers  from  other  denominations  special  care  should  be 
exercised: 

(1.)  They  should  be  required  to  bring  evidence  that  they  are  in  good 
^tanding  in  the  bodies  from  which  they  come. 

(2.)  They  should  be  required  also  to  secure  a  regular  dismission  from  their 
former  relations  before  entering  into  new  relations  with  us. 

(3.)  They  should  meet  the  same  conditions  of  examination  and  inquiry  as 
those  who  come  from  our  own  churches. 

(4.)  We  should  know  that  their  qualities  of  mind  and  heart,  and  their 
motives  in  coming  to  us  are  such  as  will  enable  them  to  enter  heartily  and 
!<ucces8fully  into  our  work.  Good  and  Godly  men,  from  other  bodies,  whose 
c^onvictions  bring  them  to  us,  will  always  find  a  welcome  and  a  work.  But 
we  cannot  afford  to  open  our  doors  to  the  malcontents  of  other  systems,  or  to 
those  who  come,  either  to  escape  complications  at  home  or  to  better  their  out- 
ward condition,  or  to  those  who  do  not  understand  the  genius  of  our  system. 

7.  In  accordance  with  the  special  direction  given  at  Topeka,  a  year  ago, 
your  committee  would  add  a  three  years'  course  of  reading  to  be  pursued  by 
those  looking  to  the  ministry.  Also  a  list  of  books  for  the  library  in  the  same 
line. 
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REPORT  OP  COMMITTEE  ON  MINISTERIAL  RELIEF. 

BY  REV.  J.  HARPER. 

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  committed  the  matter  of  Ministerial  Relief 
submit  the  following  report; 

In  accordance  with  the  feeling  expressed  by  a  resolution  last  year  that  this 
Society  should  be  placed  on  a  permanent  basis,  the  Committee,  after  careful 
investigation  and  consultation  with  Attorney  Charles  S.  Gleed,  of  Topeka. 
under  his  direction  and  with  his  assistance,  filed  its  articles  of  incorporation 
with  the  Secretary  of  State,  on  the  28d  day  of  March  last.  The  corporiite 
members  are,  Rev.  J.  Harper,  Rev.  R.  Cordley,  Rev.  J.  G.  Dougherty,  Rev. 
R.  M.  Tunncll  and  C.  S.  Gleed.  Immediately  after  the  incorporation  the  Trus- 
tees met  and  organized  with  Rev.  J.  Harper  as  President,  C.  S.  Gleed,  Secre- 
tary and  Rev.  J.  G.  Dougherty  as  Treasurer. 

The  fact  of  the  incorporation  has  been  made  public,  but  no  direct  appeal 
funds  has  been  made  to  the  churches. 

We  desire  to  impress  upon  those  present,  and  through  them  all  the  mem- 
1)ers  of  our  churches,  the  necessity  of  providing  for  our  aged  and  disabled  pas- 
tors and  their  families.  It  is  imperative  that  we  make  provision  for  our  min- 
isters who  may,  through  sickness  or  old  age,  be  in  circumstances  of  want. 
The  poor  we  have  always  with  us,  and  to  supply  the  wants  of  Christ's  poor  em- 
I)as8adors  is  not  only  our  privilege,  but  our  duty.  With  salaries  usually  so 
small  that  nothing  can  be  laid  aside  for  sickness  or  old  age,  it  seems  the  least 
we  can  do  is  to  minister  as  far  as  we  are  able  to  their  temporal  necessities. 
This  is  not  so  much  an  act  of  benevolence  as  of  justice;  it  is  not  a  gift, 
it  is  their  due.    We  recommend,  therefore: 

1.  That  an  appeal  be  made  to  our  churches  for  the  purpose  of  enlisting 
their  sympathy  and  help,  and  that  the  Local  Associations  ai  range  for  the  intro- 
duction of  this  subject  at  their  meetings,  with  a  view  to  the  creation  of  a  fund 
to  relieve  disabled  or  aged  Congregational  ministers  and  their  families. 

2.  That  inasmuch  as  the  present  officers  of  this  corporate  body  are,  by  the 
terms  of  the  charter,  the  trustees  for  at  least  one  year,  the  present  ofi^cers  con- 
tinue to  perform  their  respective  duties  until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  our 
General  Association. 

8.  That  they  be  requested  to  prepare  a  Constitution  and  By-laws  for  the 
future  government  of  this  Society,  to  be  submitted  (or  our  consideration  and 
adoption  at  the  next  annual  meeting. 

4.  That  until  that  time  these  offcers  be  requested  to  provide  for  any  cases 
of  need  by  an  appeal  to  the  churches  if  necessary .

THE  STATE  OF  RELIGION. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  our  Kansas  churches  it  has  fallen  to  the 
lot  of  the  state  Registrar  to  present  the  report  of  the  condition  of  our  churches, 
instead  of  tha  Registrar  of  each  local  Association  doing  so. 

This  story  that  comes  from  the  churches  speaks  to  us  of  patient  and  self- 
denying  labor  for  Christ;  and  tliis  frequently  in  spite  of  circumstances  depress- 
ing in  their  nature  and  hard  to  be  borne;  of  encouragement  because  of  evident 
tokens  of  the  presence  df  the  Divine  Spirit  in  the  midst  of  our  churches,  and 
hope  for  the  future;  of  earnest  pleading  with  God,  and  rejoicing  over  souls 
saved;  of  increased  interest  and  activity  among  our  young  people,  and  of  a 
steady  and  solid  growth  of  vital  religion  among  us. 

We  are  conscious,  however,  of  the  impossibility  of  giving,  by  any  tabulat- 
ed report,  however  perfect  and  complete,  or  any  statement  we  may  make, 
a  full  and  complete  account  of  all  that  has  been  done  and  suffered  for  Christ 
by  the  nine  or  ten  thousand  members  of  our  churches  in  this  state.  But  we  are 
encouraged  by  the  fact  that  Christ  knows  all  and  records  every  act  of  love,  how- 
eyer  small,  which  is  performed  for  His  sake  and  in  His  name.  We  are  too 
often,  like  the  disciplej,  attracted  by  the  great  and  magniflcent  things  around 
us;  what  attracted  His  notice  and  elicited  his  approbation  was  not  the  beautiful 
and  magnificent  stones  of  which  the  teniple  was  built,  but  the  poor  widow  cast- 
ing into  the  treasury  her  two  mites.  The  disciples  saw  the  splendid  stones; 
Christ  saw  nothing  there  but  that  humble,  despised  and  holy  widow.  Much  is 
written  down  in  heaven  which  cannot  be  recorded  on  earth. 

This  assembly  represents  eight  associations  and  about  ten  thousand  church 
members,  scattered  over  an  area  of  82,000  square  miles  and  among  a  population 
of  about  1,700,000  souis. 
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Arkansas  Valley  has  an  area  of  11,076  square  miles  and  is  larger  than  the 
folates  of  Vermont  and  Rhode  Island  combined.  This  association  has  now  2^ 
churches  and  1,040  resident  members,  a  gain  of  6  churches  and  79  members 
over  last  year. 

Anthony  has  changed  pastors  during  the  year.  The  addition  of  43  mem 
bers  has  greatly  strengthened  the  church,  every  department  of  which  is  well 
sustained. 

Cheny  and  Sedgwick  are  somewhat  discouraged,  but  the  last  named  has 
i»hown  signs  of  revived  life  and  energy. 

Delmore  and  Galva  have  suffered  considerably  by  the  loss  of  their  beloved 
pastor,  Benj.  P  Raskins,  by  death.  These  churches  are  weak  and  need  care- 
ful nursing. 

Chase  needs,  very  badly,  a  consecrated  pastor. 

Douglass  is  at  present  without  a  pastor,  but  is  in  a  vigorous  and  healthy 
condition. 

Geuda  Springs  has  now  a  better  prospect  of  liecoming  a  vigorous  church 
than  at  any  previous  time.  The  town  is  developing  and  a  house  of  worship  is 
in  course  of  erection. 

Great  Bend  is  prospering.  The  town  has  grown  considerably  this  year  and 
the  church  has  reaped  some  advantage  from  it. 

Haven  and  Mt.  Hope,  vacant  for  a  time,  are  doing  good  work.  Rev.  E. 
B.  Collins  is  pastor. 

Little  River  is  encouraged  and  revived  under  the  ministry  of  Rev.  H.  H. 
GUchrist. 

Maize.  Considerable  vigor  and  earnestness  have  been  manifested  by  this 
church,  in  the  erection  of  an  acadamy  and  church  building  combined.  They 
expect  much  good  from  this  project  and  are  working  to  secure  it. 

McPherson  makes  steady  progress  under  the  spiritual  ministry  of  Rev. 
H.  D.  Herr. 

Kiowa,  although  having  lost  its  pastor,  istncouraged,  vigorous  and  hopeful. 

Nickerson  a  little  more  than  holds  its  own. 

The  work  at  Plevna  and  Stafford  is  encouraging. 

Sterling  is  in  a  good,  spiritual  and  financial  condition.  Removals  keep 
pace  with  additions,  and  a  little  more. 

The  church  organized  at  Arkansas  City,  has  a  few  consecrated  and  earnest 
Christians  in  it.  The  prospect  for  a  strong  church  at  this  point  is  very  gocd, 
if  the  right  man  can  be  obtained  to  take  hold  of  the  work. 

Wichita*  Plymouth,  in  less  than  two  and  a  half  years,  has  (•ome  to  self 
support.    This  \b  a  very  healthy  and  promising  child. 

The  Olivet  and  Ma3rflower  churches  of  this  city,  are  wre.«stlini^  with  the  ex- 
|)ense  incurred  in  the  building  of  their  commodious  and  handsome  houses  of 
worship.  Difficulties  are  being  overcome  by  the  devotion  and  eneri^y  of 
General  Missionary  Broad  and  Rev,  Thomas  VV.  Minnis.  the  p.istor  of  ilie 
Mayflower  church.    The  prospect  that  these  churches  will   beeome  self  sup 
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porting  in  a  very  few  y^are,  is  exceedingly  good. 

Five  .churches  in  the  Association  are  without  pastors,  eight  have  changed 
pastors  during  the  year.  The  largest  additions  are  at  Plymouth,  Wichita,  An- 
tliony,  Mcpherson,  Sterling,  Plevna,  Great  Bend  and  Udall. 

The  year,  as  a  whole,  has  not  been  as  encouraging  as  it  might  have  been. 
The  drought  and  the  consequent  failure  of  crops,  has  put  back  the  work  in 
some  places.  Notwithstanding  this,  over  $5,000  more  have  been  raised  this 
year  than  last  for  church  expenses,  the  benevolent  contributions,  deducting 
the-$10,000  credited  to  Great  Bend  towards  the  new  college  last  year,  show  a 
flight  decrense. 

Central  Association,  having  an  area  nearly  equal  to  theState  of  New  Jersey 
hasthe  largest  number  of  churches  and  membership  of  any  association  in  the  state. 
Five  churches  that  have  had  only  a  name  to  live  for  someyears  hav«  been  decently 
and  orderly  interred.  They  are  Elm  Creek,  Exeter,  Pleasant  Hill,  Shiloh  and 
Spring  Creek.  No  new  churches  having  been  organized,  there  arc  now  37 
against  42  last  year. 

The  gain  in  church  membership  is  140;in  attendance  at  Sunday  School, 186; 
in  benevolent  contributions.  $115.78;  a  falling  off  in  church  expenditures, 
about  $1,900,  the  loss  being  in  the  item  of  church  erection,  which  shows  a  de 
rrease  of  about  $2,800. 

Father  Ingersoll  ,a  veneiable  and  highly  esteemed  brother,  has  passed  away 
from  us  to  his  reward.  Revs.  H.  P.  Page,  G.  E.  Northrup,  George  H.  Perry 
and  J.  T.  Bacon,  have  been  dismissed  to  other  places. 

There  have  been  added  to  our  ministerial  force,  Rev's.  J.  F.  Smith  of 
Chapman,  W.  B.  Fisher  of  Louisville,  L.  H  Piatt  of  Dover,  R.  C.  Morse  of 
Westmoreland,  J.  V.  Jones  of  Osage  City,  A.  M.  Pipes  of  North  Topeka,  Miss 
E.  E.  Newman  of  Blaine,  besides  Bro.  Walter  C.  Vcazie,  general  evangelist, 
who  resides  in  Junction  City. 

The  reports  from  the  churches  indicate  a  general  absence  of  revival  inter 
('St«  Although  there  has  been  special  religious  awakening  at  Louisville  result- 
ing in  the  addition  of  27  to  the  church  by  confession,  many  of  them  people  of 
large  influence  in  the  community. 

There  has  been  an  ingathering  at  Dover,  also,  of  26  by  confession. 
There  has  been  special  interest  in  Junction  City,  but  the  church  there  has 
not  been  strengthened  by  it  as  much  as  was  hoped. 

Young  People's  Societies  of  Chiistian  Endeavor  have  been  formed  at  Man- 
hattan, Clay  Center,  Chapman,  Wabaunsee  and  White  City.  The  young 
l)eople's  organization  in  the  First  Church,  Topeka,  which  has  existed  for  15 
years,  has  adopted  the  new  title,  and  has  increased  its  members  and  efficiency. 
Some  of  the  churches  are  having  an  encouraging  and  healthy  growth. 
Alma  has  come  up  the  past  year  from  a  state  of  quiescence  into  new  and 
hopeful  vigor,  under  the  wise  leadership  of  Rev.  W.  C.  Wheeler,  who  was  or- 
damed  there  one  year  ago. 

Clay  Center  Church,  less  than  three  years  old,  with  the  right  man,  Bro. 
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Schnacke,  for  pastor,  is  gaining  a  strong  foothold  in  tliat  important  city,  and 
is  vindicating  the  wisdom  of  its  planting. 

Rev.  R. C.Morse,  recently  ordained  at  Westmoreland,  preaches  the  gospel 
with  fervency  and  fidelity,  and  also  has  gained  the  affection  of  his  people, 
and  the  good  will  of  the  entire  community.  The  church  building  has  been 
moved -into  town,  and  a  parsonage  built,  and  the  church  is  prospering. 

The  (irst  Church,  Topeka,  has  purchased  ground  in  the  southwest  part  of 
the  city,  and  organized  a  branch  Sunday  school  in  a  rented  hall,  a  regular 
prayer  meeting  established  and  well  sustained,  and  if  Providence  opcn^up  the 
way,  the  movement  will  result  in  the  organization  of  a  new  church  in  the  not 
distant  future. 

Many  of 'the  churches  are  weak.  Some  uusupplied  with  preaching,  and 
•  declining,  but  on  the  whole  the  year  has  been  one  of  gain;  the  working  minis- 
terial force  is  improving,  and  with  God's  blessing  the  brethren  hope  and  ex- 
pect to  show  better  results  in  the  year  to  come. 

The  Eastern  Association  with  a  less  area  than  the  Associations  already 
named,  is  nevertheless  larger  than  the  State  of  Connecticut. 

The  reports  show  a  slight  decrease  in  membership, but  it  is  apparent  rather 
than  real.  If  we  include  the  membership  of  the  First  Leavenworth  Church, 
which  reported  last  year,  but  has  not  done  so  this  year,  the  net  gain  will  be 
about  130  members.  There  is  a  decrease  of  those  attending  Sunday  school, 
and  also  in  the  number  of  families  in  congregation.  There  is  an  increase  of 
|541  contributed  for  church  expenses,  and  a  falling  off  of  $141.86  for  benevo- 
lences, the  difference  being  chiefly  in  the  amount  contributed  for  "Other 
Causes"  than  those  specified  in  the  report.  There  are  five  vacant  churches  and 
these  with  the  exception  of  Leavenworth,  small. 

Several  of  the  diurches  report  a  large  increase  of  membership,  notably 
Lawrence  Plymouth,  Fort  Scott.  Lenape  and  Lin  wood,  Olathe,  Ottawa,  Paola 
and  Valley  Falls. 

Young  P.  8.  C.  B.,  have  been  organized  at  the  Plymouth  and  Pilgrim 
Churches,  Lawrence,  and  Mound  City. 

The  Pilgrim  Church,  Wyandotte  and  Argentine,  are  now  united  under 
the  charge  of  Rev.  H.  M.  Cole.  The  latter  of  these  churches  is  hopeful. 
Renewed  interest  is  manifested,  there  are  good  congregations  and  a  flourishing 
Sunday  school. 

Wyandotte  First,  is  in  a  healthy  condition.  Dangerous  breakers  have  been 
passed  and  a  quiet  haven  reached.  A  renewed  spirit  of  consecration  to  the 
Master's  service  has  been  infused. 

Leavenworth  First  is  pastorless  and  houseless,  but  not  spiritless  or  discour- 
aged.   They  need  and  are  looking  for  a  pastor. 

Valley  Falls  has  to  contend  with  skeptical  and  non-religious  influences  in 
an  unusual  degree.    The  churches,  however,  are  united  and  aggressive. 

Plymouth  Church,  Lawrence,  is  in  a  good,  healthy  condition.    The  mission- 
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ary  interest  is  growing  as  evidenced  by  greatly  increased  contributions.  The 
ladies  have  been  improving  the  church  edifice,  and  are  now  planning  for  a  par- 
sonage. 

Mound  City,  though  small,  works  zealously  and  unitedly.  Rev.  0/E.  Lake, 
the  pastor,  besides  his  regular  work,  preaches  occasionally  at  Oxford. 

Ottawa  is  prosperous  in  all  her  departments.  The  gain  of  membership  and 
large  benevolent  contributions,  manifest  a  satisfactory  condition  of  health. 

Olathe  has  had  a  prosperous  year.  A  wave  of  rich,  spiritual  blessing  ha.« 
paFsed  over  their  church,  and  as  a  result,  all  departments  of  the  church  are  do- 
ing work  of  an  aggressive  character.  The  house  has  been  wel^filted'during 
the  year  at  a  cost  of  about  $2,500.  The  pastor's  salary  has  been  inceased  $200, 
and  all  finances  are  well  cared  for. 

Paola  reports  a  year  of  successful  work.    The  outlook  is  very  hopeful. 

Spring  Hill  is  without  a  pastor.    An  inviting  field  for  cultivation. 

Kan waka  sustains  a  good  and  growing  Sabbath  school,  but  badly  needs  a 
house  of  worship. 

Pilgrim  church,  of  North  Lawrence,  is  prospering,  the  most  encouraging 
feature  of  the  work  being  among  the  young  people.  The  Sunday  school  is 
in  a  prosperous  condition. 

T^enape  and  Lin  wood  have  each  had  large  accessions  to  membership.  These 
are  live  and  healthy  churches.    The  pastor  is  highly  esteemed. 

The  Northern  Association  occupies  a  smaller  area  than  any  other  in  the  State, 
and  yet  two  of  the  New  England  States  could  be  put  into  it  with  some  space  to 
spare.  There  are,  however,  a  larger  number  of  self-supporting  churches  in  it 
proportionately  than  in  any  other  Association.  There  is,  at  present,  a  total 
memi)ership  in  the  nineteen  churches  in  this  locality  of  1,273,  again  of  124. 
A  gain  of  562  in  Sunday  schools,  and  of  fifty  tamilies.  There  is  a  gain  of 
$3,291  in  the  amount  contributed  for  church  expenses,  about  one  half  of  it  be- 
ing in  the  item  of  salary,  but  a  slight  decrease  in  benevolence^.  Reports  from  tlie 
churches  are  very  encouraging,  showing  as  they  do,  a  good,  spiritual  condi- 
tion. 

The  Atchison  Church,  after  having  been  pastorless  for  nearly  a  year,  and 
torn  by  conflicting  opinions,  have  finally  settled  as  pastor  Rev.  W.  S.  McKel- 
lar,  and  are  uniting  heartily  in  labor  with  him.    Better  days  are  looked  for. 

Axtell  has  been  depleted  by  removals  and  the  death  of  their  strongest  mem- 
l)er,  but  are  now  looking  hopefully  to  the  future  under  the  ministry  of  Rev.  E. 
M.  Bell,  who  has  lately  settled  as  pastor.  The  labors  of  their  former  pastor. 
Rev.  Chailcs  L.  Kloss,  were  fruitful  of  good,  and  his  departure  was  much  re- 
gretted. 

Muscotah  and  Netawaka  are  now  united  in  one  pastorate  under  the  charge  of 
Uev.  R.  W.  Harlow.    The  latter  has  lost  considerably  by  removals. 

Fairview  has  been  revived  and  strengthened  by  the  addition  of  thirty-three 
to  the  membership,  twenty-nine  of  them  on  profession  of  faith.  A  large  addi- 
tion has  been  built  to  the  parsonage. 
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Sabetha  goes  steadily  foward  under  their  pastor,  Rev.  A.  C.  Hogbin. 
There  has  been  no  revival  during  the  year,  but  the  spiritual  condition  of  the 
church  is  good. 

Seneca  has  reaped  a  rich  harvest  through  the  efficient  labors  of  the  pastor. 
Rev.  G.  C.  Lockridge,  resulting  in  a  revival  last  winter.  Forty-three  have 
lieen  added  to  the  membership. 

Centralia  is  working  and  growing  strong  under  the  efficient  ministry  of 
Rev.  A.  S,  Bush, 

Hiawatha  is  growing  strong  steadily. 

Highland  and  Leuna  are  united  and  share  the  labors  of  Rev.  D.  E.  Todd. 

Rev.  George  H.  Perry  has  become  pastor  of  the  Capioma  and  Oneida 
churches. 

Beulah  is  united  with  Fairview,  and  is  greatly  encouraged. 

White  Cloud  and  Union  are  weak;  the  prospect  is  not  cheering. 

THE    NORTH-WESTERN   ASSOCIATION. 

Occupying  an  amount  of  territory  as  large  as  Connecticut,  Rhode  I^land 
and  Massachusetts,  presents  a  good  field  for  the  work  of  a  general  missionary. 
The  drought  of  this  year  has  affected  in  some  measure  the  onward  march  of 
these  churches.  The  following  new  churches  appear  in  the  roll  of  tliis  Asso 
ciation: 

Hill  City,  Graham  county;  Edmond  and  Almena,  Norton  county;  Atwood 
and  Celia,  Rawlins  county;  Bird  City  and  Hebron,  Cheyenne  county;  Voltaire 
and  Sunnyside,  Sherman  county; — 9.  It  has  lost  two:  Walnut  Creek,  Smith 
county  and  Northampton,  Rooks  county. 

The  new  churches  start  well;  Atwood  already  claims  the  Ix'st  church 
building  in  the  district.  Edmond  has  one  nearly  ready,  C-elia  is  building,  also 
Bird  City  and  Almena.  They  are  small  but  have  room  to  grow.  Walnut 
Creek  and  Northampton  were  dropped  because  so  many  members  and  others 
had  moved  away,  and  because  they  were  so  Isolated  that  they  could  not  well 
l)e  supplied  with  the  services  of  a  pastor  with  the  present  II.  M.  funds.  Not 
considering  the  new  churches  whose  members  have  all  been  received  during 
the  year.  Dial  reports  the  largest  per  cent  of  net  gain,  having  added  a  net  gain 
of  24  to  a  membership  of  10  and  only  one  of  them  by  letter.  Downs  has 
doubled  its  membership.  Kirwin  added  a  net  gain  of  44  to  a  membership  of 
46,  all  on  profession  of  faith.  Liberty  added  10  to  a  membership  of  20.  O^ 
borne,  20  to  48.  Cawker  City  reports  a  net  loss  of  21  who  have  mf)ved  away. 
Lenora  a  net  loss  of  18.  Revivals  of  considerable  power  were  enjoyed  by  Dial 
and  Kirwin.  Seven  churches  have  been  without  pastors  a  considerable  portion 
or  all  of  the  year;  two  others  have  changed  pa.stors.  Two  arc  seriously  afflicted 
by  dissentions  among  their  members,  two  by  county  seat  flights;  four  repf)ri 
money  raised  to  build  churches,  one  for  a  ptirsona.iz:c.  Seven  have  re[):iired 
their  buildings.     One  is  trying  to  go  alone,  without  II.  M,  suiport. 
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Most  of  the  churches  are  io  a  healthy  spiritual  condition.  A  few  appear 
to  be  considerably  above  the  average,  a  few  as  much  below.  A  few  report 
organizations  among  the  young  people,  a  few  report  organizations  of  women. 

An  important  event  for  the  north-west  is  the  establishment  of  the  Stockton 
Academy.  Stockton  furnishes  $10,000,  the  Association  $10,000  more.  The 
institution  is  just  beginning  now,  but  we  look  for  good  results  in  the  future. 

THE  SOUTHERN  ASSOCIATION. 

The  churches  of  this  Association  can  be  placed  in  three  groups,  as  to  their 
religious  and  spiritual  condition. 

First,    The  churches  that  are  advancing. 

Second,    Those  which  are  just  holding  their  own. 

Third,    Those  that  are  upon  the  decline. 

The  churches  belonging  to  the  first  group,  are:  Altoona,  Burlington,  Cen- 
tre Ridge,  Elmdale,  Fredonia,  Howard,  Independence  Longton,  Severy, 
Strong,  Village  Creek  and  Western  Park. 

To  the  second  class  belong;  Buffalo,  Cottonwood  Falls,  Dunlap,  Elk  Falls, 
Geneva,  Neosha  Falls,  Oswego,  Prairie  Hill  and  Parsons. 

To  the  third  class  belong:  Canada  Township,  Deerton,  Eureka,  Colored, 
Everett  township,  now  changed  to  Vernon,  Madison,  Mapleton  and  Neodesha. 

There  are  a  few  points  of  interest  to  be  noted. 

Burlington  has  organized  a  Y.  P.  S.  C.  E.,  in  which  the  young  people  are 
greatly  interested. 

Centre  Ridge  has  increased  the  salary  of  its  faithful  pastor. 

Emporia  First,  has  an  excellent  Y.  P.  8.  C.  E.,  which  brings  in  the  young 
people. 

Fredonia  is  prospering  under  a  new  pastor,  and  contemplates  building  a  fine 
church. 

Howard  has  been  cut  off  from  Western  Park,  and  has  several  out  stations. 

Independence  has  come  to  self-support  under  the  Rev.  F.  B.  Vrooman. 

Madison  and  Mapleton,  both  dead. 

Oswego  and  Parsons  still  struggling  along  as  best  they  can,  carrying  the 
load  of  past  trouble  and  diflaculty. 

Western  Park  has  been  united  with  Severy. 

The  following  chqrches  have  been  blessed  with  revivals  during  the  past 
year:  Altoona,  Buffalo,  Elk  Falls,  Howard,  Longton,  Neosho  Falls,  Parsons, 
Scatter  Creek,  Severy,  Village  Creek  and  Western  Park. 

THE  SOUTH-WESTERN  ASSOCIATION 
Covers  an  area  of  about  21,000  square  miles,  nearly  as  large  as  Connecticut, 
Rhode  Island,  Massachusetts  and  Vermont  combined.  There  are  14  churches,one, 
Harold,  having  been  organized  during  the  past  year.    Stafford,  by  vote  of  the 
Association,  transfers  its  membership  to  the  A.  V.  Association.    In  these  14 
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churches  there  are  312  members,  a  gain  of  65.  There  is  a  slight  decrease  re 
ported  in  Sunday  schools.  There  is  a  decrease  in  church  expenses  of  $5,268, 
the  difference  being  in  the  item  of  church  edifice.  Last  year  Kinsley  built  it.s 
capacious  and  handsome  house  of  worship  which  sufficiently  explains  the  de 
ficiency  in  the  total  amount  this  year.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  ten 
counties  over  last  year  of  $103.85. 

Bethel,  Bellefield  and  LaCross  are  presumed  to  be  dead. 

Pleasant  Prairie  and  Crooked  Creek,  under  the  care  of  Rev.  T.  D.  Cliilds, 
make  no  report. 

Fowler  City  reports  18  accessions  since  last  March,  nine  of  these  from 
Presbyterian  churches.  There  seems,  says  the  report,  a  lack  of  vital,  wide- 
awake interest  in  the  things  of  the  Kingdom. 

Stafford  has  shaken  herself  from  the  dust  and  shows  signs  of  new  life  and 
vigor. 

Ford  City  is  in  a  good*spiritiial  condition. 

Garden  City  has  leaped  from  a  dependence  and  weakness  to  self-support 
and  strength,  under  the  ministry  of  Rev,  Sam'l  Wood,  and  the  church  is  full 
of  hope  for  the  future. 

Garfield  has  good  congregations  and  a  largely  increased  interest  in  the 
prayer  meeting,  especially  among  the  young  people. 

Jetmore,  under  the  ministry  of  J.  H.  B.  Smith,  is  greatly  revived.  Twelve 
members  have  been  received  on  profession  of  faith.  Are  building  a  new  house 
of  worship.  Shortage  of  crops  affect  them  seriously,  but  they  are  consecrated 
and  determined  and  will  succeed. 

Harold  is  united  with  Jetmore  and  is  hopeful. 

Kinsley  is  alive  to  all  good  works,  especially  in  the  line  of  benevolence. 
This  church  has  the  largest  Sunday  school  of  any  church  in  the  Association. 
They  are  enthusiastic  in  the  support  of  their  pastor,  Rev.  S.  £.  Busser. 

Rush  Center  is  encouraged  and  hopeful,  having  received  ten  new  mem- 
bers.    Rev.  Jas.  Brunker,  its  old  pastor,  will  again  take  charge  of  this  church. 

Speareville  worships  with  the  Presbyterians.  Nothing  can  be  accomplished 
until  this  church  has  a  home  of  its  own. 

The  number  of  members  united  with  these  churches  on  profession  of  faith 
indicate  that  generally  they  are  in  a  healthy  c-ondition. 

THE  WESTERN  ASSOCIATION 
Has  only  seven  churches.  Owing  to  the  death  of  Bro.  Weller,  and  the  re- 
moval of  Bro.  Pipes,  there  are  now  only  two  settled  pastors  remaining.  Father 
Wright  wishes  to  have  this  Association  united  with  the  A.  V.  A.  The  regis- 
trar says  it  is  not  as  broad  as  the  new  theology,  though  it  is  much  longer  than 
that  creed,  extending  more  than  200  miles  on  one  line  of  road. 

Bavaria  and  Brookville  are  in  good  condition,  under  the  faithful  ministry 
of  Father  Wright. 

Buffalo  Park,  Collyer  and  Grinnell,  are  very  weak. 
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Ellis  has  a  new  pastor  and  is  hopeful. 

Russell  is  vacant  and  is  anxious  to  secure  a  good  pastor. 

Looking  over  the  work  of  the  state  as  a  whole,  there  are  ratify iug  signs  of 
progress,  which  should  awaken  and  call  fonh  our  ^atitude.  A  net  gain  of 
nearly  900  members,  and  largely  increased  contributions  to  the  A.  H.  M.  8., 
are  evidences  of  growing  interest  and  strength.  It  is  difficult  to  estimate  the 
spiritual  condition  of  our  churches.  Figures  do  not  indicate  much,  but,  never- 
theless, we  feel  justified  in  saying  that  our  churches  are  spiritually  in  a  better 
condition  than  they  have  ever  been. 

The  work  of  our  Gteneral  Missiooaries  has  been  greatly  blessed  to  the 
prosperity  of  our  churches. 

The  increased  interest  of  the  young  people  themselves  as  well  as  the 
churches  on  their  behalf,  are  causes  for  devout  thanksgiving. 

The  year  has  been  crowned  with  blessing.  An  advance  has  been  made  in 
everv  department  of  our  church  work.  With  a  steady,  numerical  increase,  a 
gratifying  material  growth,  a  growing  spirit  of  benevolence,  which  we  trust 
will  soon  bring  many  churches  to  the  goal  of  self-support,  with  a  quickened 
life  in  many  or  the  churches,  and  With  the  fresh  devotion  of  youth,  the  agen- 
cies used  of  God  may  rejoice  in  his  divine  ble&ing  which  has  brought  us  such 
abundant  fruitage,  and  may  enter  upon  a  new  year  of  labor  with  faith,  zeal 
and  courage.

NEgROLOSY. 


REV.  ELIHU  PARSONS  INGERSOLL 
Was  born  in  Lee,  Massachusetts,  in  the  year  1804.  and  died  in  Clay  coun- 
ty, Kansas,  March  1887,  at  the  age  of  almost  eight-four  years.  His  father  was 
a  deacon  in  the  Congregational  Church,  and  his  mother,  a  pious  and  cultured 
lady,  was  a  grandaughter  to  President  Edwards.  He  graduated  from  Yale  Col- 
lege, and  spent  two  years  and  the  greater  part  of  the  third  year  in  Yale 
Seminary.  He  was  then  commissions  to  preach  the  gospel  by  the  A.  H.  M. 
S.,  but  after  a  short  pastorate,  was  called  to  Oberlin  College  as  Professor  of 
sacred  music  and  Superintendent  of  the  preparatory  department.  After  re- 
maining in  this  institution  for  several  years,  he  filled  several  pulpits  acceptably 
in  the  states  of  Michigan  and  Illinois.  He  was  the  first  pastor  of  the  Ann  Ar- 
bor church,  which  church  to-day  is  strong  and  useful.  After  serving  the 
church  at  Bloomington,  Hlinois,  for  four  years,  he  resigned  his  pastorate,  and 
removed  to  Kansas  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  makins  this  a  free  state.  Dur- 
ing the  war  he  returned  to  Illinois,  to  fill  the  pulpits  of  some  of  the  churches 
whose  pastors  had  gone  into  the  war  as  chaplains .  About  fifteen  years  ago 
Mr.  Ingersoll's  health  failed.  It  was  then  when  he  felt  that  his  ministry  was 
at  an  end.  He,  therefore,  resigned  his  pastorate,  removed  to  Kansas  agttin, 
where  he  lived  on  the  old  homestead  in  Clay  county,  until  his  death. 

Father  Ingersoll  was  a  talented,  cultured  Christian  gentleman.  Everybody 
that  knew  him  was  made  conscious  of  the  fact  that  he  walked  with  God,  and 
very  near  to  Him.  The  consciousness  that  he  was  a  son  of  God,  gave  him  ex- 
uberant joy,  and  no  one  enjoyed  the  society  of  his  brethren  more  than  he. 

Father  Ingersoll,  during  the  last  years  of  his  life,  held  and  advocated  the 
theory  that  the  Anglo-Saxon  races  are  the  veritable  descendants  of  the  ten  lost 
tribes  of  Israel.  He  published  a  book  entitled,  "Lost  Israel  Found,"  in  which 
this  theory  is  advocated  in  a  most  vigorous  manner. 
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His  life  was  a  life  of  faith,  and  his  end  was  peace.  Not  the  slightest  fear  of 
death  was  in  him,  but  he  saw,  as  it  were,  the  heavens  opened  and  the  son  of 
man  standing  at  the  right  hand  of  the  Father,  ready  to  receive  him.  We  shall 
ever  hold  his  memory  sacred. 

REV.  BENJAMIN  P.  HASKINS. 
Rev.  Benjamin  F.  Haskins  died  very  suddenly,  of  neuralgia  of  the  heart, 
at  his  home  in  Galva,  Kanstis,  on  Easter  Sunday,  April  10.     He  fell  with  "the 
harness  on,"  being  engaged  at  the  time  in  revival  meetings,  at  the  same  time 
he  was  planning  ?or  other  work  for  the  Master. 

Mr.  Haskins  was  the  son  of  John  and  Margaret  Ash  Haskins,  and  was 
born  in  Chautauqua  county,  New  York,  June  21,  1822.  He  with  his  parents 
were  members  of  the  colony  which  settled  Oalesburg,  Illinois,  and  planted 
Knox  College.  He  graduated  from  the  classical  course  of  Knox  in  1849,  and 
soon  after  commenced  preaching  as  a  licentiate  of  the  Wesleyan  Methodist 
Conference.  He  labored  in  Knox  and  Winnebago  counties,  Illinois,  and  was 
ordained  in  May,  1850,  at  Twin  Grove,  Illinois.  In  1855  he  became  interetted 
in  a  project  to  establish  a  college  in  the  west,  and  spent  considerable  time  in 
traveling  looking  for  a  location.  The  outcome  of  the  movement  was  the  plant- 
ing of  Amity  College,  in  Patre  county,  Iowa,  in  1856.  There  he  removed  in  1856 
and  labored  for  five  >ears  for  the  college  and  as  pastor  of  the  church.  In  the 
fall  of  1861  he  took  charge  of  the  Congregational  churches  in  Victoria  and 
Rochester,  Knox  countv,  Illinois,  and  contmued  in  that  relation  twelve  years. 
In  the  meantime,  (April  1861)  he  enlisted  in  the  138th  Regiment  of  Volunteers, 
was  elected  Chaplain  by  his  comrades,  and  served  until  honorably  discharged. 
He  preached  at  Viola  and  New  Windsor,  Illinois,  from  1874  to  1877.  In  the 
spring  of  1877  he  removed  to  McPherson  cnunty,  Kansjis.  and  has  since,  until 
his  death,  been  pastor  of  the  Congregational  church  in  Galva.  At  the  time  of 
his  death  he  was  engaged  in  revival  work.  An  old  friend  of  his,  Rev.  J«  H. 
Eaton,  who  was  ordained  at  the  same  lime  as  our  deceased  brother,  was  on  his 
way  to  assist  him  in  the  meetings,  and  arrived  to  find  that  his  labors  were  end- 
ed. He  was  married  to  Miss  Caroline  Goodell.  August  26th,  1846.  She  died 
the  last  day  of  the  same  year,  and  he  was  married  the  second  time,  April  18, 
1850,  to  Miss  Frances  R.  Abraham,  who  survives  him. 

He  leaves  three  sons.  Dr.  M.  H.,  George  F.  and  Frank  E.  Haskins;  also  a 
daughter,  Miss  Mabel  H.  Haskins,  a  graduate  of  Knox  College,  is  now  engag- 
ed in  missionary  work  in  Gaudalaiara,  Mexico,  under  the  auspices  of  the  junior 
society  of  the  W.  B.  M.  I.  Mr.  Haskins  was  a  man  thoroughly  consecrated  to 
the  work  of  the  Master,  earnest,  faithful,  hopeful,  persevering,  he  believed 
that  what  ought  to  be  done  could  be  done.  He  was  friendly  and  genial  in  dis- 
position and  manner,  and  had  the  entire  confidence  of  those  acquainted  with 
him.    He  was  especially  interested  in  the  cause  of  Christian  education. 

A.  paper  which  he  read  at  a  meeting  of  the  Arkansas  Valley  Association  led 
to  the  planting  of  the  Central  Kansas  College,  at  Great  Bend,  Kansas.  He 
was  for  a  time  trustee  of  this  institution,  but  resigned  on  account  of  his  poor 
health.  In  his  death  the  Arkansas  Valley  Association  loses  one  of  its  most 
esteemed  ministers. 

Rev.  H.  D.  Herr,  of  McPherson,  ofBciated  at  the  funeral,  which  was  very 
largely  attended.  Bro.  Haskins  had  the  confidence  of  all  who  knew  him.  H!e 
was  dearly  beloved  and  his  loss  is  deeply  felt. 

REV.  WILLIAM  WING  WEIR. 
Weir,  "William  Wing,   son  of  Joseph  T.  and  Celia  Avon,  rThompson) 
Weir,    was  bom  in  Greenville,   Kentucky,   March  17th,  1836.    Theological 
study  with  Rev.  R.  Cordley,  D.  D.    Acting  pastor,  Topeka,  Kansas,  1870-72. 
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Preacher  A.  M.  E.  CRurch,  1873-81.  At  Winfleld,  Kansas,  187^-81.  Ordain- 
ed, Second  Congregational  Church,  Eureka,  1881,  November  17th,  and  died  in 
office.  Married  September  9,1859,  Elanora  Wilkins,  of  Madisonville,  Kentucky. 
Of  three  daughters,  two  are  living.  Married,  June  13,  1879,  Mrs.  Margaret 
(Lucas)  Warren,  dau^ter  of  Benjamin  and  Nancy  Lucas,  of  Lebanon,  Illinois. 
Died  of  consumption  November  21,  1886,  aged  fifty  years,  eight  months  and 
five  days. 

REV.  J.  Q.  A.  WELLER. 
Died:  At  Lawrence,  Thursday,  September  1st,  of  t^pho-malarial  fever, 
J.  Q.  A.  Weller,  of  Buffalo  Park.  Bro.  Weller  was  visiting  his  family,  who 
are  at  Lawrence  for  the  privileges  of  the  University.  His  sickness  was  very 
short  and  his  death  unexpected.  He  was  buried  at  Lawrence,  September  3d . 
Mr.  Weller  has  been  of  late  laboring  very  hard  with  his  principal  appointments 
and  out  stations,  four  in  all,  preaching  at  two  places  in  German  as  well  ap  in 
English. 

He  was  first  •  commissioned  by  the  Home  Missionary  Society  fgr  Buffalo 
Park  and  vicinity,  July  23d,  1870,  and  labored  in  the  same  field  till  his  death. 
He  leaves  a  wife,  a  daughter  who  is  a  student  at  the  University,  and  a  young 
son.

The  postoffice  address  of  a> 
church,  and  that  also  of  the  church  clerk  when  not  the  same  as  the  name  of  the 
place  where  the  church  is  located,  is  given,  Uie  former  in  parenthesis  under  the 
name  of  the  church,  and  the  latter  at  tbe  bottom  of  the  page,  indicated  by  the 
proper  signs. 

The  amounts  printed  under  the  heading  "Church  Expenses"  are  given  in 
the  statistical  table  in  round  numbers,  and  "mil  therefore  vary  in  some  instances 
a  few  cents  from  the  amount  reported.  In  future  reports  we  suggest  to  the 
church  clerks  that  this  rule  should  be  followed,  viz. :  That  the  items  of  salary, 
rent  of  parsonage,  church  edifice,  current  expenses  and  Sunday  school,  shall  be 
reported  in  even  dollars.

deeming  it  mutually  desirable  for  the  Denomination  and  the  School  to 
have  the  College  more  directly  and  closely  allied  to  the  Churches  of

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Parker  and  F.  G.  Stark  be  appoint- 
ed delegates  to  represent  the  Trustees  at  a  meeting  of  said  Convention 
to  be  held  at  Kansas  City,  Kansas.

In  view  of  the  great  and  pressing  need  of  more,  and  fully  trained, 
educated  and  consecrated  ministers,  and  in  view  of  the  scarcity  of 
students  preparing  for  the  ministry,  and  of  need  of  funds  to  aid  and 
make  self-support  possible  without  damage  to  health  or  study,  we  re- 
affirm the  action  of  the  Association  at  Wichita  a  year  ago  asking  our 
churches  to  co-operate  with  the  Am.  Ed.  Soc.  in  helping  men  into  the 
ministry.  Home  and  Foreign  missions  depend  fundamentally  upon  the 
continual  supply  of  efficient  ministers.  We  therefore  recommend  that 
every  church  be  urged  to  find  young  men  for  the  ministrv  and  help 
the  Am.  Ed.  Soc.  to  share  with  them  as  needed,  the  cost  of  a  full  pre- 
paration of  as  many  as  possible,  and  that  the  harvest  being  great  and 
the  laborers  few,  let  the  church  pray  that  the  Lord  send  forth  labor- 
eis  into  the  harvest,  and  let  their  gifts  go  with  their  prayers. 
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The  following  report  of  the  committee  on  the  Chicago  Theological 
Seminary  was  presented  by  Rev.  R.  Cordley  and  adopted: 

The  committee  on  Chicago  Theological  Seminary  would  recom- 
mend the  following:  That  we  have  listened  with  interest  to  the  state- 
ments of  Rev.  W.  F.  Hollister  in  regard  to  the  Chicago  Theological 
Seminary ;  we  appreciate  the  glorious  work  the  Seminary  is  doing, 
and  sympathize  with  them  in  the  emergency  that  is  upon  them;  we 
recognize  also  the  relations  we  bear  to  this  Seminary  and  the  good 
work  they  are  doing  for  us,  both  in  educating  our  students  who  go 
from  our  churches,  and  also  in  furnishing  pastors  for  our  needy  fields  ; 
we  commend  the  Seminary  to  the  interest  and  prayers  of  our  churches 
and  recommend  that  they  place  it  on  their  schedule  of  benevolences, 
and  take  a  collection  each  year  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  institu- 
tion. 

The  question  as  to  the  time  of  collecting  our  statistics  was  again 
called  up  for  consideration.  The  first  report  was  presented  by  Rev. 
L.  Blakesley  and  represented  the  opinion  of  one-half  of  the  members 
of  the  committee,  and  urged  the  collecting  of  statistics  on  September 
l,ifts  heretofore. 

The  second  report,  presented  by  Rev.  Pearse  Pinch,  was  as^  fol- 
lows: 

The  coimter  report  on  statistical  and  calendar  year,  being  sustain- 
ed by  an  equal  number  of  the  committee,  recommends  that  the  statis- 
tical year  of  this  body  conform  to  the  recommendation  of  the  National 
Council  and  extend  from  January  to  January.  In  submitting  this  re- 
port the  members  of  the  committee  would  call  the  attention  of  the  As- 
sociation to  the  minutes  of  the  Arkansas  Valley  Association  asking 
that  this  change  be  made.  As  the  State  bodies  do  not  and  can  not 
meet  all  at  the  same  time,  they  must  generally  vary  from  the  period 
between  their  meetings  if  there  is  to  be  any  uniformity  in  the  statis- 
tics of  the  denomination.  We  think  it  proper  that  a  home  missionary 
state  like  our  own  should  appear  properly  amontr  the  statistics  of  the 
denomination.  We  recommend,  therefore,  that  the  minutes  of  this 
body  be  published  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  meeting  of  the  State 
Association,  and  that  the  statistics  be  published  as  soon  as  possible 
after  Jan.  1. 

It  was  moved  to  adopt  the  report  presented  by  Bro.  Blakesley. 

Moved  to  amend  this  by  substituting  the  report  of  Bro.  Pinch. 
Amendment  carried. 

Jiemltfd,  That  the  local  Registrars  form  a  committee  to  meet 
the  State  Registrar,  for  the  purpose  of  arranging  the  blank  form  for 
collecting  our  statistics. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  J.  G.  Dougherty  it  was 

Uemlved,  That  the  action  taken  by  this  General  Association  at 
the  morning  session  of  October  22nd.  1887,  rescinding  the  action  of 
the  day  before  amending  the  constitution,  hi  rescinded  as  being  im- 
proper.

Mrs.  C.  H.  Smith,  of  Wichita,  addressed  the  Association  on  the 
subject  of  social  and  personal  purity,  at  the  close  of  which  the  follow- 
ing resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Association  desires  to  express  its  sympathy 
with  the  main  purpose  of  the  W.  C.  T.  U.,  and  its  approval  of  the 
general  spirit  in  which  that  organization  does  its  work. 

Resolved,  That  we  express  our  special  interest  in  that  branch  of 
the  work  represented  by  Mrs.  Clara  Holbrook  Smith,  the  White  Cross 
movement,  and  urge  co-operation  in  this  very  important  and  greatly 
needed  line  of  work  by  all  practicable  means. 

Addresses  were  then  delivered  on  * 'Spiritual  Projects  in  Church 
Work,"  by 

Rev.  T.  F.  Norris  on  * 'Spiritual  Projects  for  Social  Development." 

Rev.  Pearse  Pinch,  on  "Spiritual  Projects  for  Spiritual  Develop- 
ment.'* 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Religious  Services  was  presented 
by  Rev.  J.  Harper,  and  adopted. 

Resolved,  That  our  S.  S.  statistics  collected  by  our  State  S.  S. 
Supt.,  be  printed  with  our  other  statistics  at  the  expense  of  this  Asso- 
ciation.

TEMPERANCE. 

Rev.  B.  D.  Conkling  presented  the  report  of  the  committee  on 
Temperance,  which  was  adopted  as  follows: 

This  Association  desires  to  acknowledge  the  blessing  which  has 
come  upon  our  people  of  the  State  of  Kansas  through  the  variety  of 
efforts  which  have  been  put  forth  to  destroy  habits  of  indulgence  in 
intoxicants  as  a  beverage  ;  and  congratulate  the  State  upon  its  reason- 
able success  which  is  attending  the  enforcement  of  our  laws  prohibit- 
ing the  traflc  in  intoxicants. 

We  would  urge  our  ministers  and  churches  to  consider  most  care- 
f uUv  the  fact  that  however  favorable  the  laws  may  be,  and  however 
faithful  their  enforcement,  these  things  can  never  take  the  place  of 
moral  and  christian  instruction.  The  church  has  more  to  say  than  the 
State,  and  has  motives  to  urge  of  which  the  State  knows  nothing. 
Then  let  pastors  and  Sunday  Schools  give  dilligence  in  efforts  towani 
creating  sentiments  favorable  to  temperance  in  all  wise  ways.  We 
urge  our  christian  people  further  to  carefulness  as  to  the  character  of 
those  meetings  which  are  held  on  the  Lord's  day  in  relation  to  the 
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interests  of  the  temperance  cause.  We  think  it  would  be  a  calamity 
should  the  impression  be  given  to  the  community  that  political  meet- 
ings are  being  held  during  the  day  of  rest,  as  such  an  impression 
would  open  the  way  to  other  gatherings  for  political  e£fect  on  that 
day. 

The  Statistical  Clerk  presented  his  report,  which  ^  as  adopted 
with  the  understanding  that  it  be  not  published  yet. 

On  motion  it  was  voted  to  recommend  the  report  of  the  commit- 
tee on  the  Memorial  from  the  Trustees  of  Fairmount  College  for  re- 
vision. 

The  Rev.  S.  G.  Wright  presented  the  report  of  the  committee  on 
the  American  Bible  Society,  which  was  adopted  as  follows  : 

Your  committee  to  whom  was  assigned  the  American  Bible  Society, 
report  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  we  have  with  pleasure  listened  to  the  report  made 
by  Rev.  S.  D.  Storrs,  general  agent  of  the  American  Bible  Society  for 
Kansas,  and  declare  our  full  sympathy  with  the  object  and  measures  of 
the  Society,  and  we  recommend  that  all  our  churches  heartily  sustain  it 
by  their  prayers  and  contributions  so  far  as  consistent  with  other 
claims  upon  christian  beneficence. 

THE  CONSOLIDATION  OF  OUR  MAGAZINES. 

Resolved,  That  the  judgement  of  this  Association  is,  that  one 
missionary  magazine  would  be  more  satisfactory  to  the  churches  than 
the  present  arrangement  of  a  number  of  magazines,  and  we  direct  the 
Registrar  to  communicate  this  judgement  to  the  authorities  concerned. 

Nineteen  voted  for  this  resolution  and  five  against. 

FAIRMOUNT  COLLEGE. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Memorial  and  Resolutions  from 
the  Trustees  of  Fairmount  College  was  presented  by  Rev.  J.  B.  Rich- 
ardson and  adopted  as  follows. 

Your  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  Memorial  from  the 
Trustees  of  Fairmount  Ladies'  College,  having  had  presented  to  them 
a  statement  of  present  assets  of  said  institution,  showing  a  good  finan- 
cial basis,  chiefly  in  land  endowments,  said  Fairmount  Ladies' College, 
on  assurance  that  the  charter  will  be  amended  so  as  to  insure  that  the 
institution  will  be  forever  held  to  Christianity  and  to  Congregational- 
ism by  stipulating  in  said  amended  charter  that  at  least  a  majority  of 
the  Trustees  shall  be  members  in  good  standing  of  Congregational 
churches,  and  commend  it  to  the  sympathy  and  co-operation  of  our 
churches.  We  do  not  regard  the  endowment  of  this  college  for  the 
exclusive  education  of  women  as  conflicting  with  the  policy  of  our 
colleges  in  this  state. 

The  report  of  the  committee  of  Thirteen  on  the  educational  policy 
of  the  State  was  taken  from  the  table  for  consideration.  It  was  moved 
to  amend  the  report  by  striking  out  the  words  "for  the  present  and  for 
years  to  come.'*  Carried.    Report  adopted  as  amended.   [See  reports.] 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  on  nominations  present  the  names 
of  five  persons  to  be  elected  Trustees  of  Fairmount  college. 
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Rev.  J.  Harper  preseDted  the  report  of  the  Publication  committee, 
which  was  adopted.     [See  reports.] 

The  Auditor,  Dea.  J.  Q.  Merriam,  presented  his  report,  which 
was  adopted. 

President  McVicar  reported  on  Washburn  college.  Report  adopt- 
ed. 

Rev.  Thos.  V.  Davies  led  in  a  Service  of  Song. 

Rev.  P.  McVicar,  D.  D  ,  read  a  paper  on  "The  Province  of  Chris- 
tian Consciousness." 

Rev.  J.  B.  Richardson  presented  the  names  of  the  Trustees  of 
Fairmount  College.     Adopted.     [See  page  2.] 

liesolred.  That  the  attention  of  the  Program  committee  for  the 
coming  Association  be  reminded  of  the  constitution,  with  a  view  to 
expediting  business  and  giving  more  time  for  papers  and  addresses, 

Besolped,  That  this  Association  take  a  recess  and  theK.  H.  M.  8.

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  A.  C.  U.  recommend 
the  adoption  of  the  following  : 

Wheueas,  The  A.  C.  U.  has  rendered  most  important  service  to 
our  churches  in  providing  houses  for  the  service  of  God,  therefore, 

Revolted,  That  we  will  gratefully  bear  on  our  hearts  this  society 
and  its  work  and  see  that  collections  are  taken  in  all  our  churches 
everj'  year  for  it. 

The  following  report  of  the  committee  on  the  A.  M.  A.  presented 
by  the  Rev.  M.  O.  Harrington  was  adopted : 

Your  committee  beg  leave  to  report  :  While  recognizing  the  ur- 
genc}'  of  the  claims  of  the  Foreign  and  Home  fields,  and  are  thankful 
to  God  for  the  marked  progress  of  His  kingdom  in  these  fields,  we  are 
not  unmindful  of  the  demands  made  upon  us.  as  an  Association  and  as 
churches,  by  the  condition  of  the  colored  people,  Chinese  and  Indians, 
of  our  own  land,  for  whom  the  Society  puts  forth  its  efforts. 

We  recognize  with  gratitude  to  the  great  head  of  the  church,  the 
great  work  already  accomplished  by  the  American  Mission  Associa- 
tion among  these  people,  and  renew  our  allegiance  to  its  support. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  Rev.  Dr.  Cordley  for  his  able  presenta- 
tion of  the  claims  of  the  Society,  and  recommend: 

1.  That  all  needful,  helpful  literature  be  freely  distributed  among 
our  churches  to  the  end  of  fullest  information  as  to  the  Society,  its 
work  and  its  needs. 

2.  That  the  Second  Sunday  of  May.  1886.  be  set  apart  for  the  pre- 
sentation of  the  Society's  needs  in  all  our  churches,  and  that  collect- 
ions for  the  Society  be  then  taken. 
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Bro.  J.  F.  Drake  presented  the  report  ot  the  committee  on  C-ong. 
S.  S.  and  Pub.  Society,  which  was  adopted  as  follows  : 

The  committee  on  the  Cong.  8.  8.  and  Pub.  8oc.  would  most 
heartily  endorse  this  society  and  its  work  as  a  great  help  to  us  in  our 
Bible  schools.  Believing  the  helps  and  literature  of  this  society  to  be 
as  good  as  the  best,  we  would  advise  those  of  our  schools  that  do  not 
use  them  because  of  their  cost,  that  the  best  are  the  cheapest,  and 
*'God  helps  those  who  help  themselves."  We  would  emphasize  the 
fact  that  our  Sunday  schools  are  a  part  of  our  church  work  and  should 
be  our  workshop  wherein. to  build  for  Christ. 

We  would  recommend  that  Mission  Schools  be  organized  under 
the  care  of  our  churches,  co-operating  with  the  Society,  and  availing 
ourselves  of  their  help. 

We  heartily  endorse  the  work  of  our  State  Supt.,  working  under 
the  auspices  of  that  society.  His  earnest,  faithful,  enthusiastic  work 
has  often  inspired  and  helped  ®ur  churches,  and  we  especially  com- 
mend his  Normal  Institute  and  recommend  churches  to  avail  them- 
selves of  them. 

Finally,  we  believe  the  work  of  the  society  demands  our  most 
hearty  support,  and  recommend  that  this  Association  raise  at  least 
9S0O  toward  the  support  of  the  work  it  is  doing  in  our  State.

With  grateful  hearts  we  have  listened  to  the  cheering  reports  from 
our  various  fields,  and  note  the  signs  of  expansion  and  deeper  spiritu- 
ality. We  are  glad  to  observe  that  a  spirit  of  wise  conservatism  has 
prevailed.  Whethei'we  possess  the  land  lying  so  close  and  tempting- 
ly at  hand  rests  with  the  churches  of  Kan«as.  The  icork  in  ours,  not 
the  A.  H.  M.  Society's.  Freely  we  have  received,,  freely  we  are  to 
give  if  we  would  realize  completely  the  blessing  of  both  the  receiver 
and  the  giver. 

Not  unmindful  of  the  fact  that  the  past  two  years  have  been  years 
of  almost  unmitigated  disaster  to  many  of  our  churches  in  the  western 
portion  of  our  .state,  we  still  feel  that  there  must  be  no  backward  step 
— no  standing  still — tee  mu«t  go  foncard.  The  duty  is  clear.  The  Jor- 
don  rolls  at  our  feet.  We  cannot  rest  where  we  are  ;  we  cannot  go 
around ;  we  must  go  forward. 

Eastern  Kansas  has  been  blessed  as  never  before  with  abundant 
harvest,  and  this  harvest  means  money,  and  upon  the  churches  blessed 
with  abundance  rests  the  responsibility  of  meeting  the  demands  of  our 
mission  work  in  the  state. 

In  order  that  we  may  meet  the  demands  for  the  year  just  at  hand 
your  committee  would  recommend, 

1.  That  the  policy  of  pushing  indirectly  aided  churches  toward 
self-support  be  continued. 

2.  That  an  effort  be  made  to  increase  our  contributions  to  the  A. 
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H.  M.  S.  at  least  50  per  cent,  the  cotning  year,  wWch  would  require  not 
less  that  75c  per  member. 

8.  That  our  Supt.  of  Missions  furnish  all  pastors  with  such  Home 
Missionary  literature  as  he  may  think  most  suitable  to  their  needs,  that 
they  may  inform  themselves  and  their  people  concerning  the  demands 
of  the  work. 

4.  That  the  Superintendent's  statement  of  proportional  gifts  of 
churches  be  printed  and  furnished  all  our  church  members. 

5.  That  the  First  and  Second  Sabbaths  in  February,  with  the  in- 
tervening prayer  meeting,  be  devoted  to  Home  Missions,  and  that  pas- 
tors preach  on  Stewardship  the  First  Sabbath  and  on  the  Home  Mis- 
sionary crisis  the  Second. 

Addresses  were  delivered  by  Revs.  H.  Hopkins,  D.  D.,  of  Kansas 
City,  Mo.,  T.  W.  Boss,  S.  S.  Mathews,  S.  Millikan  and  J.  W.  Gray. 

THE  KANSAS  TELEPHONE. 

The  following  resolution,  proposed  by  Rev.  J.  G.  Dougherty,  was 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  "Kansas  Telephone"  is  essential  to  the  sue 
cess  of  our  Home  Missionary  work  in  Kansas,  and  recommend  that  our 
pastors  seek  to  increase  its  subscription  list  at  least  to  the  limit  of  the 
number  of  families  in  each  church,  to  the  end  that  all  our  churches 
may  be  kepit  constantly  informed  of^the  needs  and  the  progress  of  our 
missionary  work. 

The  K.  H.  M.  S.  then  adjourned. 

On  Saturday  afternoon  the  Association  took  a  recess,  and  the  K. 
H.  M.  S.  was  again  called  to  order. 

The  Rev.  J.  Harper  then  presented  the  report  of  the  committee  on 
the  revision  of  the  Constitution,  which  was  adopted.     [See  reports. 

Voted,  that  the  Constitution  as  revised  be  printed  in  the  minutes 
for  this  year. 

Voted,  that  the  K.  H.  M.  S.  do  now  adjourn. 


CONSTITUTION    OF    THE    KANSAS    HO^E    MISSIONARY 

SOCIETY.      (AS  REVISED.) 

Article  I.  This  Society  sljall  be  called  the  Kansas  Home  Mis- 
sionary Society,  in  the  co-operative  sense. 

Art.  II.  The  Society  shall  consist  of  members  of  the  General 
Association  of  Kansas,  together  with  those  persons  who  by  the  pay- 
ment of  $20  may  become  life  members,  and  such  as  by  the  payment  of 
$2  may  become  members  for  one  year. 

Ajit.  III.  The  object  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  diffuse  the  Gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ,  by  aiding  any  churches  within  the  State  that  are  not 
able  to  support  the  ministry  of  the  Word ;  by  organizing  churches 
wherever  they  are  needed ;  by  supplying  communities  destitute  of 
preaching  ;  and  by  co-operating  with  the  American  Home  Missionary 
Society  in  the  work  of  christianization  in  other  States  and  Territories. 

Art.  IV.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President,  a  Re- 
cording Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  an  Auditor,  a  Superintendent,  an  Exe- 
cutive Committee  of  three  in  each  District  Association,  a  Board  of 
Directors  and  an  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  consisting  of  three 
members. 
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Art.  v.  The  Moderator  of  the  General  Association  shall  be  Presi- 
dent of  this  Society,  and  the  Treasurer  and  Auditor  of  that  body  shall 
hold  the  same  offices  in  this. 

Art.  VI.  The  Executive  Committees  to  be  chosen  annually  by 
the  Society,  on  being  accepted  by  the  American  Home  Missionary  So- 
ciety as  its  agency  for  the  purpose,  shall,  in  council  and  co-operation 
-with  the  Superintendent,  designate  and  recommend  fields,  missionaries, 
and  appropriations,  both  from  the  American  Home  Missionary  Society 
and  Congregational  Union  ;  caringforthegeneralmissionary  work  with- 
in their  respective  limits ;  holding  a  meeting  for  conference  at  each  gath- 
ering of  the  District  Association,  and  using  dilligence  to  increase  the 
contributions  of  the  churches  ;  to  feasten  the  day  of  self-support  among 
the  aided  churches,  and  to  secure  such  a  system  of  harmonious  co-oper- 
ation with  others  as  shall  prevent  sectarian  jealousy  and  needless  ex- 
penditure. Each  of  the  Executive  Committees  shall  also  make  a  written 
report  of  their  action,  specifying  the  condition  of  every  church  within 
their  limits,  and  the  general  wants  of  their  field,  to  the  Society  at  its 
annual  meeting. 

Art.  VII.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  consist  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Kansas  Home  Missionary  Society  and  the  chairman  of  the  sev- 
eral District  Executive  Committees,  together  with  three  others,  elected 
at  the  annual  meeting,  not  members  of  any  of  the  local  committees,  or 
of  Home  Missionary  churches  ;  these  shall  form  the  executive  com- 
mittee of  the  Board,  subject  to  its  authority,  whose  duty  shall  be  to 
keep  a  full  record  of  all  applications  for  missionarj'  aid  and  pass  upon 
them.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  choose  one  of  their  number  as 
chairman  and  another  as  secretarj^ ;  shall  hold  a  session  in  connection 
with  every  meeting  of  the  General  Association,  and  also  upon  the  call 
of  the  chairman  between  these  stated  times  if  exigencies  re(iuire  ;  shall 
nominate  a  Superintendent  to  the  Parent  Society,  which  is  to  appoint 
and  pay  him  ;  shall  consider  the  appointment  of  men  and  apportion- 
ment of  money,  and  .methods  of  increasing  the  supply  of  both:  shall 
make  an  annual  report  to  the  State  Society,  and  in  their  general  over- 
sight shall  make  to  the  American  Home  Missionary  Society  such  sug- 
gestions as  they  may  deem  wise. 

Art.  VIII.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  hold  the  property  of 
the  Society  ;  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Society  not  only  of  the 
money  received  by  him,  but  of  that  which  is  sent  from  the  State  directly 
to  the  parent  treasury,  and  every  month  shall  send  to  the  same  the 
sums  sent  to  him.  He  shall  also  give  bonds  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Directors. 

Art.  IX.  The  Superintendent,  who  shall  also  be  Recording  Sec- 
retary, in  counsel  and  co-operation  with  the  Board  of  Directors  and  the 
Executive  Committees,  and  under  instructions  of  the  American  Home 
Missionary  Society,  shall  give  himself  to  the  work  of  securing  ministers 
for  the  feeble  missionary  churches  ;  of  reporting  to  the  parent  society 
upon  the  applications  for  aid ;  of  pushing  the  beneflciarj'  churches  on  to 
self-support ;  of  organizing  churches ;  of  preaching  the  Word  in  des- 
titute communities  and  among  the  aided  churches,  and  of  increasing 
the  contributions  to  the  Society. 

Art.  X.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Society,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS  OF  THE  KANSAS 
HOME  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 

INTRODUCTION  BY  THE  SECRETARY,  HON.  J.  O.  HASKELL. 

Your  Board  of  Directors  have  performed  another  year's  service 
and  return  to  you  at  this  time  with  hearts  full  of  gratitude  to  God  for 
His  continued  and  and  abundant  blessings. 

A  brief  summary  of  the  work  performed  is  all  that  is  necessary  for 
the  report  this  year,  for  the  reason  that  the  principles  governing  the 
actions  of  the  Board  have  been  repeatedly  read  in  your  hearing  and 
published  in  the  Minutes  of  the  Society. 

Reference  is  made  to  the  full  and  explicit  report  given  last  year  at 
Wichita,  and  published  in  full  in  last  year's  Minutes. 

This  report  embraced  not  only  the  formal  details  pertaining  to  the 
records  of  the  Secretary,  but  it  also  contained  five  discourses  by  five 
members  of  the  Board,  clearly  setting  forth  the  governing  motives 
which  characterize  the  work  of  the  Society  and  guide  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

It  may  be  stated  with  truth  that  the  recital  of  the  report  of  last 
year  would,  with  statistical  emendations,  make  a  good  and  sufficient 
report  for  this  year. 

The  ordinary  duties  have  been  performed,  the  ordinary  difficulties 
encountered,  and  the  more  than  ordinary  advancement  made. 

This  is  the  fourth  year  that  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the 
Board  have  served  as  Directors,  and  they  are  able  to  realize  in  their 
own  experience  a  much  larger  and  fuller  knowledge  of  the  churches  of 
the  State,  and  the  work  done  and  to  be  done,  than  was  enjoyed  at  the 
beginning  of  their  service. 

(And  right  here  the  Secretary,  being  the  only  lay  member  of  the 
Board,  desires  to  testify  that  no  Board  of  Directors  or  a  large  business 
or  fiduciary  institution,  having  in  charge  not  only  the  general  but  also  the 
personal  interests  of  the  members,  could  be  more  prompt  in  attend- 
ance, or  devoted  and  painstaking  in  the  execution  of  their  duties,  than 
the  men  you  have  selected  each  year  to  administer  your  great  trust. 
This  tribute  is  due  faithful  men,  and  is  made  without  their  knowledge.) 

On  the  27th  and  28th  of  March,  this  year  (1888),  the  Board  held 
their  annual  meeting  at  the  First  Congregational  Church  in  Topeka, 
for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  condition  of  the  work  in  each  aided 
church  and  estimating  the  requirements  upon  the  American  Home 
Missionary  Society  for  the  ensuing  year. 

This  labor  was  performed  under  strong  pressure  from  the  Secre- 
taries in  New  York,  urging  that  in  each  case  the  lowest  possible  sums 
be  asked,  and  that  in  arriving  at  estimated  requirements  great  discrim- 
ination be  exercised,  so  as  to  embrace  only  such  work  as  was  clearly 
necessary,  as  it  was  feared  that  even  when  this  was  done  a  still  fur- 
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ther  reduction  would  be  necessary,  as  it  was  feared  that,  upon  the 
most  economical  basis,  the  demand  would  exceed  the  supply. 

Extra  care  and  scrutiny  were  therefore  bestowed  upon  the  estimates, 
and  successful  reductions  were  made. 

The  following  general  abstract  gives  a  summary  of  the  financial 
report  sent  to  New  York,  and  embracing  the  estimates  made  for  the 
year  ending  March  81st,  1889,  as  compared  with  the  estimates  made  for 
the  year  ending  March  Slst,  1888 :

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  reductions  were  very  large,  and  It  is 
believed  by  the  Board  that  only  by  these  careful  revisions  and  reduc- 
tions were  the  aided  churches  saved  from  even  more  serious  reductions 
in  New  York. 

As  the  estimates  were  made  by  the  Board,  however,  the  total 
amount  asked  for  was  granted,  and  the  Board  was  thanked  for  its  man- 
ifestly careful  and  wise  estimate  of  requirements. 

This  is  the  fourth  time  that  the  estimates  of  this  Board  have  been 
met  by  a  full  grant  in  New  York,  and  it  is  a  matter  of  congratulation 
that  the  aided  churches  are  able  to  rest  upon  so  solid  a  financial  foun- 
dation. 

On  the  basis  of  these  estimates,  applications  for  assistance  have 
been  endorsed  with  only  about  five  per  cent,  variation  from  the  figures 
fixed  by  the  Board  last  spring,  and  this  in  presence  of  temporary  finan- 
cial stringency  in  some  of  our  most  hopeful  fields. 

God's  providence  and  blessings  seem  to  be  conspicuously  inter- 
woven with  our  work. 

Some  recommendations  of  the  Board  will  be  read  by  Rev.  Dr. 
Cordley. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS. 

BY  REV.  R.  CX)RDLET,  D.  D. 

The  urgent  question  which  now  confronts  us  is  the  **Home  Mis- 
sionary Crisis''  which  is  upon  us,  in  common  with  the  churches  of 
the  whole  country.  This  crisis  consists  in  the  fact  that  the  Home  Mis- 
sionary demand  is  increasing  very  much  faster  than  the  means  to 
meet  it.  The  contributions  of  the  churches  are  not  falling  oflF,  but 
the  need  for  work  has  had  a  wonderful  expansion.  The  rapid  settle- 
ment of  our  new  States  and  Territories,  the  wonderful  growth  of  our 
cities,  and  the  almost  startling  increase  of  our  foreign  population,  are 
making  a  demand  for  Home  Missionary  labor  such  as  has  never  been 
known.  Our  Home  Missionary  work  must  be  expanded  at  once  to 
larger  proportions,  or  else  fall  behind  its  grand  opportunity.  If  our 
Congregational  churches  are  to  do  their  part  in  evangelizing  the  coun- 
try, they  must  rise  at  once  to  a  higher  mark  of  contribution  and  effort. 

To  do  this  it  is  absolutely  essential  that  the  Western  States  assume 
more  and  more  of  their  own  work.  Unless  they  do  this,  the  advance 
so  imperatively  demanded  by  the  situation  cannot  be  made.  This  is 
the  shape  in  which  the  Home  Missionary  crisis  confronts  us  in  Kansas. 
Our  churches  cannot  expect  any  increase  in  the  amount  received  from 
the  General  Home  Missionanr  treasury  at  New  York.  On  the  contrary, 
the  amounts  thus  received,  from  year  to  year,  will  grow  less  and  less. 
Other  and  newer  work  will  demand  the  attention  and  absorb  the  funds 
of  the  parent  Society. 

Yet  our  work  in  Kansas  grows — not  less,  but  larger.  The  demand 
was  never  so  large  as  now,  and  never  so  pressing,  or  the  situation  so 
promising.  The  crisis  in  Kansas  is  that  with  diminishing  receipts 
from  abroad,  we  have  an  enlarging  work  at  home.  There  is  but  one 
way  to  meet  this  crisis :  that  is,  by  larger  gift%  at  home.  Our  own 
churches  must  learn  to  assume  more  and  more  of  our  own  work. 

The  question  which  faces  us  to-day,  then,  is:  How  shall  our 
churches  be  brought  to  do  what  so  plainly  ought  to  be  done  ?  It  is 
almost  self-evident  that  they  must  be  made  to  see  the  situation.  They 
will  not  give  unless  they  understand  the  need.  It  is,  first  of  all,  neces- 
sary that  our  pastors  themselves  fully  grasp  the  case,  and  prepare 
themselves  to  lead  their  people  to  larger  and  more  intelligent  views  of 
this  great  and  growing  Home  Missionary  cause.  That  the  pastors 
be  the  better  able  to  do  this,  they  should  be  furnished  with  the  means 
of  informing  themselves,  fully  and  minutely,  as  to  what  is  being  done, 
and  what  is  demanded. 

We  make,  therefore,  the  following  recommendations : 

1.  That  our  Superintendent  of  Missions  furnish  each  pastor  in 
the  State  such  Home  Missionary  literature  as  he  may  deem  suited  to 
our -needs,  and  that  he  request  these  pastors  to  preserve  the  package 
for  reference  whenever  needed. 

2.  We  recommend  that  the  statement  prepared  by  our  Superin- 
tendent of  Missions,  giving  the  proportionate  gifts  of  our  churches,  be 
printed  and  furnished  to  all  our  church  members.  W^e  suggest  also 
that  the  Superintendent '  open  correspondence  with  those  churches 
whose  contributions  have  fallen  below  what  could  reasonably  be  ex- 
pected of  them,  with  the  view  of  inducing  greater  effort  in  this  direc- 
tion, 

8.  We  recommend  that  our  churches  devote  the  first  and  second 
Sundays  in  February,  together  with  the  intervening  prayer  meeting^ 
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to  the  cause  of  Home  Missions ;  that  the  first  Sunday  in  Februair  the 
pastor  preach  on  Stettardthip;  and  the  second  Sunday  on  The  Ghreat 
Home  iiunoTuiry  Crisis.  Let  this  be  Home  Missionary  week  with  our 
Congregational  churches,  and  let  personal  and  private  effort  be  in  the 
same  line  with  public  exhortation  and  prayer. 

We  believe  that  the  gifts  of  our  churches  can  thus  be  doubled, 
and,  what  is  of  more  value  still,  the  information  imparted  and  the 
attention  awakened,  will  create  a  permanent  Home  Missionary  inter- 
est which  will  bring  forth  larger  fruit  for  years  to  come. 


REPORT  OF  STATE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  HOME  MISSIONS, 

BY  REV.  L.  PAYTON  BROAD. 

When  the  Association  met  at  Wichita  last  October,  Rev.  Addison 
Blanchard  was  Superintendent  of  Missions.  His  sudden  resignation, 
January  1st,  brought  disappointment,  and  a  sense  of  peril  to  the  cause, 
to  many  hearts ;  but  God  has  so  ordered  that  the  work  has  progressed 
smoothly,  while  the  State  looks  back  with  unfeigned  gratitude  to  Bro. 
Blanchard  for  his  exceedingly  efficient  service. 

lZL  Called  suddenly  to  take  up  the  work,  I  issued  a  circular  to  the 
churches,  stating  my  feelings  and  motives,  and  the  pressing  needs  of 
the  moment.  Without  exception,  the  brethren  responded  with  their 
utmost  endeavor  and  conlial  co-operation ;  and,  grateful  to  the  Lord 
and  to  them  for  any  measure  of  success  attained,  I  make  my  first 
report. 

I. — THE  superintendent's  WORK. 

I  will  first  speak  of  my  own  services  for  the  nine  and  one-half 
months  since  January  1st.  I  have  visited  66  missionary  fields,  with 
more  than  one  visit  to  some,  making  a  total  of  85  visits  \o  missionary 
fields,  which,  with  eight  visits  to  other  points,  makes  a  total  of  93 
visits  in  the  Home  Missionary'  interest.  1  have  also  attended  fifteen 
local  associations,  six  dedications,  eight  councils,  and  assisted  in  the 
organization  of  six  churches.  Have  preached  58  sermons,  besides  15 
Home  Missionary  sermons  and  -addresses,  and  19  other  addresses ;  in 
all,  92  sermons  and  addresses.  In  prosecuting  the  work,  I  have  trav- 
eled 19,873  miles.  I  have  issued  1,200  circulars  for  distribution  in  the 
churches,  and  sent  out  1,455  publications  of  the  Home  Missionary 
Society  by  mail,  to  485  individuals,  in  twenty-threee  places  where  we 
have  churches. 

IT. — THE   MISSIONARY   FIELDS. 

The  Minutes  for  1877  report  a  total  of  198  churches  in  the  State. 
Since  then  17  have  been  organized,  which  makes  a  total  of  215  churches. 
Deduct  1,  Mapleton  old  church,  reckoned  in  the  Minutes,  which  stands 
in  this  enumeration  for  Mapleton  nrw  church,  we  have  a  total  of  214 
churches  to  be  accounted  for.  Of  this  number  66  are  held  to  be  self- 
supporting  ;  deducting  these  from  the  full  number,  and  we  have  148 
mission  churches  in  Kansas.     Of  these  148  churches,   24  are  not  at 

£  resent  in  working  order,  viz  :  Appanoose,  Bellfield,  Bethel,  Boston 
[ills,  Canada  Township,  Cottonwood  Falls,  Deerton,  Eskridge,  La 
Crosse,  Leavenworth  Fifth  Avenue,  Madison,  Neodesha,  New  Alalden, 
Pleasant  Prairie,  Plymouth,  Prairie  Hill,  Reading,  Reading  Welsh, 
Union  (Marshall  county),  Valley  Brook,  White  Cloud,  Delmore,  Mt. 
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Veraon,  Spearville.  We  feel  an  interest  in  every  one  of  these  churches, 
but  for  practical  purposes  the  case  stands  thus:  148  missionary 
churches  in  all ;  24  of  these  inactive,  leaving  124  missionary  churches 
requiring  our  first  care ;  99  of  these  124  churches  are  supplied  with 
pastors ;  the  remaining  25  churches,  representing  22  mission  fields,  are 
without  a  pastor.  The  possibility  of  reviving  four  of  these  at  present 
is  a  mafter  of  grave  doubt ;  the  rest,  for  the  most  part,  maintain  a 
Sunday-school,  but  are  too  weak  financially  to  be  profitably  aided 
just  yet;  only  three  of  these  fields  are  ready  for  a  pastor  at  this 
moment. 

III. — HOME  MISSIONARY  GRANTS.

IV. — VACANCIES  SUPPLIED. 

Thirty-two  vacancies  of  missionary  churches  have  been  supplied 
during  the  year ;  also  four  churches  but  lately  aided,  now  self-support- 
ing, making  a  total  of  thirty-six  fields  supplied.  This  does  not  include 
two  students  in  Washburp  College  who  did  efficient  service  during 
vacation  at  Geuda  Springs  and  Milford,  and  two  others  who  labored 
successfully  under  the  care  of  pastors.  Twenty  new  men  have  come 
into  the  work,  and  nine  of  our  pastors  have  changed  or  re-arranged 
these  fields  in  supplying  these  vacancies. 

V. — SELF-SLTPORT. 

Ten  churches  have  assumed  self-support  during  the  year,  viz : 
Douglass,  Ellis,  Highland,  Muscotah,  Russell,  Dover,  Partridge,  Ar- 
gentine, Chase,  Wyandotte  (Riverview). 

The  amount  of  Home  Missionary  aid  received  by  these  churches 
during  the  previous  year  was  $1,900.  Likewise,  out  of  59  old  fields 
now  being  aided  by  the  Society,  38,  or  over  two-thirds,  have  made 
reductions  from  their  appropriations  of  the  previous  year  aggregating 
$1,803. 

VI. — NEW  CHURCHES. 

Seventeen  new  churches  have  been  organized,  during  the  year, 
four  of  which  are  self-supporting,  viz  :

Seven  are  in  county  seats,  and  twelve  are  located  on  railroads. 
A  few  of  them  have  not  yet  been  recognized  by  council.  Hutchinson 
is  not  included,  because  the  organization  there  is  not  fully  completed. 
The  pastor,  Rev.  C.  N.  Severance,  began  his  permanent  work  there  in 
September.  The  above  list  of  these  churches  includes  all  not  included 
in  the  Minutes  of  1887,  statistical  department,  pp.  2-12. 

VII. — CHURCH  BUILDINGS  AND  PARSONAGES. 

Of  the  148  missionary  churches,  already  referred  to,  80  have  church 
buildings,  25  have  parsonages,  and  21  of  the  total  number  have  both 
churches  and  parsonages.  Nine  churches  have  been  built  during  the 
year :  Wallace,  Voltaire,  Frcdonia,  Hill  City,  Jetmore,  Wellington 
(purchased  a  building),  Wichita  Fourth,  Edmond,  Montezuma.  Also 
five  parsonages :  Alma,  Nickerson.  Buffalo  Park,  Stafford,  Wallace. 
Fourare  building  churches  now  :  McFarland,  Bird  City,  Buffalo  Park, 
Collyer,  the  two  former  being  nearly  ready  for  dedication.  (These 
148  missionary  churches,  representing  83  fields,  have  25  parsonages, 
or  enough  for  one-third  of  the  fields.  If  the  remaining  two-thirds  of 
the  number  had  homes  for  their  ministers,  their  chances  for  support- 
ing pastors  would  be  much  increased.) 

VIIT. — CONTRIBUTIONS  TO   AMERICAN   HOME   MISSIONARY   SOCIETY. 

Of  the  128  missionary  churches  that  have  a  name  to  live,  35  con- 
tributed nothing  from  April  1st,  1887,  to  April  Ist,  1888.  to  the  Ameri- 
can Home  Missionary  Society.  How  much  was  contributed  by  the 
missionary  churches  during  that  period  ? 

After  deducting  $527.72  contributed  by  Ladies*  Auxiliaries, 
sources  not  specified,  and  $345.60  legacv  and  private  gifts,  we  have  a 
balance  of  $8,064.61  as  the  amount  given  directly  by  the  churches, 
upon  which  calculation  can  be  based. 

Of  this  amount,  $1,232.92,  or  two-fifths  of  the  entire  amount,  was 
contributed  by  the  aided  churches.  On  an  average,  the  aided  churches 
contributed  81  cents  per  member.  The  self-supporting  churches  con- 
tributed 35  cents  per  member. 

During  the  present  fiscal  year  63  fields  in  the  State  have  con- 
tributed from  April  Ist,  18S8,  to  September  Ist,  1888. . .  .$    906.50 
For  the  same  period  in  1887  there  was  contributed 1,098.11 

Making  the  deficit  this  year  to  September  1st $    191 .61 

This  closes  the  statistical  statement.  It  indicates,  in  outline,  what 
has  been  done  this  year,  and  our  present  situation. 

And  what  of  the  future  ?  Never  was  outlook  brighter  or  oppor- 
tunity grander.  We  are  called  upon  to  plant  stable  churches  in  Kan- 
sas that  shall  be  soul-winners  through  all  coming  generations.  Also, 
to  elevate  the  standard  of  piety,  and  lead,  if  we  may.  in  common- 
sense  methods  of  Christian  conquest,  all  other  Churches  in  Kansas. 
In  common  with  them,  too,  to  take  Kansas  for  Christ,  and  to  do  our 
part  in  evangelizing  this  great  Mississippi  Valley,  and  stretch  our 
influence  to  the  seas  both  ways,  till  our  land  is  redeemed.  God  calls 
us  to  the  work,  and  in  His  strength  we  can  do  it. 
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We  have  had  some  dbcouragements  this  year.  The  drought, 
blighting  oDe-third  of  the  State,  has  caused  anxiety  and  weakness  in 
some  churchfit.    But  amid  the  many  encouragements  are : 

Ist.  The  good  crops  in  at  least  one-half  of  the  State,  for  which 
thanksgiving  should  go  up,  emphasized  by  larger  gifts  to  the  Lord. 

2d.  The  uoabat^  confidence  and  hearty  support  of  the  American 
Home  Missionary  Society. 

3d.    The  unity  of  our  churches. 

4th.  The  internal  growth  and  development  of  many  of  our 
churches. 

5th.  The  fact  that  ten  churches  have  reached  self-support,  and 
two- thirds  of  the  rest,  previously  aided,  have  made  reductions  in  Home 
Missionary  aid. 

6th.  The  superior  and  growing  efficiency  of  our  Board  of 
Directors. 

7th.  The  strengthening  and  increasing  of  our  Woman's  Aux- 
iliaries. 

8th.  The  successful  work  of  our  State  Evangelist  (Veazie)  and 
General  Missionary  for  the  Northwest  (Osboru).  These  brethren 
have  been  the  Superintendent's  right  arm  in  their  departments  of  ser- 
vice, and  accomplished  substantial  results  for  Kansas  and  the  King- 
dom. The  efficient  co-operation,  too,  of  members  of  Home  Missionary 
and  Executive  Committees,  the  valued  aid  of  Prof.  Piatt,  Superintend- 
ent of  Sunday-school  work,  and  of  the  Teleplwne,  in  its  important 
service  for  our  whole  cause  in  the  State,  are  worthy  of  grateful  men- 
tion. 

9th.  The  spontaneous  developments  towards  Congregationalism 
in  our  State,  showing  that  the  harmony  between  our  polity  and  the 
whole  system  of  our  national  and  social  life,  is  becoming  more  and 
more  appreciated. 

10th.  The  revivals  during  the  year,  and  the  revival  spirit  now 
prevailing,  promising  very  hopefully  for  the  winter  before  us. 

Why  should  we  not,  then,  advance  to  grander  service  for  the 
Master  during  the  coming  year  ?    Our  task  is : 

Ist.  To  bring  our  active  churches  up  to  the  highest  point  of 
efficiency  and  to  self-support.  But  we  cannot  do  this  with  semi- 
worldly  aims,  or  short  pastorates. 

2d.  To  foster  the  inactive  churches,  and  encourage  them  to 
resume  work  with  some  pecuniary  aid,  if  and  when  desirable.  But 
in  this  we  must  take  counsel  of  our  judgment,  rather  than  of  our  feel- 
ings. Experience  shows  that,  in  order  to  live,  a  church  must  have: 
First,  a  certain  number  of  Christians  who  want  a  church  and  will 
make  positive  sacrifices  to  maintain  it.  Second,  some  spiritual  life. 
Third,  a  population  to  work  upon.  Fourth,  an  unoccupied  field  of 
labor,  and,  fifth,  some  firaucial  outlook.  Therefore,  we  must  »ele4U 
churches  to  be  aided,  if  we  would  have  a  strong  and  vigorous  body  of 
churches  in  Kansas  twenty  years  hence.  If,  in  frontier  times,  when 
railroads  were  not  built,  a  church  was  improperly  located,  or  if,  in 
the  bewilderment  of  booms,  enterprises  have  been  maugurated  which 
we  see — looking  at  the  ca.se  de  noto — have  no  outlook,  it  is  wise  to 
decline  or  defer  aid.  Churches  asking  aid  should  be  able  to  prove 
their  mission,  either  by  capability  of  going  steadily  to  self-support,  or 
as  purely  missionary  churches  in  very  destitute  regions ;  and  when  its 
mission  is  proven,  a  church  may  wisely  be  helped,  but  not  carried  by 
the  Society.  To  use  another's  words,  the  Society  is  to  **help  the 
church  spend  its  own  money  to  the  best  advantage."     Sometimes,  too,

deferriD^  aid  until  the  church  is  able  to  pay  its  proper  proportion, 
helps  a  hve  church  far  more  than  furnishing  aid  prematurely  and  too 
generously. 

3d.  We  are  to  encourage  new  churches  to  be  self-supporting 
from  the  start,  which  is  becoming  more  and  more  practicable. 

4th.  We  are  to  enter  promising  centers  of  population,  in  old  and 
new  sections  of  the  State.  There  are  106  counties  in  Kansas.  We 
have  churches  In  74  counties,  and  in  47  county  seats.  Other  centers  . 
are  now  open  to  us,  and  are  regularly  opening.  Ten  annually,  as  the 
years  go  on,  is  a  reasonable  estimate  of  the  number  of  such  opening 
centers,  besides  smaller  points,  where  the  surging  population  to«ome 
within  the  next  twenty  years  shall  gather.  But  for  this,  money  is 
needed ;  and  hence, 

5th.  We  must  plan,  work,  pray,  and  conquer,  in  our  aim  to 
enlarge  the  contributions  to  the  American  Home  Missionary  Society. 
It  is  well  for  us  to  be  glad  that  our  churches  have  given  as  well  as  they 
have,  but  did  self  complacency  ever  help  a  cause  ?  Are  we  satisfied 
with  the  gifts  of  our  churches?  Of  $27,000  missionary  money  ex- 
pended in  Kansas  during  the  last  fiscal  year,  a  little  less  than  $4,000 
was  given  by  our  churches,  or  less  than  one-sixth  of  the  amount.  The 
average  per  cent,  per  resident  member  was  50  cents.  The  most  glori- 
ous and  the  most  serious  crisis  in  its  history  is  now  upon  the  Home 
Missionary  Society.  It  consists  of  its  inability  to  undertake  much  new 
work,  for  want  of  funds,  while  magnificent  opportunities  crowd  its 

fiathway.  We. cannot  go  forward,  and  yet  we  must  go  forward,  like 
srael  at  the  sea,  to  live.  The  Society  is  forced  to  call  for  $100,000 
this  year  for  new  work.  The  East  is  becoming  burdened  with  home 
missionary  work  at  its  own  doors,  and  therefore  larger  gifts  from  the 
aided  States  is  the  solution  of  this  great  problem.  The  Kansas 
churches  are  asked  to  increase  their  contributions  to  the  Home  Mis- 
sionary Society  fifty  per  cent,  this  year,  raising  from  $4,000  to  $6,000. 
Is  not  that  moderate  and  fair?  by  improvement  in  system,  more 
union  in  action,  and  larger  sacrifices  for  Christ's  sake,  can  we  not  give 
one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  every  dollar  given  last  year?  Yes,  I 
think  we  can  and  shall.  Permit  me,  in  this  connection,  to  call  the 
serious  attention  of  every  pastor  and  friend  of  Home  Missions  to  the 
report  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  made  to-day,  in  which  it  is  recom- 
mended that  the  first  and  second  Sabbaths  in  f^ebruary,  with  the  inter- 
vening prayer  meeting,  be  set  apart  to  Home  Missions  by  all  of  the 
churches.     I  feel  assured  that  the  response  will  be  universal. 

6th.  To  accomplish  all  our  work,  we  must,  above  all,  seek  the 
outpouring  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  to  quicken  and  enlighten  believers  and 
save  souls. 

With  gratitude  to  God  for  the  past,  add  courage  for  the  future, 
let  us  remember  four  things  : 

1st.  God  has  assigned  to  vs  this  State  and  western  country  to 
redeem  for  Christ.  There  is  danger  that  we  suspect  that  the  work 
is  that  of  the  American  Home  Missionary  Society,  and  we  help  them. 
Just  wrong.     The  work  is  ours,  and  they  help  us. 

2d.  As  ministers,  God  makes  us  leaders  of  His  churches.  Let  us 
lead  our  churches,  then,  to  see  their  responsibility  and  privilege,  and 
to  right  action  in  view  thereof. 

3d.  In  the  highest  sense.  God  must  do  this  work.  W^e  cannot. 
Our  wisdom,  then,  is  in  allying  ourselves  with  God.  Mere  money 
will  not  do  it.  Men  are  likewise  needed,  but  only  as  God  has  imbued 
them  with  the  true  spirit  of  Home  Missions,  will  they  succeed.     All 
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the  men  and  money  we  need  to  redeem  this  land  for  Christ  wiil  come 
if  we  are  right  with  God. 

4th.  God's  favor  will  be  with  our  churches  in  proportion  as  we, 
the  members,  are  God's  loyal  servants  and  His  honest  stewards. 

May  Christ  have  this  country  and  world,  and  we  be  found  to  have 
a  record  of  complete  fidelity  when  He  opens  His  book  on  high. 


REPORT  OF  STATE  EVANGELIST. 

BY  REV.  WALTER  C.  VEAZIE. 

I  have  the  pleasure  in  offering  to  you,  for  your  consideration,  my 
first  report  as  Missionary  Evangelist  in  Kansas. 

In  addition  to  this  year's  report,  I  feel  that  it  is  proper  to  make 
mention  of  four  months'  service  prior  to  this  associational  year,  not 
reported  last  year. 

Thirty  days  were  spent  with  the  church  at  Fredonia,  in  reorgan- 
izing the  church  work  and  in  preparation  for  the  coming  pastor. 

One  week  was  given  at  Garden  City,  preceding  the  settling  of  its 
present  pastor. 

This  was  followed  by  two  months'  service  at  the  Olivet  Church 
at  Wichita.  During  this  two  months,  regular  church  services  were 
maintained  in  Olivet.  Besides  these,  two  series  of  evangelistic  meet- 
ings were  held,  one  at  Olivet  and  the  other  at  Mayflower. 

^hese  meetings  resulted  in  the  ingathering  of  some  sixteen  souls. 

The  last  of  these  months  was  spent  in  visiting  churches  and  asso- 
ciations. These  were:  the  churches  at  Cheney  and  Emporia,*  the 
Central  Association  at  Alma,  the  churches  at  Junction  Ci^,  Kiowa, 
and  Partridge,  the  Arkansas  Valley  Association  at  Great  Bend,  and 
the  State  Association  at  Wichita 

In  the  work  of  this  associational  year,  forty -eight  places  and  asso- 
ciations have  been  visited.  Eighteen  series  of  meetings  have  been 
conducted,  the  average  length  oif  these  meetings  being  10|  days. 

The  shortest  service,  six  days,  at  Wallace ;  the  longest,  nineteen 
days  at  White  City. 

I  have  held  in  this  year  370  preaching  services,  besides  other  meet- 
ings for  prayer  and  inquiry. 

The  work  of  the  year  began  at  North  Lawrence,  on  the  80th  day 
of  October.  Fifteen  days  of  service  were  given  here,  with  encour- 
aging results. 

At  White  City  I  spent  nineteen  days.  At  the  close  of  these  meet- 
ings, some  fifteen  were  received  into  our  church,  but  owing  to  the 
death  of  its  pastor,  the  fullest  results  were  not  obtained. 

Sixteen  days'  work  at  Milford  followed. 

Commencing  January  4th,  at  Howard,  I  held  a  short  meeting, 
with  good  results. 

At  Partridge,  God  gave  us  a  rich  blessing.  This  meeting  was 
nine  days  in  length,  and  resulted  in  twenty -eight  additions,  more  than 
doubling  its  membership. 

Eleven  profitable  days  were  spent  at  Sedgwick. 

A  week's  work  at  Rush  Center,  amidst  county-seat  troubles,  was 
blessed  by  the  Spirit's  presence. 

At  Gaylord  there  were  fourteen  additions  and  a  notable  work 
among  the  children. 

At  Oneida  a  general  interest  .was  manif ested^  i^nd  a  hopelu)  Reel- 
ing engendered  for  their  future. 
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A  week  at  Lebanon  was  spent  in  prospecting  for  the  foundations, 
but  without  avail. 

Seven  days  of  profitable  work  was  given  to  the  Almena  church. 

At  this  point  a  trip  for  general  missionary  purposes  was  planned 
for  the  Northwestern  Association,  and  April  2oth  this  trip  was  com- 
menced at  Smith  Center,  and  continued  April  26th,  at  Almena ;  April 
29th,  at  At^  ood ;  May  8th,  at  Wano ;  May  18th,  at  Voltaire ;  May 
14th,  at  Goodland;  May  15th,  at  Eustis;  May  20th,  at  Wallace ;  May 
27th,  at  Russell  Springs,  Logan  county. 

June  5th,  I  commenced  three  weeks'  work  at  Olivet,  and  June 
25th  at  Mayflower. 

After  this  churches  were  visted  as  follows :  Maize,  Mount  Hope, 
Haven,  Enterprise,  Goodland,  Wallace,  Russell  Springs,  Voltaire, 
Wellington,  Parsons  and  Fredonia. 

September  16th  I  commenced  work  at  Kiowa,  and  continued 
eleven  days. 

September  80th,  at  Antimony,  and  October  11th,  at  Capioma.

REPORT  OP  THE  STATE  SLT^ERINTENDENT  OF  SUNDAY- 
SCHOOLS. 

To  the  General  Association  of  Congregational  Churches  of  Kansas: 

Dear  Brethren  : — Permit  me  to  present  my  sixth  annual  report 
of  the  condition  of  Congregational  Sunday-schools  of  this  State. 

Kansas  may  congratulate  herself  upon  a  prettv  thorough  organi- 
ization  of  the  State  for  Sunday-school  work.  The  Union  Sunday- 
school  Association  has  kept  a  Secretary  steadily  in  the  field,  stirring 
up  the  counties  to  hold  their  conventions,  and  assisting  them  in  those 
conventions,  and  keeping  them  organized  for  county  work. 

Our  Baptist  Brethren  have,  for  several  years,  kept  a  missionary 
to  organize  and  build  up  schoolsj  in  connection  with  their  church. 
The  Christian  Church  has  two  evangelists  in  the  State  for  a  similar 
work,  and  the  Presbyterians  have  recently  commissioned  a  man  to  a 
like  duty.  Our  Methodist  brethren  are  continually  on  the  alert  to 
organize  Methodist  schools  wherever  it  can  be  done,  and  the  American 
Sunday-school  Union  still  keeps  several  agents  In  the  State. 

The  consequence  of  all  this  labor  is  that  the  Stale  is  well  organ- 
ized. 

In  traveling  in  many  different  parts  of  the  State,  during  the  last 
year,  I  have  not  found  a  little  town  of  twenty  houses  that  did  not 
have  a  Sunday-school.  I  do  not  believe  there  is  a  village  of  one  hun- 
dred people  within  the  bounds  of  the  State  that  is  without  a  school, 
and  country  school  districts  all  over  the  State  are  very  largely  main- 
taining Sunday-schools.  I  have  not  been  able  to  hear  of  a  Congrega- 
tional Church  in  the  State,  having  life  enough  to  hold  any  regular 
meetings,  whose  members  are  not  helping  to  maintain  some  kind  of  a 
Sunday-school. 

Notwithstanding  all  these  efforts,  according  to  the  best  estimates 
that  can  be  made,  only  about  half  of  our  school  population  (that  is, 
those  from  5  to  21  years  of  age),  belong  to  any  Sunday-school,  while 
probably  only  one  m  six  or  eight  of  our  adult  population  attend  them, 
and  there  are  yet  places  in  almost  every  county  in  which  schools 
could  wisely  be  organized. 
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This  has  been  a  pretty  dry  year,  but  Con^egational  Sunday - 
schools  hare  made  some  growth,  not  as  great  an  increase  as  we  ought 
to  have  from  year  to  year,  nor,  indeed  as  great  as  we  had  last  year, 
but  still  enough  to  say  Progress.  We  had  upon  our  roll  last  year  147 
Congregational  Sunday-schools.  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  nine 
of  these  have  suspended  work,  viz  :  Bird  City  (five  miles  east),  Buf- 
falo Park,  Clugh,  Grinnell,  Heber,  Oswego,  Reading,  and  two  in  Sher- 
man county.  Seven  others  cannot  be  heard  from  in  two  years :  Coal 
Creek,  Delmore,  District  51  (Riley  county).  Dry  Creek,  Phenis  Creek, 
Prairie  Hill,  and  Six  Mile  (Morris  county ;  while  three  that  were 
reported  Congregational  last  year,  refuse  to  be  classed  in  that  list,  and 
voted  to  call  themselves  Union :  Bala,  Ford  City,  and  Garfield — mak- 
ing nineteen  names  dropped  from  last  year's  roll. 

Four  have  changed  the  name  from  Union  to  Congregational : 
Altoona,  Bloomington,  Enterprise,  and  Mount  Hope.  Nineteen  new 
schools  have  been  organized  :  Appomattox,  Arkansas  City,  Cassviile. 
Collyer,  Coolidge  (five  miles  south),  Ellis  (eight  miles  north),  Federal 
(six  miles  west),  Garnett,  Indian  Creek,.  Lx^ons,  McFarlaud,  Middle 
Beaver,  Salina,  Tilden  (eight  miles  west),  Twinville,  Vernon,  Wash- 
burn (Wichita  county),  Wellington,  and  Wichita  Fourth.  One  other 
has  been  re-placed  upon  the  roll,  making  the  number  now  upon  it, 
150.  I  have  received  fresh  reports  from  137  of  these.  For  eleven 
others,  from  whom  I  could  get  no  report  after  a  third  writing,  and 
whose  condition  I  had  reason  to  believe  was  not  greatly  dissimilar  to 
that  of  last  year,  I  have  used  last  year's  report,  marking  it  in  the  table 
with  a  star.  Of  one  school,  Mount  Hope,  I  have  no  statistics.  Ex- 
clusive of  this,  the  total  enrollment  is  18,818  last  year,  a  gain  of  271. 
The  'werage  attendance  this  year  Is  9,116,  agaidst  8,870  last  year,  a 
gain  of  246.  Fifty-one  schools  have  increased  their  average  attend- 
ance this  year,  several  of  them  very  commendably  indeed,  the  greatest 
increase  being  in  the  Sabetha  school,  whose  average  attendance  is  43 
peater  than  it  was  last  year.  The  greatest  increase  tn  three  years  is 
m  the  school  at  Olathe,  from  an  average  attendance  of  65  three  years 
ago  to  150.  The  largest  of  our  schools  is  still  Topeka,  although  Em- 
poria is  crowding  up  pretty  close  in  numbers,  and  Lawrence  stands 
third.  Twenty-three  schools  report  exactly  the  same  average  attend- 
ance of  last  year,  while  fifty  report  a  diminished  attendance,  one  of 
these  forty  less  average  attendance  than  the  report  last  year. 

I  print  this  year  by  the  side  of  "Average  Attendance,"  that  of 
the  last  three  ^'ears,  so  that  each  school  may  see  how  much  it  has 
gained  or  lost  m  this  respect  for  that  time. 

Our  teaching  force  is  increased  by  twenty -four,  making  the  num- 
ber 1,122.  Four  more  schools  use  the  Pilgrim  Lesson  Helps,  making 
118  that  use  them.  Two  more  hold  regular  weekly  teachers'  meet- 
ings, making  that  number  34.  Sixteen  others  hold  them  monthlv, 
quarterly  or  occasionally,  only  one-third  of  them  holding  any  teach- 
ers' meeting  at  all. 

Four  hundred  and  twenty-eight  have  united  with  the  churches 
from  the  Sunday-schools,  which  is  54  in  excess  of  the  number  reported 
last  year,  and  I  am  satisfied  that  several  schools  in  which  there  were 
such  additions  failed  to  answer  that  question. 

The  amount  raised  for  current  expenses  is  over  $6,000,  $500  more 
than  last  year.  The  amount  raised  for  benevolent  objects  is  nearly 
$1,100,  over  $600  more  than  last  year.  The  contributions  from  the 
churches  and  Sunday-schools  to   the  Congregational  Sunday-school 
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and  Publishing  Society  have  this  year  amounted  to  $544,  $83  more 
than  was  contributed  last  year. 

I  sent  each  pastor  or  superintendent,  eariy  in  the  year,  a  suggest- 
ive amount  for  them  to  give  in  order  to  raise  $800  from  the  State. 
Many  responded  heartily  to  this,  several  giving  more  than  the  amount 
asked  for,  notable  examples  of  this  being  Ottawa  and  Paola,  each  of 
which  gave  about  double  the  amount  requested.  Others  have  given 
very  liberally,  but  many  gave  a  much  less  amount  than  was  suggested, 
while  about  one-third  of  the  churches  or  schools  made  no  contribution 
at  all. 

While  the  above  statistics  are  encouraging  in  that  they  denote 
progress,  are  they  not  also  suggestive  of  thought  ?  Has  Congregation- 
alism a  mission  in  Kansas  that  it  has  not  yet  filled  ?  Ought  not  our 
branch  of  Christ's  Church  make  more  rapid  progress  in  this  State 
than  it  has  ever  yet  done?  Are  not  Sunday  Schools  instrumental  in 
building  up  churches  and  saving  souls?  We  might  wisely  extend  our 
work  very  considerably  in  several  directions.  First,  in  organizing 
schools  directly  connected  with  the  churches. 

We  still  have  nearly  forty  churches  that  are  helping  to  maintain 
Union  Sunday  Schools.  In  some  cases  this  is  the  right  and  proper 
thing  to  do,  but  there  is  no  propriety  in  so  large  a  number  of  them 
continuing  to  carry  this  standard.  When  ours  is  the  only  church  in 
the  place,  or  where  there  are  other  churches,  each  with  its  own  build- 
ing and  Sunday  School,  it  is  the  part  of  wisdom  for  us  to  push  our 
Sunday  School  right  along  in  line  with  our  church,  and  let  it  be  means 
of  strength  and  edification  to  it.  When  new  churches  are  organized, 
let  them  be  encouraged  to  start  their  Sunday  Schools  at  the  same  time, 
and  if  it  is  worth  while  to  name  the  church  Congregational,  let  the  Sun- 
day School  be  called  by  the  same  name. 

Second,  in  organizing  new  Congregational  schools  in  settlements 
adjacent  to  our  churches.  Suppose  each  of  our  town  churches  should 
undertake  a  mission  work  in  some  neighborhood  where  the  people 
were  willing  to  take  the  Congregational,  name  and  call  themselves  a 
part  of  the  Pastor's  parish  and  let  the  town  church  aid  them  in  many 
ways,  helping  to  build  up  a  vigorous  Sunday  School,  it  would  tend  to 
greatly  increase  our  influence  in  the  State.  Centralia,  Kirwin,  Ellis, 
and  other  places  have  done  this  work  very  profitably  and  many  other 
churches  might  imitate  their  example.  There  is  a  growing  tendency 
towards  connecting  a  Sunday  School  with  some  religious  organization, 
and  it  can  be  easily  done  if  the  mother  church  will  lend  a  helping 
,  hand. 

In  Rooks  county,  for  example,  of  which  Stockton  is  the  county 
seat,  there  are  54  Sunday  Schools,  of  which  twelve  are  Methodist  and 
only  one  is  Congregational.  Why  should  not  the  Stockton  church  aid 
in  building  up  at  least  one  mission  school  of  their  own  name  some- 
where in  the  county,  and  whv  should  not  the  churches  of  Atchison, 
Leavenworth,  Wyandotte  and  Lawrence  imitate  the  example  of  To- 
peka  in  supporting  a  mission  Congregational  School  some  where  in 
the  city? 

Third,  by  increasing  the  attendance  of  the  individual  schools. 
We  need  to  popularize  adult  attendance.  The  Sunday  School  should 
no  longer  be  called  the  nursery  of  the  church,  but  rather  the  work- 
shop of  the  church.  It  has  been  so  long  called  the  nursery,  and  peo- 
ple m  Sunday  School  addresses  have  so  frequently  spoken  of  it  as  a 
place  for  the  dear  children,  that  many  grown  people  have  conceived 
the  idea  that  it  is  no  place  for  them  and  that  they  are  neither  wanted 
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nor  expected  to  attend  it.  It  is  true  that  the  Sunday  School  was  pri- 
marily intended  for  children,  and  that  its  chief  importance  is  still  for 
their  benefit,  but  there  are  many  reasons  why  men  and  women  should 
be  there  earnestly  studying  the  Bible  as  well  as  the  children.  Then 
let  us  away  with  this  nursery  idea,  only  as  we  call  the  primary  depart- 
ment the  nursery  of  the  Sunday  School  instead  of  the  Sunday  School 
being  a  nursery  to  the  church.  All  the  church  members  should  be 
there  for  the  good  the^  may  individually  get  from  the  school  and  for 
their  influence  in  getting  oth^  men  and  women  to  attend  wh6  ne^  to 
study  the  Bible,  for  their  help  to  make  the  school  interesting,  for  their 
influence  in  retaining  large  boys  in  the  school,  making  it  manly  to  at- 
tend it,  and  for  impressing  the  young  with  the  fact  that  Bible  study  is 
important,  so  important  that  it  is  worth  the  best  effort  of  a  full  grown 
man.  There  may  be  some  good  reas«.»n  why  a  few  schools  should  have 
a  less  average  attendance  this  year  than  last,  but  can  there  be  any 
good  reason  why  fifty  Congregational  schools  in  Kansas  should  be  in 
that  condition? 

While  we  should  steadily  strive  to  increase  our  members  in  order 
to  bring  the  people  within  the  infiuence  of  the  gospel,  let  us  remember 
that  number  is  not  the  only  measure  of  success.  We  should  endeavor 
vear  by  year  to  make  our  schools  more  instructive  in  Bible  knowledge. 
There  is  great  room  for  improvement  in  this  direction.  Why  should 
we  not  keep  abreast  of  the  spirit  of  the  age  in  secular  education  and 
make  our  Sunday  Schools  a  little  more  school-like  in  their  character, 
and  expect  a  deal  more  of  study  of  the  lesson  outside  of  the  recitation 
hour  than  we  now  obtain? 

Why  should  not  the  last  Sunday  in  each  quarter  be  called  Exam- 
ination Sunday  instead*  of  Review  Sunday,  and  let  all  who  are  able  to 
write  and  are  willing,  take  a  written  examination  of  the  lessons  of  the 

?iuarter?  Let  the  Executive  Committee  of  each  school  prepare  ten 
air  questions  to  place  before  the  school  on  the  black-board  and  let 
teachers  and  pupils  all  spend  the  hour  in  writing  the  answers,  each  for 
himself,  then  let  the  committee  carefully  grade  the  answers  and  return 
the  papers.  I  attended  such  an  examination  at  the  close  of  last  quar- 
ter in  the  Sunday  School  of  Stockton  and  thought  its  influence  ex- 
ceedingly healthy  in  inciting  a  spirit  of  study  of  the  lesson  among  the 
pupils.  This  is  a  very  simple  matter,  it  is  practicable  and  can  be  com- 
passed by  almost  any  school.  Why  should  not  a  supplemental  course 
of  Bible  study  be  carried  on  in  connection  with  the  regular  lessons? 
This  course  also  to  be  prepared  by  the  Executive  Committee.  Por- 
tions of  scripture  to  be  memorized,  lessons  in  the  Books  of  the  Bible, 
in  Christian  doctrine,  in  Biography  of  Bible  characters,  especially  the 
life  of  Christ,  in  Bible  History,  in  Bible  Institutions,  in  Bible  Geo- 
graphy and  Chronology.  What  things  in  and  of  the  Bible  should  the 
primary  class  know  before  they  pass  into  the  intermediate  depart- 
ment. Let  them  be  examined  in  these  things  and  receive  a  certificate 
that  they  have  sustained  the  examination  as  they  pass  to  the  inter- 
mediate classes.  What  should  they  be  expected  to  learn  in  this  de- 
partment before  passing  into  the  young  people's  class,  and  so  on 
through  this  to  the  senior  department,  then  let  them  receive  a  diploma 
that  they  have  completed  the  whole  course,  when  they  are  prepared 
to  graduate  into  the  Alimini  department. 

If  circumstances  do  not  admit  of  doing  all  that  may  be  drawn  out 
on  paper  in  this  direction,  or  even  all  that  we  should  like  to  do,  let  us 
at  least  fix  some  standard  of  Bible  knowledge,  a  low  one  if  necessary, 
to  which  the  different  departments  shall  be  expected  to  attain,  and  of- 
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fer  them  aD  examination  in  this  standard,   with  a  certificate  if  the  ex- 
amination is  sustained.    This  is  certainly  practicable. 

Of  course,  under  our  present  system  all  these  examinations  must 
be  entirely  optional,  and  such  a  pressure  must  not  be  brought  to  bear 
as  will  drive  people  from  our  schools,  but  let  the  certificates  and  di- 
ploma be  offered  to  those  who  are  willing  to  work  for  them.  The 
practical  working  of  the  system  will  develop  a  greater  amount  of  Bible 
knowledge. 

But  large  attendance  and  Bible  knowledge  are  together  not  the 
full  measure  of  success  in  Sunday  School  work.  Have  our  pupils 
such  a  knowledge  of  the  word  as  to  make  them  wise  unto  Salvation? 
Salvation  is  the  all  important  question.  We  profess  to  believe  in  the 
natural  depravity  of  the  human  heart,  in  the  general  practical  sinful- 
ness of  mankina,  the  utterly  lost  condition  of  man,  and  the  need  of 
regeneration  by  the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  How  many  of  the 
13,500  belonging  to  our  schools  are  bom  again  and  saved  from  the  do- 
minion and  consequences  of  sin?  Are  the  converted  ones  making 
progress  towards  Christian  manhood  and  cultivating  the  Christian 
graces?  The  measure  of  real  success  is  found  in  the  answer  to  these 
questions.    All  else  is  **  nothing  but  leaves." 

We  are  glad  to  know  that  428  persons  united  with  the  churches 
from  our  ranks  during  this  last  year.  Let  us  labor  that  all  our  pupils 
may  be  properly  prepared  to  take  that  step,  then  expect  them  to  take  it. 

My  own  work.  I  have  traveled  by  rail  in  the  State  over  6,000 
miles  and  in  buggy  more  than  2,500  miles.  Have  held  thirty-two 
Sunday  School  Institutes  of  from  four  to  six  sessions  each,  with  the 
churches  from  Atchison  on  the  east  to  Garden  City  on  the  west,  and 
from  Seneca  on  the  north  to  Independence  on  the  south.  The  nature 
of  this  work  is  known  to  most  of  the  brethren  and  I  am  encouraged 
to  believe  that  it  is  helpful  to  the  schools.  I  have  this  fall  visited  all 
of  the  local  associations,  seeking  the  acquaintance  and  sympathy  of 
the  Pastors  and  churches  and  striving  to  enthuse  them  in  some  line  of 
Sunday  School  work.  Have  addressed  several  churches  where  I  have 
not  held  Institutes.  Have  attended  two  County  Conventions  and  the 
Ottawa  Assembly.  Have  collected  and  tabulated  for  printing  these 
statistics. 

Immediately  after  the  last  General  Association  I  visited  and  ad- 
dressed twenty -four  Sunday  Schools  that  I  had  organized  earlier  in  tje 
year,  in  the  Northwestern  part  of  the  State.  Early  this  last  spring  I 
revisited  twenty-six  such  schools,  found  twenty -one  of  them  in  opera- 
tion; seven  had  continued  their  sessions  all  winter  and  of  the  remain- 
ing five,  I  reorganized  four.  Since  that  time  I  have  organized  thirty 
new  schools,  one  during  the  winter,  making  thirty-one  for  the  year. 
Eight  of  them  voted  to  call  themselves  Congregational,  the  others 
were  unwilling,  or  it  seemed  unwise  to  ask  them  to  take  that  name  and 
were  simply  called  Sunday  Schools.  The  larger  part  of  these  were  in 
the  extreme  Western  and  Southwestern  part  of  the  State.  I  canvassed 
eight  counties  quite  thoroughly,  putting  in  a  Sunday  School  wherever 
I  found  fifteen  to  twenty  families  in  a  neighborhood,  five  or  more  miles 
from  any  school.  It  has  been  a  busy,  joyous,  happy  year  to  me.  The 
Lord  has  blessed  me  with  more  vigorous  physical  health  than  I  have 
enjoyed  for  ten  years.  This  work  gives  little  opportunity  for  intel- 
lectual growth,  or  the  enjoyment  of  one's  home  and  family,  but  I  ful- 
ly believe  that  my  spiritual  life  has  made  progress.  Pray  for  me. 
Hay  the  Lord  bleas  us  all  and  inspire  us  with  the  grandeur  and  im- 
portance of  His  work  in  building  up  Christ's  Kingdom  upon  the  earth.

REPORT  OF  TREASURER  OF  KANSAS  HOME  MISSIONARY 

SOCIETY.

The  detailed  report  of  contributions  for  the  year  prepared  and 
circulated  by  our  Home  Missionary  Superintendent  may  be  taken  for 
substance,  as  the  report  of  your  Treasurer.     It  needs  only  an  added 
word. 
The  total  amount  of  contributions  from  April  1,  1887,  to  Sept. 

1,  1887,  was $L098  11 

For  the  corresponding  months  this  year  it  has  been 906  50 

Showing  an  absolute  loss  of $191  61 

But  a  different  comparison  must  be  made  to  show  how  little  we 
have  contributed  thus  far  this  year. 

The  total  contributed  by  our  churches  in  the  last  Home  Mis- 
sionary year,  (exclusive  of  legacies  and  the  W.  H.  M.)  was  $8,210  21 
In  the  first  five  months  was  contributed $1,098  11 


Leaving $2,112  10 

or  about  two-thirds  was  raised  in  the  remaining  seven  months. 

If  now  our  contributions  only  increase  as  last  year,  we  shall  raise 
in  all  this  year  only  about  $2,700,  instead  of  the  $6,000,  which  we  have 
pledged  ourselves  to  raise. 

If  we  rely  upon  the  Woman's  Society,  as  we  can  confidently,  to 
furnish  $1,000,  then  we  shall  have  to  put  into  this  treasury  in  the  last 
seven  months  of  this  Home  Missionary  year,  four  dollars  for  every  one 
dollar  that  we  have  put  in  during  the  first  five  months.  . 
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Plainly  the  situation  is  this :  Last  year  we  raised,  in  the  entire 
year,  only  four-fifths  of  what  we  pledged,  and  raised  one-third  of  that 
in  the  first  five  months.  This  year,  in  the  first  five  months,  we  have 
raised  only  one-fifth  of  four-fifths  of  our  pledge.  Thus  our  deficit,  even 
if  we  come  no  nearer  our  pledge  than  we  did  last  year,  is  $1,710,  as 
against  $1,098  last  year.  We  have  still  $4,000  to  raise  in  addition  to 
the  $1,000  we  are  to  receive  from  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society  of  Kansas,  and  we  can  do  it  if  we  will.

REPORT  OF  PUBLICATION  COMMITTEE. 

BY  REV.  J.  HARPER. 

The  last  edition  of  5,000  copies  of  the  Kansas  Manual  is  now  near- 
ly exhausted.  The  total  cost  of  this  edition,  including  cost  of  freight 
was  $92.80.  The  amount  received  on  the  sale  of  Manuals  after  de- 
ducting the  cost  of  postage  and  express  is  $97.82,  a  balance  over  and 
above  the  cost  of  $5.02,  with  about  fifty  Manuals  still  on  hand.  The 
popularity  of  this  concise  statement  of  Congregational  principles  is  at- 
tested bv  the  fact  that  ministers  as  far  west  as  California  and  as  far 
east  as  Ohio  have  purchased  copies  of  them  for  distribution  in  their 
parishes.  As  we  are  convinced  that  in  no  more  effective  way  can  we 
disseminate  our  principles  than  by  circulating  this  little  tractate,  we 
therefore  recommend  that  a  new  edition  of  5,000  copies,  precisely  simi- 
lar to  the  last,  be  printed  at  once  and  sold  as  before  at  a  price  just  suf- 
ficient to  defray  the  cost  of  printing  and  publication. 

The  blank  forms  for  the  collection  of  our  statistics  having  been 
used,  we  recommend  that  enough  be  printed  to  last  five  years  and  shall 
be  in  such  a  form  as  is  determined  by  the  State  Registrar  in  consulta- 
tion with  the  Registrars  of  the  local  associations.

This  is  better  than  we  have  ever  done  before ;  thanks  to  Brother 
Gardner's  visit  with  us  last  year.  But  very  few  of  our  churches  have 
had  any  share  in  these  contributions.  The  Society  does  not  ask  or  ex- 
pect large  gifts  from  us,  but  it  would  like  to  be  remembered  in  a  small 
way.  It  wants  our  prayers  but  it  will  not  be  very  apt  to  have  them 
without  our  gifts. 

There  are  nine  young  men  in  Kansas  who  are  receiving  pecuniary- 
help  from  this  Society  in  their  work  of  preparation  M  the  ministry. 
They  are  our  boys — they  represent  our  churches  and  are  praying  to 
serve  those  churches  and  we  ought  to  help  them.  Where  our  future 
ministers  are  coming  from  and  of  what  fibre  and  quality  they  are  to 
be  is  one  of  the  great  questions  confronting  us.  Brother  Hollister's 
statement  yesterday  was  that  we  need  200  new,  good  ministers  every 
year  to  keep  up  with  the  growth  of  our  churches  and  the  loss  of  our 
workers,  while  all  our  seminaries  annually  graduate  only  eighty.  Our 
churches  must  dedicate  more  of  their  brightest  and  best  boys  to  the 
service  of  the  Lord  and  then  see  to  it  that  they  shall  not  be  hindered 
from  a  thorough  preparation  by  lack  of  the  necessary  means.  As  this 
Society  is  one  of  our  seven  co-operating  societies,  and  its  work  is  so 
vitallv  connected  with  the  interests  of  our  churches,  we  make  bold  in 
pressing  upon  them  the  obligation  to  remember  to  replenish  as  well  as 
to  draw  from  its  treasury,  and  to  take  up  some  kind  of  a  contribution 
for  it  once  a  year. 


REPORT  ON  SYSTEMATIC  GIVING. 

BY  PRESIDENT  GEO.  T.  FAIRCHILD. 

It  is  understood  that  your  committee  was  appointed  not  to  present 
the  advantages  of  systematic  giving,  nor  the  comparative  merits  of 
different  methods,  but  to  briefly  and  distinctly  define  the  term,  and, 
if  possible,  to  shviw  the  relation  of  different  methods  to  system. 

Your  committee  therefore  humbly  offer  the  following  suggestions 
with  the  hope  that  further  debate  may  give  still  clearer  views  and 
more  distinct  expression. 
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That  may  be  called  in  general  ipsiematie  giving  which  accords 
with  a  distinct  and  definite  plan  of  action.  It  implies  an  active  provi- 
sion for  this,  as  for  other  functions  of  life.  It  requires,  as  for  all  such 
duties,  a  careful  estimate  of  the  wants  to  be  met,  a  study  of  abilities, 
a  devising  of  ways  and  means,  and  a  constant  exercise  of  energy. 
Nothing  less  can  be  systematic,  however  else  it  may  be  defended. 

The  requisites  for  systematic  giving  in  any  church  are,  (1),  devo- 
tion, (2),  organization,  (8),  uniformity  of  method. 

FcMP  the  first  we  must  learn  the  true  devotion  of  all  we  have  to  the 
Lord's  use,  and  stand  ready  to  give  as  the  Lord  enables  us.  wherever 
his  work  lies.  -  No  set  proportion  of  tithes  can  decide  our  duty,  but 
conscientious  decision  of  duty  at  every  step  by  the  best  light  at  hand. 
Each  individual  Christian  in  this  spirit  of  devotion  is  approachable, 
teachable,  "easy  to  be  entreated,"  and  systematically  benevolent.  He 
is  ready  to  accept  the  following  propositions  of  Dr.  Thwing: 

**1. — All  property  should  be  consecrated  to  Christ.  2. — The  peril 
of  great  prosperity  can  best  be  met  by  great  benevolence.  8. — Giving 
is  a  duty  laid  on  all;  and  4. — The  larger  the  property  or  income,  the 
larger  should  be  the  proportion  given  for  benevolence." 

The  systematic  organization  requires  the  recognition  of  business 
principles  and  business  methods  in  the  wfcole  plan  of  giving.  The  best 
business  talent  of  the  t;hurch  should  be  engaged.  The  most  simple 
and  direct  business  forms  should  be  sought.  All  financial  matters 
should  work  in  unison.  The  best  members  should  be  given  responsi- 
bility for  plans  and  devices  with  assurance  that  all  will  fall  into  line  at 
the  word.  Moreover,  there  should  be  no  jar  in  the  machinery  of  the 
organization,  and  no  transitions  that  cost  delay  and  questioning.  The 
report  of  the  annual  meeting  should  be  the  signal  for  increased  effi- 
ciency in  the  reorganization  on  the  spot.  Systematic  giving  requires 
systematic  and  frequent  statements  from  those  in  charge  of  the  objects 
to  receive  our  gifts,  the  comparative  urgency  of  the  various  wants,  the 
progress  made  In  meeting  these  wants,  and  the  efficiency  secured  in  the 
organization. 

It  would  seem  that  a  plan  for  systematic  presentation  of  reasons 
for  giving  is  desirable.  The  year's  work  can  be  planned  as  well  as 
that  of  a  family  and  can  be  presented  at  intervals  by  the  Pastor,  the 
Deacon,  the  Treasurer,  or  other  chosen  members  from  "Missionary' 
Board'*  or  "Helping  Hands." 

The  methods  employed  for  securing  united  and  constant  action  are 
important  to  any  sj^stem.  We  may  find  approach  to  system  in  various 
methods  suggested  in  the  following  succession: 

1. — ^The  open  contribution  box  standing  at  all  times  a  mute  witness 
to  the  wants  of  the  Church. 

2. — The  miscellaneous  collection  at  uncertain  times  of  special  need, 
or  at  stated  intervals,  quarterly,  monthly,  weekly. 

8. — The  pledge  of  a  certam  amount  annually  with  indefinite  time 
of  payment,  perhaps  with  expectation  of  being  pressed  for  payment 
as  the  money  is  needed. 

4. — The  pledge  of  definite  sums  at  stated  times  to  be  called  for  by 
collectors. 

5. — The  pledge  of  definite  sums  at  stated  times  to  be  paid  through 
envelopes,  with  a  distinct  system  of  accounts. 

6. -—Stated  contributions  by  envelopes  or  otherwise,  from  every 
member,  weekly  for  current  expenses,  monthly  for  a  series  of  mission 
enterprises,  clearly  understood  and  fully  announced. 
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In  condusioD  It  seems  that  every  approach  toward  uniform  week- 
ly contributions  of  definite  sums  is  an  approach  towards  system,  and 
the  more  distinctly  simple  the  machinery  of  collection  and  accounting, 
the  more  business  like,  in  short,  the  more  systematic  the  method. 

For  the  first  element  of  systematic  giving,  the  devotion,  each 
member  is  responsible.  For  the  second,  organization,  the  whole  body 
of  the  Church  must  act  For  the  third,  a  smgle  officer,  the  Treasurer, 
the  Chairman  of  Trustees,  or  the  Pastor,  may  be  trusted,  while  the 
rest  of  us  fall  into  line  without  friction. 

To  complete  the  system  the  treasury  of  the  Church  should  be  the 
one  receptacle  of  all  funds  raised  in  the  Church,  however  they  may 
be  disbursed,  and  all  accounts  should  center  there. 


REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE   OF  THIRTEEN  ON  EDUCA- 
TION. 

BY  REV.  L.  BLAKE8LEY. 


SUGGESTIONS  FOR  COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  General  Association  at  Wichita,  in  October, 
1887,  resolutions  were  Introduced  by  President-  Mc Vicar.  Chairman  of 
our  Education  Committee,  (see  page  8,  minutes  of  1887),  reaffirming 
the  policy  hitherto  pursued  by  this  Association  of  one,  and  only  one 
college  of  our  denomination  in  Kansas,  with  a  svstem  of  academies,  or 
preparatory  schools,  to  operate  in  connection  with  it. 

The  resolutions,  occasioning  some  debate  and  disagreement  were 
finally  referred  to  a  committee  of  seven,  afterwards  enlarged  to  thir- 
teen, which  should  report  at  the  meeting  of  the  Association  in  1888. 

Of  this  committee,  Dr.  Ingalls,  the  Moderator  of  the  Association, 
was  made  Chairman.  Owing  to  his  removal  from  the  State,  the  ques- 
tions at  issue  have  not  been  thoroughly  investigated  by  the  committee 
whose  very  numbers  have  made  it  somewhat  unwieldy. 

Meanwhile,  however,  we  are  informed  that  Central  College  at 
Great  Bend,  to  whose  recognition  some  of  our  churches  were  com- 
mitted, has  passed  out  of  our  control  as  a  denomination  and  no  longer 
is  a  factor  in  the  discussion. 

The  only  question  now  left  for  us  to  canvass  is,  what  shall  be  the 
future  policy  of  this  Association  with  reference  to  our  educational 
work? 

In  view  of  the  multiplication  of  both.  State  and  denominational 
institutions  among  us,  and  of  the  vast  amount  of  money  required  to  equip 
and  run  a  college  which  shall  be  worthy  of  the  name,  and  of  the  pover- 
ty of  our  churches,  and  of  the  weariness  of  eastern  givers,  and  believ- 
ing that  it  is  cheaper  to  pay  the  traveling  expenses  of  colle^  students 
a  few  hundred  miles,  if  necessary,  than  to  endow  a  college  m  their  im- 
mediate neighborhood,  and  that  our  one  college,  after  twenty  years' 
struggle  under  able  management,  needs  vastly  more  means  and  appli- 
ances than  it  possesses  for  its  most  efficient  work,  and  that  one  good 
college  is  more  creditable  to  us,  as  a  denomination,  than  two  or  more 
poor  and  puny  ones,  and  that  such  a  college,  properly  equipped  and 
unencumbered  with  preparatory  work,  could  afford  facilities  for  the 
higher  education  of  all  from  our  churches  who  would  naturally  desire 
to  avail  themselves  of  its  privileges,  and  that  concentrated,  united 
effort  under  a  definite  plan  secures  best  work. 
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Therefore,  we,  your  committee,  would  recommend  that  the  past 
policy  of  this  Association  be  continued,  viz:  To  sustain  one  Congrega- 
tional College  in  Kansas,  ranking  in  grade  and  scholarship  with  the 
best  colleges  at  the  East,  and  connected  and  co-operating  with  it  a 
system  of  academies  scattered  over  the  State,  whose  thorough  prepara- 
tory training  shall  fit  for  admission  to  the  higher  college  curriculum. 

We  would  also  recommend  that  our  Standing  Committee  on  Edu- 
cation be  so  constituted  and  enlarged  as  to  represent  all  our  various 
educational  institutions  and  interests  over  the  State,  and  that  the^  re- 
port to  this  body  annually  upon  the  condition  of  all  our  educational 
enterprises  and  their  mutual  work. 


CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  KANSAS  CONGREGATIONAL  MIN- 
ISTERIAL AID  SOCIETY. 

BY  REV.  J.  HARPER. 

In  obedience  to  the  will  of  the  General  Association  as  expressed 
at  our  last  Annual  Meeting,  the  Trustees  of  "The  Ministerial  Aid  So- 
ciety" submit  for  your  consideration  the  following  constitution: 

Article  1. 

This  organization  shall  be  called  the  Ministerial  Aid  Society. 

Article  2. 

It  shall  be  the  sole  object  of  this  society  to  procure,  take  care  of 
and  disburse  a  fund  for  aiding  the  widows  and  orphans  of  deceased 
Congregational  ministers  and  also  indigent  ministers  and  their  families, 
provided  that  in  both  cases  such  ministers  were  and  are  regulariy  or- 
dained and  were  at  the  time  of  death,  or  in  the  case  of  the  living,  are 
members  m  good  standing  in  some  Congregational  Association  of  Kan- 
sas, and  are  also  members  of  this  society,  having  complied  with  the 
conditions  of  membership  as  expressed  m  article  three,  of  this  consti- 
tution. 

Artici.e  3. 

Any  regularly  ordained  Congregational  minister  laboring  in  Kan- 
sas who  is  a  member  in  good  standing  in  some  Congregational  Associa- 
tion shall  be  eligible  to  membership  and  aid  from  the  society  after  com- 
mencing to  pay  into  its  treasury  annually  not  less  than  one  dollar,  or 
the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars,  which,  without  further  payment  shall 
constitute  him  a  permanent  member  and  pledging  himself  to  increase 
its  funds  by  securing,  if  possible,  legacies  or  donations  in  real  estate  or 
money.  The  yearly  payments  shall  become  due  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  society.  Contributions  not  then  paid  shall  be  forwarded  to 
the  treasurer  within  three  months.  Members  failing  to  do  this  shall 
forfeit  their  right  as  beneficiaries  of  the  society  unless  excused  by  vote 
of  the  Trustees  for  the  neglect.  Laymen  may  become  non-beneficiary 
members  of  this  society  by  the  payment  of  the  sums  already  named  in 
this  article. 

Article  4. 

The  oflScers  of  this  society  shall  consist  of  six  Trustees,  at  least 
three  of  whom  shall  be  ministers,  to  be  chosen  after  the  first  year,  two 
each  year,  to  serve  for  three  years,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  so- 
ciety, in  the  manner  preferred  at  the  time  of  election. 
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Article  5. 
The  Trustees  shall  organize  immediately  after  their  election  by 
choosing  from  their  number  a  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and 
three  of  these  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Article  6. 
Special  meetings  of  the  Trustees  may  be  called  by  the  President  at 
any  time  and  place  to  transact  any  business  which  cannot  be  transacted 
by  correspondence  with  each  other.  The  annual  meeting  to  examine 
accounts,  records,  reports,  etc.,  shall  be  held  at  some  time  during  the 
session  of  the  General  Association  of  our  churches  and  previously  to 
the  report  of  their  officers  to  the  same. 

Article  7. 
The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  members,  and  he  shall  be 
required  to  give  bonds  to  the  Trustees  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his 
duties  in  a  sum  equal  in  the  judgment  of  the  Trustees  to  the  amount 
of  funds  to  be  entrusted  to  his  care  during  his  term  of  office. 

Article  8. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  in  the  meeting  of 
the  Trustees  and  to  correspond,  if  thought  necessary,  with  the  parties 
applying  for  aid  ;  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  the  records  of  the  society, 
to  preserve  on  file  all  its  papers,  to  submit  the  same  when  desired  to 
the  Trustees  for  examination  and  to  read  before  each  annual  meeting 
of  the  society  the  records  of  the  past  year. 

Article  9. 
The  Treasurer,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Trustees  shall 
invest  the  funds  of  the  society,  and  shall  only  take  unencumbered  real 
estate  security  worth  at  least  double  the  amount  of  the  loan. 

Article  10. 
The  Trustees  shall  grant  aid  only  to  persons  described  in  article 
two  of  this  constitution  and  recommended  to  them  by  at  least  two 
ministers  of  the  gospel  or  other  reliable  persons,  and  the  appropria- 
tions shall  not  exceed  the  Income  for  the  year. 

Article  11. 
This  constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  the  members  present  at  any  annual  meeting,  provided  notice  of  the 
alteration  or  amendment  has  been  proposed  in  writing  at  the  previous 
annual  meeting  and  admitted  for  consideration  by  a  majority  vote.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  REVISION  OF  THE  CON- 
8ITUTI0N  OF  THE  K.  H.  M.  S. 

BY  REV.  J.  HARPER. 

Your  committee  after  carefully  examining  the  proceedings  of  this 
society  since  the  year  1876,  find  the  foUowihg  changes  in  the  constitu- 
tion made  necessary  by  resolutions  passed  from  time  to  time  express- 
ing the  will  of  society: 
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1  First.  That  in  article  four,  the  word  ''and''  be  omitted,  and  that 
after  the  word  "Directors,"  the  words  "and  an  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Board  consisting  of  three  members/'  be  added.  (See  minutes 
of  1884,  p.  21). 

Second.  That  in  article  seven,  after  the  word  "the"  in  the  first 
line  the  following  be  added :  "Treasurer  of  the  K.  H.  M.  S.  and  the 
Chairman  of  the  several  District  Executive  Committees,  together  with 
three  others,  elected  at  the  annual  meeting,  not  members  of  any  of  the 
local  committees  or  of  Home  Missionary  churches,  these  shall  form  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Board,  subject  to  its  authority,  whose 
duty  shall  be  to  keep  a  full  record  of  all  applications  for  Missionary 
aid  and  pass  upon  them.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  choose  one  of 
their  number  chairman  and  another  as  secretarv;  shall  hold  a  session 
in  connection  with  every  meeting  of  the  General  Association  and  also 
upon  the  call  of  the  Chairman  between  those  stated  times  if  exigencies 
require;  shall  nominate  the  Superintendent  to  the  Parent  Society  which 
is  to  appoint  and  pay  him ;  shall  consider  the  appointment  of  men  and 
appointment  of  money,  and  methods  of  increasing  the  suppljr  of  both; 
shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  State  Society  and  in  their  general 
oversight  shall  make  to  the  A.  H.  M.  S.  such  suggestions  as  they  may 
deem  wise.    (See  minutes  of  1884,  p.  21,  and  minutes  of  1885,  p.  29). 


NARRATIVE  OF  THE  STATE  OF  RELIGION  BY  THE  STATIS- 
TICAL SECRETARY. 

Notwithstanding  the  request  made  in  the  printed  circular  sent  to 
all  the  churches,  viz:  That  in  addition  to  the  statistical  report,  a  brief 
written  statement  of  their  condition  be  sent.  Only  four  of  the  eight 
Associations  in  our  State  have  furnished  such  statements  as  are  desired 
and  indeed  are  necessary  for  me  to  make  this  narrative  of  religion 
complete  or  satisfactory. 

The  Rev.  L.  Blakesley,  in  his  report  says:  "The  year  has  not 
been  one  of  marked  events  among  our  churches,"  and  so  far  as  we  can 
glean  from  a  perusal  of  the  statemer>ts  made  to  us,  this  is  true  of  our 
work  generally  as  well  as  of  that  in  the  Central  Association.  But  if 
there  have  been  no  wide  spread  revivals,  many  of  our  churches  have 
neverthless  experienced  a  divine  cjuickening  and  some  have  been 
greatly  strengthened  by  large  additions  to  their  membership.  One 
church,  Mt.  Union,  has  been  organized  with  thirty-seven  members,  the 
outgrowth  of  revival  interest.  The  year,  however,  has  been  mainly 
one  of  quiet,  faithful,  consecrated  service,  resulting  in  a  gratifying 
advance  in  numerical  strength  and  quite  a  marked  improvement  in  the 
amount  contributed  for  benevolence. 

Reports  from  the  West  and  Southwest  show  that  nearly  all  the 
churches  in  that  region  have  suffered  from  removals  caused  by  a  gen- 
eral failure  of  crops  and  consequent  business  depression.  This  lack  of 
temporal  prosperity  may  however  have  conduced  to  their  spiritual 
benefit,  for  we  are  told  that  "spiritually  they  appear  to  occupy  a  higher 
plane  than  one  year  ago."  The  hardships  and  trials  through  which 
our  missionaries  and  members  are  providentially  called  to  pass  have 
certainly  made  more  clearly  manifest  their  devotedness  and  consecra- 
tion to  their  work.  While  there  are  naturally  enough  expressions  of 
regret  prompted  by  disappointment  at  their  loss,  not  one  word  of  com- 
plaint 18  uttered  by  our  tried  but  faithful  brethren.  These  churches 
need  the  prayers  and  sympathy  and  help  of  those  in  the  more  favored 
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sections  of  the  State.  An  opportunity  is  now  presented  to  us  of  clear- 
ly showing  that  there  is  a  real  and  true  fellowship  existing  between 
our  churches.  We  are  '*  members  one  of  another/'  and  now  that  some 
are  suffering,  can  we  not  show  that  their  sufferings  are  our9  also,  by 
ministering  to  them  in  their  season  of  need,  andby  so  doing  strengthen 
the  bond  of  sympathy  between  us?  Those  desirous  of  aiding  our 
brethren  should  write  the  Superintendent  of  Missions,  Rev.  L.  P. 
Broad,  who  will  furnish  them  with  information  and  give  direction  as 
to  how  they  can  most  effectually  accomplish  their  object. 

EVANGELISTIC  WORK. 

Cheering  reports  come  to  us  of  the  timely  and  efficient  aid  ren- 
dered the  churches  by  State  Evangelist,  Rev.  W.  C.  Veazie.  Many 
churches,  however,  needing  his  aid  were  unable  to  secure  it,  not  from 
any  unwillingness  on  his  part  to  give  it,  but  from  the  impossibility  of 
his  being  in  more  than  one  place  at  the  same  time.  Since  our  Brother 
Broad,  who  performed  such  efficient  service  in  this  department  of  our 
work  was  appointed  to  the  Superintendency  of  the  State,  the  evange- 
listic work  has  fallen  alone  on  Brother  Veazie.  As  God  has  honored 
with  success  this  department  of  Christian  service,  it  seems  to  us  to  be 
a  question  which  demands  immediate  consideration  whether  it  will  not 
be  wise  to  at  once  secure  another  Evangelist  or  Pastor-at -large  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  visit  and  assist  our  needy  churches  in  the  most  criti- 
cal period  of  their  existence.  The  Rev.  R.  S.  Osbom  has  done  good 
work  as  General  Missionary  in  the  Northwest. 

SOCIETIES  OF  CHRISTIAN  ENDEAVOR. 

Reports  show  that  this  new  organization  is  gaining  ground  rapidly 
in  the  State  and  in  every  case,  so  far  as  we  are  informed,  to  the  great 
advantage  and  strengthening  of  the  churches  with  which  such  socie- 
ties are  connected.  Brother  Blakesley  says:  **One  of  the  most  en- 
couraging features  of  church  life  and  activity  among  our  churches  is 
the  remarkable  growth  and  spiritual  efficiency  of  Young  People's  So- 
cieties of  Christian  Endeavor.  No  less  than  ten  are  particularly^ 
spoken  of  in  church  reports,  nearly  all  organized  within  the  year  and 
already  a  spiritual  power  of  great  promise.  And  these  ten  do  not  in- 
clude them  all."  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  such  an  organization 
within  the  church  was  needed  and  that  great  benefit  will  accrue  from 
it.  It  provides  a  sphere  of  usefulness  for  our  young  Christians  be- 
sides training  them  in  that  kind  of  work  which  in  a  very  few  years 
will  wholly  rest  upon  them.  In  Kansas  City,  Kansas,  the  societies 
connected  with  five  churches  of  different  denominations  have  organ- 
ized a  Union  Society.  Once  a  month  on  the  week-night  they  have 
their  Union  Meeting  and  discuss  plans  for  the  better  prosecution  of 
Christian  work.  By  this  means  also  the  estrangement  of  Christian 
brethren,  will,  we  doubt  not,  be  overcome  and  the  time  hastened  when 
our  Lord's  prayer  for  the  unity  of  His  church  will  bfe  answered. 

MISSIONARY  WORK. 

The  reports  of  the  Revs.  L.  P.  Broad,  W.  C.  Veazie  and  J.  E. 
Piatt  furnished  ample  proof  that  a  great  deal  of  aggressive  work  has 
been  done  during  the  year.  The  waste  places  in  our  State  are  being 
cultivated  for  Christ,  sparsely  settled  communities  have  been  visited, 
services  held  and  Sunday-schools  established.  If  not  all  that  ought  to 
be  much  has  been  done  to  reach  the  unsaved  with  the  glad  news  of 
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salvation.  The  first  church  at  Topeka  has  established  a  mission  where 
together  with  members  now  belonging  to  Brother  Blakesley's  church 
a  new  one  will  be  organized  in  the  near  future.  A  good  example  which 
might  be  followed  by  some  other  churches  with  great  advantage. 

While  we  have  reason  to  rejoice  over  the  accessions  to  our  minis- 
terial strength  in  the  new  men  who  have  come  to  us,  we  regret  the  loss 
of  some  by  removal  to  other  States,  and  especially  that  death  has  en- 
tered our  ranks  and  taken  from  us  one  of  our  most  eflicient  mission- 
aries. The  Rev.  W.  D.  Webb,  of  White  City,  a  faithful  and  beloved 
brother,  who  "ceased  at  once  to  work  and  live,"  has  been  called  by 
the  Master  to  Join  the  church  triumphant  on  high.  Some  of  our  mis- 
sionary churches  manifest  a  marvellous  tenacity  of  life.  Brother 
Sherman  reports  that  Hill  City  has  come  through  '*amost  merciless 
county  seat  fight  and  a  very  exciting  and  trying  railroad  boom." 
Also,  that  "Iowa  Union  has  been  sadly  neglected  but  still  lives."  But 
the  most  remarkable  case  of  all  is  that  of  Downs  which  "has  had  nine 
pastors  in  less  than  ten  years  and  still  lives." 

CONCLUSION. 

For  the  work  which  has  been  done  in  our  churches  during  the  past 
year  we  have  reason  to  thank  God  and  take  courage.  If  we  have  not 
realized  so  fully  as  we  desired  the  blessing  of  the  Most  High,  the  fault 
rests  with  us,  not  on  God.  But  regrets  concerning  the  past  are  useless 
and  fruitless;  thank  God  the  future  is  before  us  and  it  rests  with  our- 
selves  what  the  future  shall  be.  "The  fields  are  white  unto  the  har- 
vest" and  what  the  harvest  of  the  coming  year  shall  be  is  a  question 
which  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  leaves  ns  in  large  measure  to  decide  for 
ourselves.

Alma.^A  comfortable  and  commodious  parsonage  has  been  built. 

Athol. — Whiie  its  house  of  worship  is  being  built,  uses  the  wait- 
ing room  of  the  railroad  station  for  its  services. 

Bloominoton. — A  new  church  has  been  built  and  dedicated  "with 
out  the  aid  of  fairs,  festivals  and  grab-bags."  Fifteen  members  have 
been  added  on  confession  of  faith. 

Clear  Creek. — Dedicated  a  church  edifice  costing  $3,000,  free  of 
debt. 

Hill  City. — Completed  a  new  church  edifice. 

Jetmore. — A  good  stone  church  building  has  been  completed  and 
dedicated. 

Louisville  and  Dover. — These  churches  have  heroically  deter- 
mined on  self-support. 

Manhattan. — This  church  is  a  hive  of  Christian  workers. 

McFarland. — ^An  important  junction  on  the  Rock  Island  has 
nearly  completed  a  new  church. 

Montezuma. — Completed  a  house  of  worship  in  spite  of  great 
financial  stringency. 

Topeka,  First. — ^An  eligible  site  has  been  purchased  for  a  branch 
church  and  in  addition  $8,800  has  been  raised  towards  the  erection  of 
a  chapel. 

Voltaire.— Completed  and  dedicated  its  new  house  of  worship. 

ZiON. — Has  been  rent  in  twain  and  a  Methodist  church  organized, 
making  two  churches  where  before  there  was  only  one. 
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REPORT  OF  WA8HBUR1J  COLLEGE. 

BY  PRESIDENT  P.  MC  VICAR,  D.  D. 

The  year  closing  with  this  report  has  been  marked  by  quiet  and 
steady  progress.  The  catalogue  for  1888  shows  an  attendance  of  245. 
In  this  number  forty  different  counties  of  the  State  are  represented 
as  well  as  Maine,  Isew  Hampshire,  Pennsylvania,  Illinois,  Missouri, 
Colorado,  New  Mexico,  Norway  and  Wales.  Over  ninety  new  students 
have  been  admitted  for  the  fall  term,  making  the  actual  attendance 
now  at  the  college  nearly  200,  ensuing  an  annual  attendance  of  about 
8^.  Of  tl^e  number  now  in  attendance  one-fourth  are  in  collegiate 
classes  and  the  rest  for  the  most  part  are  preparing  for  the  regular  col- 
legiate courses. 

The  apparatus  and  materials  for  work  in  Physics  and  Chemistry 
have  been  supplement  at  a  cost  of  $1,800.  The  Natural  History  De- 
partment has  secured  quite  a  number  of  valuable  specimens  dfuring^ 
the  year  and  is  gradually  en.arging  its  facilities.  In  the  departments 
of  Ancient  and  Modem  Languages,  as  well  as  in  Mathematics,  the  col- 
lege is  now  doing  excellent  work.  The  class  beginning  Latin  this  term 
niunber  sixty-one  and  has  been  divided  into  three  sections  with  separate 
recitations,  with  a  view  to  greater  proficiency. 

The  Library  now  numbers  over  5,000  volumes,  catalogued  on  the 
most  approved  method  and  easily  accessible  to  the  students.  The  col- 
lege is  under  grateful  obligation  to  Mrs.  Webb,  of  White  Cily,  widow 
of  the  late  Rev.  W.  D.  Webb,  for  a  donation  of  over  100  valuable 
books,  and  also  to  Rev.  S.  L.  Adair,  of  Osawatomie  for  a  like  gift. 

The  religious  tone  and  spirit  in  the  college  are  encouraging.  A 
large  number  of  those  recently  admitted  are  earnest  and  active  Chris- 
tians. Two  prayer  meetings  are  held  each  week,  one  on  Wednesday 
evening,  attended  by  the  faculty  and  their  families  and  by  other  fanu- 
lies  contiguous  to  the  institution,  and  by  nearly  all  the  stuaents  rooming^ 
in  the  college  buildings  and  in*the  vicinity  of  the  college.  The  other, 
on  Saturday  evening,  is  more  strictly  a  Y.  M.  C.  A.  gathering.  On 
each  Sabbath  afternoon  one  hour  is  spent  in  Bible  study  in  classes  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  instructors  of  the  college.  On  the  2d  Sabbath 
evening  of  each  month  a  missionary  concert  is  held  in  the  chapel 
largely  attended  and  of  special  interest.  All  the  students  are  required 
to  attend  public  worship  on  the  forenoon  of  the  Sabbath  at  such  places 
as  their  parents  or  themselves  elect.  The  large  majority  attend  at  the 
First  Congregational  Church,  Rev.  Linus  Blakesley,  Pastor.  Of  the 
students  now  in  attendance  twelve  or  more  have  the  ministry  la 
view.  . 

The  location  of  the  college  at  the  Capital  of  the  State  and  in  the- 
suburb  of  a  large  city  is  proving  of  special  advantage  to  many,  as  re- 
spects increased  facilities  for  employment  to  help  meet  their  necessary- 
expenses.  A  number  of  students  are  employed  for  a  couple  of  hours, 
each  day.  Sabbath  excepted,  as  carriers  for  the  evening  dailies.  Others 
having  learned  the  art  of  printing  find  abundance  of  work  in  job  offices. 

In  the  ladies  cottages  the  one  hour  work  a  day  previously 
required  is  now  made  optional  on  condition  of  those  desinng  to  be  ex- 
empted, paying  seventy-five  cents  additional  per  week.  Most  of  the 
young  ladies  so  far  prefer  to  work.  From  the  extra  money  paid  in  by 
those  who  do  not  elect  to  work,  a  fund  is  provided  for  the  employment 
of  some  who  would  like  to  work  more  than  an  hour  a  day  in  order  to 
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help  meet  expenses.  The  optional  plan  is  working  well.  It  gives- 
relish  and  grace  to  work  when  one  feels  that  she  is  not  compelled 
to  work. 

A  gratifying  fact  in  relation  to  the  recent  accessions  to  the  college 
is  that  the  new  students  this  year  are  generally  more  mature  and  further 
advanced  in  their  courses  of  study  than  those  entering  in  former  years. 
Some  have  come  as  graduates  of  High  Schools,  some  as  graduates  of 
Academies  and  others  from  other  institutions  of  learning. 

More  could  have  been  admitted  into  collegiate  classes  if  the  stand- 
ard for  admission  were  lowered,  but  the  trustees  and  faculty  of  the  col- 
lege have  always  held  to  the  position  that  both  the  preparatory  and 
collegiate  courses  should  mean  something  in  the  line  of  liberal  educa- 
tion and  that  there  is  no  reason  why  colleges  at  the  West  should  not 
rank  equally  as  to  requirements  for  admission  and  curricula  of  study 
with  leading  colleges  at  the  East. 

The  clamor  for  what  is  called  * 'practical"  education  is  in  the  air. 
Candidates  for  the  learned  prof essions  even  are  in  haste  to  get  at  work. 
They  cannot  bear  either  the  time  or  the  discipline  necessary  for  a  broad 
and  generous  preparation  for  life's  work.  In  their  judgment  the  best 
course  is  the  shortest  course.  A  part  of  the  mission  of  a  college  is  to 
correct  such  popular  whims  and  by  its  work  gradually  to  convince  the 
people  that  the  most  practical  education,  all  things  considered,  is  that 
which  develops  in  a  given  time  and  in  the  average  student  the  greatest 
power  of  mind  and  of  heart.  It  will  not  comport  with  the  historic 
record  of  our  denomination  to  do  otherwise  than  endeavor  to  make  all 
its  educational  institutions  as  efficient  as  possible. 

A  prominent  characteristic  of  the  Congregational  Churches  of  this 
countrv  has  been  the  vigor  and  enthusiasm  with  which  they  have 
pushed  forward  the  work  of  Christian  education.  No  other  denomina- 
tion in  the  land  has  been  so  instrumental  in  founding  and  equiping  so 
many  strong,  vigorous  Christian  colleges.  It  is  evident,  however, 
that  if  our  churches  as  a  body  are  to  maintain  their  prestige  as  college 
builders,  the  most  judicious  plan,  especially  in  the  newer  States,  must 
be  devised  and  executed.  In  the  consideration  of  this  subject  the  first 
question  that  naturally  arises  is,  shall  there  be  one  college  or  many  for 
a  denomination  in  a  State? 

In  the  founding  of  the  first  colleges  in  our  newer  States,  the 
thought  and  the  hope  was  that  one  Christian  college  for  the  denomina- 
tion in  each  State  would  suffice.  This  judgment  was  formulated  in 
part  at  least,  by  a  breadth  of  conception,  as  to  what  a  Christian  col- 
lege should  be,  not  a  local  institution  to  minister  simply  to  the  pride 
and  vanity  of  a  certain  village  or  district  but  an  institution  cosmopoli- 
tan in  its  nature,  strengthening  and  broadening  as  the  ages  advance 
and  easily  impressing  itself  upon  a  constituency  of  Christians  through- 
out a  whole  State. 

In  1868,  twenty  years  ago,  the  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Col- 
legiate and  Theological  Education  passed  the  following  resolution  as 
the  result  of  twenty -five  years'  experience  : 

Besotted,  That  in  view  of  the  vast  work  opening  before  the  society 
at  the  West  and  the  South,  and  the  certainty  that  numerous  institu- 
tions will  spring  up  needing  assistance,  that  it  be  distinctly  announced 
as  the  general  policy  of  this  society  for  the  future  to  aid  in  establish- 
ing one,  and  but  one  institution  in  a  given  State." 

Following  in  the  same  line  of  judgment  this  Association  at  its  an- 
nual session  at  Burlingame  in  1868,  put  on  record  this  utterance: 
"That  we  establish  one,  and  but  one  college  in  Kansas." 
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The  resolutions  of  this  Association  of  course,  are  not  litte  the 
laws  of  the  Medes  and  the  Persians  which  altereth  not.  The  judg- 
ment of  the  past  may  not  be  the  best  for  the  present  and  the  future. 
No  one  man  is  far  seeing  enough,  no  body  of  men  are  wise  enough  to 
formulate  the  best  mode  of  proceedure  for  all  time.  Exigencies  may 
arise,  modifications  may  be  necessary.  But  conceding  all  this  the 
question  still  arises  whether  in  the  multiplicity  of  educational  institu- 
tions already  appealing  to  the  benevolence  of  Christian  people  the 
present  tendency  to  increase  the  number  of  colleges  in  new  States  is 
not  a  mistake. 

Many,  no  doubt,  living  in  a  Slate  larger  in  area  than  the  whole  of 
New  England,  are  honest  in  the  opinion  that  one  college  cannot  meet 
the  denominational  wants.  There  is  addded  also,  the  fact  that  most  of 
the  colleges  founded  early  in  the  history  of  a  State  or  Territory  are  lo-  • 
cated  in  what  seemed  central  at  the  time,  while  in  after  years  the  tide 
of  migration  swept  hundreds  of  miles  beyond. 

It  is  true  that  our  new  States  at  the  West  are  of  vast  extent  as 
compared  with  the  New  England  States,  but  railway  facilities  now 
are  such,  especially  in  Kansas,  that  it  takes  but  a  short  time  to  traverse 
the  State  from  side  to  side.  It  is  better,  also  for  a  youth  to  travel  a 
few  hundred  miles  farther  to  a  good  college  than  to  attend  a  poor  col- 
lege near  his  door. 

The  State  itself  in  this  respect  sets  a  notable  example.  The  Uni- 
versity of  our  own  State  is  quit«  out  of  the  center  geographically  and 
yet  the  State  would  never,  for  a  moment,  entertain  the  idea  of  found- 
ing a  second  University.  Now  why  should  a  denomination  with  its 
limited  means  attempt  to  do  what  the  State,  with  its  lavish  resources 
would  deem  it  folly  to  undertake?  The  reasons  for  but  one  college 
for  a  denomination  in  a  State  are  cogent : 

Ist. — The  State  itself  is  a  unit  politically.  One  capital,  one  execu- 
tive, one  legislative  assembly,  one  judiciar}\ 

2d. — The  State  is  a  unit  ecclesiastically.  All  the  churches  of  our 
order  meet  in  one  annual  convocation.  The  attempt  to  found 
two  or  more  colleges  in  the  State  would  be  to  divide  the  interest  which 
should  center  upon  one. 

8d. — One  Strong  Christian  College  with  auxilliarj'  academies  are 
ns  much  as  the  churches  of  any  one  denomination  in  a  State  can  build. 
A  college  requires  large  means,  immense  equipments  of  grounds, 
buildings,  apparatus,  and  above  all  a  corps  of  competent  instructors 
with  liberal  and  assured  remuneration.  An  academy,  to  give  it  a  hold 
on  life,  requires  not  only  buildings  and  grounds  and  teachers,  but  also 
An  endownment,  the  income  from  which  will  help  to  meet  annual  defi- 
<;its  and  tide  over  reverses.  Our  churches  on  the  other  hand,  many  of 
them,  are  mission  churches  and  cannot  give  much,  if  any  to  educa- 
tional institutions.  Other  churches  of  some  financial  ability  give  but 
little  to  objects  outside  of  their  own  locality.  The  offerings  to  colleges 
therefore,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  are  usually  confined  to  a  few  churches 
.and  to  a  few  individuals  in  those  churches.  We  cannot  afford  to  at- 
tempt a  number  of  costly  colleges  to  do  parallel  work  when  one  good 
college  assisted  by  secondary  schools  could  do  all  the  work  and  do  it 
more  economically. 

In  visiting  New  York  and  Boston  one  is  struck  with  the  marked 
'difference  in  the  lay  of  streets  and  allies  in  the  older  as  compared  with 
the  newer  portions  of  those  cities.  At  first  thorough  fares  were  laid 
•off  at  haphazard.  In  the  later  plattings  the  whole  arrangement  fol- 
lows a  well  defined  method. 
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The  lime  is  now  come  when  such  a  body  of  churches  as  this  As- 
sociation represents  should  have  a  well  matured  plan  of  Christian  edu- 
cation for  the  State.  We  have  no  hesitancy  in  affirming  that  a  de- 
nomination will  do  more  and  better  work  in  a  State  by  equipping  one 
strong  Christian  College  with  five  or  more  well  endowed  academies 
Judiciously  located  than  if  six  colleges  were  attempted. 

With  the  plan  of  one  college  with  secondary  schools,  it  is  easy 
to  see  how  the  agencies  of  churches  would  become  unified  in  securing 
the  very  best  results.  At  these  annual  convocations  it  might  be  found 
that  the  college  or  one  of  the  academies  was  in  special  need.  In  such 
•case  the  interest  and  co-operation  of  all  the  churches  for  that  year 
•could  be  enlisted  for  the  up-lifting  of  the  institutions  so  depressed. 
Thus  the  work  of  enlargement  of  Christian  institutions  of  learning 
would  go  on  year  by  year  on  a  broad  unity  of  plan  and  with  the  great- 
est harmony. 

The  plan  which  we  have  thus  outlined  has  already  been  inaugu- 
rated. The  academies  at  Eureka,  at  Stockton  and  at  Hiawatha,  all 
now  doing  excellent  work  are  but  the  beginning  of  richer  fruitage. 
This  plan  also  of  one  Christian  College  in  a  State  with  a  cordon  of 
Christian  Academies  meets  the  hearty  approval  of  the  most  generous 
•donors  at  the  East.  Those  brethren  cannot  understand  why  a  number 
of  incipient  colleges  in  a  State  or  Territory  should  send  their  agents 
East  with  flaming  endorsements  of  churches  and  associations  when 
one  good  strong  college  would  be  better  than  all  put  together.  Very 
few  realize  the  constant  annoyance  endured  by  business  men  at  the 
East  on  account  of  such  appeals.  One  business  man  in  Hartford, 
Connecticut,  had  ten  per^nal  appeals  from  as  many  presidents  and 
agents  of  Western  Colleges  in  one  day.  Business  men  at  Boston  have 
frequently  more  appeals  than  that  in  a  day.  If  churches  or  indi- 
viduals at  the  West  should  themselves  give  the  means  adequate  to 
smply  endow  a  multiplicity  of  colleges,  none  perhaps  could  object. 
Although  eveu  then  it  might  be  a  question  whether  persons  of  large 
fortunes  East  and  West  might  not  do  a  better  work  for  the  cause  of 
'Christian  education  by  bestowing  their  fortunes  to  strengthen  institu- 
tions already  existing  rather  than  by  adding  to  their  number.  But, 
inasmuch  as  the  funds  for  the  endowment  of  new  colleges  do  not  gen- 
erally come  from  the  West,  we  submit  that  churches  and  association 
of  churches  at  the  West  owe  it  to  their  brethren  at  the  East  to  protect 
them  so  far  as  possible  from  the  constant  irritation  of  appeals  by  col 
leges  and  other  institutions  not  imperatively  demanded.  It  is  for  this 
^sociation  by  an  adherence  to  a  judicious  plan  of  Christian  educa- 
tion to  set  an  example  worthy  of  imitation  to  other  new  States  and 
Territories  and  thus  secure  the  approval  of  Christian  people  East  and 

West.  

NECROLOGY. 

REV.  WILSON  DEWITT  WEBB, 

Pastor  for  eight  years  at  White  City,  Kansas,  was  called  suddenly 
from  service  to  reward,  December  1,  1887.  He  was  born  in  Steuben 
County,  New  York,  September  15,  1823,  was  educated  in  Ohio  and  or- 
dained in  1848  by  the  German  Reformed  Church  at  Bethlehem,  Ohio. 
His  ministry,  however,  was  mostly  spent  in  connection  with  the  Con- 
gregational Churches  at  Frederickstown,  Ohio;  Plainfield  and  Lyndon, 
Illinois;  Rosendale,  Sheboygan  and  Shopiere,  Wisconsin,  and  White 
City,  Kansas.  He  was  married  September  28,  1848,  to  Miss  Lois 
Schilling,  of  MassiUon,  Ohio,  who  survives  him. 
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Mr.  Webb  was  a  conscientious  and  Godly  minister,  a  diligent  stu- 
dent of  the  Word  of  God.  His  sermons  were  clear  and  practical  pre- 
sentations of  Biblical  truth  and  he  worked  constantly  for  spiritual  re- 
sults. He  was  highly  esteemed  for  his  work's  sake  by  his  brethren  in 
the  Association.  While  naturally  a  man  of  conservative  views  and  retir- 
ing disposition,  yet  his  genuine  Christian  spirit  and  labors  of  love 
commended  him  to  the  confidence  of  all  the  churches. 

His  ministry  of  almost  forty  years  met  with  a  beautiful  and  ap- 
propriate termination.  He  died  as  he  would  have  wished  to  die,  in 
the  harness.  His  Christian  longing — *'Come,  Lord  Jesus,  come 
quickly,"  was  fulfilled.  He  was  in  the  midst  of  a  revival  service,  be- 
ing assisted  by  our  State  Evangelist,  Rev.  W.  C.  Veazie.  The  meet- 
ing that  evening  had  been  impressive  and  was  drawing  near  its  dose. 
Hearts  were  earnest  and  anxious.  Mr.  Webb  gave  out  the  gospel  hymn : 
**  Come  over  the  line,  it  is  only  a  step, 
"I  am  waiting,  my  child,  for  thee." 

Almost  with  the  ^ving  out  of  these  lines  he  hear4  the  Lord's  call 
to  pass  over  the  invisible  line  which  separates  us  from  the  unseen 
world.  Attempting  to  pass  down  the  aisle,  he  staggered  and  was  borne 
by  kindly  arms  to  his  residence  where  amid  the  tears  of  his  loved  mem- 
bers and  friends  he  quickly  breathed  his  last. 

He  has  gone  from  us,  but  his  work  and  influence  remain,  and  his 
memory  will  be  cherished  long  by  the  churches  he  so  faithfully  served^ 
and  the  brethren  who  have  enjoyed  his  counsel  and  companionship.

Association. 


CONST  IT  C  TlOJSr. 

Article  I.— Name  -  This  body  shall  be  known  as  The  General 
Association  of  Congregational  Ministers  and  Churches  of  Kansas, 

Art.  II.-  -Object-  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  in- 
crease the  efficiency  of  the  churches  by  mutual  fellowship  and  coun- 
sel, and  to  promote  unity  of  feeling:  and  concert  of  action  in  every 
good  work.  No  ecclesiastical  authority  shall  be  assumed  by  this- 
body  or  delegated  to  it. 

Art.  III. — Membership-  Any  minister,  or  church,  or  Sunday 
school  superintendent"  may  become  a  member  of  this  body  by  filing 
with  the  Registrar  a  certificate  of  membership  in  either  of  the  local 
Congregational  Associations  of  this  State,  signed  by  the  clerk 
thereof.  Every  church  shall  be  entitled  to  one  delegate;  and  if  it» 
resident  membershij)  exceeds  one  hundred,  it  shall  be  entitled  to 
one  delegate  for  each  one  hundred  members  or  major  part  thereof. 
All  ministers  and  delegates  chosen  by  this  Association  to  perform 
any  service,  shall  be  regarded  corresj wilding  members  until  such 
service  shall  have  been  fulfilled,  unless  they  are  excused  by  vote  of 
this  body.  Only  corresponding  members  shall  be  elected  to  mem- 
bership in  this  body. 

Art.  IV. — ^Officers  -  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a 
Moderator,  a  Statistical  Clerk,  a  Registrar,  a  Treasurer  and  an 
Auditor. 

The  Moderator  shall  be  chosen  annually,  and  shall  preside  over 
the  meetings  of  the  Association  until  his  successor  shall  have  been 
chosen. 

The  Statistical  Clerk  shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  three  years. 
He  shall  annually  furni.sh  the  Registrar  of  each  Local  Association 
with  th#*  necessary  blanks  by  the  first  day  of  December,  for  distri- 
bution among  the  churches,  that  that  officer  may  collect  and  arrange 
their  statistics  for  the  calendar  year,  and  return  the  same  to  the  Sta- 
tistical  Clerk,  who  shall  revise  and  pre])are  them  for  publication. 

The  Registrar  shall  be  eh^cted  for  a  term  of  three  years.  He 
shall  kee])  the  pa})ers  and  bix)ks  of  the  Association,  and  a  correct 
roll  of  its  members;  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  all  meetings  of  the 
Association,  and  prepare  them  for  record  and  publication;  and  con- 
duet  its  correspondence 
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The  Treasurer  and   Auditor  shall  be  elected  annually,  and  shall 
i>erform  the  duties  usually  pertaining  to  those  offices. 

These  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot. 

Art.  V. — Committees — The  Moderator  shall  appoint,  near  the 
beginning  of  each  session,  a  committee  of  three,  who  shall  nominate 
near  the  close  of  the  session  the  following  committees,  which  shall 
consist  of  three  members:  A  Business  Committee,  whose  duty 
shall  be,  within  six  months  from  the  time  of  their  election,  to  ap- 
|)oint  members  and  notify  them  to  prepare  sermons,  essays  or  dis- 
cussions for  the  next  session ;  to  arrange,  so  far  as  practicable,  the 
order  of  business  for  the  next  session,  and  to  report  a  program  to 
the  Publication  Committee  six  weeks  befoie  the  time  of  meeting. 
Also  to  introduce  all  new  business  at  the  next  session. 

A  Publication  Committee,  of  which  the  Registrar  shall  be  a 
member.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  j^ublish  the 
minutes  and  all  other  matter  which  the  Association  shall  vote  to 
publish ;  to  print  the  program  furnished  them  by  the  Business 
Committee,  and  to  send  a  copy  to  each  member  of  the  Association 
throe  weeks  before  the  annual  meeting ;  to  estimate  expenses  of  the 
Association  for  the  coming  year,  and  to  provide  for  them  by  assess- 
ing each  local  Association  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  resident 
members  of  its  churches  last  reported,  and  notify  the  Registrar  of 
such  Association  of  the  amount. 

A  Committee  of  Education,  who  shall  report  on  the  educational 
interests  connected  with  this  body.  These  committees  may  be  elected 
viva  voce. 

Art.  VI. — Exercises  -The  discussion  of  all  (juestions  that  per- 
tain to  the  organization,  and  to  the  practical  working  of  this  body, 
shall  be  confined  to  the  hours  before  noon.  The  afternoon  and 
evening  meetings  shall  be  devoted  to  reports  on  the  condition  of  the 
churches  ;  a  report  on  educational  interests  ;  addresses  by  repre 
sentatives  of  benevolent  societies ;  speeches  and  papers  on  topics  of 
interest  and  of  spiritual  profit  to  the  Association,  and  to  the  people 
of  the  place  where  the  Association  is  convened. 

Art.  VII. — Amendments — This  constitution  may  be  altered  or 
amended  by  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  members  present,  provided 
notice  of  the  alteration  or  amendment  has  been  published  with  the 
minutes  of  the  preceding  year. 
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Section  1. — The  sessions  of  this  Association  shall  commence  on 
Thursday  afternoon  for  organization  and  miscellaneous  business; 
and  the  opening  sermon  shall  be  preached  on  Thursday  evening  by 
a  person  chosen  by  the  Association. 

Sec.  2. — The  afternoon  and  evening  of  Friday  shall  be  devoted 
to  the  consideration  of  the  interests  and  work  of  Home  Missions. 

Sec.  8. — Saturday  evening  shall  be  assigned  to  the  presentation 
of  the  interests  of  the  A.  B.  C.  F.  M.,  the  Congregational  Union, 
the  American  Missionary  Association,  and  such  other  addresses  as 
may  ha  expected  from  brethren  from  abr(»ad  favoring  us  with  their 
presence. 

Sec  4. — On  assembling  in  business  session  the  Moderator  shall 
call  the  meeting  to  order.  The  Registrar  shall  call  the  roll  of  min- 
isters; the  roll  shall  be  completed  by  adding  to  the  names  of  the 
ministers  the  names  of  the  delegates  from  the  churches.  The  As- 
sociation shall  then  proceed  to  the  election  of  officers. 

Sec.  5. — The  Moderator  shall  then  appoint  the  following  com- 
mittees: A  Committee  on  Religious  Exercises;  a  Committee  on 
Nominations. 

Sec.  6.  — A  contribution  of  six  cents  per  resident  member  shall 
be  asked  annually  of  each  of  the  churches,  for  the  payment  of  the 
expenses  of  the  General  Association  and  National  Council. 

Sfic.  7. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Statistical  Clerk,  on  or  be- 
fore the  first  day  of  September  of  each  year,  to  notify  the  regis 
trars  of  Local  Associations  of  the  contributions  needed  from  the 
churches,  and  the  re^^istrars  of  the  several  associations  shall  receive 
the  funds  contributed  by  the  churches  and  pay  the  same  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  General  Association. 

Sec  8. — All  bills  against  this  Association  shall  be  made  out  in 
detail,  and  sent  to  the  Registrar.  If  the  bills  are  correct,  the  Reg- 
istrar shall  endorse  them  **approved,''  signing  his  name  as  ''Regis- 
trar of  the  General  Association  of  Kansas,"  and  send  them  to  the 
Treasurer,  who  shall  send  the  amount  to  the  creditor,  accompanied 
by  a  printed  form  of  receipt  to  be  signed  and  returned  to  the 
Treasurer,  and  by  him  aj)pended  to  the  bill  and  retained  as  his 
voucher.  The  Treasurer  also  shall  keep  a  stub -book  of  receipts, 
giving  a  receipt  to  every  one  from  whom  he  receives  money,  and  en- 
tering upon  the  stub  a  record  of  the  amount,  datpt,  person  paying, 
and  on  what  account.  This  stub-book  shall  be  his  voucher  for  mon- 
eys received. 

Sec  9. — Registrars  of  Local  Associations  shall  report  the 
amount  asked  from  each  church,  and  the  amount  paid,  for  publica- 
tion in  the  minutes. 
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Sec.  10. — The  expenses  of  the  National  Council  shall  be  in- 
cluded with  other  expense  items. 

Sec.  11. — Paymeuts  to  the  National  Council  shall  be  propor- 
tionate to  the  total  collections  for  expense  purposes. 

Sec.  12.— On  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  of  each  year 
the  Statistical  Clerk  shall  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  Treasurer  for 
the  proportionate  amount  due  the  National  Council. 

Sec  18. — The  Publication  Committee  shall  furnish  to  the  local 
Registrars  printed  postal  cards  for  use  in  notifying  the  clerks  of 
the  several  churches  of  the  assessment  due  to  General  Association. 
•  Sec  14- -A  devotional  meeting  shall  be  held  in  connection 
with  each  morning  session.  Each  afternoon  session  shall  be  opened 
with  prayer,  and  every  session  closed  with  prayer  of  singing. 

Sec  15. — All  business  shall  be  presented  in  writing  to  the 
Business  Committee,  and  through  them  to  the  body;  but  in  case  the 
committee  shall  refuse  to  present  any  matter  reforred  to  them,  the 
member  proposing  may  present  it  himself. 

Sec  16. — The  roll  shall  be  called  eacii  morning,  and  the  min- 
utes of  the  preceding  meeting  read  and  approved. 

Sec  17  — On  Saturday  morning  standing  committees  shall  be 
appointed,  the  place  of  next  meeting  determined,  and  appointments 
of  meetings  for  Sunday  made. 

Sec  18. —The  Lord's  Supper  shall  be  celebrated  on  Sabbath 
afternoon,  generally  without  remarks. 

Sec  19. — No  member  of  the  Association  shall  be  excused  with 
out  consent  of  the  body. 

Sec  20. -These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  or  added  to  at  any 
time  by  a  majority  vote. 
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CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  EDUCATIONAL  SOCIETY. 

Article  L — This  Society  shall  be  called  the  Educational  Soci- 
ety of  the  Congregational  Churches  of  Kansas. 

Art.  II. — The  object  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  aid  pecuniarily 
needy  and  deserving  young  men  and  women  engaged  in  courses  of 
study  preparatory  to  enlarged  Christian  usefulness. 

Art.  III. — The  officers  of  this  ScKsiety,  to  be  chosen  annually 
by  the  Association,  shall  be  a  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer, 
who  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Directors,  and  shall  perform  the 
duties  usually  pertaining  to  such  positions. 

Art.  IV. — The  Board  of  Directors  shall  report  annually  to  this 
Association  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Society,  and  such 
other  measures  as  they  may  deem  advisable.

cojsrsTiTZ^Tiojsr 

Of  the  Kansas  Home  Missionary   Society.    (As  revised.) 

Article  I.  This  Society  shall  be  called  the  Kansas  Home  Mis- 
sionary Society,  in  the  co-operative  sense. 

Art.  II.  The  Society  shall  consist  of  members  of  the  General 
Association  of  Kansas,  together  with  those  persons  who  by  the  pay- 
ment of  $20  may  become  life-members,  and  such  as  by  the  payment 
of  ^2  may  become  members  for  one  year. 

Art.  III.  The  object  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  difiFuse  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  by  aiding  any  churches  within  the  State 
that  are  not  able  to  sup]>ort  the  ministry  of  the  Word;  by  organiz- 
ing churches  wherever  they  are  needed;  by  supplying  communities 
des  itnte  of  preaching;  and  by  co-operating  with  the  American 
Home  Missionary  Society  in  the  work  of  Christianization  in  other 
States  and  Territories. 

Art.  IV.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President,  a 
Recording  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  an  Auditor,  a  Superintendent,  an 
Executive  Committee  of  three  in  each  District  Association,  a  Board 
of  Directors  and  an  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  consisting  of 
three  members. 

Art.  V.  The  Moderator  of  the  General  Association  shall  be 
Proftidont  of  this  Society,  and  the  Treasurer  and  Auditor  of  that 
bO'iy  shall  hold  the  same  offices  in  this. 

Art.  VI.  The  Executive  Committees  to  be  chosen  annually  by 
the  Society,  on  being  accepted  by  the  American  Home  Missionary 
Society  as  its  agency  for  the  purpose,  shall,  in  council  and  cooper- 
ation  with  the  Superintendent,  designate  and  recommend  fields, 
missionaries,  and  appropriations,  both  from  the  American  Home 
Missionary  Society  and  Congregational  Union;  caring  for  the  gen- 
eral missionary  work  within  their  respective  limits;  holding  a  meet- 
ins^  for  conference  at  each  gathering  of  the  District  Association,  and 
using  diligence  to  increase  the  contributions  of  the  churches;  to 
hasten  the  day  of  self-support  among  aided  churches,  and  to  secure 
such  a  system  of  harmonious  co-operation  with  others  as  shall  pre- 
vent sectarian  jealousy  and  needless  ex})enditure.  Each  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committees  shall  also  make  a  written  report  of  their  action, 
specifying  the  condition  of  every  church  within  their  limits,  and  the 
general  wants  of  their  field,  to  the  Society  at  its  annual  meeting. 

Art.  VII.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  consist  of  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Kansas  Home  Missionary  Society  and  the  chairmen  of 
the  several  District  Executive  Committees,  together  with  three 
others,   elected   at  the  annual  meeting,  not  members  of   any  of  the 
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local  committees,  or  of  Home  Missionary  churches;  these  shall  form 
the  executive  committee  of  the  Board,  subject  to  its  authority, 
whose  duty  shall  be  to  keep  a  full  record  of  all  applications  for  mis- 
sionary aid  and  pass  upon  them.  *The  Board  of  Directors  shall 
choose  one  of  their  number  as  chairman  and  another  as  secreta- 
ry; shall  hold  a  session  in  connection  with  every  meeting  of  the 
General  Association,  and  also  upon  the  call  of  the  chairman  between 
these  stated  times  if- exigencies  require;  shall  nominate  a  Superin- 
tendent to  the  Parent  Society,  which  is  to  appoint  and  pay  him; 
shall  consider  the  appointment  of  men  and  apportionment  of  money, 
and  methods  of  increasing  the  supply  of  bath;  shall  make  an  annual 
report  to  the  State  Society,  and  in  their  general  oversight  shall 
make  to  the  American  Home  Missionary  Society  such  suggestions  as 
they  may  deem  wise. 

Art.  VIII.  The  Treasurer  shaU  receive  and  hold  the  property 
of  the  Society ;  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Society,  not  only 
of  the  money  received  by  him,  but  of  that  which  is  sent  from  the 
State  directly  to  the  parent  treasury,  and  every  month  shall  send  to 
the  same  the  sums  sent  to  him.  He  shall  also  give  bonds  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Directors. 

Art.  IX.  The  Superintendent,  who  shall  also  be  Recording 
Secretary,  in  council  and  co-operation  with  the  Board  of  Directors 
and  the  Executive  Committees,  and  under  instructions  of  the  Amer- 
ican Home  Missionary  Society,  shall  give  himself  to  the  work  of 
securing  ministers  for  the  feeble  missionary  churches;  of  reporting 
to  the  parent  society  upon  the  applications  for  aid;  of  j)ushing  the 
beneficiary  churches  on  to  self  support;  of  organizing  churches; 
of  preaching  the  Word  in  destitute  communities  and  among  the 
aided  churches,  and  of  increasing  the  contributions  to  the  Society. 

Art.  X.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  annual 
meeting  of  the  Society,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  '>f  the  members  present.

The  Association  appears  to  have  one  of  two  things  to  do  in 
view  of  the  Memorial  from  the  Northern  Association : 

First,  In  addition  to  the  annual  collection  of  statistics  from  Jan- 
uary to  January  for  the  Year  BooTc,  as  provided  in  the  constitution, 
there  shall  be  a  special  collection  each  year  for  the  State  minutes, 
to  cover  the  period  from  July  loth  to  July  le5th,  except  that  this 
year  the  sj>ecial  collection  shall  be  taken  as  soon  as  possible  after 
the  adjournment  of  this  body. 

Second,  Should  the  Association  be  averse  to  this  plan,  we  recom- 
mend that  the  statistics  be  gathered  so  as  to  be  in  the  hands 
of  the  State  Registrar  as  early  as  the  20tb  day  of  January,  and 
that  the  Publication  Committee  be  ordered  not  to  wait  for  dilatory 
reports.

The  Superintendent,  Rev.  L.  P.  Broad,  then  read  his  annual 
report

the  year  past 

The  Treasurer's  report  was  next  presented,  and  was  followed  by 
a  number  of  five-minute  speeches  on  the  general  topic  of  Home 
Missions. 

Society  sdjonmed. 
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Report  of  Board  of  Directors- 

Under  the  constitution  of  the  Kansas  Home  Missionary  Society 
according  to  its  latest  revision,  the  Board  of  Directors  with  its  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  become  a  permanent  department  of  the  Society. 

Article  VII.  of  the  constitutisn  defines  its  duties,  and  attention 
is  called  to  these  duties  as  published. 

The  Board  hc^ld  the  usual  meeting  in  March,  1889,  at  which  esti- 
mates of  the  needs  of  the  aided  churches  were  made  for  the  ensuing 
year,  ending  March  81,  ISUO.  In  these  estimates  provision  was 
made  for  extended  new  work. 

The  estimate  of  needs  embraced  also  an  estimate  of  the  amount 
the  churches  of  Kansas  would  contribute  towards  support  of  Home 
Mission  work  in  the  state.  During  the  preceding  year  the  churches 
had  fully  met  the  estimate  of  the  Board  and  had  contributed 
$5,0(K).  The  Board  of  Directors  therefore  felt  safe  in  estimating 
that  not  less  than  $(),(K)()  would  be  raised  during  the  present  year. 

It  was  a  serious  disappointment  to  be  advised  from  New  York 
that  the  condition  of  the  parent  treasury  would  admit  of  no  new 
work  t.o  be  undertaken  daring  the  present  fiscal  year.  But  it  was 
gratifying  to  learn  that  all  old  work  would  be  provided  for  if  put 
upon  the  most  economical  basis  possible.  This  assurance,  however, 
was  based  upon  the  estimate  of  the  Board  that  $0,(XK)  would  be 
raised  for  the  work  by  the  churches  of  the  State. 

It  is  not  a  new  statement,  but  it  is  important  that  all  the  churches 
realize,  that  the  amounts  from  New  York  will  from  year  to  year 
grow  less,  and  the  amounts  required  from  the  home  churches  will 
be  more  and  more,  until  the  time  comes  when  Kansas  churches  will 
pay  for  all  Kansas  Home  Missionary  work. 

Last  year  the  Board  of  Directors  recommended  that  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Missions  furnish  each  pastor  in  the  State  such  Home 
Missionary  literature  as  might  be  deemed  suited  to  needs,  and  that 
these  packages  of  literature  be  preserved  for  reference.  The  Su- 
perintendent reports  that  boxes  of  such  literature  have  been  sent  as 
advised  by  the  Board;  and  that  letters  of  thankfulness  have  been 
received  from  so  many  as  to  assure  him  *^»f  the  good  done.  The 
Board  therefore  re])eat  the  recommendation  this  year,  and  express 
the  hope  that  every  minister  in  the  State  will  preserve  and  use  all 
the  material  obtained  and  also  obtain  all  new  material  possible,  thus 
forming  in  every  ministerial  library  a  Home  Missionary  department 
which  shall  shine  as  a  bright  light  upon  Home  Missionary  topics. 

Last  year  also  the  Board  recommended  that  our  churches  devote 
the  first  and  second  Sundays  in  February,  together  with  the  inter- 
vening prayer  meeting,  to  the  cause  of  Home  Missions;  that  the 
first  Sunday  in  February,  ISIK),  the  pastors  preach  upon  steward-

ship   and  the  second  Sunday  upon  the  Great  Missionaby  Crisis. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  **Crisis"  will  be  fully  appreciated,  not  as  a  eon 
dition  which  soon  will  pass  permanently,  but  a  condition  that   is 
upon  all  Christians  and  all  churches  till  He  comes. 

Last  year  the  Board  recommended  that  the  statement  of  propor- 
tionate ^fts  by  churches  made  by  the  Superintendent  be  printed 
and  furnished  all  the  churches.  Attention  is  invited  to  this  full 
and  comprehensive  publication. 

The  Board  would  also  call  attention  to  the  Harvest  Home,  or 
Thank- offering  festivals  of  the  year,  as  suggested  by  the  Superinten- 
dent of  ♦Missions;  and  would  recommend  these  occasions  as  calcu- 
lated to  cultivate  the  giving  spirit.  The  old  and  yet  ever  new  ap- 
peal must  be  made  and  ought  to  be  heeded. 

The  Board  desire  to  emphasize  the  necessity  for  special  evangel- 
istic work  this  coming  winter,  and  recommend  that  all  practicable 
measures  be  adopted  for  advancing  this  branch  of  the  work.

If 
the  amount  receipted  for  by  the  undersigned  is  not,  within  two 
months,  acknowledged  in  the  Home  Missionary  and  properly  cred- 
ited, notice  should  be  sent  to  the  undersigned.  Beyond  this  state- 
ment there  is  nothing  of  value  to  re])ort  with  reference  to  this  for- 
warding agency,  called  a  treasury.

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Report  of  State  Superintendent  of  Home 
Missions. 

BT  REV.  L.  PAY80N  BROAD. 

There  are  two  kinds  of  years  in  the  progress  of  Christian  enter- 
prises,— the  active  years  of  external  advancement  and  the  quiet 
years  of  growth  and  internal  development.  The  year  of  home  mis- 
sionary work  in  Kansas  now  closing  has  been  of  the  latter  kind.  It 
has  had  its  advantages;  but  this  inward  growth  and  solidifying  of 
our  forces  must  be  preparatory  to  grander  things  in  the  future  or 
we  shall  lose  ground.     The  statistics  of  the  year  are  as  follows:

II.  y  VACANCIES   SUPPLIED. 

Thirty -two  vacancies  of  missionary  churches  have  been  supplied 
during  the  year,  besides  twelve  of  self-supporting  churches — a  total 
of  forty -four  vacant  fields  supplied.  Nine  new  men  have  entered 
upon  the  work  as  pa.stors  of  our  missionary  churches,  besides  seven 
as  pastors  of  self  supporting  churches, —  a  total  of  sixteen  new  men 
in  our  Kansas  ministry.  Seventeen  of  our  missionary  pastors  have 
changed  or  rearranged  their  fields  in  supplying  these  vacancies. 
Two  students  in  Washburn  College  did  devoted  t-ervice  without 
missionary  aid  in  the  summer  months  at  Leona  and  Bala. 

III.,  SELF-SUPPORT. 

Nine  churches  are  counted  upon  as  having  arrived  at  self-support 
during  the  year:  Louisville,  Osborne,  Fredonia,  Carbondale,  Ridge- 
way,  Salem,  Strong  City,  Longton  and  Elk  Falls.  The  amount  of 
home  missionary  aid  received  by  these  nine  churches  during  the 
previous  year  was  $950, 
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IV.,  NEW  CHUBCHE8.         / 

Three  new  churches  have  been  organized  as  missionary  churches: 
Hutchinson,  Kensington  and  Ocheltree.  Four  churches  have  also 
been  organizing  as  self-supporting:  Topeka  Central,  Richland,  Han- 
over and  Fairview  (village);  making  a  total  addition  of  seven 
churches  during  the  year.  Two  of  these  churches  are  in  county 
seats.     One  (Hanover)  has  not  yet  been  recognized  by  council. 

v.,  CHUKCH  BUILDINGS. 

Nine  new  church  buildings  have  been  erected  during  the  year, 
five  of  them  by  missionary  churches:  Agra,  CoUyer,  Bird  City, 
McFarland  and  Goodland,  and  four  by  self  supporting  churches: 
Gamett,  Salina,  Topeka  Central  and  Salem  Two  missimarj- 
churches  are  now  erecting  houses  of  worship:  Alton  and  Kanwaka. 

VI.,   CONTRIBUTIONS  TO  AMERICAN  HOME  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 

The  total  amount  of  contributions  from  Kansas  during  the  year 
ending  April  1st,  1889,  was  5096.77.  An  advance  of  $1158.84,  or 
twenty -seven  per  cent  over  the  contributions  of  the  previous  year. 
Deducting  from  this  sum  the  legacy  of  Mrs.  Mary  Parker,  $166.66, 
we  have  a  balance  of  $4930. 1 1  contributed  by  the  churches.  Of 
this  sum,  the  aided  churches  contributed  $1451.89,  and  the  self 
supporting  churches  $8478.22.  The  missionary  churches  gave 
three  tenths  of  the  whole  contribution,  and  contributed  an  average 
of  forty  cents  per  resident  member,  which  is  an  advance  of  nine  per 
cent  over  the  previous  year.  The  self-supporting  churches  gave  an 
average  of  seventy -three  cents  per  member,  which  is  an  increase  of 
thirty  -eight  per  cent  over  the  previous  year.  It  is  pleasant  to  add  that 
of  the  total  amount  the  Kansas  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society 
contributed  $818.95;  the  Sunday  schools  $107.10  and  the  Young 
People's  Society  of  Christian  Endeavor  $34.85.  Total  from  these 
three  special  sources  $960.40. 

VII.,  superintendent's  work.

In  the  prosecution  of  the  work  I  have  traveled  21, OCX)  miles  in 
Kansas  and  75(K)  miles  outside  of   Kansas.     I   visited   six   of   tho 
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Eastern  Seminaries  in  February,  attended  the  Saratoga  Convocation 
in  June,  and  the  Superintendents'  Conference  at  Palmer  Lake  in 
August  In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Board,  I  sent  to  our 
pastors  last  January  116  pamphlet  cases  containing  home  mission- 
ary literature,  which  were  thankfully  received.  In  all  11 ,400  pub- 
lications upon  home  missions,  and  4300  circulars  have  been  sent 
from  my  office;  a  total  of  15,700  home  missionary  documents. 
About  2()0  extra  "Home  Missionary"  Magazines  are  being  sent  free 
this  year  to  persons  in  the  State  where  the  churches  contributed 
$10  or  more  to  the  society. 

VIII.,    OENEBAL    REVIEW, 

The  entire  work  of  the  year  has  been  affected  by  the  inability  of 
the  Home  Missionary  Society  to  furnish  us  money  for  new  work; 
and  the  most  momentous  event  of  the  year  was  the  annoimcement 
by  the  secretaries,  last  April,  that  the  great  debt  of  the  society 
made  it  necessary  to  limit  our  appropriations  for  this  fiscal  year  to 
an  amount  approximating  one  third  less  than  the  estimate  of  our 
Board.  To  an  alarming  extent  this  endangered  our  old  work;  but 
great  was  our  relief  when  the  secretaries  wrote  us  that  our  old  work 
should  be  protected.  But  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  work  of 
the  year  has  been  conducted  with  these  two  restrictions:  First,  no 
new  work  to  be  started  that  required  home  missionary  aid;  second, 
a  careful  selection  of  the  old  work  to  be  aided.  Our  sympathy  has 
been  deeply  drawn  out  for  the  churches  in  regions  of  the  State 
where  crops  have  failed,  particularly  the  southwest,  and  for  small 
rural  churches  with  an  excellent  membership,  in  various  parts  of 
the  State,  wbich  it  has  seemed  impossible  to  supply  with  pastors* 
because  so  mvch  of  the  salary  must  be  paid  from  missionary  funds. 

Great  reason,  however,  have  we  for  gratitude:  for  the  abundant 
harvests  with  which  three  fourths  of  our  State  has  been  blessed  this 
year;  for  signal  blessing  resting  ufKjn  the  labors  of  our  State  evan- 
gelist. Brother  Veazie,  during  the  year,  giving  new  life  to  churches 
and  adding  many  to  the  saved;  for  the  genuine  and  widespread  re- 
vivals of  last  winter,  and  for  new  members  added  to  our  missionary 
churches;  for  the  increased  attendance,  s})irituality  and  marked 
growth  of  the  missionary  spirit  in  our  local  associations;  for  the 
increased  contributions,  and  growing  zeal  therefor;  for  the  cheering" 
growth  in  interest  and  extent  of  the  woman's  missionary  work, 
every  local  association  now  having  its  ladies'  missionary  organiza- 
tion, and  holding  a  public  meeting  at  each  meeting  of  the  Associa- 
tion; for  the  marked  favor  of  God  upon  our  new  missionary 
churches  in  centres  of  population  like  Arkansas  City,  Wellington. 
Hutchinson;  for  our  unity  in  the  Spirit,  and  for  the  heroi-^m  of  our 
pastors  and  churches  in  the  western  third  of  Kansas,  some  of  whom 
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are  "enduring  hardness''  like  that  which  Paul  illustrated  and  to 
which  he  called  the  suifering  saints  of  his  day;  for  the  rising  spirit 
of  resolution  in  churches  to  depend  upon  themselves,  nine  more 
churches  having  assumed  self-support;  for  the  efficient  brethren 
who  have  come  to  us  from  other  States  this  year,  to  help  us  in  the 
good  work;  and  for  the  unexcelled  opportunity  afforded  us  in  Kan- 
sas to  serve  God  nnd  our  generation  in  a  State  that  has  every  advan- 
tage for  Christian  work  by  way  of  law,  the  character  of  its  citizens, 
and  the  unfolding  providences  of  God,  as  in  the  proposed  deep 
water  outlet  on  the  Gulf  that  will  make  us  an  eastern  State  to  the 
nations  and  add  largely  to  our  material  prosperity  and  population. 
For  these  r)l(»ssing8  we  thank  God,  take  courage  and  buckle  on  the 
armor  anew  for  another  year  of  service  to  evangelize  Kansas,  and 
make  it  in  its  turn  an  evangelizer  of  this  part  of  our  great  country 
in  whose  heart  it  lies. 

And  here  this  re[K)rt  might  close.  But  it  may  be  well  for  us  to 
thoughtfully  consider  to  what  point  we  have  arrived  with  our  work 
as  a  denomination  in  Kansas,  and  our  responsibility  for  the  future. 
Here  three  questions  arise: 

I.  What  is  our  present  condition  as  a  denomination  in  Kansas? 
We  have  210  Congregational  churches  (reckoning  from  a  superin- 
tendent's standpoint,  in  the  absence  of  statistics  this  year):  79  of 
them  self-supporting;  181  still  in  missionary  conditions;  28  of 
these  missionary  churches  inactive  (with  a  i)rospect  of  soon  reviving 
three  of  them):  108  active  and  at  work.  These  181  churches  rep- 
resent US  li(4ds.  Twelve  fields  of  the  active  churches  are  vacant 
today,  but  only  five  of  these  fields  are  fully  ready  for  a  ])astor.  As 
to  occupying  the  towns  of  the  State,  our  situation  is  this:  There  are 
1 07  towns  in  Kansas  of  1 ,000  ])opulation  or  over.     W^e  have  churches 

•in  only  one  half  of  them.  We  are  in  the  ten  largest  cities  of  the 
State;  in  sixteen  of  the  twenty  largest  cities,  the  other  four  being 
Winfiold,  Pittsburg,  ElDorado  and  Abilene.  We  are  in  2()  of  the 
40  largest  places  in  the  State:  and  in  82  of  the  50  largest  towns 
(i.  e.,  in  thos.^  of  2,000  population  and  upward).  We  are  in  (^0 
towns  out  of  128,  above  700  ])opulation.  We  have  churches  in  72  of 
the  KM)  counties  of  the  State:  and  churches  in  nearly  one  half  of  the 
county  seats.  As  a  comprehensive  statement,  there  is  no  Congrega- 
tional church  in  one  half  of  the  thriving  and  hopeful  towns  of  fair 
size  in  the  State. 

II.  What  is  the  work  devolving  upon  us^  In  answering  this 
question  let  us  first  take  a  view  of  all  the  religious  work  that  is  be- 
ing done  in  the  State.  According  to  the  State  Agricultural  Report, 
for  1888,  there  are  8,2(H)  church  organizations  of  every  sort  in  the 
State,  with  275,000  members  (including  82,000   Roman  Catholics), 
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and  1,975  church  buildinsfs.  Calling  our  population  1,450,000, 
only  ab3ut  one  fifth  of  oar  people  then  are  members  of  any  church, 
and  (if  we  reckon  each  church  edifice  as  holding  2(X))  there  are 
church  accommodations  for  something  more  thau  one  fourth  of  the 
inhabitants.  But  confining  our  estimate  to  Protestant  churches 
only,  we  have  8,0(58  churches,  198,000  members,  1,747  church 
buildings;  or  one  seventh  of  our  people  members  of  a  Protestant 
church,  and  our  church  buildings  holding  one  fourth  of  the  popula- 
tion. As  a  suggestive  basis  of  thought,  then,  we  get  this:  four 
fifths  of  the  pv^opie  of  Kansas  mambers  of  no  church  whatever,  and 
six  sevenths  of  them  members  of  no  Protestant  church;  and  church 
accommodations  for  about  one  quarter  of  the  people.  Surely  here 
is  a  field  for  missionary  effort,  without  considering  that  when  Kan- 
sas is  as  densely  populatt*d  even  as  Ohio,  we  shall  have  four  and 
one  half  times  our  present  population.  Also  in  answering  this 
question,  we  need  to  consider  the  character  of  our  people.  Kansas 
started  with  n3  fossilized  population  already  here,  to  hinder  prog- 
ress, and  we  have  no  predominatmg  foreign  class  or  great  unedu- 
cated class.  Our  citizens  are  chiefly  young  people  from  our  interior 
States,  with  fair  education,  capacity,  unbounded  energy,  and  the 
usual  stock  of  human  nature,  which  does  not  show  itself  mainly  in 
sensuality,  but  in  more  reputable  forms  of  depravity,  especially 
zeal  for  riches.  The  fact  that  one  third  of  our  population  has  come 
to  us  since  the  passage  of  the  prohibitory  amendment  indicates  their 
standing  on  morals;  and  religiously  Kansas  is  orthodox.  We  have 
no  organized  infidelity.  Is  not  this  an  open  field,  then,  for  spiritual 
Congregationalism  ?  In  doing  our  part  for  the  redemption  of  Kan- 
sas, we  belong,  providentially,  where  we  are  now,  with  churches 
that  we  are  sustaining,  and  in  every  city  and  town  as  soon  as  it  be- 
comes large  enough.  We  belong,  emphatically,  in  certain  rural 
localities.  We  belong  in  every  new,  bright  railroad  town  where  we 
can  unify  the  various  denominations  in  one  church,  as  we  can  usu- 
ally do  if  we  begin  early  enough.  We  belong  all  over  Kansas,  with 
at  least  three  times  our  present  number  of  churches,  to  be  estab- 
lished gradually,  with  the  increase  of  permanent  population,  select- 
odly,  permanently.  Clearly,  it  is  only  by  such  development  of  our 
work  that  we  can  meet  our  res]>on8ibility  for  the  evangelization  of 
Kansas;  and  this  means  greater  effort,  and  greater  sacrifice  for  the 
Master,  on  our  part,  in  the  future  than  in  the  past.  And  this  leads 
us  to  the  final  point  in  our  inquiry,  viz. : 

III.  How  are  we  to  do  this  great  work  ?  First  of  all  we  must 
rely  upon  God  and  upon  ourselves;  and  then  upon  the  help  of  the 
Home  Missionary  Society.  Nothing  will  be  gained  by  overestimat- 
ing our  missionary  needs,  great  as  they  are.  The  western  third  of 
the  State  is  in  a  frontier  condition,  and  is  a  legitimate  field  for  liberal 
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expenditure  of  home  mission&ry  money;  but  the  claims  of  the  east- 
ern half  of  the  State  for  continued  home  missionary  aid,  while  en- 
tirely legitimate  and  valid,  is  based  upon  somewhat  diflFerent 
grounds,  viz. :  the  moderate  increase  of  the  people,  the  large  expen- 
diture requisite  for  building  comfortable  houses  and  equipping  their 
farms,  the  njortgages  on  property,  and  fluctuations  of  crops,  the 
newness  of  the  towns  and  the  severe  tax  laid  upon  the  citizens  to 
build  school  houses  and  all  public  institutions;  and  particularly  it 
rests  upon  the  necessity  of  having  Christian  institutions  start  when 
the  towns  do,  and  grow  up  with  them.  This  cannot  be  done  as  yet 
without  missionary  aid  from  abroad.  But  if  our  churches  are  to 
flourish  the  reduction  of  missionary  aid  must  keep  pace  with  the 
improvement  of  the  country.  The  conditions  surrounding  our 
home  missionary  work  change  every  year,  and  we  must  keep  pace 
with  these  new  conditions,  if  we  would  have  healthy  growth  in  our 
churches.     Therefore,  to  do  this  work  I  believe  that  we  need: 

First,  an  exact  adjustment  of  the  amount  of  missionary  aid  to  the 
present  financial  ability  of  each  missionary  church;  and  with  a 
Board  of  Directors  representing  every  corner  of  the  State,  and  meet- 
ing for  days  for  the  single  purj)ose  of  making  estimates,  and  with 
added  system  of  chcKiks  by  the  action  of  local  committee,  executive 
committee,  besides  the  personal  inspection  of  the  superintendent,  it 
would  seem  as  if  we  might  approximately  perform  this  difficult  task 
aright 

Second,  we  need  the  utmost  care  in  planting  and  maintaining 
our  churches.  No  denomination  needs  to  conduct  its  missionary 
work  in  Kansas  with  greater  care  than  Congregationalists.  With 
the  high  aims  of  our  churches  to  meet  the  religious  needs  of  all,  in- 
cluding the  most  thoughtful  peo])le,  loose,  unselected,  **cheap"  work 
on  our  part  invites  failure.  The  principles  laid  down  by  Ex-Supt 
Blanchard,  in  a  paper  read  this  mohth  before  the  Colorado  Associa- 
tion on  the  topic,  *'The  expenditure  of  home  missionary  funds  on 
home  fields,"  apply  emphatically  to  Kansas:  viz.:  1.  We  are  to  en 
ter  selected  fields.  1.  Churches  should  be  planted  with  care.  8. 
When  planted,  do  the  work  thoroughly;  equip  well  from  the  start. 
4.  It  is  economy  to  use  the  best  talent.  Foundation  work  needs 
the  strongest  men.  5.  Only  use  money  to  support  missionaries 
who  are  warmly  and  affirmatively  evangelical  in  their  theology  and 
their  preaching.  In  applying  these  fundamental  principles,  each 
case  must  be  judged  by  itself  and  determined  on  its  own  merits. 

Third,  we  are  to  expect  growth  through  an  increase  of  the  local 
missionary  spirit  in  our  churches  in  our  larger  cities.  New  churches 
can  be  planted  in  our  large  towns,  through  the  missionary  efforts  of 
members  of  our  first  church  in  the  place,  to  be  mainly  sustained  by 
the  workers  and  the  means  of  the  first  church,  and  arriving  at  early 
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self-support.  Topeka  Central  church,  'established  this  year  through 
the  co-operation  of  First  Topeka  church,  is  an  illustration.  The 
first  church  of  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  has  thus  fostered  four  new  churches. 
This  proves  a  great  blessing  to  the  first  church,  and  tbe  new  churches 
planted  in  this  way  will  be  stronger  than  if  planted  mechanically 
by  the  Home  Missionary  Society,  with  no  vital  relation, to  the  moth- 
er church.  All  this  could  be  done,  while  yet  we  should  plant  just 
as  many  home  missionary  churches  throughout  the  State. 

Fourth,  our  long  aided  churches  need  to  press  harder  toward 
self-support;  and  if  the  right  minister  could  get  his  entire  support 
from  the  community,  it  is  better  that  the  church,  in  many  cases, 
should  remain  vacant  until  that  man  is  found. 

Fifth,  now  churches  can  do  us  great  service  in  the  way  of  exam- 
ple, by  starting  as  self-supporting.  The  four  churches  thus  start- 
ing this  year— Topeka  Central,  Richland,  Hanover,  Fairview — de- 
serve our  special  gratitude. 

Sixth,  we  need  a  steady  annual  increase  in  our  contributions  to 
the  A.  H.  M.  S.  We  should  never  forget  that  our  needs  for  mis- 
sionary work  in  Kansas  cannot  diminish;  the  only  question  is  as  to 
where  the  money  shall  come  from.  Kansas  should  furnish  more 
and  more  of  it  every  year.  As  special  measures,  I  would  call  the 
attention  of  the  churches  to  the  suggestions  in  the  rej>ort  of  the 
Board  through  their  secretary;  to  the  Harvest  Home  festival,  which 
we  hope  will  be  annual;  to  the  home  missionary  week  in  February, 
for  the  second  time  cordially  commended  by  the  Board;  and  to  the 
plan  of  having  churches  in  eastern  Kansas  adopt  some  church  in 
western  Kausas,  to  su[)ply  the  home  missionary  treasury  with  sufli 
cient  funds  to  pay  the  Society's  ap[)ropriation  to  that  field. 

Seventh,  we  need  efficient  ministers  for  our  vacant  fields,  and 
must  seek  them  from  every  available  source. 

Eighth,  to  spread  our  work  in  Kansas,  a  great  increase  in  spirit- 
ual life  will  be  our  best  advertisement,  and  will  become  the  most 
fruitful  source  of  our  enlargement  in  the  State. 

Ninth.  Then,  lastly,  having  done  (.nr  part,  we  need  a  continua- 
tion of  home  missionary  aid;  and  respectfully  we  can  but  express 
our  conviction  that  with  the  principles  we  have  stated  ke})t  in  o])er- 
ation,  the  noble  A.  H.  M.  S.  will  make  no  grander  investment  for 
the  kingdom  of  God  in  America  than  by  granting  ns  our  Board's 
estimates  year  by  year,  if  the  condition  of  its  treasury  makes  this 
consistent.  \Vt*  say  tu  the  Society,  to  ourselves,  and  to  our  churches, 
that  the  policy  of  Kansas  is  to  rer.ch  self  support  at  the  earliest 
moment  consistent  with  having  our  work  j)roperly  established  in 
Kansas. 

But  we  need  hardly  remind  any  one  that  Kansas  is  practically 
but  twenty-four  years  old,  that  its  center  of  population  is  still  within 
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the  eastern  third  of  the  State  (at  Lost  Springs,  Marion  Co.),  and 
that  while  we  are  making  a  steady  gain  in  the  development  of  our 
agricultural  resources,  it  is  only  by  a  runaing  light  with  drought 
and  hot  winds  that  western  Kansas  is  V)eing  settled  with  a  perma- 
nent population.  But  it  is  imi>ossible  for  us  to  hold  our  ground  in 
Kansas  and  simply  maintain  our  old  work.  The  vital  problem  that 
confronts  us  is,  how  can  we  get  money  for  new  work  ?  For  this 
reason  we  think  that  the  ?8,(Sr)()  asked  for  by  our  Board  last  year 
for  new  work  was  not  in  excess  of  our  pressing  needs.  But  the  re- 
sponsibility for  advance  is  first  of  all  upon  ourselves;  and  it  is  not 
difficult  for  a  thoughtful  mind  to  see  that  we  have  been  providen 
tially  prepared,  as  churches,  for  a  great  forward  movement.  We 
are  coming  to  have  a  band  of  churches,  every  one  of  which  has 
spiritual  vitality,  an  open  field  of  laV)or,  and  the  missionary  spirit 
We  are  just  ready  for  our  grandest  service  in  Kansas,  and  we  ought 
to  do  great  things  within  the  next  five  years.  But  no  such  five 
years  will  ever  return  to  Kansas.  Twenty  churches  coming  annu- 
ally to  self-support,  twenty  new  churches  organized,  and  twenty - 
five  per  cent  annual  advance  in  our  contributions  for  home  missions 
is  surely  a  reasonable  expectation,  and  should  be  the  minimum 
limit  of   our  purposes. 

Can  we  not  catch  the  missionary'  enthusiasm  of  18S9?  The  evan- 
gelization of  the  whole  world  is  now  being  definitely  planned  for; 
and  the  evangelization  of  every  individual  within  his  reach,  of  his 
town,  his  state,  his  country,  and  the  world  will  be  the  absorbing 
aim  of  every  Christian  who  simply  proposes  to  keep  up  with  his 
times. 

This  country'  seems  to  be  the  center  of  God's  operations  for  the 
*\orld's  conversion;  and  happy  is  he  who  in  our  home  missionary 
work  sees  God  moving  in  a  great  world  movement,  working  right 
here,  in  and  through  as,  to  establish  his  kingdom  on  earth,  the 
forces  which  are  to  bring  that  kingdom  centering  in  this  country 
and  right  here  and  now  in  our  mighty  West;  our  work  in  our 
churches  therefore  an  essential  part  of  this  great  movement;  and 
the  spirit  of  God  calling  upon  us  to  be  one  with  our  God,  with  un- 
reserved fidelity,  in  the  work  of  redeeming  this  country,  and 
through  it  this  world  to  Christ. 

But,  brethren,  our  of)portunity  is  brief.  Therefore  let  us  do 
with  our  might  what  our  hands  find  to  do,  and  do  it  now. 
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Report  of  the  State  Evangelist. 

The  year's  work  began  at  Paola,  October  20,  and  continued  there 
until  the  night  of  November  7;  November  7  to  November  lU  at  Bur- 
lington; November  21  to  December  2  at  Wellington;  December  5 
to  December  16  at  Nickerson;  December  17  to  December  28  at  Ly- 
ons and  Chase;  December  30  at  Olivet,  Wichita.  There  was  clear 
evidence  of  the  presence  of  the  Holy  Spirit  at  all  these  meetings. 
January  1  to  January  81  was  spent  at  Sabetha;  February  1  to  Feb- 
ruary 19  at  Seneca;  February  24  to  March  18  at  Eureka;  March  17 
Wichita,  Plymouth;  March  2()  to  April  7  at  Tonganoxie;  April  14 
to  May  5  at  Mt.  Hope;  May  8  at  Paola;  May  12  to  19  at  Downs; 
May  22  to  May  26  at  Linwood  and  Lenape;  June  2  at  Olivet, 
Wichita;  June  4  at  Altoona;  June  6  at  Village  Creek;  June  7 
at  Scatter  Creek  and  Buffalo;  June  8  at  Fredonia;  June  9  at  Sev- 
ery;  June  12  to  June  28  at  Hill  City;  June  18  at  Goodland;  June 
19  at  Colby;  June  24  at  Salina;  June  27  at  Mt.  Hope:  June  80  at 
Mound  City;  July  7  at  Fredonia;  July  9  at  Hutchinson ;  July  10  at 
Stafford;  July  12  at  Kin>sley;  July  18  at  Garfield;  Julv  14  at  Jet- 
more;  July  15  at  Garden  City;  July  16  and  17  at  Fowler;  July  21 
at  Smith  Center;  July  22  at  Kensington;  July  28  at  Almena;  Au- 
gust 4  at  Axtell;  August  6  at  Linwood;  August  11  at  Olivet,  Wich- 
ita; August  12  at  Hutchinson;  August  14  at  White  City;  August 
25  to  September  8  at  Spring  Hill  and  Ocheltree;  September  18  to 
24  at  Kensington;  September  28  at  Agra;  September  26  at  North- 
westprn  Association;  September  28  to  October  20  at  Centralia.  In 
the  year  I  have  visited  52  churches  and  towns  in  the  interest  of  the 
State  work.  The  year  has  been  one  of  victory,  in  nearly  every 
place  souls  have  been  |)ointed  to  Christ  and  the  church  blesscni.  In 
14  churches  I  have  conducted  extra  meetings  with  conversions  in 
every  case.  The  average  length  of  these  services  was  16  days. 
The  total  collection  of  the  year  was  $447.52,  an  average  of  182  to 
the  churches  contributing.  Professed  conversion  491.  It  has 
been  a  year  of  joyful  fellowship  with  the  labors  of  the  churches  and 
their  pastors.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Sunday 

Schools. 

To  THE  General  Congregational  Association  of  Kansas: 

Dear  Brethren  —  Permit  me  to  present  my  seventh  annual  re- 
port of  our  Sunday  school  work  in  this  State. 

In  each  previous  report  I  have  presented  to  you  tables  showing 
the  number  and  location  of  our  schools,  membership  and  average 
attendance  of  each;  also  various  other  facts  concerning  them;  and 
have  noted  tho  gains  that  have  been  made  in  these  different  lines 
from  year  to  year. 

As  we  have  collected  no  statistics  this  year,  I  have  no  such  facts 
to  present  to  you  today,  and  must  speak  of  our  schools  in  a  general 
way. 

As  I  have  listened  to  the  reports  from  the  churches  in  all  of  our 
eight  (now  nine)  local  associations,  it  has  been  almost  the  universal 
testimony  that  the  Sunday  school  was  in  a  flourishing  condition; 
and  from  observation  of  8cho^»l8  visited,  I  believe  that  the  statistics 
when  collected  will  show  a  marked  improvement  upon  those  of  one 
year  ago. 

Probably  there  has  been  no  time  in  the  history  of  the  Christian 
church  when  the  Bible  has  been  so  earnestly  and  thoroughly  inves- 
tigated by  so  large  a  proportion  of  the  people  as  at  the  present. 
Whatever  may  be  the  faults  and  ineflficiency  of  the  present  system 
of  Bible  school  study,  it  is  unquestionably  far  better  than  any  sys- 
tem that  preceded  it,  and  needs  only  to  be  thoroughly  worked  and 
supplemented  by  lines  of  topical  Bible  study  to  make  it  a  most  ex 
cellent  system.  Undoubtedly  improvements  can  be  made  upon  it, 
but  at  present  it  is  the  result  of  the  combined  wisdom  of  the  wisest 
Sunday  school  heads,  not  only  in  this  country  but  in  other  lands. 
Let  us  then  treat  it  with  respect  and  work  it  as  earnestly  as  we 
may. 

All  of  our  churches  that  have  life  enough  about  them  to  maintain 
any  regular  meetings,  have  Sunday  schools  connected  with  them. 
Nearly  one  hundred  and  fifty  of  our  schools  call  themselves  Congre- 
gational. About  forty  take  the  name  Union.  A  few  of  these  Union 
schools  change  their  name  to  Congregational  every  year.  A  portion 
"f  them  are  fairly  and  properly  Union,  but  several  of  them  should 
onange  their  names  immediately,  thus  more  closely  allying  them- 
selves with  the  churches.  Your  State  Superintendent  desires  infor- 
mation from  any  of  the  pastors  or  members  of  our  churches  as  to 
locations  where  Congregational  Sunday[schools  can  be  wisely  organ- 
ized, and  h«  promises  his  assistance  in  accomplishing  the  organi- 
zation. The  Sunday  School  and  Publishing  Society  will  also  assist 
in  supplying  literature  to  the  extent  that  is  needed. 
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In  answer  to  the  question,  What  are  the  needs  of  oar  school '/  I 
would  say : 

1st,  we  need  a  closer  intimacy  between  the  church  and  the  school. 

2d.     More  trained  workers  in  the  school. 

8d.  A  greater  missionary  spirit  to  increase  attendance  upon  the 
school. 

4th.     A  supplemental  course  of  topical  Bible  study. 

5th.  Time  and  skill  to  successfully  carry  out  this  supplemental 
course. 

6th.     A  greater  utilization  of  the  power  of  song. 

7th.  Our  greatest  need  is  the  converting  power  of  the  Holy 
Spirit. 

In  answer  to  the  question,  What  has  been  your  work  since  the 
last  meeting  of  our  Association  ?  I  would  say,  that  I  first  organized 
a  new  Congregational  Sunday  school  near  Ellis,  then  took  a  trip 
of  575  milen,  in  my  missionary  bugg}^  from  Leoti,  Wichita  county 
into  the  southwest  corner  or  the  State,  visiting  24  schools  that  I  had 
organized  earlier  in  the  season,  i)reaching  a  sermou  to  each,  and 
endeavoring  to  keep  as  many  of  them  alive  as  possible  through  the 
winter.  During  the  winter  months  and  March,  held  Institutes  with 
thirty  one  of  our  churches  of  from  four  to  six  sessions  at  each  place, 
giving  instructioQ  in  Bible  normal  lessons  and  practical  Sunday 
school  work. 

Spent  the  week  of  prayer  and  the  following  week  with  the  church 
at  Valley  Falls  in  evangelistic  work,  i)reaching  each  evening- 
Spent  another  week  in  a  similar  way  with  the  church  at  Hill  City, 
(iraham  countv.  Organized  a  Sunday  school  at  Bogue,  a  station 
on  the  U.  P.  railway  in  that  coimty. 

In  April,  assisted  in  four  county  and  township  conventions. 
Worked  up  in  conneKition  with  our  Sunday  school  committee,  a  State 
Congregational  superintendent's  convention,  at  Topeka.  From  May 
till  the  middle  of  August,  took  another  trip  of  1750  miles,  in  the 
buggy  in  southwestern  Kansas  visiting  ten  schools  previously  organ- 
ized and  canvassed  seven  counties  and  organized  22  schools.  Dur- 
ing this  time  I  also  spent  two  Sabbaths  with  the  church  at  Jetmore, 
Hodgeman  county,  which  was  without  a  pastor,  one  with  the  church 
at  Ford,  one  with  the  church  at  Kiowa,  Barber  county,  and  preached 
once  to  the  church  at  Fowler.  I  also  attended  the  State  Sunday 
School  Convention  at  McPherson,  and  spent  eight  days  at  the  Ottawa 
Sunday  S(?hool  Assembly.  During  and  since  the  latter  part  of  August, 
I  have  attended  and  addressed  all  of  the  eight  local  associations  of  the 
State  Just  before  and  between  these  meetings,  I  spent  three 
or  four  days  each  with  the  churches  of  Alma,  McPherson,  Nickerson, 
Eureka,  Paola  and  North  Topeka,  endeavoring  in  a  private  as  well 
iLs     [)ublic    way,    by    visiting   the    church    members    and    others. 
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to  increase  the  attendance  upon  our  schools.  I  also  addressed  the 
church  at  AxtoU  and  preached  one  Sabbath,  in  the  absence  of  the 
pastor,  to  my  own  home  church  at  Manhattan.  It  is  my  desire  to 
be  as  helpful  to  pastors  and  churches  as  po>8ible. 

The  harvest  truly  is  great,  and  while  the  laborers  are  not  exactly 
few,  there  is  room  for  much  more  work  to  be  done.  Let  us  pray 
and  trust  that  in  the  future  as  well  as  in  the  past,  but  in  greater 
measure,  this  means  of  helping  on  the  great  millonnial  day  may  be 
abundantly  blessed.  J.  E.  Platt. 


Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  General 
Association. 

The  following  is  a  plain  statement  of  what  the  General  Associa- 
tion has  directed,  and  is  here  given  for  the  information  and  guid- 
ance of  all  concerned. 

The  basis  of  assessment  each  year  is  the  number  of  resident  mem- 
bers reported  in  the  printed  minutes  of  the  previous  year. 

The  rate  of  assessment  is  six  cents  per  resident  member. 

The  assessment  is  to  be  paid  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Local  Asso- 
ciation. 

The  Registrars  of  the  Loc:U  Associations  will  forward  to  the 
Treasurer  of  General  Association  all  moneys  paid  them  on  account 
General  Association  tax.

Wabaunsee  has  built  a  $1200  parsonage.  Increased  interest  is 
shown  in  all  departments  of  work. 

Waushara  has  been  supf)liod  by  Rev.  E.  Shepherd,  of  Eskridge. 
(U.  B.).     It  is  an  im[)ortaat  country  field. 

Westmoreland  is  greatly  encouraged  by  the  enthusiasm  an  d  zeal 
of  its  new  pastor.  Rev  T.  V.  Davies. 

White  City  has  had  a  gracious  revival  and  is  hoping  for  another. 

Zion  church  on  accouat  of  unfortunate  divisions,  will  probably 
Rell  its  building  to. the  Methodist  denomination. 
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Report  of  Committee  on  Educational 
Institutions. 


The  Committee  appointed  to  report  in  regard  to  the  educational 
institutions  connected  with  our  churches  find  a  wide  field  and  a  dif- 
ficult task.  Each  one  of  our  academies  and  schools  needs  separate 
mention,  and  calls  for  separate  consideration. 

Of  Washburn  College  it  is  not  necessary  that  we  should  speak. 
Her  praise  is  in  all  the  churches.  More  and  more  is  the  interest  of 
our  churches  becoming  centered  in  her,  and  more  and  more  are 
their  youth  being  attracted  to  her  halls.  She  is  fast  coming  to  the 
front  among  the  educational  forces  of  the  West  We  rejoice  in  her 
enlargement,  both  in  facilities  and  in  patronage;  and  more  than  all 
we  rejoice  in  the  manifest  favor  of  God  upon  her  work. 

In  regard  to  Fairmount  College  the  committee  are  not  prepared  to 
recommend  any  immediate  action.  There  is  at  Fairmount  a  valua- 
ble property  and  a  fine  building  nearly  ready  for  use,  but  this  prop- 
erty is  embarrassed  by  a  large  encumbrance.  What  is  the  wisest 
thing  to  do  we  are  not  now  in  condition  to  say.  We  recommend 
that  a  committee  be  appointed,  consisting  of  Hon.  A.  W.  Benson, 
Rev.  L.  Blakesley  and  Mr.  J.  F.  Drake,  to  investigate  the  financial 
condition  of  Fairmount  College,  and  also  its  relation  to  our  Congre- 
gational churches,  and  that  this  committee  report  to  the  trustees  of 
the  college  and  to  the  churches  such  recommendations  as  the  facts 
warrant. 

•  Of  the  academies  rej)orting  to  this  body  we  speak  first  of  Hiawa- 
tha. A-lthough  not  directly  connected  with  our  churches,  she  is 
closely  allied  to  us  in  personal  sympathy.  We  rejoice  in  the  good 
work  being  done  and  in  the  marked  prosperity  achieved. 

The  academies  at  Stockton  and  Eureka  are  both  doing,  excellent 
work,  but  both  are  embarrassed  by  financial  needs.  The  Southern 
Association  has  not  yet  been  able  to  make  up  the  $10,000  endow- 
ment anticipated,  and  the  academy  is  now  in  straits  and  falling 
short  in  means  to  pay  current  expenses.  These  two  schools  should 
each  have  at  least  $500  the  present  year  for  this  purpose.  We  re- 
commend therefore  that  they  take  steps  to  bring  their  needs  before 
the  churches  of  the  State;  and  we  recommend  that  the  churches,  as 
far  as  they  are  able,  respond  to  their  appeal.  We  hope  that  thus 
these  institutions  may  be  able  to  pass  in  safety  what  seems  to  be  a 
crisis  in  their  history,  and  that  they  may  soon  come  onto  substan- 
tial and  permanent  foundations.  R.  Cordley,

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Report  on  Washburn   College. 


To  the  college  the  Lord  has  granted  another  year  of  general  pros- 
perity. The  fall  term  opened  on  the  18th  of  September  with  an  en- 
rollment of  two  hundred  and  fifteen,  the  largest  enrollment  of  any 
one  term  in  the  history  of  the  institution.  Nearly  all  of  the  new 
students  also,  have  commenced  in  the  line  of  regular  courses  of 
study,  and  for  the  most  part  in  the  line  of  the  classical  course. 
This  for  many  years  has  been  a  growing  feature  of  our  work.  Many, 
after  studying  in  the  desultory  courses  for  several  years,  would 
become  disappointed  that  they  had  not  begun  at  the  first  the  study, 
especially,  of  Latiu.  For  this  and  other  reasons,  students  are  en- 
couraged to  commence  their  courses  of  study  in  such  a  way  as  not 
to  have  to  retrace  their  steps  further  on. 

The  results,  so  far,  in  nearly  all  cases  have  been  satisfactory,  even 
though  the  full  course  of  study  should  not  be  completed. 

In  November  last  a  friend  at  the  East  pledged  fifteen  thousand 
dollars  toward  the  erection  of  a  cliapel,  or  such  other  building  as 
might  best  meet  the  needs  of  the  college.  In  March  plans  and 
specifications  were  prepared  for  a  building  one  hundred  and  twelve 
feet  by  eighty-seven,  with  a  basement  story  of  ten  spacious  and 
well- lighted  rooms,  a  main  story  with  nine  recitation  rooms,  and  a 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  room,  and  above  the  main  story  an  audience  room,  or 
chapel,  capable  of  seating  over  six  hundred.  Two  lines  of  street 
cars  are  now  in  operation  from  the  city  and  railway  depots  to  the 
college  grounds.  One  of  these  lines  is  an  electric  line  and  so  far 
has  been  very  successful  in  its  operation.  These  lines  with  cars 
running  to  and  from  the  city  every  twenty  minutes,  render  the  vi- 
cinity of  the  college  attractive  for  places  of  residence,  and  a  very 
marketl  growth  in  residences  has  resulted  during  the  present  year. 

One  encouraging  feature  of  the  religious  life  of  the  college,  is  the 
increase  of  the  missionary  spirit.  This  has  been  greatly  quickened 
by  the  visits  and  labors  of  young  men  from  Princeton  and  other  col- 
leges and  theological  seminaries.  In  the  college  there  is  a  noble 
band  of  Christian  workers,  whose  influence  for  good  is  felt  not  only 
within  the  circle  of  college  associates,  but  also  in  the  churches  and 
mission  work  in  the  city.  We  value  this  moral  and  religious  pur- 
pose on  the  part  of  our  students,  as  one  of  the  most  important  el- 
ements in  the  life  of  the  college.  The  plan  of  Christian  education 
in  connection  with  our  churches  in  Kansas,  has  now  become  en- 
larged so  as  to  comprise  not  only  the  college  but  also  other  insti- 
tutions established  under  the  auspices  of  our  denomination.  These 
institutions  will  report  for  themselves  and  the  association  should  do 
all  it  can  to  foster  them  and  put  them  as  soon  as  possible  on  a  work- 
ing basis. 
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The  college  is  grateful  for  the  aid  extended  in  many  ways  by 
brethren  of  this  association  and  the  churches  of  the  State.  We 
trust  that  its  tone  of  scholarship,  its  moral  and  religious  influence 
may  continue  to  be  such  as  to  merit  the  confidence,  the  contribu- 
tions and  the  prayers  of  Christian  people,  and  that  the  college  may 
prove  a  signal  blessing  not  only  to  the  State  but  also  to  the  nation 
and  to  the  world.  Peter  Mc Vicar. 


Report  on  Eureka  Academy. 

Eureka  Academy  is  located  in  the  town  of  Eureka,  Greenwood 
county.  There  is  no  similar  institution  nearer  than  fifty  miles. 
Rev.  A.  T.  Burnell  -is  the  Principal  and  with  him  there  are  associ- 
ated five  other  teachers.  The  teachers  are  all  well  qualified  for  their 
positions  and  seem  to  be  doing  splendid  work. 

The  academy  building  is  of  brick  with  stone  trimmings,  two  sto- 
ries high.  It  contains  a  large  chapel  or  assembly  room,  and  six 
class  rooms  all  of  which  are  in  use  but  two.  The  library  is  in  bad 
condition.  The  books  are,  in  the  main,  well  selected,  but  are  not 
cared  for  as  they  should  be. 

The  building  and  grounds  call  for  an  outlay  of  five  hundred  dol- 
lars before  the  beginning  of  another  school  year.  The  academy 
building  was  put  up  at  an  outlay  of  thirteen  thousand  dollars  by  the 
citizens  of  Eureka  with  the  understanding  that  the  Southern  Associ- 
ation of  Congregational  ministers  and  churches  would  furnish  an 
endowment  fund  of  ten  thousand  dollars.  This  amount  the  South- 
em  Association  pledged,  but  only  about  fifteen  hundred  dollars  have 
been  paid.  Unless  the  full  amount,  or  a  large  part  of  it,  is  soon 
secured  the  institution  will  be  crippled  for  means,  as  indeed  it  now 
is,  and  will,  at  the  end  of  the  present  year  have  to  be  closed. 

The  visitors  would  therefore  recommend  that  a  committee  of  three 
be  appointed  by  this  association  to  raise,  as  soon  as  possible,  by  its 
own  methods,  the  full  amount  promised  by  the  Southern  Association 
as  an  endowment  fund.

The  school  has  entered  on  its  third  year  of  work,  and  is  meeting  all 
the  expectations  of  its  friends  in  that  line.  More  than  fifty  per 
cent  of  its  students  have  embraced  Christ  under  its  influence.  The 
school  must  have  help  immediately  or  close  its  doors.

Report  on  Hiawatha  Academy. 


This  academy  is  situated  at  the  county  seat  of  Brown  county.  It 
was  founded  as  a  distinctively  Christian  school  by  the  citizens  of  the 
county.  The  main  building,  the  only  one  yet  erected,  is  a  beautiful 
structure  54x89  feet  in  size,  two  stories  high  besides  basement  and 
attic.  There  is  ample  and  excellent  accommodation  for  200  pupils. 
When  finished  the  basement  and  attic  will  furnish  museum,  art, 
music  and  society  rooms  sufficient  for  the  use  of  the  school. 

The  spirit  of  the  school  is  evidently  thoroughly  Christian.  The 
property,  in  realty  and  good  subscriptions,  is  worth  nearly  $30,000. 
It  opens  this  second  school  year  with  about  100  pupils,  which  num- 
ber will  be  considerably  increased  a  little  later.  We  bespeak  an  ac- 
tive interest  in  this  institution  both  on  the  part  of  parents  and  those 
who  are  looking  for  opportunities  for  wise  investment  of  funds. 

The  course  of  study  provides  for  a  college  preparatory  course, 
the  completion  of  which  will  prepare  the  student  to  enter  the  State 
University,  Washburn,  or  any  other  college  in  the  State.  There  are 
also  a  literary,  a  normal,  and  a  business  course,  each  of  which  gives 
careful  and  thorough  training  for  entering  these  departments  of 
life  work.

Necrology. 

REV.  RUFUS  BARNARD  GUILD, 

Late  pastor  of  the  Sterling  Congretrational  church,  died  at  the  par- 
sonage in  Sterling,  Kansas,  Decemhor  )31st,  LSS<S,  at  the  age  of  57 
years  5  months  and  0  days.  He  passed  away  in  the  midst  of  the 
kindly  ministrations  of  his  wife  and  chil<lr(»n  and  dear  friends.  The 
restful  figure  of  the  Bible  truly  describes  the  manner  of  bis  depar- 
ture— he  "fell  askM»p,''  murmuring  as  he  did  so  words  of  love  and 
praise  t^)  the  Master  he  had  so  long  and  so  faithfully  served. 

Mr.  Guild  was  born  in  West  Halifax,  Vermont,  July  2r>th,  1881. 
He  was  the  son  of  Calvin  Guild,  and  the  youngest  of  eight  children. 
His  life  imtil  21  years  of  age  was  passed  on  the  farm  where  his  an- 
cestors had  resided  since  before  the  Revolutionary  war.  His  early 
education  was  such  as  the  district  school  of  that  ])eriod  afforded, 
but  was  supplemented  by  a  collegiate  course  in  Knox  College,  from 
which  he  graduated  in  ISoS.  He  afterward  attended  for  two  years 
Union  Theological  Seminary,  to  which  was  added  two  years  in 
Chicago  Theological  Seminary.  Having  graduated  from  the  latter 
institution  in  1S(U,  he  was  in  March  of  the  same  year  ordained  as 
pastor  of  the  Congregational  church  at  Galva,  Illinois,  where  he  re 
mained  for  more  than  14  years,  and  then  was  compelled  to  resign 
on  account  of  ill  health. 

Coming  the  second  time  to  Kansas,  in  March,  1<S(S3,  he   became 
pastor   of   the   Sterling   Congregational    church,    in  which  capac-

ity  he  served  until  his  death.  During  his  residence  in  Kansas  he 
was  an  active  supporter  of  every  Christian  work,  and  was  at  differ- 
ent times  and  in  various  ways  connected  with  the  Home  Missionary 
work  of  the  State.  His  administrative  talent  was  frequently  ac- 
knowledged by  calls  to  the  chairmanship  of  our  associations 
and  various  deliberative  bodies. 

In  1861  Mr.  Guild  married  Miss  Susie  A.  Bergen,  who  survives 
him,  together  with  the  four  sons  and  four  daughters  who  constitute 
his  family. 

The  ministry  of  Brother  Guild  was  blessed  wherever  he  labored. 
Few  who  had  met  him  in  the  most  casual  way  could  forget  him, 
and  none  could  do  so  who  had  been  favored  with  his  intimate  friend- 
ship and  communion.  Such  was  the  man  whose  place  among  us 
is  now  vacant,  and  such  the  life  upon  which  we  now  lay  this  hum- 
ble memorial.

REV.  JOHN  F.  MORGAN 

Began  life  as  a  business  man  in  Boston.  He  was  a  member  of  Park 
Street  church  and  greatly  interested  in  City  Mission  and  Sunday 
school  work.  He  was  so  successful  in  this  that  he  finally  concluded 
to  study  for  the  ministry,  and  completed  his  course  at  Bangor, 
Maine,  in  1866.  He  immediately  came  to  Kansas  to  find  a  mission 
field.  North  Lawrence  had  just  begun  its  existence.  Going  over 
there  one  day  his  instinct  led  him  to  look  after  the  children.  He 
found  no  Sunday  school,  but  scores  of  children  in  the  homes  and 
streets.  When  he  came  back  at  night  he  said;  "I've  foimd  my 
field."  He  found  a  little  room — a  sort  of  a  shanty — aod  formed  a 
Sunday  school  at  once,  securing  his  teachers  mostly  from  Plymouth 
churcL  He  commenced  preaching  services  at  the  same  time.  His 
school  and  congregation  soon  crowded  his  little  room.  He  found  a 
few  church  members  and  formed  a  church,  and  went  to  work,  with 
all  the  enthusiasm  of  his  nature,  to  build  a  house  of  worship.  He 
raised  what  he  could  among  the  people,  who  were  all  new  comers 
and  poor.  Then  he  raised  what  he  could  among  the  members  of  the 
Plymouth  church,  and  secured  a  donation  and  a  loan  from  the  Con- 
gregational Union.  When  all  these  fell  short  he  appealed  to  his  old 
friends  in  Park  street,  Boston,  who  helped  him  through.  The 
church  was  finished  and  furnished  and  all  paid  for.  He  remained 
here  eight  years,  and  saw  the  church  and  Sunday  school  well  es- 
tablished. He  also  preached  at  Kanwaka  and  Wakarusa,  preaching 
often  three  times  a  Sunday  and  traveling  fifteen  or  twenty  miles. 
After  leaving  Lawrence  he  was  Chaplain  for  two  years  of  the  Kan- 
sas State  penitentiary,  where  he  did  a  great  work  for  the  prisoners. 
His  health  was  all  the  time  poor,  and  he  now  returned  East  and  was 
for  seven  years  pastor  of  a  church  in  Portland,  Maine.      Since  *hen 
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he  has  resided  at  Springfield,  Massachusetts,  and  acted  as  financial 
agent  for  Washburn  College.  He  died  of  consumption  at  his  home, 
March  26,  1889.     A  widow  and  two  sons  survive  him.

REV.  LEMUEL  POMEROY 

Was  born  in  Southampton,  Massachasetts,  on  the  31st  day  of  Jan- 
uary, 1807.  It  was  not  until  after  he  was  twenty-one  years  old  that 
he  determined  to  take  a  collegiate  course.  He  then  fitted  for  col- 
lege and  graduated  at  Amherst.  In  later  life  he  determined  to 
enter  the  ministry.  He  studied  theology  at  East  Windsor,  and  im- 
mediately entered  the  active  ministry,  being  ordained  in  1840,  and 
taking  the  pastortfte  of  the  church  at  Smyrna,  New  York,  which 
he  filled  for  fifteen  years  with  great  acceptance  and  srtocess. 

He  removed  to  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  for  six  years  was  pastor 
of  the  churches  at  Kewanee  and  Wethersfield  in  that  State.  In 
the  year  1866  he  came  to  Kansas,  taking  a  home  at  Muscotah,  where 
he  formed  a  church  of  which  he  was  pastor  for  six  years.  After  re- 
tiring from  the  pastorate  of  Muscotah  church  he  continued  to  reside 
at  that  place,  performing  labors  of  love  and  showing  forth  the  spirit 
of  Christ  in  his  daily  life  until  the  first  day  of  October,  1889,  when 
he  was  taken  seriously  ill  and  on  the  4th  of  the  same  month  he 
"sweetly  fell  asleep  in  Jesus,"  aged  82  years  8  months  and  3  days. 

Rev.  Lemuel  Pomeroy  was  truly  a  man  of  God.  He  was  earnest- 
ly devoted  to  his  work  of  love,  faithful  in  all  things  pertaining  to 
his  calling,  striving  ever  to  bring  souls  to  Christ.  While  his  public 
ministrations  were  marked  with  ability,  his  fervent  faith  and  warm 
Christian  spirit  won  the  respect  and  esteem  of  those  about  him  and 
prepared  them  to  receive  the  good  seed  of  the  Word,  which  he  so 
faithfully  sowed.  Like  a  shock  of  com  in  its  season,  in  a  ripe  old 
age  he  was  gathered  to  his  fathers  and  has  received  at  the  hands  of 
the  Master  the  reward  of  the  righteous.  T.  S.  Roberts. 

HON.  CHARLES  B.  LINES 

Died  at  his  home  in  Wabaunsee,  Kansas,  March  31,  1889,  aged  82 
years  and  19  days.  He  was  born  in  New  Haven,  Connecticut, 
March  12,  1807.  He  was  an  energetic  worker,  in  his  early  life,  in 
the  temperance  cause,  and,  to  his  old  age,  he  kept  by  him  a  book 
in  which,  in  the  old  Washingtonian  days,  he  obtained  a  multitude 
of  signatures  to  the  temperance  pledge.  He  retained  his  interest 
in  the  cause  to  his  latest  years,  and  worked  vigorously  in  Kansas  to 
secure  the  adoption  of  the  Prohibitory  Amendment. 

But  it  was  in  the  cause  of  Negro  freedom  that  he  won  his  bright- 
est laurels.     In  the  city  of  New  Haven  he  was  early  known  as  an 
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ardent  advocate  of  abolition  and  of  the  Free  Soil  party.  On 
March  31,  1856,  he  left  New  Haven  as  the  leader  of  the  "Beecher 
Bible  Kifle  Company,"  which  came  to  Kansas  to  secure  the  new 
Territory  for  freedom,  and  to  prepare  the  way  and  secure  a  location 
for  the  New  Haven  colony  that,  shortly  after,  settled  in  Wabaun- 
see, Kansas,  and  organized  what  is  now  the  fourth  oldest  Congrega- 
tional church  in  the  State.  One  of  the  early  pioneers  of  Kansas, 
one  of  the  leaders  of  the  potent  army  that  left  the  civilization  and 
comforts  of  New  England  to  save  this  commonwealth  from  the 
grasp  of  the  slave  owner,  one  who  helped  to  make  Kansas  history, 
has  finished  his  course  and  laid  himself  down  to  rest  in  a  ripe  old 
age.  We  recognize  the  value  of  the  work  which  he,  with  others, 
did,  and  we  bless  God  for  his  life.  He  found  Kansas  an  undevel- 
oped and  almost  uutracked  Territory,  torn  and  devastated  by  the 
ruffian  bands  that  sought  to  stamp  the  brand  of  slavery  upon  her 
fair  front.  He  leaves  her  a  populous,  a  prosperous  and  a  peaceful 
State,  freed  from  the  twin  curses  of  slavery  and  sal  oon ;  and  we 
lay  his  aged  head  beneath  her  free  soil,  rejoicing  that  Father  Lines 
had  no  inconsiderable  share  in  bringing  about  the  deliverance  of 
our  State  from  this  double  bondage. 

But  it  is  not  the  patriot  alone  whose  departure  from  among  us 
we  now  record.  Father  Lines  took  a  prominent  part  in  the  re- 
ligious and  ecclesiastical  history  of  Kansas.  He  was  ever  foremost 
in  every  good  work  for  the  cause  of  Christ,  especially  in  all  the 
Congregational  enterprises  of  the  State.  He  was  always  a  prom- 
inent figure  in  the  meeting  of  the  Central  and  General  Congrega- 
tional Associations  of  Kansas,  and  took  a  lively  and  intelligent  in- 
terest in  all  the  proceedings  of  these  bodies.  He  attended  every 
meeting,  but  one,  of  the  General  Association  since  he  came  to  Kan- 
sas, and  only  missed  that  one  through  failing  to  make  the  needful 
railway  connections.  For  all  of  this  we  glorify  God  who  gave  him 
grace  and  ability  to  labor  in  his  cause. 

But  chiefly  we  are  glad  to  know  that  he  looked  for  his  personal 
salvation  to  the  sacrifice  of  Calvary,  and  that  amidst  all  the  frail- 
ties and  failings  of  human  nature,  his  f^ith  always  rested  calmly 
and  surely  on  that  immutable  Saviour  whose  blessed  name  was 
murmured  by  his  faltering  lips  when  the  dulled  memory  and  cloud- 
ed brain  would  respond,  intelligently,  to  no  other  name  but  that  of 
"Jesus  Christ,  the  same  yesterday,  and  today,  and  forever." 

Mr.  Lines  was  mirried  in  January,  1S29,  to  Maria  Wooding,  who 
survives  him.  Of  five  sons  and  four  daughters,  three  daughters 
only  are  now  living.  One  son,  Capt.  Edward  Lines,  was  killed  in 
action  during  the  late  war.  Wm.  Blenkarn.

After  an- 
nouncements and  singing  the  meeting  was  dismissed  with  the  bene- 
diction, to  meet  Thursday  morning  at  9  o'clock.

Mrs.  D.  C.  Has- 
kell interested  us  by  a  report  from  Haskell  Institute. 

Friday  morning,  devotional  meeting  led  by  Mrs.  Dougherty.  "A 
Year  in  the  Black  Belt"  was  read,  a  pai)er  prepared  by  Mrs.  Miller, 
Principal  of  the  first  A.  M.  A.  school  established  at  Meridian,  Miss. 

Reports  were  given  of  Central  and  Eastern  Associations  by  their 
respective  vice- presidents.  Other  reports  were  read  by  the  Secre 
tary.  The  estimate  for  the  next  year  was  $1800;  ^TM)  toward  the 
support  of  Evangelist  Veazie,  $700  to  general  State  work,  $800  to 
ward  salary  of  Miss  Lester  of  the  N.  W.  E.  C,  $800  toward  the  sal- 
ary of  Mrs.  Miller  of  A.  M.  A.  A  stirring  address  from  Mrs.  Ej>ps 
sent  us  home  with  determined  purpose  to  work  more  faithfully  the 
coming  year. 

All  moneys  are  sent  as  designated  by  donors.  All  undesignated 
goes  to  the  Kansas  Home  Missionary  Society.  It  rests,  therefore, 
with  the  givers  whether  the  resolutions  adopted  at  the  annnal  meet- 
ing are  carried  out.  The  Treasurer's  report  shows  but  $2(\  lacking 
to  make  up  the  $1500  we  aimed  to  raise.  A  little  more  effort  in  a 
few  auxiliaries  would  have  ensured  complete  success.  Do  not  let 
that  effort  be  wanting  at  the  next  meeting,  dear  sisters.  Much  of 
the  money  came  in  late.  This  almost  doubles  the  work  of  the 
Treasurer.

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CONSTIT.UTION  AND  BY-LAWS  OF  THE  GENERAL 
ASSOCIATION.- 


CONSXIXUXION. 

Article  I — Name — This  body  shall  bo  known  as  The  Gen- 
eral Association  of  Congregational  Ministers  and  Churches 
OF  Kansas. 

Art.  II — Object — The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to 
increase  the  efficiency  of  the  churches  by  mutual  fellowship  and 
counsel,  and  to  promote  unity  of  feeling  and  concert  of  action  in 
every  good  work.  No  ecclesiastical  authority  shall  be  assumed 
by  this  body  or  delegated  to  it. 

Ari.  Ill — Membership — Any  minister, or  church,  or  Sunday 
school  superintendent  may  become  a  member  of  this  body  by 
filing  with  the  Registrar  a  certiJBcate  of  membership  in  either  of 
the  local  Congregational  Associations  of  this  State,  signed  by  the 
clerk  thereof  Every  church  shall  be  entitled  to  one  delegate; 
and  if  its  resident  membership  exceeds  one  hundred,  it  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  delegate  for  each  one  hundred  members  or  major 
part  thereof.  All  ministers  and  delegates  chosen  by  this  Asso- 
ciation to  perform  any  service,  shall  be  regarded  Corresponding 
members  until  such  service  shall  have  been  fulfilled,  unless  they 
are  excused  by  vote  of  this  body.  Only  corresponding  members 
shall  be  elected  to  membership  in  this  body. 

Art.  IV — Officers — The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be 
a  Moderator,  a  Statistical  Clerk,  a  Registrar,  a  Treasurer  and  an 
Auditor. 

The  Moderator  shall  be  chosen  annually,  and  shjiU  preside 
over  the  meetings  of  the  Association  until  his  successor  shall 
have  been  chosen. 

The  Statistical  Clerk  shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  three 
years.  He  shall  annually  furnish  the  Registrar  of  each  Local 
Association  with  the  necessary  blanks  by  the  first  day  of  Decem- 
ber, for  distribution  among  the  churches,  that  that  officer  may 
collect  and  arrange  their  statistics  for  the  calendar  year,  and  re- 
turn the  same  to  the  Statistical  Clerk,  who  shall  revise  and 
prepare  them  for  publication. 

The  Registrar  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  three  years.  He 
shall  keep  the  papers  and  books  of  the  Association,  and  a  correct 
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roll  of  its  members;  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  all  meetings  of  the 
Association,  and  prepare  them  for  record  and  publication;  and 
conduct  its  correspondence. 

The  Treasurer  and  Auditor  shall  be  elected  annually,  and 
shall  perform  the  duties  usually  pertaining  to  those  offices. 

These  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot. 

Art.  V — Ck)mmittees — The  Moderator  shall  appoint,  near 
the  beginning  of  each  session,  a  committee  of  three,  who  shall 
nominate  near  the  close  of  the  session  the  following  committees, 
which  shall  each  consist  of  three  members:  A  Business  Committee, 
whose  duty  shall  be,  within  six  months  from  the  time  of  their 
election,  to  appoint  members  and  notify  them  to  prepare  ser- 
mons, essays,  or  discussions  for  the  next  session;  to  arrange,  so 
far  as  practicable,  the  order  of  business  for  the  next  session,  and 
to  report  a  program  to  the  Publication  Committee  six  weeks  be- 
fore the  time  of  meeting.  Also  to  introduce  all  new  business  at 
the  next  session. 

A  Publication  Committee,  of  which  the  Registrar  shall  be  a 
member.  It  shall  be  duty  of  this  committee  to  publish  the 
minutes  and  all  other  matter  which  the  Association  shall  vote  to 
publish;  to  print  the  program  furnished  them  by  the  Business 
Committee,  and  to  send  a  copy  to  each  member  of  the  Association 
three  weeks  before  the  annual  meeting;  to  estimate  expenses  of 
the  Association  for  the  coming  year,  and  to  provide  for  them  by 
assessing  each  local  Association  in  proportion  to  the  number  of 
resident  members  of  its  churches  last  reported,  and  notify  the 
Registrar  of  such  Association  of  the  amount. 

A  Committee  of  Education,  who  shall  report  on  the  edu- 
cational interests  connected  with  this  body.  These  committees 
may  be  elected  viva  voce. 

Art.  VI — Exercises — The  discussion  of  all  questions  that 
pertain  to  the  organization,  and  to  the  practical  working  of  this 
body,  shall  be  confined  to  the  hours  before  noon.  The  afternoon 
and  evening  meetings  shall  be  devoted  to  reports  on  the  condition 
of  the  churches;  a  report  on  educational  interests;  addresses  by 
representatives  of  benevolent  societies;  speeches  and  papers  on 
topics  of  interest  and  of  spiritual  profit  to  the  Association,  and 
to  the  people  of  the  place  where  the  Association  is  convened. 

Art.  VII — Amendments — This  constitution  may  be  altered 
or  amended  by  vote  of  tWo-thirds  of  the  members  present,  pro- 
vided notice  of  the  alteration  or  amendment  has  been  published 
with  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  year. 
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Bbction  1.  The  sessions  of  this  Association  shall  commence 
on  Thursday  afternoon  for  organization  and  miscellaneous  busi- 
ness; and  the  opening  sermon  shall  be  preached  on  Thursday 
evening  by  a  person  chosen  by  the  Association. 

Ssc.  2.  The  afternoon  and  evening  of  Friday  shall  be  de- 
voted to  the  consideration  of  the  interests  and  work  of  Home 
Missions. 

Sbc.  3.  Saturday  evening  shall  be  assigned  to  the  presenta- 
tion of  the  interests  of  the  A.  B.  C.  F.  M  ,  the  Congregational 
Union,  the  American  Missionary  Association,  and  such  other  ad- 
dresses as  may  be  expected  from  brethren  from  abroad  favoring 
us  with  their  presence. 

Ssc  4.  On  assembling  in  business  session  the  Moderator 
shall  call  the  meeting  to  order.  The  Registrar  shall  call  the  roll 
of  ministers;  the  roll  shall  be  completed  by  adding  to  the  names 
of  the  ministers  the  names  of  the  delegates  from  the  churches. 
The  Association  shall  then  proceed  to  the  election  of  officers,  ex- 
cept that  the  Moderator  shall  be  elected  at  the  business  session 
on  Saturday  morning,  his  term  of  service  t*^  begin  at  the  close  of 
the  annual  session  at  which  he  is  elected,  and  to  continue  through 
the  next  annual  session 

Sbc.  6  The  Moderator  shall  then  appoint  the  following 
committees:  A  Committee  on  Religious  Exercises;  a  Committee 
on  Nominations. 

Sbc.  6.  A  contribution  of  six  cents  per  resident  member 
shall  be  asked  annually  of  each  of  the  churches,  for  the  payment 
of  the  expenses  of  the  General  Association  and  National  Council. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Statistical  Clerk,  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  April  of  each  year,  to  notify  the  registrars 
of  Local  Associations  of  the  contributions  needed  from  the 
churches,  and  the  registrars  of  the  several  associations  shall  re- 
ceive the  funds  contributed  by  the  churches  and  pay  the  same  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Association. 

Sbo.  8.  All  bills  against  this  Association  shall  be  made  out 
in  detail,  and  sent  to  the  Registrar.  If  the  bills  are  correct,  the 
Registrar  shall  endorse  them  **  approved,"  signing  his  name  as 
'*Registrar  of  the  General  Association  of  Kansas,"  and  send 
them  to  the  Treasurer,  who  shall  send  the  amount  to  the  creditor, 
accompanied  by  a  printed  form  of  receipt  to  be  signed  and  re- 
turned to  the  Treasurer,  and  by  him  appended  to  the  bill  and  re- 
tained as  his  voucher.  The  Treasurer  also  shall  keep  a  stub- 
book  of  receipts,  giving  a  receipt  to  every  one  from  whom  he  re- 
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ceives  money,  and  entering  apon  the  stub  a  record  of  the  amount, 
date,  person  paying,  and  on  what  account.  This  stub-book 
shall  be  his  voucher  for  moneys  received. 

Sec.  9.  Registrars  of  Local  Associations  shall  report  the 
amount  asked  from  each  church,  and  the  amount  paid,  for  publi- 
cation in  the  minutes. 

Seo.  10.  The  expenses  of  the  National  Oouncil  shall  be  in- 
cluded with  other  expense  items. 

Sec.  11.  Payments  to  the  National  Council  shall  be  propor- 
tionate to  the  total  collections  for  expense  purposes. 

Sec.  12.  On  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  of  each  year 
the  Statistical  Clerk  shall  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  Treasurer 
for  the  proportionate  amount  due  the  National  Council. 

Sec.  13.  The  Publication  Committee  shall  furnish  to  the 
local  Registrars  printed  postal  cards  for  use  in  notifying  the 
clerks  of  the  several  churches  of  the  assessment  due  to  General 
Association. 

Seo.  14.  A  devotional  meeting  shall  be  held  in  connection 
with  each  morning  session.  Each  afternoon  session  shall  be 
opened  with  prayer,  and  every  session  closed  with  prayer  or 
singing. 

Sec.  16.  All  business  shall  be  presented  in  writing  to  the 
Business  Committee,  and  through  them  to  the  body;  but  in  case 
the  committee  shall  refuse  to  present  any  matter  referred  to 
them,  the  member  proposing  may  present  it  himself. 

Seo.  16.  The  roll  shall  be  called  each  morning,  and  the 
minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  read  and  approved. 

Seo.  17.  On  Saturday  morning  standing  committees  shall  be 
appointed,  the  place  of  next  meeting  determined,  and  appoint- 
ments of  meetings  for  Sunday  made. 

Sec.  18.  •  The  Lord's  Supper  shall  be  celebrated  on  Sabbath 
afternoon,  generally  without  remarks. 

Sec  19.  No  member  of  the  Association  shall  be  excused 
without  consent  of  the  body. 

Sec.  20.  The  Moderator  elect  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member, 
but  not  the  chairman  of  the  Business  Committee. 

Sec.  21.  Representatives  of  the  Benevolent  Societies  of  our 
churches  present  at  meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be  corres- 
ponding members  ex-officiis. 

Sec  22.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  or  added  to  at 
any  time  by  a  majority  vote. 
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Constitution  of  the  Kansas  Home  Missionary  Society. 
(as  beyised.) 

Article  I.  This  Society  shall  be  called  the  Kansas  Home 
Missionary  Society. 

Art.  II.  The  Society  shall  consist  of  members  of  the  Gene- 
ral Association  of  Kansas,  together  with  those  persons  who  by 
the  payment  of  $20  may  become  life-members,  and  such  as  by 
the  payment  of  $2  may  become  members  for  one  year. 

Art.  III.  The  object  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  diffuse  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  by  aiding  any  churches  within  the  State 
.that  are  not  able  to  support  the  ministry  of  the  Word;  by  organ- 
izing churches  wherever  they  are  needed;  by  supplying  communi- 
ties destitute  of  preaching;  and  by  co-operating  with  the  Amer- 
ican Home  Missionary  Society  in  the  work  of  Christianization  in 
other  States  and  Territories. 

Art.  rV.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President,  a 
Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  an  Auditor,  a  Superintendent,  an  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  three  in  each  District  Association,  a  Board  of 
Directors  and  an  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  consisting  of 
three  members. 

Art.  V.  The  President,  Treasurer  and  Auditor  shall  be 
chosen  by  ballot  at  the  annual  meeting  to  serve  for  one  year,  or 
until  their  successors  have  been  elected  and  qualified.  Their 
term  of  service  shall  begin  with  the  close  of  the  meeting  at  which 
they  are  elected, 

Art.  VI.  The  Executive  Committees  in  the  District  Associa- 
tions shall  be  chosen  annually  by  this  Society,  and  shall,  in  co- 
operation with  the  Superintendent,  recommend  fields,  mission- 
aries and  appropriations  within  their  respective  districts.  The 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  in  connection 
with  the  Superintendent,  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  oc- 
curring during  the  year  in  the  District  Executive  Committees. 

Art.  VII  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  consist  of  the 
Chairmen  of  the  several  District  Executive  Committees,  together 
with  three  others,  elected  at  the  annual  meeting,  not  members  of 
any  of  the  local  committees,  or  of  Home  Missionary  churches, 
and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Kansas  Home  Missionary  Society; 
these  four  last  named  shall  form  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Board,  subject  to  its  authority,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  keep  a  full 
record  of  all  applications  for  missionary  aid  and  pass  upon  them. 
The  Board  of  Directors  shall  choose  one  of  their  number  as 
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Chairman  and  another  as  Secretary;  shall  hold  a  session  in  con- 
nection with  every  meeting  of  the  General  Association,  and  also 
upon  the  call  of  the  Chairman  between  these  stated  times  if 
exigencies  require;  shall  nominate  a  Superintendent  to  the  Parent 
Society,  which  is  to  appoint  and  pay  nim;  shall  consider  the  ap- 
pointment of  men  and  apportionment  of  money,  and  methods  of 
increasing  the  supply  of  both;  shall  make  an  annual  report  to 
the  State  Society,  and  in  their  general  oversight  shall  make  to 
the  American  Home  Missionary  Society  such  suggestions  as 
they  may  deem  wise. 

Art.  VIII.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  hold  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Society;  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Society  of 
the  money  received  by  him,  and  every  month  shall  send  to  the 
treasury  of  the  American  Home  Missionary  Society  the  sums 
sent  to  him  for  that  purpose.  He  shall  also  give  bonds  to  the 
satisfEkction  of  the  Directors. 

Art.  IX.  The  Superintendent,  who  shall  also  be  Recording 
Secretary,  in  council  and  co-operation  with  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors and  the  Executive  Committees,  and  under  instructions  of 
the  American  Home  Missionary  Society,  shall  give  himself  to  the 
work  of  securing  ministers  for  the  feeble  missionary  churches;  of 
reporting  to  the  parent  society  upon  the  applications  for  aid;  of 
pushing  the  beneficiary  churches  on  to  self  support;  of  organizing 
churches;  of  preaching  the  Word  in  destitute  communities  and 
among  the  aided  churches,  and  of  increasing  the  contributions  to 
the  Society. 

Art.  X.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  annual 
meeting  of  the  Society,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members 
present.

Moved  and  adopted  that  the  Publication  Committee  be  in- 
structed to  publish  the  minutes  of  this  session  in  the  Telephone, 

Mr.  G.  M.  Herrick,  of  Chicago,  and  Professor  Phelps,  of 
Topeka,  were  introduced  to  the  Association. 

Pres.  Mc Vicar  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted: 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  National  College  and  Education 
Societies  of  other  denominations  are  aiding  generously  in  the 
upbuilding  of  Christian  Academies  and  young  men  studying  for

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By  unanimous  vote  McPherson  was  chosen  as  the  next  place 
of  meeting.

The  unanimous  ballot  of  the  Association  was  cast  for  Bev. 
Pearse  Pinch  for  Moderator  of  the  next  meeting. 

It  was  moved  and  carried  that  the  following  items  in  "re-

Rev.  A.  N.  Hitchcock  was  introduced  to  the  Association. 

Prof.  Phelps,  of  Washburn  College,  presented  the  work  of 
the  American  Institute  of  Sacred  Literature. 

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  HOUB. 

Rev.  J.  E.  Piatt  gave  his  report  as  Superintendent  of  Sunday 
school  work. 

Rev.  A.  S.  Bush  next  read  a  paper  on  **Normal  classes  in  our 
churches." 

Rev.  D.  D.  DeLong  presented  the  following  report  of  the 
Sunday  School  Committee: 

Our  Sunday  Schools  are  sources  of  increasing  strength  and 
cheer  lo  the  churches.  They  are  the  rich  placers  which  yield 
larger  and  larger  spiritual  returns  the  more  they  are  developed. 
However  discouraging  other  phases  of  spiritual  activities  may 
be,  this  department  of  church  life  is  always  buoyant  and  hopeful, 
like  the  young  hearts  of  which  it  is  so  largely  composed.  But 
while  this  is  true,  the  best  and  highest  results  in  Sunday  school 
work  have  not  been  reached,  and  there  is  an  ever  conscious  need 
of  more  efficient  measures  for  acquainting  the  old  and  the  young 
with  the  simple  and  j'et  vital  truths  of  God's  word.  We  are  apt 
to  regard  this  a  day  of  Sunday  school  glory,  and  it  is  in  some 
respects;  but  a  somewhat  searching  investigation  will  reveal  in 
almost  every  community  a  surprising  and  alarming  amount  of 
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ignorance  of  the  Book  of  books.  To  displace  this  ignorance  and 
to  bring  the  masses  of  the  people  to  a  more  sympathetic  and 
logical  knowing  of  the  Word  are  objects  which  your  committee 
have  had  in  mind  in  the  things  that  they  have  done  during  the 
year,  aud  at  which  they  aim  in  this  brief  report  A  few  sugges- 
tions of  a  practical  nature  are  herewith  offered  as  helpful  means 
to  greater  Bible  knowledge  and  practice: 

1.  Aim  to  have  every  member  of  the  Sunday  school  own  a 
Bible  and  bring  it  to  Sunday  school  and .  church  and  use  it  in 
these  services. 

2.  Introduce  at  every  session  of  the  school  a  brief  drill  of 
the  whole  school  in  outline  Bible  studies  as  furnished  on  fifth 
page  of  lesson  quarterly. 

3.  The  pastors  of  the  churches  should,  if  necessary,  en- 
courage and  help  the  officers  and  teachers  of  their  respective 
schools  to  a  geut^rous  acquaintance  with  the  geography,  chronolo- 
gy and  history  of  the  Bible,  as  well  as  with  its  spiritual  and 
moral  truths.  This  may  be  done  by  organizing  them  into  normal 
cI)aHses,  or  by  encouraging  them  to  take  up  the  normal  work 
alone. 

4.  If  possible,  the  superintendent,  or  a  teacher,  from  every 
school  should  annually  attend  some  Sunday  school  assembly  to 
obtain  both  inspiration  and  knowledge  from  these  gatherings  for 
their  schools,  thus  keeping  the  schools  fresh  and  aggressive  in 
their  methods,  and  we  commend  Ottawa's  assemblies  to  our 
people. 

5.  The  schools  should,  as  far  as  possible,  send  their  superin- 
tendents to  the  Superintendent's  Annual  Ck)nvention.  It  would 
be  a  good  investment  if  the  schools  would  pay  their  way  and  re- 
quest them  to  attend  the  annual  meeting. 

6  Whatever  obstacles  there  may  be  in  the  way  of  the  reg- 
ular teachers*  meetings  in  particular  churches,  your  committee 
wishes  to  commend  them  as  an  almost  indispensable  accessory  to 
a  good  school. 

7.  We  recommend  that  the  Sunday  schools  have  kept  before 
them  the  home  and  foreign  missionary  interests  of  the  churches, 
and  that  Children's  Day  and  Harvest  Home  day  be  observed, 
and  collections  taken  from  the  children  for  these  causes. 

8.  Finally,  we  suggest  that  an  annual  visit  of  our  State 
Superintendent  will  be  helpful  to  all  of  the  schools,  if  such  a 
visit  is  practicable  on  his  part.

The  Association  was  called  to  order  promptly  at  2  o'clock. 
Prayer  was  offered  by  the  Moderator. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Temperance  was  presented 
by  Rev.  D.  D.  DeLong  for  the  Committee  on  Resolutions. 

After  a  full  discussion  and  the  addition  of  a  further  resolu- 
tion offered  by  Brother  Simpson,  of  Kansas  City,  Kansas,  the 
resolutions  offered  were  adopted. 

BBSOLUTIONS  ON  TEMPERANCE. 

In  the  order  of  providence  each  generation  seems  to  have 
given  it  some  special  work  in  the  moral  and  spiritual  reforma- 
tion of  society.  This  reformatory  work  requires  both  conscience 
and  courage,  aud  these  two  elements  are  largely  in  the  keeping 
of  the  Christian  church,  and  since  the  churches  obtain  their  con- 
victions of  truth  and  duty  largely  from  the  pulpit,  the  Christian 
minister  in  the  highest  and  best  sense,  becomes  the  herald  and 
leader  of  moral  and  spiritual  reforms. 

For  some  reason — perhaps  because  past  generations  have 
been  unfaithful  to  their  opportunities — there  are  now  pressing 
upon  this  generation  a  whole  category  of  reforms,  the  most 
prominent  among  which  is  the  demand  of  relief  from  the  ravages 
of  strong  drink. 

From  the  days  of  Noah  until  the  present  this  enemy  of  God 
and  man  has  been  preying  upon  society,  undermining  homes, 
corrupting  principalities  and  powers,  unrebuked,  until  this  mo- 
ment, while  I  am  reading  this  sentence  to  you,  this  giant  evil  is 
stronger  and  more  menacing  to  home  and  society  and  church 
than  ever  before. 

We  condemn,  unreservedly,  the  present  resubmission  move- 
ment in  our  State  whereby  the  restoration  of  the  open  saloon  is 
sought,  and  we  exhort  all  who  love  the  cause  of  prohibition  to  be 
vigilant  amid  the  present  issues  and  stand  together,  that  we  do 
not  lose  any  ground  that  we  have  gained. 

We  think,  therefore,  that  the  time  has  come  when  the 
Christian  world  should  be  enlisted  for  the  speedy  overthrow  of 
the  traf&c  in  intoxicants  as  a  beverage,  in  Stat.e  and  nation, 
and  throughout  the  world. 

We,  therefore,  as  Congregational  churches  of  Kansaa,  hereby 
announce  ourselves  to  be  in  favor  of  the  immediate  suppression 
of  this  saloon  business  in  State  and  nation. 

We  oppose  any  and  all  backward  steps  in  our  State  on  the 
temperance  question. 

.We  conimend  most  heartily  the  W.  C.  T.  U.  of  our  State  for 
its  manifold  educational  processes  in  this  great  reformatory 
movement. 
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With  shame  and  sorrow  we  deplore  the  inevitable  results  of 
the  recent  decision  of  Judges  Foster  and  Phillips  touching  th?s 
question,  feeling  that  it  will  open  upon  us  anew  the  flood  gates 
of  drunkenness  and  crime. 

We  deeply  sympathize  with  our  sister  state,  Nebraska,  in 
her  present  struggle  for  freedom  from  the  liquor  power,  and  pray 
that  the  issues  may  be  in  the  interest  of  purity  and  home  and 
righteousness.

Bbsolvbd,  That  we,  members  of  the  General  Association  of 
Congregational  Churches  of  Kansas,  at  Hiawatha  assembled, 
without  a  dissenting  voice,  call  upon  all  persons  without  regard 
to  party  who  desire  to  promote  the  best  material,  social  and  moral 
interests  of  our  State  to  use  every  means  within  their  power  to 
secure  the  choice  at  the  next  election  of  such  candidates  for  ex- 
ecutive, judicial  and  legislative  positions  as  can  be  fully  relied 
upon  to  promote  and  carry  forward  the  prohibitory  policy  that 
has  during  the  past  ten  years  proved  of  such  great  advantage  to 
the  people  of  Kanses. 

A  paper  on  the  Financial  Side  of  Church  Life  was  read  by 
Rev.  R.  L.  Marsh,  of  Wichita. 

Dr.  Cordley  gave  a  paper  on  The  Pastor,  What  is  He?  His 
Status  in  the  Church  and  Tenure  of  Office,  an  exposition  Art. 
Illy  Sec.  1  of  the  Kansas  Manual. 

Mr.  Geo.  M.  Herrick,  of  the  N.  W.  E.  C,  was  introduced 
and  addressed  the  Association  on  the  work  of  that  Society. 

The  Committee  on  Resolutions  reported  through  their  chair- 
man as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  this  Association  approves  heartily  of  the 
work  and  plans  of  the  American  Institute  of  Sacred  Literature 
with  reference  to  the  raising  of  the  standard  of  Biblical  schol- 
arship. 

That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  co-operate  with 
the  State  Secretary  of  the  Institute  in  making  the  Institute  of 
practical  use  to  the  church  and  people  of  the  State. 

That  we  express  our  unqualified  disapproval  and  protest 
against  the  proposition  of  the  managers  of  the  Columbian  Expo- 
sition to  open  said  Exposition  to  the  public  on  the  Sabbath  day, 
such  proposition  being  not  only  contrary  to  the  traditions  of  this 
Christian  nation,  but  more  serious  still,  an  insult  to  the  God  of 
oar  fathers. 

That  we  view  with  hearty  sympathy  the  rising  disapproval 
of  lotteries  and  that  .we  hail  this  as  a  sign  of  coming  freedom 
from  all  sorts  of  gambling  devices. 
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That  special  recognition  is  dne  Hon.  John  E.  Moon,  of  Hia- 
watha, for  his  valuable  assistance  in  the  organization  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  and  his  efficient  assistance  to  returning 
delegates. 

That  we  appreciate  fully  the  favors  extended  the  delegates 
of  this  Association  by  the  various  railroad  companies  of  this 
State,  and  that  we  hereby  express  to  them  our  hearty  thanks. 
•  That  we  express  to  those  railroad  officials  who  have  granttrd 
free  transportation  to  our  State  Sunday  School  Superintendent, 
Rev.  J.  E.  Piatt,  our  appreciation  of  the  favor  as  it  aids  greatly 
in  this  benevolent  work.  And  we  respectfully  request  the  same 
favor  for  the  year  1891. 

That  this  Association  request  of  the  railroads  of  Kansas 
that  the  favor  of  an  annual  pass  be  given  our  State  General 
Mipsionary. 

That  we  as  members  of  the  General  Association  extend  our 
hearty  thanks  to  the  people  of  Hiawatha  for  their  very  cordial 
hospitality,  and  to  the  Methodist  Episcopal  and  Presbyterian 
churches  for  the  kindly  spirit  manifested  in  the  free  use  of  their 
buildings  which  they  have  tendered  us,  and  the  memhers  of  the 
Congregational  church  for  having  invited  us  to  beautiful 
Hiawatha.

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Proceedings  of  the  Kansas  Home  Missionary  Society. 

FEIDAY  AFTERNOON,  OCTOBER  17. 

After  prayer  by  Eev.  Armsby,  the  order  of  business  prepared 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  was  taken  up. 

The  constitution  was  amended  as  follows : 

Art.  I.,  omit  the  words  **in  the  co-operative  sense." 

Art.  IV.,  omit  the  word  "recording"  before  secretary. 

Art.  v.,  so  as  to  read,  *'The  president,  treasurer  and  auditor 
shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  at  the  annual  meeting  to  serve  for  one 
year,  or  until  their  successors  have  been  elected  and  have  quali- 
fied. Their  term  of  service  shall  begin  with  the  close  of  the 
meeting  at  which  they  are  elected." 

Art.  VI.,  so  as  to  read,  "The  executive  committees  in  the 
District  Associations  shall  be  chosen  annually  by  this  Society, 
and  shall,  in  co-operation  with  the  Superintendent,  recommend 
fields,  missionaries  and  appropriations  within  their  respective 
districts.  The  executive  committee  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
in  connection  with  the  Superintendent,  shall  have  power  to  fill 
vacancies  occurring  during  the  year  in  the  district  executive 
committees. 

Art.  VII.,  omit  the  words  "the  treasurer  of  the  Kansas 
Home  Missionary  Society  and"  where  they  occur,  and  insert  after 
the  word  "churches"  the  words  "and  the  treasurer  of  the  Kansas 
Home  Missionary  Society."  Also  insert  after  the  word  "these," 
where  it  first  occurs,  the  words  "four  last  named." 

Art.  VII.,  omit -the  words  "not  only"  and  "but  of  that  which 
is  sent  from  the  state  directly  to  the  parent  treasury."  Substi- 
tute for  the  words  "to  the  same  the  sums  sent  by  him,"  the 
words  "to  the  treasury  of  the  American  Home  Missionary  Society 
such  sums  as  are  sent  to  him  for  that  purpose."   ' 

Art.,  IX.,  omit  the  word  ''recording." 

The  district  committees  for  the  local  associations  were  elected. 

Hon.  J.  G.  Haskell,  Rev.  L.  Blakesley  and  Rev.  W.  A. 
McGinley  were  by  unanimous  ballot  elected  president,  treasurer 
and  auditor,  respectiv-ely ,  of  the  Kansas  Home  Missionary  Society. 

The  treasurer  made  his  report,  which  was  referred  to  the 
auditor. 

Hon.  J.  G.  Haskell  presented  the  report  of  the  .Board  of 
Directors. 

Superintendent  L.  P.  Broad  made  his  annual  report. 
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Eev.  Walter  C.  Yeazie,  8tate  Evangelist,  made  his  annnal 
report  to  the  society. 

An  address  was  made  by  Mrs.  H.  8.  Caswell,  of  New  York, 
on  **Circnmstances." 

Bro.  Pinch  mtroduced  as  an  item  of  business  a  resolution 
coming  up  from  the  Wichita  association.  By  motion  the  matter 
was  laid  on  the  table  until  after  the  addresses  were  finished. 

Rev  W.  A.  McGinley,  of  Emporia,  next  gave  an  address. 
He  was  followed  by  Dr.  Cordley,  of  Lawrence,  who  spoke  of  the 
importance  of  foundation  building. 

On  motion  the  following  report  of  the  executive  committee 
on  the  matter  of  the  communication  from  the  Wichita  associa- 
tion was  adopted  as  the  sentiment  of  the  society : 

*'  ^Resolved,  That  we  favor  a  more  nearly  equalized  salary 
for  Home  Missions  and  to  this  end  we  request  the  Kansas  Home 
Missionary  Society  to  instruct  its  Board  of  Directors  and  exec- 
utive committee  to  refuse  to  supplement  any  salaries  in  the  State 
less  than  $600  and  parsonage,  or  $700  without  parsonage.' 

This  resolution  was  handed  to  the  Board  of  Directors  and 
was  considered  in  that  body,  in  whose  behalf  the  Secretary  was 
directed  to  report  that  the  members  of  the  Board  are  in  fall  sym- 
pathy with  the  spirit  of  the  resolution,  and  it  is  their  constant 
aim  to  so  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  Home  Missionary  churches 
as  to  justify  larger  salaries.  But  in  the  experience  of  the  Board 
it  occurs  that  a  large  proportion  of  all  salaries  are  arranged  be- 
tween pastor  and  people  without  any  regard  to  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors. This  is  of  course  true  of  all  self-supporting  churches 
and  a  majority  of  the  aided  churches.  It  is  found  in  experience 
that  very  many  small  but  hopeful  churches  are  served  acceptably 
to  both  pastor  and  people  upon  a  salary  much  less  than  $600  or 
$700  per  annum.  It  would  hardly  seem  worth  while  in  such 
cases  to  refuse  the  limited  aid  asked.  The  Board  knows  of  no 
way  of  enforcing  uniform  salaries  among  aided  churches  any 
more  than  self-supporting  churches."

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Abstract  of  Report  of  Board  of  Directors. 

Your  Board  of  Directors  have  performed  the  ordinary  round 
of  duty  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  K.  H.  M.  6.  at  Manhattan. 

In  March  last  the  Board  held  its  meeting  for  the  purpose  of 
examining  the  necessities  and  estimating  the  necessary  expendi- 
tures of  the  aided  churches.  This  work  was  done  with  great 
care  because  the  estimates  made  the  preceding  year  were  greatly 
reduced  by  the  Elxecutive  Committee  in  New  York  and  extended 
correspondence  was  required  to  secure  sufficient  funds  last  year 
to  meet  the  wants  of  the  aided  churches  during  that  year  and  no 
allowance  whatever  was  made  for  new  work.  The  new  estimates 
were  therefore  matured  with  a  view  to  present  for  the  approval 
of  the  Executive  Committee  in  New  York  only  such  churches 
and  fields  as  were  making  such  progress  as  to  bar  criticism. 

The  modest  sum  of  $2000  was  asked  for  new  work  and  rea- 
sonable reductions  in  the  estimates  were  made  at  all  places  prac- 
ticable. The  completed  estimates  were  sent  to  New  York  and  in 
due  time  the  Superintendent  and  Board  of  Directors  were  advised 
that  the  allowance  granted  was  about  $4500  less  than  asked  for 
This  situation  was  the  occasion  of  serious  apprehension  if  not 
alarm:  for  while  the  reductions  of  the  previous  year  were  so  far 
returned  to  us  as  that  the  actual  minimum  necessities  of  the  old 
work  were  provided  for,  we  were  advised  in  the  later  correspond- 
ence this  year  that  we  need  not  hope  for  the  concessions  made 
the  previous  year. 

In  addition  to  the  dangers  suggested  in  the  above  reductions, 
the  Board  had  estimated  that  the  churches  in  the  State  would 
contribute  to  the  general  fund  not  less  than  $6000  during  the 
year.  This  estimate  was  based  on  a  contribution  of  $5000  two 
years  ago  and  was  thought  to  be  a  reasonable  sum  to  expect  from 
the  churches.  But  the  contributions  last  year  were  less  than 
$4500,  and  this  circumstance  must  be  set  against  the  expectations 
for  $6000.  Nevertheless  $6000  was  expected  as  estimated  and 
must  be  had  or  the  deficiency  be  deducted  ft'om  our  allowance 

Your  Board  of  Directors  adopted  the  most  vigorous  measures 
at  their  command  to  avert  disaster  to  the  churches.  An  extended 
correspondence  was  opened  with  Secretary  Kincaid,  who  has 
charge  of  the  Kansas  work,  and  the  necessities  of  the  churches 
were  fully  set  forth.

The  Secretary,  in  all  his  replies  to  us,  expressed  an  abun- 
dant sympathy  and  good  will,  which  was  exceedingly  pleasant. 
The  whole  matter  was  hually  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  A.  H.  M.  8.,  and  we  were  subsequentl}'  advised 
that  it  was  considered  at  the  meeting  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee in  September.  The  Secretary  advised  us  that  no  formal 
additions  could  be  made  to  our  grants  already  voted,  but  indi- 
vidual OASES  COULD  BE  CONSIDERED  ON  THEIR   MERITS  after   other 

means  were  exhausted.  After  days  and  weeks  of  anxiety  this 
additional  assurance  was  a  great  relief  to  the  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee  and  to  the  Superintendent. 

Brethren,  permit  us  to  lay  upon  your  hearts  the  necessity 
that  we  pay  the  96000  estimated  to  be  contributed  by  the  Kansas 
churches.  Shall  we  not  return  to  our  homes  each  one  of  us,  min- 
isters and  laymen,  determined  that  as  for  us  this  one  obligation 
shall  be  discharged  and  that  the  A.  H.  M.  S.  shall  be  encouraged 
to  aid  us  to  the  extent  of  our  necessities  by  seeing  that  we  are 
determined  to  do  the  utmost  we  can  for  ourselves;  for  there  is  no 
financial  argument  which  we  can  present  to  the  Society  in  New 
York  half  so  strong  as  the  progressive  fulfillment  of  our  esti- 
mated obligations.

Superintendent's  Report. 

The  Statistical  portion  of  the  annual  report  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Missions  was  as  follows  : 

During  the  year  now  closing  eighty-three  missionaries  have 
been  employed,  some  for  a  part  of  the  year  only;  and  sixty  now 
hold  a  commission.  These  brethren  have  ministered  to  one  hun- 
dred and  one  churches,  in  seventy  fields.  Twenty-seven  of  these 
fields  have  more  than  one  church  in  them,  and  forty  three  have 
one  church  only;  but  of  the  fifty-four  brethren  who  during  the 
year  have  served  single  churches,  thirty  have  also  supplied  from 
one  to  four  out-stations.  One  beloved  missionary,  Rev.  8.  G. 
Wright,  identified  with  Kansas  Home  Missions  for  nearly  twenty 
ye^rs,  has  passed  to  his  heavenly  reward,  leaving  a  memory  that 
will  be  a  perpetual  benediction. 

Only  one  new  church  has  been  organized,  Vienna,  Pottawat- 
omie county.  Three  churches  haye  assumed  self  support:  XJdall, 
Wakefield  and  Milford;  and  seven  others  that  were  recently  on 
the  missionary  list  have  maintained  regular  services  without 
Home  Missionary  aid,  viz:  White  Cloud,  Scatter  Creek,  Bala, 
Osage  City,  Peterton,  Junction  City  and  Waushara. 
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Four  churches  have  dedicated  their  houses  of  worship  this 
year:  Goodland,  Kirwin,  Mount  Hope  and  Athol;  and  in  all  of 
the  cases  without  debt. 

Five  other  churches  also  have  houses  of  worship  in  process 
of  erection,  viz:  Arkansas  City,  Sycamore,  Centralia,  Fairview, 
Kanwaka;  and  three  of  these  are  nearly  ready  for  dedication. 
Three  other  churches  are  on  the  eve  of  building,  viz:  Hutchin- 
son, Wellington  and  Plevna. 

Thus  twelve  churches  have  either  been  built  this  year,  or 
have  the  project  well  inaugurates^. 

The  church  in  Parsons  has  resumed  work  after  two  years' 
interim,  and  several  other  important  churches  which  had  become 
discouraged  have  been  put  on  an  entirely  new  and  improved 
footing. 

Twenty-eight  vacant  fields  have  been  supplied  with  pastors, 
and  seventeen  new  men  have  entered  our  work.  It  has  been  the 
aim  to  cover  every  field  with  some  service  and  that  best  adapted 
to  it. 

The  work  of  General  Missionary  Osborn  has  put  a  new 
aspect  on  our  whole  frontier  service.  Fields  have  been  rescued 
there  that  ought  to  live;  others,  very  important,  have  been 
strengthened  that  were  threatened  with  death  simply  for  want 
of  continuous  attention,  and  the  actual  strength  of  other  fields 
has  been  developed,  so  that  either  yoking  or  placing  in  a  mis- 
sionary circuit,  has  been  demonstrated  to  be  the  wise  method  for 
supplying  them,  or  vigorous  concentration  of  effort  shown  to  be 
demanded. 

Valuable  student  work  has  developed  the  churches  at  Ken- 
sington and  Agra,  and  at  Lyons,  so  that  all  of  these  churches 
will  henceforth  be  under  regular  pastoral  care. 

State  Evangelist  Yeazie's  work  has  been  abundantly  blessed, 
and  the  calls  for  his  service  are  more  numerous  than  ever  before. 
Even  during  the  summer  vacation  he  responded  to  appeals  by 
giving  fifty  Bible  readings,  and  his  series  of  nine  fellowship  meet- 
ings in  August  in  Western  Kansas,  in  which  he  was  efficiently 
aided  by  Superintendent  Piatt  and  General  Missionary  Osborn, 
were  seasons  of  great  blessing  to  pastors  and  churches. 

There  was  a  gain  in  the  contributions  of  the  missionary 
churches  over  the  previous  year  of  $183.03 ;  but  a  loss  in  the 
gifts  of  the  self-supporting  churches  as  compared  with  the  pre- 
vious year  of  $689.90.  The  amount  contributed  by  the  State  to 
the  A.  H.  M.  S.  this  year  was  $4373.71  as  against  $4827.07  (from 
the  churches)  during  1888-9. 

We  drew  from  New  York  last  year  for  all  purposes  (to  April 
1st,  1890)  $22,006.61.     Deducting  our  contributions,' $4,373.71, 
'  leaves  a  net  donation  to  us  from  the  A.  H.  M.  S.  of  $17,632.90. 
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Fop  this  year  (1890-91)  the  Society  apportioned  to  Kansas 
$15,500  besides  what  we  should  raise  in  the  State.  Bat  our 
Board,  by  a  very  conservative  estimate,  had  asked  for  $24,000 
for  our  "old  work"  merely. 

If  we  raise  what  the  Board  estimated  for  Kansas  this  year, 
$6000,  we  shall  then  be  ehort  $2500  simply  for  our  old  work;  but 
if  we  raise  only  what  we  raised  last  year,  we  shall  come  short  of 
the  Board's  estimate  $4100.

Evangelist's   Report. 

Your  servant  has,  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work  put  upon 
his  hands,  visited  forty-six  churches  and  eight  towns.  In  eleven 
of  these  towns  and  cities  I  conducted  protracted  services,  viz : 
Hutchinson,  Garfield,  Rush  Center,  Alma,  Osborne,  Hiawatha, 
Newton,  Clay  Center,  Fort  Scott,  Fredonia  and  Garnett,  the  av- 
erage time  of  service  being  fifteen  days. 

Other  towns  and  churches  visited  in  connection  with  our 
State  work,  one  or  more  times,  are  :  Centralia,  Brook ville,  Nick- 
erson,  Downs,  Spring  Hill,  Wichita,  Douglass, Elmdale,  Arkansas 
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City,  Independence,  Village  Creek,  Sycamore,  Chanate,  Burling- 
ton, Girard,  Wellsviile,  Pittsburg,  Bussell,  Columbus,  Ellis,  Se- 
dan, St.  Francis,  W infield,  Goodland,  Sedgwick, Wallace,  Topeka, 
Garden  City,  Clay  Center,  Ford,  Athol,  Great  Bend,  Seneca,  Rush 
Center  and  Olathe. 

I  have  spent  two  hundred  and  forty  days  in  meetings  of  some 
kind  or  other.  I  have  spent  sixty-seven  days  and  seventeen 
nights  in  traveling,  making  three  hundred  and  seven  days  actual 
service  in  the  field.  I  have  traveled  nine  thousand  four  hundred 
and  thirty  miles,  and  have  held  five  hundred  and  ninety  regular 
services.  The  year's  collection  paid  to  me  is  one  hundred  and 
ninety-two  dollars  and  fifty-two  cents,  an  average  of  churches 
contributing,  of  thirteen  dollars  and  seventy-one  cents.  The 
professed  conversions  have  been  three  hundred  and  ninety-three. 
I  have  visited  six  local  associations  this  fall.  A  peculiar  feature 
of  this  year's  work  has  been  a  series  of  fellowship  meetings, 
(twenty  in  number)  when  from  one  to  three  days  was  spent  with 
the  churches  visited.  These  meetings  were  for  cheer  and  en- 
couragement. The  program  consisted  generally  of  services  all 
day  and  in  the  evening,  being  made  up  of  prayer,  praise  and 
teaching.  It  is  believed  that  these  meetings  have  been  profit- 
able. The  year  has  been  marked  by  a  special  desire  to  study 
about  and  to  receive  the  baptism  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  This  has 
resulted  in  some  places  in  a  Pentecostal  blessing.  Your  evan- 
gelist notes  in  the  conditions  of  the  State  .work,  among  other 
things,  these:  A  quick,  unusual  responsiveness  to  the  gospel 
call;  an  unusual  desire  for  evangelistic  aid;  a  hungering  for 
larger  things. 

The  local  associations  have  been  phenomenal  in  their  high 
spiritual  character,  God  manifesting  His  presence  in  the  conver- 
sion of  souls  in  more  than  one  of  these. 

The  fruit  of  the  circular  letters  sent  out  by  Superintendent 
Broad  and  the  Executive  Committee,  pertaining  to  evangelism 
in  this  State  is  being  already  seen  and  felt. 

The  effect  of  the  State  Association  of  last  fall  in  its  spiritual 
uplift  on  the  churches  has  been  felt  the  year  through. 

A  general  spirit  of  faith  and  courage  prevails.  A  growing 
spirit  of  self  helpfulness  in  the  weaker  churches  is  felt. 

And  so  all  along  the  line  past,  present  and  for  the  future, 
there  is  evident  token  of  God's  presence  and  blessing.

Twenty-five  years  ago  last  February  Washburn  College  be- 
gan its  legal  existence.  In  Christian  thought  and  prayer  it  ex- 
isted years  before  the  date  of  its  incorporation. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Association  at  Topeka,  April , 

1857,  a  little  over  thirty-three  years  ago,  the  following  action 
was  taken : 

''That  a  committee  of  five  be  raised  to  obtain  information  in 
regard  to  the  location  of  a  college,  under  the  patronage  of  this 
bc^y,  and,  if  they  deem  it  expedient,  to  secure  a  location."  The 
committee  reported  to  the  Association,  at  Manhattan,  October, 

1858,  and  the  college  was  located  at  Topeka  and  a  Board  of 
Trustees  elected. 

For  various  reasons,  especially  the  breaking  out  of  the  Civil 
War  in  1861,  no  legal  steps  of  incorporation  had  been  taken  until 
February,  1865.  a  few  months  before  the  close  of  the  war.  In 
the  summer  of  1865  an  academy  building  was  begun,  and  com- 
pleted in  December  following  at  a  cost  of  18000.  The  school  was 
opened  as  a  preparatory  department  in  January,  1866. 

During  the  twenty-five  years  of  its  history,  the  college,  in 
common  with  our  churches,  has  passed  through  severe  ordeals  of 
financial  depressions,  and  yet,  through  a  kind  Providence,  the 
institution  has  survived  all  these  reverses,  and,  in  the  main,  has 
witnessed  a  steady  growth. 

In  1872  the  college  erected  the  first  building  on  the  perma- 
nent site,  at  a  cost  of  $65,000.  In  1886  the  Library  building  was 
completed,  at  a  cost  of  $20,000,  and  in  the  same  year  Holbrook 
Hall  for  young  women  was  completed,  at  a  cost  of  $10,500. 
Three  other  smaller  buildings  have  been  erected,  two  for  young 
women  and  one  for  young  men,  at  a  cost  of  about  $5000  each. 

At  the  last  Commencement  in  June,  a  new  Chapel  building 
of  st<me,  with  a  beautiful  audience  room  capable  of  seating  seven 
hundred,  and  on  an  emergency,  one  thousand,  with  nine  spacious 
recitation  rooms  and  a  Y.  M.  C  A.  room,  was  dedicated  at  a  cost 
of  $35,000. 

The  vested  funds  of  the  college  have  been  increased  to 
$100,000,  a  small  amount  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  college,  and 
yet  a  substantial  basis  for  the  accumulation  of  more. 
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Since  the  founding  of  the  oollegei  nearly  two  thousand  stn- 
dents  have  come  under  its  influence. 

It  is  not  too  much  to  affirm,  that  the  college,  thus  fiaur,  has 
kept  pace  with  the  growth  of  our  churches  and  tiie  growth  of  the 
State.  With  its  large  and  beautiful  site  of  one  hundred  and 
sixty  acres;  with  its  buildings  erected  at  a  cost  of  $150,000;  with 
its  vested  funds  of  1100,000;  with  its  library  of  six  thousand  vol- 
umes; with  its  cabinets  and  apparatus,  and  with  an  annual  av- 
erage of  three  hundred  students  in  attendance,  Washburn  College 
stands  to-day,  in  advance  of  any  other  denominational  institu- 
tion of  learning  in  the  State.  But  buildings  and  grounds  and 
vested  funds,  important  and  necessary  as  they  are,  are  only 
means  to  an  end. 

To  meet  the  larger  work  which  now  opens  to  the  college,  a 
larger  endowment  is  a  necessity.  Not  less  than  $150,000  should 
be  added  to  its  vested  funds.  But  whence  is  such  an  amount  to 
issue?  Who  can  devise  a  feasible  plan  by  which  it  may  be  se- 
cured? This  is  the  problem  which  confronts  the  college,  as  it 
now  enters  upon  its  second  quarter  centennial. 

For  all  the  prosperity  of  the  past,  and  for  all  the  promise 
of  the  future,  we  acknowledge  our  dependence  upon  Him  and 
our  gratitude  to  Him  who  from  the  beginning  has  vouchsafed  a 
Divine  guidance,  without  which  all  human  efforts  would  have 
been  in  vain.  

Memorial  of  S.  G.  Wright. 

Before  the  Communion  at  Hiawatha  a  Memorial  service  of 
Father  Wright  was  held.     Rev.  H.  D.  Herr  spoke  as  follows: 

I  have  been  asked  to  say  a  few  words. concerning  the  life  and 
death  of  our  dear  and  departed  Brother  Wright.  I  have  not 
been  so  long  nor  so  intimately  acquainted  with  Father  Wright's 
work  as  some  of  the  other  brethren  present.  I  shall  speak 
mainly  of  the  impression  made  upon  me  by  his  presence  and 
spirit,  adding  some  reference  to  incidents  furnished  by  his 
daughter,  Miss  Mary  Wright,  whose  name  and  work  have  been 
such  an  inspiration  to  our  churches,  who  nursed  him  through  his 
closing  days  and  who  is  with  us  at  this  time. 

Father  Wright  impressed  me  by  what  he  was  rather  than  by 
what  he  did,  though  his  deeds  were  heroic  and  full  of  quiet  sac- 
rifice. When  the  occasion  demanded  he  could  stand  fearless  and 
calm  against  a  vindictive  and  threatening  evil.  But  he  not  only 
had  light,  a  quick  conviction  and  moral  discernment;  he  had 
warmth  of  love  as  well.  There  was  in  him  a  richness  of  emo- 
tion, an  immediate  and  delicate  sjrmpathy,  that  made  his  pres- 
ence as  a  soothing  poultice  to  many  of  us. 
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These  elements  made  worship  for  him  indeed  devotion.  It 
was  the  melting  of  his  heart  nnder  the  shadow  of  the  cross.  And 
that  cross,  as  his  daughter  has  testified,  did  not  lose  its  power  as 
he  drew  near  the  gates  of  death.  When  distracted  and  bewil- 
dered with  pain,  his  mind,  like  a  storm-beaten  bird,  was  tossing 
and  wandering,  the  songs  of  the  cross  could  still  the  tempest  and 
return  his  soul  to  its  rest.  It  was  a  marvellous  example  of  the 
deathless  power  of  the  cross,  and  of  the  deathless  instinct  of  a 
Christed  soul  to  select  from  the  confused  voices  of  the  last  battle 
the  fSskmiliar  voice  of  that  One  who  to  the  living  and  dying 
Christian  is  most  precious  and  reassuring  of  all.  Two  hymns 
especially  seemed  to  thus  bring  our  brother  into  Christ's  tri- 
umph, one,  ''In  the  Cross  of  Christ  I  glory,"  and  the  other  that 
one  in  which  occur  the  words,  "  Palms  of  victory,  Crowns  of 
glory." 

It  was  requested  that  one  thing  in  Father  Wright's  life  should 
be  laid  upon  our  hearts,  and  it  is  this, — that  nothing  in  God's 
service  was  counted  grievous  or  burdensome  by  our  brother. 
Like  the  earlier  disciples  he  rejoiced  to  be  counted  worthy  to 
suffer  for  and  with  Christ.  '        , 

He  rests  from  his  labors,  but  his  works  and  his  influence 
follow. 

Eev.  R.  Cordley  followed : 

I  first  met  Father  Wright  some  twenty  years  ago.  He  came 
to  Lawrence  to  look  over  a  missionary  field  near  by  which  had 
been  named  to  him,  and  he  often  conferred  with  me  as  to  his 
future  work.  I  was  impressed  then  as  I  have  been  since,  with 
his  thorough  devotion  to  his  work.  He  made  no  condition  as  to 
his  field.  He  only  wanted  to  know  where  he  could  do  the  best 
work  for  his  Master.  He  never  asked  about  what  his  salary 
should  be  and  seemed  to  care  little  about  outward  conveniences, 
if  only  he  might  preach  Christ- 
He  evidently  loved  his  work.  Had  he  not  loved  it  he  would 
not  have  entered  it.  He  was  not  put  into  the  ministry  by  his 
friends.  He  commenced  life  as  a  business  man,  but  in  holding 
meetings  and  addressing  Sunday  schools  he  showed  a  rare  apt- 
ness for  such  work  and  so  was  led  into  the  ministry.  It  is  not 
uncommon  to  hear  the  sons  of  ministers  say  they  will  do  any 
thing  rather  than  enter  the  ministry.  They  have  seen  too  much 
in  their  fiither's  house.  They  will  never  subject  themselves  to 
like  conditions  The  trouble  has  been  they  heard  too  much  in 
their  father's  house.  Their  fathers  did  not  love  their  work,  and 
were  ftiU  of  discontent  and  complaint.  These  embittered  the 
minds  of  their  children.  Father  Wright  never  had  a  large  sal- 
ary. His  work  was  mostly  in  new  and  small  churches.  The 
worldly  attractions  of  his  work  were  not  great.    But  his  heart 
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was  always  aglow  with  enthusiasm.  He  was  proclaiming  the 
unspeakable  riches  of  Christ,  and  he  counted  it  the  highest  honor 
on  earth.  His  children  caught  his  spirit,  and  they  are  found  in 
mission  fields  making  known  their  father's  Savior. 

He  was  a  man  who  walked  with  Ood.  When  he  prayed  he 
seemed  like  one  already  in  the  Divine  presence.  He  did  not 
need  to  come  to  God.  He  was  already  with  God  and  needed 
only  to  utter  his  requests,  and  when  he  spoke  he  flung  open  the 
everlasting  gates  to  all  who  joined  with  him  in  worship. 


K.   B    W.   B.   M.   I  —Annual   Meeting. 

The  thirteenth  annual  meeting  of  Kansas  Branch  W.  B  M. 
I.  met  in  Hiawatha,  Wednesday  afternoon,  October  15,  1890. 
Mrs.  S.  C.  Tunnell,  who  has  been  connected  with  the  work  of  the 
Kansas  Branch  since  its  organization,  and  been  President  since 
1880,  had  during  the  autumn  moved  to  California.  The  expres- 
sions of  regret  at  her  absence  and  of  appreciation  of  her  work 
were  general  and  often  repeated. 

The  Vice-President,  Mrs.  C.  B.  Brace,  called  the  meeting  to 
order,  which  was  opened  by  singing.  Beading  of  Scripture  by 
Mrs.  Brace,  followed  with  a  prayer  by  Mrs  Van  Tuyl.

Cole,  Great  Bend :  Central,  Mrs.  J.  O.  Foster,  Manhattan  ;  East- 
ern, Mrs.  C.  L  Kloes,  Argentine;  Northern,  Mrs.  C.  H.  Isley, 
Fairview ;  Northwestern,  Mrs.  J.  Winslow,  Smith  Center ;  South- 
ern, Miss  L.  L.  Tucker,  Eureka ;  Southwestern,  Mrs.  Shaw,  Ford;

Miss  Mary  Wright  gave  an  interesting  talk  on  her  work  in 
Turkey,  the  people  and  the  present  outlook  in  that  country. 

Mrs.  Caswell,  of  New  York,  whom  we  all  welcomed  most 
heartily  to  Kansas  and  to  our  meeting,  told  us  of  her  experience  as 
a  teacher  under  the  A.  B.  C.  F.  M.  among  the  Indians  in  Western 
New  York.  Her  work  is  now  distinctively  Home  Mission  work, 
but  her  heart  and  sympathies  can  include  both«  as  can  those  of 
all  who  sincerely  desire  to  know  the  Master's  work.

Mrs.  Caswell  spoke,  in  explanation,  and  gave 
ns  the  opinion  of  the  various  States,  the  greater  number  of  which 
negative  this  plan,  thinking  the  good  resulting  would  not  war- 
rant the  expense.    Kansas  voted  negatively. 

The  Vice-Presidents  of  the  various  Associations  were  then 
called  upon  for  their  reports  and  suggestions. 

Following  the  reports  from  the  Vice-Presidents  a  very  inter- 
esting paper  written  by  Mrs.  Miller,  of  Meridian,  Mississippi, 
telling  the  story  of  Dinah  Watts  and  her  blessed  work  among 
her  own  people  was  read. 

An  Uncounted  Factor  in  Home  Mission  work  was  the  sub- 
ject of  a  most  excellent  paper  by  Mrs.  Cushing,  of  Leavenworth. 

Miss  Wright  was  called  for  and  said  a  few  words  in  appreci- 
ation of  what  she  had  heard  during  the  morning. 

The  paper  on  "The  Consolidation  of  Societies"  was  not  pre- 
sented, but  Mrs.  Caswell  was  asked  to  speak  on  the  subject.  She 
spoke  of  a  plan  for  making  the  church  the  mother  of  all  these 
societies,  and  instead  of  several  organizations  these  different  so- 
cieties be  represented  and  carried  on  by  committees  appointed  by 
the  church. 

Mrs.  Marsh,  of  Kansas  City,  Kansas,  was  called  upon  to  tell 
of  the  work  of  their  consolidated  Society.  The  Pastor's  Ladies 
Aid  Society  and  the  M.  S.  meeting  twice  each  month,  making 
one  meeting  for  Bible  study  and  the  other  a  missionary  gather- 
ing alternating  Home  and  Foreign  news.  It  was  a  new  plan  and 
had  as  yet  no  history,  but  they  hoped  for  much.

Mr.  GaitLner,  of  the  College  and  Education  Society,  asked 
for  five  minutes,  in  which  he  presented  his  cause. 

The  Secretary's  report  was  then  given. 

Mrs.  Storrs,  our  President,  then  gave  us  a  very  interesting 
address,  full  of  reminiscence  and  outlook,  hope  and  prophecy, 
need  and  promise. 

Mrs.  Caswell,  the  editor  of  the  Home  Missionary,  followed. 
Her  address,  she  said,  was  her  answer  to  a  question  that  was 
asked  her,  viz., '^How  can  I  best  become  interested  in  Mission 
work  and  know  the  blessedness  of  real  service  for  the  Master?" 

Mrs.  Drake,  of  Eureka,  then  presented  the  subject  of  Giving. 

In  the  absence  of  Mrs.  Taintor,  Mrs.  Caswell  was  called  upon 
to  say  what  Mrs.  Taintor  would  have  said.  She  told  us  Mrs. 
Taintor's  prayer  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  for  fifty  parsonages. 

Mrs.  Caswell  presided  over  a  Question  Box.  The  questions 
and  answers  were  both  timely  and  practical. 

The  afternoon  session  was  closed  by  singing  two  verses  of 
Coronation. 

An  extra  meeting  was  called  Friday  morning  for  unfinished 
business.  The  report  of  the  committee  on  plan  of  work  was 
called  for.  It  was  found  diflScult  by  the  committee  to  map  out  a 
plan  of  work  suited  to  all  the  auxiliaries.  The  first  thing  needed 
was  more  information,  hence  we  should  get  and  distribute  more 
of  mission  literature  and  distribute  wisely.  Induce  more  to 
take  the  Ticlephone  and  Missionary  periodicals.  Ask  the  S.  S. 
superintendent  to  allow  you  a  few  moments  each  Sabbath  to  talk 
to  the  children  about  missions.  A  birthday  box  in  the  Sunday 
school  was  an  excellent  thing.  Mrs.  McGinley,  of  Emporia, 
emphasized  Children's  Work. 

Mrs.  Caswell  spoke  on  the  importance  of  wisdom  in  distri- 
bution of  leaflets. 

The  committee  on  plan  of  work  reported  recommending 
eight  hundred  dollars  for  State  work,  two  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars for  Congregational  Union,  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for 
N.  W.  E.  C,  one  hundred  dollars  for  Sunday  school  and  Publica- 
tion Society,  three  hundred  dollars  for  the  A.  M.  A.,  one  hundred 
dollars  for  College  and  Education  Society. 

•  This  report  was  unanimously  adopted.  After  extending  a 
hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  the  ladies  of  the  city  for  their  kind  en- 
tertainment, and  to  the  Saturday  club  for  the  pleasant  social 
gathering  at  the  home  of  Mrs.  Baker,  the  meeting  closed.

The  committee  on  the  Sunday  opening  of  the  World's  Fair 
reported  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted: 

Inasmuch  as  there  is  a  grave  possibility  that  the  manage 
ment  of  the  Columbian  Exposition  may  decide  to  throw  open  its 
doors  to  the  general  public  on  Sundays,  thus  weakening  the  sacred 
regard  in  which  this  day  is  held  among  us,  imperiling  precious 
interests  of  which  the  Sabbath  is  the  safeguard,  and  tending  to 
destroy  not  only  the  holy  day  of  the  Christian,  but  the  day  of  rest 
of  the  laboring  man,  we,  the  representatives  of  the  Congregational 
churches  of  Kansas  assembled  in  the  thirty-seventh  annual  ses- 
sion, do  most  heartily  protest  against  any  action  that  will  weaken 
the  regard  for  or  destroy  the  sanctity  of  the  Sabbath;  and  we  do 
most  earnestly  request  the  management  to  remain  true  to  the 
customs  and  habits  of  our  past  history  and  to  keep  the  doors  of 
the  Exposition  scrupulously  closed  on  Sunday.  We  recommend 
that  the  churches  of  our  order  in  the  State  adopt  the  suggestions 
of  the  committee  of  the  Sabbath  Union  and  express  themselves 
both  by  vote  and  by  petitions,  signed  by  legal  voters,  and  for- 
warded promptly  to  the  proper  persons  against  the  opening  of  the 
Columbian  Exposition  on  Sundays.

AFTBRNOON   SESSION. 

At  2  o'clock  the  Association  met  and  took  up  for  considera- 
tion the  general  subject  "The  Church." 

A  paper  was  read  by  Mrs.  Emma  Bo  wen,  of  Manhattan,  on 
"The  Social  Wheel." 

A  paper  on  **The  Edifice  Wheel,"  written  by  Prof.  A.  G. 
Canfield,  of  Lawrence,  was  read  by  Rev  B.  D.  Conkling. 

Rev.  H.  D.  Herr  read  a  paper  on  *'The  Spirit  Within  the 
Wheels." 

A  devotional  meeting  followed,  led  by  State  Evangelist 
Veazie,  which  was  given  to  prayer  for  our  State  work.  . 

Rev.  T.  C.  Moffatt  read  a  paper  on  "Manliness  in  the  Christ- 
ian Life"  which  was  followed  by  a  short  but  spirited  discussion. 

Rev.  Geo.  Michael  read  a  paper  on  the  question,  "Why  are 
so  Few  Men  Found  in  Our  Churches?" 

ProC  J.  T.  Lovewell,  of  Washburn  College,  was  made  a  cor- 
responding member,  as  was  also  Rev.  Geo.  J.  Buck,  of  Lenora. 

The  committee  on  resolutions  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  unanimously  adopted: 

Besolved,  That  we  reaflSrm  our  unswerving  faith  in  the  Con- 
stitutional prohibition  of  the  liquor  traffic  and  give  our  unqual- 
ified testimony  to  its  beneficial  results  in  Kansas,  and  we  depre- 
cate any  effort  to  resubmit  the  question  and  so  open  our  commu- 
nities to  the  corruption  and  debasing  influences  of  the  most  un- 
scrupulous traffic  the  world  has  ever  known. 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  Congregational  churches  of  Kansas, 
do  most  sincerely  regret  that  the  United  States  government  dur- 
ing the  last  meeting  of  Congress  failed  to  unite  with  the  seven- 
teen governments  of  Europe  in  the  humane  effort  to  protect  the 
Congo  Free  State  from  the  traffic  in  slaves,  fire-arms  and  alcohol. 
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Resolvedy  That  we  unqualifiedly  condemn  the  action  of  the 
State  Department  of  the  United  States  government  in  sending 
out  a  circular  to  our  American  Consuls  in  Mexico,  the  Central 
and  South  American  States,  for  the  purpose  of  opening  up  and 
^'enlarging"  our  beer  trade  with  those  countries. 

Resolved,  That  we  desire  to  record  ourselves  as  in  full  sym- 
pathy with  the  action  of  half  a  score  or  more  States,  which  have 
prohibited  the  sale  of  tobacco  to  those  of  immature  years,  by 
statutory  enactments. 

Resolved,  That  we  are  in  hearty  sympathy  with  the  movement 
inaugurated  by  the  National  Council  for  raising  a  National  Min- 
isterial Relief  Fund  which  may  supplement  the  efforts  of  indi- 
vidual States. 

Resolved,  That  in  accordance  with  the  suggestion  of  those  in 
charge  of  the  movement,  we  earnestly  recommend  that  each  pas- 
tor bring  this  matter  before  his  people  and  ask  from  them  a  col- 
lection for  this  fund  during  the  present  year. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  interest  felt  by  the  Congrega- 
tional churches  of  Kansas  in  secondary  education  has  brought 
into  existence  two  Academies,  one  at  Eureka  under  the  special 
care  of  the  Southern  Association  and  one  at  Stockton  under  the 
special  care  of  the  Northwestern  Association,  therefore  be  it  re- 
solved, 

1.  That  we  commend  these  Academies  to  the  favorable  con- 
sideration of  pastors  and  members  of  Congregational  churches  in 
Kansas  and  elsewhere  as  worthy  of  their  financial  support  and 
the  patronage  of  young  people  desiring  the  advantages  of  a 
Christian  Academy. 

2.  That  we  recognize  the  duty  of  sustaining  the  institutions 
thus  begun  and  tliat  we  urge  our  churc!ies  to  contribute  regularly 
and  generously,  at  least  once  a  year,  to  one  or  both  of  these 
Academies. 

Resolved.  That  we  hereby  express  our  thanks  to  the  people  of 
McPherson,  the  Congrej^ational  church,  and  to  Rev.  Mr.  Ayars 
for  the  hearty  welcome  they  have  given  us,  for  their  untiring 
efforts  to  make  our  stay  among  them  pleasant  and  our  meeting  a 
success.  We  appreciate  most  thoroughly  the  cordial  spirit  in 
which  the  people  of  all  denominations  have  joined  in  receiving 
us  and  in  facilitating  our  work  and  adding  to  our  comfort. 

Resolved,  That  we  return  our  thanks  to  the  railroads  for  re- 
duced rates  and  to  the  press  of  McPherson  for  the  full  and  excel- 
lent reports  they  have  given  of  our  meetings. 

The  com  mitt  OP  on  proposed  changes  of  By-Laws  with  refer- 
ence to  change  of  timo  of  meeting  reported  and  final  action  on 
the  report  was  indefinitely  postponed. 

Association  adjourned. 
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EYENINO   SESSION. 

Addresses  were  given  by  Rev.  A.  C.  Hogbin  on  the  College 
and  Education  Society,  Dr.  Creegan  on  the  Sunday  School  and 
Publishing  Society,  and  Dr.  Roy  on  the  American  Missionary 
Association. 

The  following  resolution,  offered  on  behalf  of  the  younger 
members  of  the  Association  by  Rev.  R.  L.  Marsh,  was  adopt^  : 

Resolved,  That  we  thank  our  older  brethren  for  the  inspiring 
reminiscences  of  the  early  days  of  the  General  Association  of  the 
Congregational  Churches  of  Kansas  which  they  have  brought  be- 
fore us  at  this  session.  We  gratefully  confess  the  heritage  that 
has  fallen  to  us  and  recognize,  in  the  events  and  controlling  im- 
pulses of  the  past  third  of  a  century,  a  special  providential  call 
to  earnest  consecration  to  God  at  this  critical  moment  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  cause  of  Christ,  and  on  the  historic  soil  of  Kansas.

Proceedings  of  the  Kansas  Home  Missionary  Society. 

Friday  afternoon,  May  8,  the  Society  was  called  to  order  by 
the  President,  Rev.  R.  Cordley. 

After  prayer  by  Rev.  W.  B.  Mucklow  the  report  of  a  com- 
mittee on  program,  previously  appointed,  was  adopted. 

The  roll  of  associations  was  called  and  the  committees  and 
officers  were  elected  as  printed  in  the  directory  pages  of  these 
minutes. 

Rev-  Festus  Foster  introduced  a  resolution  calling  on  the 
Board  of  Directors  to  furnish  all  parties  interested  with  itemized 
reports  of  all  business  done  by  them. 

The  following  resolution,  offered  by  Rev.  Pearse  Pinch,  was 
substituted  and  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  records  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  this 
Society  are  and  have  been  open  to  inspection. 

The  reports  of  Superintendent  Broad  and  Evangelist  Veazie 
were  presented. 

Treasurer  Dougherty  made  an  informal  report,  setting  forth 
matters  pertaining  to  the  "Cutts"  legacy. 

Short  addresses  were  made  by  Rev.  Ghas.  N.  Severance,  on 
"The  Spiritual  Benefits  of  Self-Support;"  Rev.  L.  H.  Piatt,  cm 
^'Personal  Home  Missionary  Experience;"  and  Rev.  A.  C.  Hog- 
bin,  on  **The  Home  Missionary  Outlook,"  after  which  the  Society 
adjourned. 

Annual  Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions 

REV.   L.   P.   BROAD. 

My  report  covers  the  period  between  the  last  General  Asso- 
ciation and  the  present  time — about  seven  months. 

Sixty  missionaries  have  been  employed,  supplying  ninety- 
two  churches  besides  about  thirty  preaching  stations.  Ten 
churches  have  reached  self-support,  viz :  Alma,  Altoona,  Village 
Creek,  Hutchinson,  Nickerson,  Onaga,  Scatter  Creek,  Tonga- 
noxie,  Wichita  (Olivet),  Wakarusa;  with  a  total  annual  saving 
to  the  A.  H.  M.  S.  of  $2550.  It  is  confidently  believed  that  four 
other  churches  will  request  no  more  aid,  saving  $600  more  to  the 
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Society.    The  vast  spiritual  advantage  coming  to  these  chnrches 
by  their  self-denying  decision  cannot  be  stated  in  figures. 

Two  new  churches  have  been  organized,  viz.,  Chelsea  Park 
and  Overbrook.  Sixteen  vacant  churches  have  been  supplied 
with  pastors  Twenty-hve  churches  have  been  so  combined  that 
instead  of  constituting  seventeen  fields,  as  heretofore,  they  now 
constitute  ten  fields,  each  one  of  them  having  a  pastor. 

During  the  year  ending  March  1st,  sixty-two  revival  efforts 
were  reported  by  the  missionary  churches,  and  840  hopeful  con- 
versions. It  is  a  cheering  fact,  too,  that  twenty  seven  young 
people  connected  with  our  missionary  churches  are  preparing^ 
either  for  the  gospel  ministry  or  some  form  of  missionary  work. 

Ten  new  men  have  entered  our  work  as  pastors,  including 
four  from  Chicago  Seminary. 

Six  houses  of  worship  have  been  dedicated,  viz.,  Sycamore,^ 
Centralia,  Fair  view,  Plevna,  Longton  and  Axtell.  The  (self- 
supporting)  church  in  Salina  has  bought  a  house  of  worship, with 
a  cost  to  the  church,  in  addition  to  the  proceeds  of  sale  of  their 
old  building,  for  purchase  and  improvement,  of  $7000.  Six 
churches  are  moving  to  get  parsonages. 

Three  evangelists  have  been  employe^ — Bros.  Veazie,  H.  A, 
Merrill  and  L.  R.  Vernon — and  their  labors  have  been  abun- 
dantly blessed.  Owing  to  the  urgency  of  the  calls  and  critical 
character  of  the  need,  Bro.  Veazie  has  held  meetings  with  three 
self-supporting  churches.  Bro.  Merrill  was  commissioned  for  six 
months,  but,  to  the  regret  of  all,  was  obliged  to  close  at  the  end 
of  three  months,  and  Bro.  Vernon  has  filled  out  his  une;cpired 
term  with  a  consecrated  and  efficient  service  which  has  greatly 
blessed  churches  and  communities,  particularly  in  the  northwest. 

The  Superintendent's  work  during  the  past  seven  months 
includes  seventy-four  visits  to  sixty  five  fields;  seventy-seven 
sermons  and  addresses,  thirty-three  conferences;  attendance  upon 
eight  Associations,  six  councils,  four  dedications,  two  meetings  of 
the  Board  of  Directors,  and  a  visit  to  Chicago  Seminary  in  Feb- 
ruary to  obtain  graduates  for  our  work. 

In  contributions  to  the  A  H.  M.  S.  the  State  has  exceeded 
the  donation  of  any  previous  year.  The  amount  .contributed 
was  $5327.74.  The  largest  amount  ever  contributed  before  was 
$5096.77,  in  the  year  1888-9,  which  included  a  logacy  of  $166.66. 
Therefore,  in  gifts  from  the  living,  the  contributions  of  last  year 
exceeded  those  of  any  former  year  by  $397.63  and  those  of  last 
year  by  nearly  $1000.  We  are  grateful  to  record  this,  even 
though  our  aim  was  $6000,  because  we  know  that  this  amount 
represents  the  extraordinary  effort  and  self-denying  gifts  of  pas- 
tors and  churches  throughout  the  State.  Without  an  exception 
a  hearty  response  was  given  to  the  request  of  the  Executive  Com- 
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mittee,  that  a  speoifio  amount  be  raised  by  each  church;  and  62 
out  of  138  churches  contributing  exceeded  the  amount  asked  of 
them.  The  A.  H.  M.  S.  may  be  renewedly  assured,  therefore,  of 
the  gratitude  toward  it  cherished  by  the  Kansas  churches,  and 
of  their  substantial  loyalty  to  its  great  work. 

The  marked  events  of  this  period  now  closing  have  been, 

First,  The  numerous  and  extensive  revivals  throughout  the 
State,  which  have  greatly  blessed  many  of  our  churches.  Lin- 
wood,  Russell,  Leona,  Blue  Rapids,  Garden  City,  Little  River, 
Wichita  (Olivet),  Hutchinson,  Kirwin  and  Bird  City  are  exam- 
ples. The  revival  movements  were  quiet,  frequently  without  an 
evangelist,  and  union  in  character,  reaching  towns  that  had  long 
been  unmoved  by  revival,  and  resulting  in  the  conversion  of  an 
unusual  number  of  adults  and  business  men.  All  denominations 
appear  to  have  enjoyed  unusual  spiritual  blessing  during  the 
winter  and  to  have  worked  tc^ether  with  special  unity  and 
success. 

Second.  The  movement  for  self-support  by  several  mission- 
ary churches  that  were  prompted  thereto  by  spiritual  impulses 
and  not  by  increased  financial  ability.  Self-support  has  been  in 
the  air.  Devotion  to  Christ,  the  Home  Missionary  Society,  and 
the  highest  usefulness  of  the  churches  has  led  pastors,  in  co-ope- 
ration with  Christians  also  endowed  with  large  faith,  to  assume 
self-support.  Scarcely  one  of  the  ten  churches  reaching  this 
goal  have  reached  it  without  this  impelling  motive;  but  promi- 
nently, Olivet  church,  Wichita,  and  Hutchinson  may  be  men- 
tioned in  this  connection.  In  this  progressive  movement  the 
beneficial  effect  of  judicious  evangelism,  supplementing  the  de- 
voted efforts  of  our  pastors,  was  never  more  evident. 

The  amount  charged  to  the  State  by  the  A.  H.  M.  S.  for  the 
year  ending  April  1st  is  $21988  24,  less  contributions  from  the 
State,  $5327.74,  leaves  the  balance  of  $16660.50  drawn  from  the 
New  York  treasury  above  our  contributions. 

The  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Societies  have  increased  In 
efficiency  and  membership  and  constitute  a  most  important,  or 
better,  an  indispensable  auxiliary  to  our  work. 

The  active  and  efficient  co-operation  of  Superintendent  Piatt 
in  the  department  of  Sunday  school  work  is  a  service  for  which 
we  are  ever  grateful;  and  the  "Telephone" — which  ex-Superin- 
tendent Blanchard  pronounced  the  beist  home  missionary  we  have 
— still  does  us  invaluable  service. 

We  have  reason  more  and  more,  likewise,  to  see  that  with- 
out the  assistance  of  our  building  society,  the  American  Con- 
gregational Union,  we  could  do  but  little.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
every  church  will  treat  that  Society  with  the  utmost  fidelity, 
making  every  practicable  effort  to  promptly  repay  loans,  asking 
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leniency  only  for  good  reasons  and  in  time  wben  payment  is  im- 
possible, and  taking  np  an  annual  oontribution  for  the  Society 
made  as  liberal  as  possible. 

Bo  we  have  to-day  a  band  of  selected  missionary  churches, 
for  the  aiding  of  every  one  of  which  our  Board  can  give  a  valid 
reason.  It  is  believed  that  one  year  from  this  date  there  will  not 
be  ten  missionary  churches  east  of  the  sixth  principal  meridian 
— which  runs  on  the  west  line  of  Washington,  Clay  and  Marion 
counties — of  churches  now  existing,  and  in  two  years  it  is  more 
than  possible  that  there  will  be  none.  In  all  of  the  rest  of  the 
State  nearly  every  church  appears  to  be  making  the  spiritual  and 
financial  progress  that  can  be  expected  of  it. 

My  church  inventory  for  the  State  is  this:  171  churches  in 
active  operation;  87  of  them  self-supporting,  and  84  missionary 
churches.  Of  the  87  self-supporting  churches  80  have  pastors 
and  7  have  not;  but  5  of  these  pastorless  self-supporting  churches 
maintain  their  regular  services,  which  leaves  only  two  churches 
(Elk  Falls  and  Salem)  that  are  not  known  to  be  carrying  on  their 
work  at  this  time.  Of  the  84  missionary  churches,  71  have  pas- 
tors and  13  have  not;  but  of  these  13  pastorless  churches  7  are 
maintaining  services  themselves,  leaving  only  6  missionary 
churches  that  are  not  known  to  be  carrying  on  their  work  to-day. 
I  may  add  that  4  of  these  6  halting  churches  are  on  the  frontier. 
This  makes  a  total  then  of  8  churches  out  of  the  171  churches  in 
active  operation  that  are  not  maintaining  services,  4  of  these  8 
being  on  the  frontier. 

Now  what  next  ? 

After  the  speculative  boom  nothing  was  so  important  as  a 
conservative  policy.  We  needed  to  stop,  see  what  we  had  got, 
strengthen  it,  do  little  new  work.  But  the  special  mission  of 
conservatism  always  ends.  An  academy,  a  college,  a  benevolent 
.  society  and  the  work  of  missions  of  a  denomination  in  a  State 
that  has  been  saved  by  conservatism  will  die  of  that  same  con- 
servatism unless  it  seizes  the  opportunity  in  the  nick  of  time  to 
go  ahead. 

Exactly  this  thing  I  think  we  ought  to  take  to  heart  now  as 
we  begin  this  year's  work. 

I  invite  your  thought  to  the  importance  of  planting  new 
Ck>ngregational  churches  in  Kansas  this  year. 

First.  The  possibility  of  planting  new  churches.  For  the 
first  time  for  several  years  the  A.  H.  M.  8.  has  included  a  small 
sum  for  new  work  in  our  apportionment  for  the  coming  year; 
conditioned  on  our  raising  $6000  for  the  Society. 

The  new  and  improved  outward  condition  of  the  State  is  also 
to  be  noted.  We  can  take  extremely  discouraging  or  extremely 
sanguine  views  about  Kansas.    The  truth  appears  to  be  some 
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where  between  these  extremes.  We  are  in  a  transition  period  in 
Kans^as;  from  a  speoulative  period  to  one  of  permanent  prosperity; 
from  a  rush  of  immigration  to  the  gradual  increasing  of  perma- 
nent settlers;  from  instability  to  stability. 

The  tide  is  turning;  if  not  the  tide  of  prosperity,  the  tide  of 
transition,  which  has  been  bearing  us  clear  out  to  sea,  but  is  now 
bearing  us  back  toward  some  kind  of  stability;  and  stability  will 
bring  prosperity. 

A  new  Kansas — regenerated  (materially  speaking)  is  hence- 
forth to  be  our  field  of  operation*  Let  us  begin  as  wisely  in  new 
Kansas  as  did  our  predecessors  in  the  Kans^jis  of  1854~dififer- 
ently,  because  old  Kansas  was  not  new  Kansas — ^yet  similarly, 
always,  in  one  respect,  let  us  go  forward.  We  are  what  we  are 
to-day  because  they  went  forward. 

New  work  is  made  possible,  too,  by  the  changed  spirit  of  the 
people,  who  are  becoming  more  willing  to  vote  death  and  burial 
to  talk  about  '^dreadful  hard  times,''  and  withal  at  last  we  have 
splendid  prospect  for  crops.  We  are  called  to  move  forward  with 
the  people. 

Second.  How  should  new  work  be  attempted  ?  It  should 
not  be  forced  or  made  under  the  least  excitement.  No  church 
should  be  planted  where  it  is  not  needed  to  evangelize  the  peo- 
ple. The  advance  should  not  be  sectarian  though  it  be  denom- 
inational, and  should  not  involve  expenditure  of  money  which 
we  shall  not  have  to  spend.  Neither  should  it  be  made,  in  a 
single  instance,  without  the  cordial  approval  of  that  body  which 
in  Home  Missionary  matters  so  wisely  represents  the  churches — 
our  Board  of  Directors.  The  advance  should  take  into  account 
the  changed  condition  of  Kansas.  The  settled  fact  about  West- 
ern Kansas  is  that  its  development  will  be  very  gradual,  and  by 
gradual  extension  of  cultivation  from  the  eastern  border  of  it. 
Other  improvements  in  Western  Kansas  will  be  local  and  for 
special  causes — as  local  irrigation.  Only  such  towns  as  county 
seats  in  Western  Kansas  can  be  regarded  as  permanent.  But,  on 
the  other  hand,  it  is  satisfactorily  settled  also  that  other  parts  of 
Kansas-— as,  for  instance,  the  northeastern  part — are  permanently 
fruitful,  and  that  the  southeastern  part  has  a  permanent  basis 
for  prosperity  because  of  its  mines,  railroad  centers  and  agri- 
cultural developments. 

Third.    The  fields  for  new  work. 

A  fair  question,  that  should  be  squarely  answered,  is  this: 
Where,  in  Kansas,  is  there  room  and  need  for  more  Congrega- 
tional churches  ?    To  this  I  reply, 

1st.  There  appears  to  be  room  in  a  few  of  the  towns  of  from 
four  thousand  to  eight  thousand  population,  which  have  large 
and  growing  industries. 
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2d.  There  may  be  room,  too,  in  some  of  our  largest  cities. 
And  here  may  be  a  call  for  devotion  to  Christ  by  the  older 
church.  '*Will  it  promote  Christ's  kingdom  to  start  another 
church  in  our  city"  is  the  question  to  be  decided.  If  it  will,  the 
first  church  in  that  city  will  not  lose  by  encouraging  it. 

3d.  There  is  room,  and,  I  believe,  an  emphatic  need  of  new 
Congregational  churches  in  the  rural  districts  of  this  State. 

By  the  last  census  we  have  1,423,000  people  in  Kansas.  In 
a  reoent  conversation  with  Secretary  of  Agriculture  Mohler  he 
expressed  the  opinion  that  one  million  of  this  number  were  farm- 
ers and  their  fiEunilies. 

At  leaist  two-thirds  of  our  people  are  farmers.  It  is  becom- 
ing more  and  more  apparent  too  that  agriculture  is  to  be  our 
main  business  here.  The  country  supports  our  towns  We  have 
comparatively  few  manufactories,  employing  but  few  people. 
People  now  are  moving  out  of  our  towns  into  the  country  to  earn 
a  living.  That  living  is  in  the  land  of  rural  districts,  not  in 
town  lots.  The  country  holds  the  pre-eminence  in  population 
and  in  votes. 

What  is  Congregationalism  doing  for  the  religious  benefit  of 
the  million  farmers  in  Kansas?  Is  not  that  a  fair  and  so  serious 
a  question  that  it  ought  to  have  patient  consideration  ? 

It  seems  clear  that  our  policy  in  the  past  has  been  in  the 
main  the  correct  one.  viz.,  with  our  limited  means  to  hold  the 
towns  and  centers  of  population.  We  should  have  been  swept 
from  the  State  as  a  denomination  if  we  bad  tried  simply  to  hold 
the  rural  districts  and  omitted  to  plant  strongly  in  cities  and 
towns.  But  the  majority  of  these  centers  of  population  are  now 
well  supplied  with  religious  privileges.  We  are  reaching  a  few 
of  our  farmer  fellow  citizens  by  churches  in  the  towns,  and  a  few 
more  by  preaching  in  country  districts,  but  the  much  greater 
number  we  do  not  reach. 

But  it  may  be  asked,  are  not  many  of  our  rural  districts 
already  supplied  with  religious  privileges  by  other  denomina- 
tions? Yes,  but  in  a  very  unsatisfactory  way.  Almost  wholly 
in  school  houses;  rarely  in  church  buildings;  with  preaching  only 
at  too  wide  intervals;  with  no  pastoral  lalK)r  because  circuits  are 
so  large;  the  pastor  residing  away  from  his  field;  and,  in  general, 
very  little  that  would  be  deemed  satisfactory  religious  care  by 
any  town  congregation. 

As  centers  for  religious  work  country  school  houses  are  be- 
coming a  delusion  and  a  snare.  They  often  stand  in  the  way  of 
permanent  work  for  God.  Secular  in  their  associations,  dirty, 
belonging  to  every  body, open  to  all  denominations  (evangelical, 
and  exactly  the  contrary,)  and  so  promoting  denominational 
strife;  a  plausible  apology  for  a  meeting  house,  and  so  preventing 
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investment  of  money  by  Ohristians  of  the  commanity  suid  there- 
fore trainers  in  hnman  selfishness,  they  are  good  only  for  the  be- 
ginnings, while  they  are  being  made  the  stable  headqaarters  of 
our  religious  work  in  our  rural  districts. 

And  was  the  spiritual  need  of  our  farmer  citizens  ever  more 
manifest?  When  popular  political  movements  go  forth  from  a 
great  number  of  people  having  the  same  occupation  they  need 
the  guiding  power  in  their  hearts  of  intelligent  religious  faith; 
and  sometimes  mistakes  in  these  great  movements  would  be  pre- 
vented if  the  people  enjoyed  the  privilege  of  having  the  Gospel 
presented  in  a  way  to  draw  hearts  nearer  to  G^,  stimulate 
thought,  broaden  the  view  and  calm  prejudice  and  passion.  The 
intelligent  farmers  of  old  New  England  became  what  they  were 
by  hearing  the  discourses  of  such  men  as  Edwards,  Emmons  and 
Nettleton  in  the  last  century;  and  are  illustrations  of  the  benefi- 
cial influence  of  excellent  religious  instruction  upon  the  intolli- 
gence  and  manliness  of  the  farmers  of  the  country. 

Our  farmers  are  entitled  to  our  bept  efforts,  to  give  them 
preaching  that  will  edify  them,  under  a  church  system  that  will 
train  them  in  the  highest  Christian  manliness.  If  our  great  and 
grand  host  of  farmers  and  their  families  from  one  end  of  this 
country  to  the  other,  are  to  ace  the  most  wisely  as  citizens,  and 
do  their  whole  duty  to  God,  their  fellow  men  and  themselves, 
they  must  have  the  highest  type  of  religious  instruction,  as  did 
their  predecessors  in  revolutionary  times. 

Where  too  shall  we  find  grander  types  of  young  manhood 
and  young  womanhood  than  in  our  rural  districts?  Willing  to 
be  led,  capable  of  large  mental  and  spiritual  development; 
aroused  quickly  to  the  missionary  spirit;  easily  gathered  in 
large  audiences,  because  they  have  less  diversions  than  in  towns, 
with  occupations  encouraging  industry  and  sobriety, and  making 
a  foundation — as  the  history  of  leaders  in  our  country  shows — 
for  a  life  of  exceeding  usefulness.  And  for  such  work  as  Con- 
gregational ists  could  do  for  our  farmers  and  their  families  in 
Kansas  the  field  is  practically  unoccupied  and  wide  open. 

I  make  the  following  proposals,  therefore,  concerning  new 
work  in  cities  and  in  the  rural  districts: 

First.  City  work.  I  propose  that  each  large  city  in  Kansas  be 
thoroughly  canvassed  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  whether  or  not 
some  new  work  within  its  boundaries  is  desirable.  This  inves- 
tigation can  most  wisely  be  conducted  by  the  pastor  and  leading 
members  of  the  church  or  churches  already  established;  in  coop- 
eration with  some  representative  of  the  Home  Missionary  Soci- 
ety. No  steps  for  a  new  church  should  be  taken  without  the 
approval  and  co-operation  of  the  first  church.  The  time  has 
passed  in  Kansas  when  new  churches  in  cities  can  profitably  be

formed  as  Home  Missionary  enterprises,  withoat  the  cordial 
co-operation  of  the  old  church.  Bat  it  is  wise  that  new  enter- 
prises of  this  kind  should  not  be  decided  against  in  advance.  If 
a  fidr  canvass  shows  the  impracticability  of  starting  any  new 
work,  much  will  have  been  gained  by  getting  statistics  for  use 
when  the  right  time  for  moving  does  come. 

Trusting  that  this  proposal  will  be  understood  as  including, 
for  the  first  step,  only  careful  investigation,  I  believe  our  city 
pastors  will  be  a  unit  in  advocating  this  policy;  and  in  sustain- 
ing church  extension  wherever  it  is  clearly  wise,  and  promises 
to  evangelize  the  people.  I  invite,  therefore,  the  co-operation  of 
pastors  and  members  of  our  largest  churches  in  such  investiga- 
tion and  subsequent  conference  about  new  work  within  their 
boundaries. 

Second.  Proposals  concerning  new  rural  work.  It  is  well 
to  see  at  the  outset  how  we  have  failed  in  the  country  work.  We 
have  fidled  in  maintaining  country  work  when  a  church  has 
stood  single  and  alone,  without  a  house  of  worship,  not  yoked 
with  another  church;  and  dividing  the  time  in  the  school  house 
with  other  denominations,  and  also  when  several  country 
churches  were  "yoked,"  no  one  of  which  has  a  house  of  worship. 
But  we  have  not  failed  in  country  work,  where  a  church  and 
parsonage  were  built  in  a  prosperous  section  of  country,  and  we 
had  no  competition  in  the  field;  or  where  branch  churches  of 
town  churches  were  formed  that  helped  to  pay  the  pastor  of  the 
town  church  for  his  service:  or  where  a  country  church  erected  a 
house  of  worship  and  was  yoked  with  a  town  church. 

And  let  us  look  at  the  following  things  to  be  avoided  in 
starting  rural  work. 

1st.  That  a  minister  in  a  town  should  weaken  his  work  in 
the  town  by  trying  to  fill  appointments  in  the  country.  Ordina- 
rily this  is  very  poor  economy. 

2d.  That  country  churches  shall  be  organized  on  the 
responsibility  of  any  one  man  and  without  the  full  approval 
of  neighboring  ministers,  the  Home  Missionary  committee  and 
Board  of  Directors  and  Superintendent.  A  good  enterprise  will 
deserve  all  this  endorsement. 

8d.  Putting  ministers  on  these  fields  who  are  not  fitted  for 
their  work.  Farmers  must  have  (like  the  rest  of  us)  not  only 
evangelistic  but  character  building  work  done  for  them.  Well 
equipped  Congretrational  ministers  are  the  only  brethren  who 
can  do  work  which  it  will  be  of  use  for  Congregationalists  to 
undertake  for  our  agricultural  population. 

4th.  Putting  ministers  on  the  field  who  will  merely  preach. 
Pa$/or8  are  needed;  visitors  at  homes;  organizers  of  young  people 
for  Christian  work.     What  a  grand  opening  there  is  here  for 
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cultured  young  men  who  on  moderate  salaries  will  come  into  the 
warm  sympathies  of  their  parishioners ! 

6th.  Pauperizing  an  enterprise  by  failing  to  plan  for  sys- 
tematic income  from  the  people.  Patiently  and  persistently 
rural  communities  must  be  led  to  give  according  to  their  means 
for  the  support  of  the  Gospel  if  it  is  to  benefit  them,  and  if  the 
churches  we  plant  are  to  be  permanent* 

As  positive  plans,  I  suggest: 

1st.  That  on  the  frontier  we  encourage  the  formation  of 
rural  branch  ctiurches,  with  their  membership  in  a  town  church, 
yet  with  church  service,  including  the  communion,  at  the  rural 
point  conducted  by  the  pastor  of  the  town  church.  The  ulti- 
mate aim  of  such  organizations  should  be  to  become  independ- 
ent churches. 

2d.  That  we  encourage  the  establishment  of  rural  churches 
in  easterly  Kansas,  that  shall  form  a  circuit,  in  wluch  each  one 
shall  have  a  church  building  and  one  shall  have  a  parsonage. 

3d.  That  in  all  cases  the  active  interest  of  the  nearest  town 
churches  be  interested  in  these  new  enterprises. 

4th.  That  our  efforts  be  concentrated  upon  establishing 
fields  that  will  become  self-supporting  within  a  reasonable  time. 

I  propose  therefore,  to  have  our  pastors  in  each  county — 
where  any  new  work  of  this  kind  seems  at  all  possible — meet 
the  superintendent  and  at  least  one  member  of  the  local  mission- 
ary committee,  for  conference,  gaining  of  facts,  and  prayer  on 
this  subject.  In  some  cases  counties  can  be  united  for  this  con- 
ference. 

Some  preliminary  exploration  may  be  made  before  the  con- 
ference at  the  expense  of  the  Home  Missionary  Society.  We 
shall  want  maps,  exact  information  about  each  school  district, 
and  the  religious  work  already  being  done  in  it. 

I  would  propose  that  a  few,  rather  inexpensive  experiments 
be  made  this  year  in  these  directions  in  rural  work. 

Attempting  new  work  will  not  make  us  unmindful  of  our 
obligations  to  the  Home  Missionary  Society.  We  aim  rather  to 
awaken  greater  missionary  zeal  and  to  increase  the  sources  of 
income  to  the  treasury  of  the  American  Home  Missionary  Soci- 
ety. Kansas  is  pushing  on  toward  self-support.  The  marked 
movement  thereto  of  the  past  year  has  only  to  develop,  and  state 
self-support  will  surely  be  reached  at  the  earliest  practicable 
moment.  Who  then  is  on  the  Lord's  side,  to  make  this  year  the 
most  spiritual,  progressive,  evangelizing  year  in  all  of  our  Home 
Missionary  history  ? 
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Report  of  State  Evangelist  Walter  C.  Veazie. 

Of  work  done  between  Oct.  7, 1890,  and  May  7, 1891. 

The  places  visited  for  one  or  more  services  were:  Chap- 
man, Blue  Bapids,  Clay  Center,  Goodland,  Wichita  (Olivet), 
Stafford,  Argentine,  Garden  City,  Salina,  Olathe,  Leavenworth, 
Wallace.  Number  of  services  held  was  500.  Some  375  names 
were  handed  me  of  those  professing  conversion.  The  seven 
months'  collection  was  $302.79.  being  an  average  of  S32.07  for 
places  contribnting.  The  lowest  contribution  being  $8.50,  the 
largest  $75.00. 

The  average  length  of  service  where  meetings  were  held  was 
seventeen  days.  The  shortest  meeting  being  eight  days  and  the 
longest  thirty-one  days. 

At  Stafford,  Qarden  City  and  Wallace  the  meetings  were  of 
a  anion  character,  elsewhere  our  own  churches  were  the  only 
ones  active  in  the  meetings. 

The  work  of  this  year  has  been  the  most  uniform  in  charac- 
ter and  results  of  any  of  my  years  of  service  in  Kansas.  The 
most  helpful  to  Christians  and  the  most  promising  in  future 
results. 

The  services  of  two  other  evangelists  during  the  year, 
Bevs.  Merrill  and  Yernon,  has  greatly  relieved  the  strain  upon 
me  and  increased  the  efficiency  of  this  department  of  our  work.

Annual  Meeting  of  the   Kansas  Women's  Home  Missionary 

Union. 

The  tenth  annual  meeting  of  the  Kansas  Women's  Home 
Missionary  Union  was  held  in  the  Gongregational  church  at 
McPherson,  Thursday,  May  7th,  1891,  at  9  o'clock. 

Meeting  called  to  order  and  devotional  exercises  were  led 
by  the  president,  Mrs.^  F.  J.  Storrs,  who  read  part  of  the  15th 
chapter  of  John's  Gospel.  We  were  led  in  prayer  by  Mrs.  Finn, 
of  Sedgwick. 

Mrs.  Smith,  of  Carbondale,  gave  us  a  paper  on  '*Our  Respon- 
sibility for  Home  Mission  Work." 

The  president  announced  the  following  committees: 

On  nominations — Mrs.  M.  H.  Jaquith,  Topeka,  Mrs.  H. 
Mills,  Newton;  Mrs.  Goss,  Carbondale. 

To  prepare  program  for  study — Mrs.  E.  R.  Drake  and  Mrs. 
E.  H.  Bowen,  of  JCanhattan. 

On  Sabbath  school  work— Mrs.  J.  E.  Piatt,  of  Manhattan. 

On  Y.  P.  S.  C.  E.  work— Mrs.  J.  H.  B.  Smith,  of  Carbondale, 
and  Mrs.  E.  G.  Smith,  of  Topeka. 

It  was  unanimously  voted  that  our  name  be  changed  to 
"Women's  Home  Missionary  Union;"  also  that  our  constitution 
be  so  amended  that  funds  may  be  sent  through  our  treasurer  to 
all  the  six  missionary  societies  that  work  in  the  United  States; 
also,  that  special  private  contributions  may  be.  acknowledged 
and  disbursed  by  our  treasurer;  also,  that  the  fiscal  year  of  the 
society  close  the  last  of  March. 

The  transaction  of  business  was  followed  by  a  paper  by  Mrs. 
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Stevens,  of  Wellington,  '^Studying  Ctod's  Providences  in  Mission 
Work." 

Singing  "Blest  be  the  tie  that  binds,"  was  followed  by  a 
paper  by  Mrs.  Sheldon,  of  Topeka,  "The  Foreign  Work  of  Our 
Home  Missionary  Boards." 

After  singing  "America"  "The  Story  of  Mr.  Prucha"  was 
read  by  Mrs.  Nye,  of  Hiawatha,  following  which  on  motion  of 
Mrs.  D.  C.  Haskell,  it  was  unanimously  voted  that  we  redeem 
our  pledge  of  last  year  and  send  at  once  fifty  dollars  to  the  sup- 
port of  Mr.  Prucha. 

A  letter  from  Miss  Allen,  of  Heber,  Utah,  was  read  by  Mrs. 
Marsh,  of  Wichita,  and  the  morning  session  was  closed  by  sing- 
ing "To  the  Work." 

The  afternoon  session  was  opened  by  devotional  exercises 
led  by  Mrs.  D.  C.  Haskell,  of  Lawrence.  The  reading  of  Mal- 
achi  3d  was  followed  by  a  talk  on  giving,  by  Mrs.  Marsh,  of 
Wichita.    Prayer  by  Mrs.  Mills. 

Hon.  J.  G.  Haskell  interested  us  in  the  "Story  of  a  Rug," 
the  work  of  an  earnest  lover  of  home  missions,  who  left  this  last 
labor  of  her  hands  to  help  the  cause  so  dear  to  her  heart. 

The  report  of  the  secretary,  Mrs.  Geo.  Epps,  was  a  brief 
review  of  the  work  of  the  past  six  months. 

Mrs.  J.  G.  Dougherty,  treasurer,  reported  that  the  receipts 
were  more  than  $300  above  the  amount  received  in  the  same 
time  one  year  ago.  The  statement  called  for  a  special  prayer  of 
thanksgiving.  The  address  of  the  president  was  filled  with 
timely  and  fruitful  thoughts. 

After  a  five  minutes  recess  we  listened  to  a  paper  by  Mrs. 
E.  R.  Drake  on  "Systematic  Study  of  Home  Missions,"  read  by 
Mrs.  Bowen. 

Reports  of  most  of  the  auxiliaries  had  been  given  the  pre- 
vious day,  but  here  some  additional  ones  were  presented  from 
Wichita  Association  by  Mrs.  Finn,  from  the  Arkansas  Valley 
by  Mrs.Bowman,  Emporia  by  Mrs.  Acheson,  and  from  the"Will- 
ing  Hearts"  of  Central  Church,  Topeka,  by  Mrs.  Sheldon. 

We  all  remembered  our  joy  in  Mrs.  Caswell's  helpful  pres- 
ence at  Hiawatha,  and  were  gladdened  by  a  written  message 
from  her — a  paper  on  "Consecrated  Giving,"  which  was  read  by 
Mrs.  Marsh.  Then  came  the  report  of  the  nominating  commit- 
tee. They  recommended  the  re-election  of  the  former  officers  of 
the  society,  and  that  Mrs.  E.  G.  Smith,  of  Topeka,  be  made 
assistant  secretary.    The  report  was  adopted. 

Mrs.  J/G  Doujfherty  wished  definite  instructions  as  to  the 
disbursement  of  funds.  After  full  discussion  it  was  unanimously 
voted  that  money  now  on  hand  be  appropriated  according  to  last 
year's  vote — and  in  future,  "  Thai  all  money  shall  he  forwarded  as 
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dengnaiedf  and  all  undesignated  money  be  divided  by  the  execu- 
tive committee/'      • 

After  discussion  as  to  time  of  holding  meeting,  it  was  voted 
to  meet  in  Topeka  the  coming  fall.  Thus  closed  a  busy  and 
somewhat  hurried  meeting.  Looking  back  we  thank  Gk>d,  and

A  Table  of  Comparisons  by  Local  Associations  Between  the 
Tables  of    1890  and  1889 

The  totals  of  some  items  in  the  statistics  of  1890  are  given 
and  after  them  is  stated  the  result  of  comparison  with  the  cor- 
responding items  of  1889.  The  words  ^^Gain  and  Loss"  are  used 
merely  for  convenience,  and  have,  of  course,  only  a  relative 
meaning. 

The  figures  for  1890  used  vary  in  some  cases  from  those 
given  in  the  Tear  Book  and  in  the  tables  at  the  close  of  this 
pamphlet,  and  are  in  such  cases  more  reliable,  the  variation  being 
caused  by  the  use  of  reports  that  arrived  too  late  for  the  Year 
Book.  The  totals  are  totals  of  reports  actually  received,  while 
the  Tear  Book  totals  in  membership  and  benevolence  are  cor- 
rected by  the  addition  of  last  year's  reports  where  churches 
that  reported  then  have  not  done  so  this  year. 

Some  ot  the  facts  brought  out  suggest  questions  most  of 
which  the  Registrar  cannot  answer.  They  may  be  illustrated, how- 
ever, by  the  surprising  gain  of  nearly  two  thousand  dollars  in 
benevolences  in  the  Northwestern  Association,  occasioned  by  the 
Stockton  Ohurch  reporting,  properly,  under  education  a  fund 
raised  for  Stockton  Academy,  and  bv  the  equally  surprising 
decrease  in  home  expenditures  in  the  Western  Association, which 
is  accounted  for  when  we  remember  that  the  Salina  Ohurch  was 
at  great  expense  for  a  building  during  the  former  year. 

The  diflference  between  the  totals  of  additions  and  removals 
ought  to  agree  with  the  gain  or  loss  in  totals  of  membership. 
That  it  does  not  is  due  to  the  fact  that  not  all  the  churches 
reporting  are  the  same  each  year,  and  also  to  a  lesser  degree  to 
inaccuracies  in  the  reports  themselves.  When  we  reach  the 
point  of  an  accurate  report  from  every  church  in  the  State  these 
figures  will  tally.  That  they  in  any  degree  approximate  it  now, 
as  thev  do,  shows  that  the  reports  do  at  least  indicate  the  direc- 
tion of  the  movements  that  are  taking  place  in  our  churches,

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Abstract  of  the  Report  of  the  State  Sunday  School 
Superintendent. 

Dear  Brethren — Permit  me  to  present  my  Eighth  Annual 
Report  of  the  Congregational  Sunday  Schools  of  Kansas  for  the 
year  1890. 

The  list  contains  the  names  of  149  schools  compared  with  141 
schools  reported  in  1889,  an  increase  of  eight  upon  the  roll. 

Thirteen  names  have  been  dropped  from  the  last  list:  Au- 
burn, Bunker  Hill,  Center  Ridge,  Collyer,  Ellis  8  miles  N.  E., 
Fowler,  Fowler  7  miles  S  E.,  Indian  Creek,  Lyons,  Maple  Hill, 
Sutphens  Mills,  Twelve  Mile  and  Welburne. 

Twenty  names  have  been  added  to  the  list,  nine  of  them 
new  schools,  two  are  old  schools  revived,  and  nine  that  have  been 
reported  as  Union  Schools,  but  which  are  really  Congregational. 
The  total  enrollment  of  members  of  these  schools  is  15,081 
as  against  13,712  by  the  last  report,  an  increase  of  membership 
of  1,269. 

The  average  attendance  is  9,672  as  against  9,198,  an  increase 
in  average  attendance  of  474. 

Fifty-nine  of  the  schools  report  a  less  average  attendance 
than  during  1889,  and  this  includes  the  names  of  some  of  our 
oldest,  largest  and  best  schools. 

The  average  attendance  for  1890  and  1889  are  printed  side 
by  side  so  that  each  school  may  see  whether  it  has  gained  or  lost 
in  average  attendance  during  the  year. 

Only  eight  pastors  of  the  churches  are  superintendents. 
Eleven  of  the  schools  are  superintended  by  ladies.     Forty 
superintendents  are  elected  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  churches 
to  which  the  schools  belong.    The  remainder  are  chosen  by  the 
schools.  # 

The  army  of  teachers  is  increased  from  1,134  to  1,189  a  gain 
of  fifty-five. 

Fifty-three  schools  sustain  teachers'  meeting  with  some  de- 
gree of  regularity.  Thirteen  have  Normal  classes.  Nearly  all 
of  them  observed  **  Children's  Day"  with  some  appropriate 
exercises. 

The  attendance  of  children  upon  the  preaching  service 
varies  but  little  from  that  of  former  reports. 

The  number  reported  as  having  united  with  the  churches 
from  the  schools  is  424  as  against  563  in  1889,  a  smaller  nnmber 
by  139. 

One  hundred  and  fourteen  schools  use  our  own  Congrega- 
tional literature.  A  few  use  no  literature  except  the  Bibie,  while 
the  rest  use  the  publications  of  diflferent  associations  or  individ- 
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oals.  About  one  third  of  them  report  some  kind  of  a  library, 
but  few  of  them  are  fresh  and  in  an  active  condition. 

Fifty- three  of  the  schools,  as  such,  have  made  a  contribution 
to  the  Congregational  Sunday  School  and  Publishing  Society. 

The  total  amount  contributed  by  the  schools  to  all  benevo- 
lent objects  is  $1135.  The  total  amount  raised  for  the  expenses 
of  the  schools  is  $5820,  which  varies  but  little  from  the  amounts 
reported  last  year. 

Nearly  all  the  schools  have  some  kind  of  review  or  examina- 
tion at  the  close  of  each  quarter.  Seven  have  practiced  more  or 
less  a  written  examination.  A  number  of  them  have  tried  the 
Outline  Bible  Lessons  on  the  fifth  page  of  our  quarterlies  with 
partial  success.  Only  two  of  them,  as  far  as  I  can  learn,  have 
made  any  considerable  success  of  the  ^^Home  Department," 
most  of  those  making  some  effort  in  this  direction  failing  to  se- 
cure an  individual  having  the  time,  ability  and  willingness  to 
superintend  and  push  the  department. 

Besides  these  Congregational  schools,  there  are  connected 
with  our  churches  twenty-two  schools  which  are  probably  fairly 
called  union.  I  have  received  reports  from  thirteen  of  them, 
which  give  an  enrollment  of  964.  If  the  other  nine,  from  whom 
I  can  get  no  report,  have  forty  each  it  gives  a  total  enrollment  in 
these  unionschools  of  1324,  which  added  to  the  15,081  in  Congre- 
tional  schools  gives  a  grand  total  enrollment  in  the  State  of 
16,405.  Only  three  of  our  churches  that  had  any  life  about  them 
at  all,  had  no  Sunday  School  in  1890,  and  one  of  them  has  since 
revived  its  school. 

Take  it  all  in  all,  our  schools  are  in  a  fairly  healthy  condi- 
tion. Most  of  them  are  doing  most  excellent  work  and  are  a 
great  source  of  strength  and  vigor  to  the  churches  to  which  they 
belong,  and  are  growing  in  interest,  in  instructive  power,  in 
spirituality  and  numbers.  Some  of  them,  while  doing  good 
faithful  work,  are  just  about  on  a  stand  still  as  to  numbers, 
rather  contented  to  simply  **hold  their  own." 

There  is  much  good  work  about  a  Sunday  School  which  can- 
not be  tabulated  in  figures,  and  from  my  acquaintance  with  them 
I  am  persuaded  that  many  of  them  are  growing  in  those  lines. 

As  to  the  organization  of  new  schools,  the  Superintendent 
has  been  able  to  find  but  one  little  village  in  Kansas  of  a  dozen 
or  more  families,  within  a  year,  that  had  no  Sunday  School. 
There  he  organized  one.  He  believes  there  are  not  five  such 
places  in  the  State,  possibly  not  three.  He  believes  that  our 
work  might  be  greatly  enlarged  by  the  organization  of  mission 
schools,  either  in  large  towns  or  in  the  country,  and  placing  them 
somewhat  under  the  care  of  one  of  our  local  church  schools. 
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He  can  point  to  several  examples  of  such  schools,  and  thinks 
fifty  of  our  churches  might  do  the  same  thing. 

Our  greatest  opportunity  for  growth  is  in  the  line  of  an  in- 
creased attendance  upon  our  church  schools  and  in  pushing  the 
^^Home  Department"  in  connection  with  them.  I  urge  the  im- 
portance of  securing  greater  efficiency  in  the  superitendence  of 
the  schools  and  a  longer  continuance  in  office,  giving  this  offi- 
cer time  to  learn  the  profession. 

Your  State  Superintendent,  at  the  request  of  the  Publication 
Society,  spent  three  months  in  Oklahoma.  During  the  year  he 
has  organized  twelve  new  Sunday  Schools,  held  twenty-nine 
Sunday  School  Institutes  of  from  four  to  six  sessions  each,  visited 
and  addressed  in  some  capacity  sixty-two  churches,  preached 
eighty-four  sermons,  made  fifty  four  addresses  other  than  sermons 
or  Institute  lessons,  held  twenty  special  children's'meetings,  at- 
tended eight  local  associations  and  the  General  Association,  two 
Sunday  School  Conventions,  attended  eight  councils,  three  dedi- 
cations of  church  buildings,  a  meeting  of  the  State  Sunday  School 
Superintendents  at  Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  the  meeting  of  the 
American  Board  and  a  ten  days  session  of  the  Ottawa  Sunday 
School  Assembly.  He  has  also  done  much  office  work  in  the  way 
of  correspondence,  issuing  circulars,  collecting  and  tabulating 
for  printing  statistics  of  the  schools,  issuing  samples  of  "Chil- 
dren's Day"  exercises  and  assisting  the  Executive  Committee  in 
preparing  for  our  Congregational  Superintendent's  Convention. 

Brethren,  we  are  engaged  in  a  great  and  noble  work.  Let 
us  appreciate  it. 

The  building  up  of  an  excellent  Bible  School  is  a  work 
worthy  of  our  best  efforts. 

Thankful  for  past  successes,  let  us  take  courage  for  the  future.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  OF  THE  GENERAL 
ASSOCIATION. 


CONSXIXUXION. 
Abtiole  I — Name — This  body  shall  be  known  as  The  Gen- 

EBAL  ASSOOIATION  OF  OoNORBQATIONAL  MINISTERS  AND  ChXTROHES 

OP  Kansas. 

Art.  II — Object — The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to 
increase  the  efficiency  of  the  churches  by  matnal  fellowship  and 
counsel,  and  to  promote  unity  of  feeling  and  concert  of  action  in 
every  good  work.  No  ecclesiastical  authority  shall  be  assumed 
by  this  body  or  delegated  to  it. 

Art.  Ill — Membership — Any  minister,  or  church,  or  Sunday 
school  superintendent  may  become  a  member  of  this  body  by  fil- 
ing with  the  Registrar  a  certificate  of  membership  in  either  of  the 
local  Congregational  Associations  of  this  State,  signed  by  the 
clerk  thereof.  Every  church  shall  be  entitled  to  one  delegate, 
and  if  its  resident  membership  exceeds  one  hundred,  it  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  delegate  for  each  one  hundred  members  or  major 
part  thereof  All  ministers  and  delegates  chosen  by  this  Asso- 
ciation to  perform  any  service,  shall  be  regarded  corresponding 
members  until  such  service  shall  have  been  fulfilled,  unless  they 
are  excused  by  vote  of  this  body.  Only  corresponding  members 
shall  be  elected  to  membership  in  this  body. 

Art.  IV— Officers — The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be 
a  Moderator,  a  Statistical  Clerk,  a  Registrar,  a  Treasurer  and  an 
Auditor. 

The  Moderator  shall  be  chosen  annually,  and  shall  preside 
over  the  meetings  of  the  Association  until  his  successor  shall 
have  been  chosen. 

The  Statistical  Clerk  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  three 
years.  He  shall  annually  furnish  the  Registrar  of  each  Local 
Association  with  the  necessary  blanks  by  the  first  day  of  Decem- 
ber, for  distribution  among  the  churches,  that  that  officer  may 
collect  and  arrange  their  statistics  for  the  calendar  year,  and  re- 
turn the  same  to  the  Statistical  Clerk,  who  shall  revise  and  pre- 
pare them  for  publication. 

The  Registrar  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  three  years.  He 
shall  keep  the  papers  and  books  of  the  Association,  and  a  correct 
roll  of  its  members;  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  all  meetings  of  the 
Association,  and  prepare  them  for  record  and  publication;  and 
conduct  its  correspondence. 
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The  Treasurer  and  Auditor  shall  be  elected  annually,  and 
shall  perform  the  duties  usually  pertaining  to  those  offices. 

These  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot. 

Art.  V— Committees — The  Moderator  shall  appoint,  near 
the  beginning  of  each  session,  a  committee  of  three,  who  shall 
nominate  near  the  close  of  the  session  the  following  committees, 
which  shall  each  consist  of  three  members:  A  Business  Committee, 
whose  duty  shall  be,  within  six  months  from  the  time  of  tueir 
election,  to  appoint  members  and  notify  them  to  prepare  sermons, 
essays,  or  discussions  for  the  next  session;  to  arrange,  so  far  as 
practicable,  the  order  of  business  for  the  next  session,  and  to  re- 
port a  program  to  the  Publication  Committee  six  weeks  before 
the  time  of  meeting.  Also  to  indroduce  all  new  business  at  tlie 
next  session. 

A  Publication  Committtee,  of  which  the  Registrar  shall  be  a 
member.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committed  to  publish  the 
minutes  and  all  other  matter  which  the  Association  shall  vote  to 
publish;  to  print  the  program  furnished  them  by  the  Business 
Committee,  and  to  send  a  copy  to  each  member  of  the  Association 
three  weeks  before  the  annual  meeting;  to  estimate  expenses  of 
the  Association  for  the  coming  year,  and  to  provide  for  them  by 
assessing  each  local  Association  in  proportion  to  the  number  of 
resident  members  of  its  churches  last  reported,  and  notify  the 
Registrar  of  such  Association  of  the  amount. 

A  Committee  of  Education,  who  shall  report  on  the  educa- 
tional interests  connected  with  this  body.  These  committees 
may  be  elected  viva  voce. 

Abt.  yi— Exercises — The  discussion  of  all  questions  that 
pertain  to  the  organization,  and  to  the  practical  working  of  this 
body,  shall  be  confined  to  the  hours  before  noon.  The  afternoon 
and  evening  meetings  shall  be  devoted  to  reports  on  the  condition 
of  the  churches;  a  report  on  educational  interests;  addresses  by 
representatives  of  benevolent  societies;  speeches  and  papers  on 
topics  of  interest  and  of  spiritual  profit  to  the  Association,  and  to 
the  people  of  the  place  where  the  Association  is  convened. 

Art.  VII — Amendments — This  constitution  may  be  altered 
or  amended  by  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  pro- 
vided notice  oi  the  alteration  or  amendment  has  been  publi^ed 
with  the  minutes  of  the  preceeding  year. 


BY-LA^OTS. 

Bbotion  1.  The  sessions  of  this  Association  shall  commence 
on  Thursday  afternoon  for  organization  and  miscellaneous  busi- 
ness; and  the  opening  sermon  shall  be  preached  on  Thursday 
evening  by  a  person  chosen  by  the  Association. 
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Seo.  2.  The  afternoon  and  evening  of  Friday  shall  be  de- 
voted to  the  consideration  of  the  interests  and  work  of  Home 
Missions. 

Beo.  3.  Saturday  evening  shall  be  assigned  to  the  presenta- 
tion of  the  interest  of  the  A.  £.  C.  F.  M.,  the  Congregational 
Church  Bniiding  Society  the  American  Missionary  Association, 
and  such  other  addresses  as  may  be  expected  from  brethren  from 
abroad  favoring  us  with  their  presence. 

Sbc.  4.  On  assembling  in  business  session  the  Moderator 
shall  call  the  meeting  to  order.  The  Registrar  shall  call  the  roll 
of  ministers;  the  roll  shall  be  completed  by  adding  to  the  names 
of  the  ministers  the  names  of  the  delegates  from  the  churches. 
The  Association  shall  then  proceed  to  the  election  of  officers,  ex- 
cept that  the  Moderator  shall  be  elected  at  the  business  session 
on  Saturday  morning,  his  term  of  service  to  begin  at  the  close  of 
the  annual  session  at  which  he  is  elected,  and  to  continue  through 
the  next  annual  session. 

Sec.  5.  The  Moderator  shall  then  appoint  the  following 
committees:  A  Committee  on  Beligious  Exercises;  a  Committee 
on  Nominations. 

Sbc.  6.  A  contribution  of  six  cents  per  resident  member 
shall  be  asked  annually  of  each  of  the  churches,  for  the  payment 
of  the  expenses  of  the  General  Association  and  National  Council. 

Sbo.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Statistical  Clerk,  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  March  of  each  year,  to  notify  the  registrars 
of  Local  Associations  of  the  contributions  needed  from  the 
churches,  and  the  registrars  of  the  several  associations  shall  re- 
ceive the  funds  contributed  by  the  churches  and  pay  the  same  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Association. 

Seo.  8.  All  bills  against  this  Association  shall  be  made  out 
in  detail,  and  sent  to  the  Registrar.  If  the  bills  are  correct,  the 
Registrar  shall  endorse  them  '^approved,''  signing  his  name  as 
'^Registrar  of  the  General  Association  of  Kansas,"  and  send 
them  to  the  Treasurer,  who  shall  send  the  amount  to  the  creditor, 
accompanied  by  a  printed  form  of  receipt  to  be  signed  and  re- 
turned to  the  Treasurer,  and  by  him  appended  to  the  bill  and  re- 
tained as  his  voucher.  The  Treasurer  also  shall  keep  a  stub-book 
of  receipts,  giving  a  receipt  to  every  one  from  whom  he  receives 
money,  and  entering  upon  the  stub  a  record  of  the  amount,  date, 
person  payings  and  on  what  account.  This  stub-book  shall  be 
his  voucher  for  moneys  received. 

Seo.  9.  Re^strars  of  Local  Associations  shall  report  the 
amount  asked  from  each  church,  and  the  amount  paid,  for  publi- 
cation in  the  minutes. 

Sbo.  10.  The  expenses  of  the  National  Council  shall  be  in- 
cluded with  other  expense  items* 
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Seg.  11.  Payments  to  the  National  Council  shall  be  propor- 
tionate to  the  total  collections  for  expense  purposes. 

Sbo.  12.  On  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  of  each  year 
the  Statistical  Clerk  shall  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  Treasurer 
for  the  proportionate  amount  due  t)ie  National  Council, 

Sec.  13.  The  Publication  Committee  shall  furnish  to  the 
local  Registrars  printed  postal  cards  for  use  in  notifying  the 
clerks  of  the  several  churches  of  the  assessment  due  to  General 
Association. 

Seo.  14.  A  devotional  meeting  shall  be  held  in  connection 
with  each  morning  session.  Each  afternoon  session  shall  be 
opened  with  prayer,  and  every  session  closed  with  prayer  or 
singing. 

Sec.  15.  All  business  shall  be  presented  in  writing  to  the 
Business  Committee,  and  through  them  to  the  body;  but  in  case 
the  committee  shall  refuse  to  present  any  matter  referred  to 
them,  the  member  proposing  may  present  it  himself. 

Sec.  16.  The  roll  shall  be  called  each  morning, .  and  the 
minutes  of  the  preceeding  meeting  read  and  approved. 

Sec.  17.  On  Saturday  morning  standing  committees  shall 
be  appointed,  the  place  of  next  meeting  determined,  and  appoint- 
ments of  meetings  for  Sunday  made. 

Sec.  18.  The  Lord's  Supper  shall  be  celebrated  on  Sabbath 
afternoon,  generally  without  remarks. 

Seo.  19.  No  member  of  the  Association  shall  be  excused 
without  consent  of  the  body. 

Sec.  20,  The  Moderator  elect  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member, 
but  not  the  chairman  of  the  BusineBB  Committee- 

Sec.  21.  Kepresentatives  of  the  Benevolent  Sooietiee  of  our 
churches  present  at  meetings  of  the  Assoeiatiun  shall  be  corres- 
ponding members  ex-officios. 

Sec.  22,  These  By-LawB  may  be  amended  or  added  to  at 
any  time  by  a  majority  vote. 
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Constitution  of  the  Kansas  Home  Missionary  Society. 
(as  bevisbd.) 

Abtiglb  I.  This  Society  shall  be  called  the  Kansas  Home 
Missionary  Society. 

Abt.  II.  ^  The  Society  shall  consist  of  members  of  the  Gene- 
ral Association  of  Kansas,  together  with  those  persons  who  by 
the  payment  of  $20  may  become  life-members,  and  such  as  by 
the  payment  of  $2  may  become  members  for  one  year. 

Abt.  III.  The  object  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  diffnse  the 
Gk>spel  of  Jesus  Christ,  by  aiding  any  churches  within  the  State 
that  are  not  able  to  support  the  ministry  of  the  Word;  by  organ- 
izing churches  wherever  they  are  needed;  by  supplying  commu- 
nities destitute  of  preaching;  and  by  co-operating  with  the  Amer- 
ican Home  Missionary  Society  in  the  work  of  Christianization  in 
other  States  and  Territories. 

Abt.  IV,  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President, 
a  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  an  Auditor,  a  Superintendent,  an  Ex- 
ecutive Ck)mmittee  of  three  in  each  District  Association,  a  Board 
of  Directors  and  an  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  consist- 
ing of  three  members. 

Abt.  V.  The  President,  Treasurer  and  Auditor  shall  be 
chosen  by  ballot  at  the  annual  meeting  to  serve  for  one  year,  or 
until  their  successors  have  been  elected  and  qualified.  Their 
term  of  service  shall  begin  with  the  close  of  the  meeting  at  which 
they  are  elected, 

Abt.  VI.  The  Executive  Committees  in  the  District  Asso- 
ciations shall  be  chosen  annually  by  this  Society,  and  shall,  in 
co-operation  with  the  Superintendent,  recommend  fields,  mis- 
sionaries and  appropriations  within  their  respective  districts. 
The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Superintendent,  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies 
occurring  during  the  year  in  the  District  Executive  Committees. 

Abt.  VII.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  consist  of  the 
Chairmen  of  the  several  District  Executive  Committees,  together 
with  three  others,  elected  at  the  annual  meeting,  not  members  of 
any  of  the  local  committees,  or  of  Home  Missionary  churches, 
and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Kansas  Home  Missionary  Society; 
these  four  last  named  shall  form  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
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Board,  subject  to  its  authority,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  keep  a  full 
record  of  ail  applications  for  missionary  aid  and  pass  upon  them. 
The  Board  of  Directors  shall  choose  one  of  their  number  as 
Chairman  and  another  as  Secretary;  shall  hold  a  session  in  con- 
nection with  every  meeting  of  the  General  Association,  and  also 
upon  the  call  of  the  Chairman  between  these  stated  times  if  ex- 
igencies require;  shall  nominate  a  Superintendent  to  the  Parent 
Society,  which  is  to  appoint  and  pay  him;  shall  consider  the  ap- 
pointment of  men  and  apportionment  of  money,  and  methods  of 
increasing  the  supply  of  both;  shall  make  an  annual  report  to 
the  State  Society,  and  in  their  general  oversight  shall  make  to 
the  American  Home  Missionary  Society  such  suggestions  as  they 
may  deem  wise. 

Art.  VIU.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  hold  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Society;  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Society  of 
the  money  received  by  him,  and  every  month  shall  send  to  the 
treasury  of  the  American  Home  Missionary  Society  the  sums 
sent  him  for  that  purpose.  He  shall  also  give  bonds  to  the  sat- 
isfaction of  the  Directors. 

Abt.  IX.  The  Superintendent,  who  shall  also  be  Record- 
ing Secretary,  in  council  and  co-operation  with  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors and  the  Executive  Commiteees,  and  under  instructions 
of  the  American  Home  Missionary  Society,  shall  give  himself  to 
the  work  of  securing  ministers  for  the  feeble  missionary  churches; 
of  reporting  to  the  Parent  Society  upon  the  applications  for  aid;  of 
pushing  the  beneficiary  churches  on  to  self  support;  of  organiz- 
ing churches;  of  preaching  the  Word  in  destitute  communities 
and  among  the  aided  churches,  and  of  increasing  the  contribu- 
tions to  the  Society. 

Abt.  X.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  annual 
meeting  of  the  Society,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  mem.bers 
present.

The  following  report  on  Fairmount  Institute  was  read  by 
Dr.  Cordley,  and  the  report  was  unanimously  adopted: 

The  committee  appointed  to  report  upon  Fairmount  Insti- 
tute, have  found  the  following  facts: 

1.  The  Institute  has  been  re-chartered,  changing  the  name  from 
Fairmount  College  to  Fairmount  Institute,  and  changing  the  purpose 
from  a  ladies  college  to  an  academy  for  both  sexes.  Tlie  new  ciiarter 
involves  a  new  Board  of  Trustees  all  of  w^liom  are  Congregationalists. 

2.  The  debt  of  the  Institute  has  i»een  reduced  from  $:i4,0C0  to  $12,000 
a  loan  for  which  has  iDeen  secured,  running  twenty  years  at  five  per 
cent,  interest.  This  reduction  of  ttie  debt  lias  been  aecomplisbed  partly 
by  selling  and  turning  outside  property  of  the  Institute,  and  by  other 
arrangements  satisfactory  to  the  creditors.

3.  The  iDstitute  uow  owns  the  campus  of  twenty  acres,  and  the 
main  buildings  which  have  already  cost  some  140,000,  and  is  one  of  the 
finest  educational  buildings  in  the  State<  There  are  some  $2,000  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Trustees,  which  will  be  sufficient  to  finish  the  basement 
and  first  floor,  and  so  furnish  ample  room  for  opening  a  good  school. 
At  very  conservative  figures  the  property  is  worth  at  least  $60,000. 

4.  The  Trustees  have  assurance  from  the  College  and  Education 
Society  that  the  Institute  will  be  placed  on  their  list  as  soon  as  the 
proper  conditions  are  fulfilled,  one  of  which  is  its  endorsement  by  the 
Association.  They  have  also  the  promise  of  aid  from  the  College  and 
Education  Society  as  far  as  they  may  be  able  to  give  it. 

5.  The  Trustees  have  in  view  an  able  gentleman  from  the  East  as 
Principal  of  the  School  which  they  expect  to  open  next  autumn. 

6.  Through  the  untiring  efforts  of  one  of  their  own  numl^er,  Mr. 
H.  A.  Clifford,  they  have  succeeded  in  interesting  many  Eastern  friends 
who  have  helped  generously  in  the  progress  thus  far,  and  who  may  be 
expected  to  continue  their  interest  and  help  in  the  needs  of  the  future. 

In  view  of  this  condition  of  facts,  your  committee  recommend  that 
this  Association  endorse  Fairmount  Institute  and  commend  it  to  the 
sympathy,  prayers  and  gifts  of  the  friends  of  Christian  Education.

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B^  politics,  and  would  say  to  that  party  which  expects  our  votes,  we 
not  only  demand  a  platform  of  principles  upon  which  we  can  consist- 
ently stand,  but  sucn  candidates  for  Governor  and  Attorney  General  as 
will,  if  elected,  enforce  the  law  equally  with  other  laws.  And  we  pro- 
test against  any  system  of  tax,  assessment,  license  or  club  that  allows 
intoxicating  liquors  to  be  placed  beforea  citizen  of  Kansas  as  a  beverage. 

SABBATH  OBSERVANCE. 

We  believe  the  fourth  commandment  is  as  much  a  part  of  God's 
law  as  the  sixth  or  seventh,  and  should  be,  at  least  by  a  professed 
Christian  nation,  as  rigidly  adhered  to.  If  it  were  wise  for  us  as  a  na- 
tion to  insist  upon  closing  our  exhibits  at  foreign  expositions  as  we 
have  always  done,  until  the  Press  of  Europe  said,  **Even  the  American 
machinery  fears  God,"  it  would  be  unwise  for  us  to  break  God's  law  be- 
cause of  the  extra  income  which  might  be  derived  from  keeping  o))eu 
the  Columbian  Exposition  upon  Sunday,  and  would  demand  of  Con- 
gress that  any  further  appropriation  for  that  Exposition  be  withheld 
until  assurance  is  given  that  the  gates  shall  be  closed  upon  the  day 
commonly  called  Sunday. 

Resolved,  That  we  recognize  with  profound  gratitude  the  won- 
derful work  wrought  by  the  Spirit  through  the  agency  of  our  brother, 
Rev.  W.  B.  Mucklow,  by  which  the  wilderness  has  been  made  to  blos- 
som as  the  rose;  by  which,  amid  difficulties  sufficient  to  appall  tbe 
bravest,  a  little  band  has,  in  the  short  space  of  three  >ears,  grown  into 
a  flourishing  church  of  two  hundred  members,  has  become  the  possessor 
of  the  beautiful  edifice  in  which  we  now  sit,  and  has  developed  the  mus- 
tard seed  into  the  great  tree  under  whose  shadow  we  have  tarried  forthe 
worship  and  the  work  of  the  last  few  days  We  accept  this  remarkable 
providence  as  a  just  reproof  of  our  small  faith,  and  an  additional  evi- 
dence of  the  presence  of  the  Spirit  in  the  work  of  the  church  in  our  day 
and  of  the  value  of  wise  and  self  sacrificing  labor  in  the  building  up  of 
new  interests  and  the  evangelization  of  cities. 

RESOLUTION  OF  THANKS. 

Resolved,  That  we  do  express  our  most  hearty  thanks  to  this 
church  and  its  pastor.  Rev.  W.  B.  Mucklow,  and  to  the  many  friends 
in  this  beautiful  city  of  Salina,  who.  by  their  open-hearted  and  gener- 
ous hospitality,  have  made  our  stay  among  them  so  happy  and  pleasant 
and  our  annual  gathering  so  great  a  success.  We  appreciate  most 
thoroughly  the  spirit  of  cordiality  and  brotherly  kindness  which  has 
i>een  shown  during  our  meeting,  by  the  churches  of  other  denomina- 
tions in  the  city  and  we  hope  that  the  acquaintances  and  friendships 
formed  at  this,  the  first  meeting  of  the  Association  in  Saliua,  may  be 
renewed  at  no  distant  date. 

CX)LLEGE  AND  EDUCATION  SOCIETY. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  American  College  and  Education  So- 
ciety has  enlarged  its  work  in  the  interest  of  education  in  the  west  by 
establishing  an  academy  department,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we  as  an  As-^ociation  would  jjjladly  welcome  the 
Society  into  nearer  relations  with  the  churches  of  the  West,  and  hoi>e 
that  the  Directors  of  the  Society  may  find  it  feasible  to  establish  a 
branch  office  at  Chicago. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  sent  by  the  clerk  of 
this  Association  to  Rev.  J.  A.  Hamilton,  D.D.  Corresponding  Secretary 
of  the  Society,  at  Baston,  Massachusetts. 
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SUNDAY  SCHOOL    ASSOCIATION. 

Believing  that  the  State  Sunday  School  Association  is  helpful  to  us 
and  may  be  still  more  so  in  making  the  Sunday  schools  of  our  churches 
more  powerful  for  good,  and  more  especially  helpful  in  our  efforts  to 
place  the  gospel  of  our  Lord  Christ  before  the  rural  population  of  our 
State,  we  pledge  our  prayers  for,  and  our  hearty  co-operation  in  its 
organized  efforts  to  bring  every  man,  woman  and  child  of  Kansas  into 
the  study  of  God's  word. 

Mrs.  Edith  H.  Kerr,  representing  the  W.  C.  T.  U.,  was 
given  time  to  present  a  petition  on  temperance.  Sympathy  with 
the  petitition  was  expressed  by  a  rising  vote,  and  by  the  signa- 
tures of  nearly  all  present. 

Rev.  G.  H.  Perry  spoke  briefly  of  the  destruction  of  the 
church  building  of  Kiowa  church. 

Rev.  F  E.  Sherman  spoke  in  behalf  of  Stockton  Academy. 

At  10:45  a  paper  was  read  on  *'  The  Congregationalism  of 
England,"  by  Rev.  J.  Chas.  Villiers. 

A  motion  was  passed  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  re- 
port ou  a  method  of  dividing  the  State  into  districts  which  may 
be  visited  by  the  Financial  Secretaries  of  the  different  academies. 
Revs.  L.  P.  Broad,  A.  C.  Hogbin  and  R.  F.  Markham  were 
chosen  as  such  committee. 

The  report  of  the  Sunday  school  Committee  was  presented 
by  Rev.  D.  D.  DeLong.    It  was  adopted. 

Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  Pearse  Pinch,  and  recess  taken. 


AFTERNOON   MEETING. 

The  Association  assembled  again  at  2  p.  m.  Rev.  W.  B. 
Fisher  led  the  devotional  meeting. 

The  report  of  the  Auditor  was  presented. 

At  2:45  p.  m.  Rev.  Chas  M.  Sheldon  read  a  paper  upon  "A 
Short  Talk  on  a  Long  Subject," — Sociology  as  it  applies  to  min- 
isters and  churches.     The  paper  was  discussed  at  length. 

The  Committee  on  Resolutions  was  by  vote  requested  to 
present  at  the  evening  meeting  a  resolution  commending  Dr. 
Parkhurst  in  his  late  work  in  New  York. 

'*The  Neglected  Revenues  of  the  Church,''  were  treated  in 
a  paper  by  Rev.  Pearse  Pinch,  and  the  incomparable  advantages 
of  proportionate  giving  were  strongly  urged.  The  paper  was 
discussed. 

At  4:45  Dr.  Cordley  gave  a  report  of  the  International 
Council  at  London. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Districting  the  State  in  the 
interests  of  the  academies  was  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

The  Committee  appointed  to  divide  the  State  into  districts  asslgn- 
iug  the  special  territory  within  which  each  of  three  academies  may 
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solicit  contributions,   with  the   approval  of   the  Association,  would 
recommend  as  follows: 

That  the  territory  north  of  the  Kansas  and  Smoky  Hill  rivers  be 
assigned  to  Stockton;  that  the  territory  east  of  the  west  line  of  Geary, 
Morris,  Chase,  Greenwood,  Elk  and  Chautauqua  counties  and  south  of 
the  Kansas  river  be  assigned  to  the  Southern  Kansas  Academy,  and 
tliat  the  territory  west  of  the  last  named  line  and  south  of  the  Smoky 
Hill  river  be  assigned  to  Fairmount. 

Rev.  Chas.  M.  Sheldon  presented,  as  an  addition  to  the  re- 
port of  the  Sunday-School  Committee,  the  following  resolution 
which  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  recognizing  the  fact  that  new  systems  of  Bible 
study  are  being  demanded  by  teachers  and  students  in  our  Sunday- 
schools,  this  Association  recommend  to  the  investigation  of  its  churches 
and  Sunday-schools  the  Inductive  Bible  Studies  edited  by  Rev.  Erastus 
Blakeslee,  late  of  Spencer,  Mass.,  as  a  system  of  Bible  study,  which,  on 
trial  by  many  of  the  large  churches  all  over  the  country,  has  proved  to 
be  the  means  of  a  great  spiritual  awakening  and  a  great  increase  in  the 
actual  study  and  love  of  the  Bible. 

We  would  also  suggest  to  our  Sunday-school  and  Publishing  So- 
ciety the  need  of  recognizing  this  demand  for  more  scientific  and  com- 
prehensive Bible  study. 

Recess  was  taken  at  6  p.  m. 


SATURDAY     EVENING. 

The  exercises  opened  in  the  evening  with  a  song,  ^*The 
Morning  Light  is  Breaking.'' 

Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  J.  Chas.  Villiers. 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted  by  a  rising  vote: 

Resolved,  Tbat  the  General  Association  of  the  Congregational 
Churches  of  the  State  of  Kansas, in  annual  assembly  at  Salina,  May  7th, 
1892,  do  hereby  commend  and  endorse  the  action  of  the  Rev.  Charles 
H.  Parkhurst,  D.  D.,  of  New  York  City,  in  his  effort  to  purify  the 
municipal  government  of  that  great  city,  and  we  express  our  most 
hearty  sympathy  for  his  attitude  toward  tlie  great  social  problem  of  our 
land,  as  a  minister  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Rksolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  Dr.  Park- 
hurst by  the  Clerk  of  the  Association. 

Dr.  L.  H.  Cobb  was  introduced  and  spoke  in  the  interests  of 
**The  Congregational  Church  Building  Society." 

Rev.  J.  L.  Atkinson,  from  Kobe  College,  Japan,  followed 
and  spoke  on  the  work  in  Japan. 


SUNDAY    MORNING   AND  AFTERNOON. 

At  10:00  Sunday  morning  was  held  the  usual  Home  Mission- 
ary Experience  Meeting,  led  by  Supt.  L.  P.  Broad. 

At  11.00  o'clock  preaching  by  Rev.  F.  H.  Allen,  of  Atchison. 
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At  3:30,  p.  m.  a  mass  meeting  for  Sanday-school  teachers 
and  scholars  was  addressed  by  Bev.  H.  C.  Cronin,  Sapt*  for  Miss- 
ouri of  the  Congregational  Sanday-school  and  Pablishing  Society 
and  by  Judge  J.  S.  Emery,  of  Lawrence. 

The  Lord's  Supper  was  administered,  led  by  Rev.  R.  D. 
Parker  and  Rev.  W.  0.  Wheeler. 


SUNDAY  EVENING. 

At  8:00  p.  m.  addresses  were  delivered  by  Rev.  F.  P.  Wood- 
bury, D.  D  ,  on  the  work  of  the  "American  Missionary  Associa- 
tion," and  by  Rev.  A.  N.  Hitchcock,  D.  D.,  concerning  the  work 
of  the  A.  B.  C.  F.  M.  in  Mexico. 


MONDAY   MORNING. 

At  9:00  a.  m.  the  Association  was  called  to  order  by  the 
Moderator.    The  roll  was  road,  corrected  and  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Resolutions  presented  the  following; 

Resolved,  That  we  express  our  hearty  sympathy  with  all  com- 
munities in  our  land  now  praying  and  working  for  the  prohibition  of 
intoxicating  liquors  from  their  midst,  and  that  we  express  our  hope 
that  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  this  great  republic  shall  be  freed 
from  the  curse  of  the  liquor  traffic. 

Resolved,  That  we  demand  of  the  management  of  the  Colum- 
bian Exposition  that  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  be  excluded  from 
the  exposition  grounds,  and  that  we  urge  Congress  to  make  no  appro- 
priation without  assurance  that  this  will  be  done. 

Resolved,  That  our  clerk  be  instructed  to  send  a  copy  of  this 
resolution  to  our  members  of  Congress  and  to  the  authorities  of  the  Col- 
umbian Exposition. 

Resolved,  That  we  heartily  join  with  Rev.  D.  C.  Milner  in  his 
desire  for  a  better  understanding  among  the  various  denominations  in 
our  common  work  which  shall  prevent  the  crowding  together  of  the 
churches  in  small  communities,  and  the  unseemly  and  wasteful  strug- 
gle which  results  from  overcrowding. 

Resolved.  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  by  this  Asso- 
ciation to  confer  with  the  Presbyterian  Synod,  and  such  other  evangel- 
istic bodies  as  may  open  the  way,  to  see  if  some  method  cannot  be  de- 
vised which  shall  lessen.  If  not  prevent,  a  state  of  things  which  we  all 
deplore. 

Resolved,  That  we  renew  our  endorsement  of  the  Kansas  2'ele- 
phoncy  as  the  organ  of  this  Association  and  the  medium  of  communica- 
tion among  our  churches.  We  realize  that  with  a  better  support  it 
could  do  better  service,  and  we  ask  all  our  pastors  to  consider  the  mat- 
ter and  see  if  they  cannot  serve  themselves  and  the  Tel^hone  also  by 
enlarging  its  circulation. 

Resolved,  That  we  thoroughly  sympathize  with  the  National 
Christian  Relief  Association  in  the  effort  to  raise  a  fund  of  $100,000  for 
the  relief  of  disabled  ministers  and  their  families,  and  we  urge  all  our 
churches  to  give  them,  as  speedily  as  maybe,  the  one  collection  they 
ask  for. 
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It  was  voted  to  amend  Section  7  of  the  Bv-Laws,  by  striking 
out  the  word  April  and  inserting  the  word  March. 

Voted  that  annual  daes  be  collected  on  the  basis  of  the  resi- 
dent membership  given  in  the  last  printed  report. 

The  committee  to  confer  with  the  Presbyterian  Synod,  etc, 
was  appointed  as  follows:  Rev.  L.  Blakesley,  Bev.  B.  Oordley, 
Rev.  J.  G.  Dougherty,  Hon.  J.  Q.  Haskell,  Hon.  Edwin  Tucker. 

Voted  to  print  names  of  all  visitors  attending  Association, 
so  far  as  known,  in  the  minutes. 

At  10:00  a  devotional  meeting  lasting  thirtv  minutes  was 
conducted  by  the  Moderator,  after  which  tne  Association 
adjourned.

Proceedings  of  the  Kansas  Home  Missionary  Society. 

The  Kansas  Home  Missionary  Society  was  called  to  order 
atl:46p,m.,  Friday,  May  6th,  1892,  by  the  President,  Dr.  R. 
Oordley. 

After  singing  and  prayer  the  society  proceeded  to  the  elec- 
tion of  officers  for  the  next  year  On  motion,  the  clerk  was  in- 
structed to  cast  the  ballot  for  Dr.  R.  Cordley,  President.  He 
was  thas  elected.  By  similar  method  Rev.  J.  G.  Dougherty  was 
elected  Treasurer,  and  Hon.  J.  G.  Haskell,  Auditor, 

The  Home  Missionary  Committees,  nominated  by  the  Local 
Association,  were  elected. 

It  was  voted  that  Rev.  L.  Blakesley,  Hon.  J.  G.  Haskell, 
and  Rev.  R.  Cordley  be  the  Executive  Committee  of  this  Asso- 
ciation. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer,  Rev.  J.  G.  Dougherty,  was  pre- 
sented and  accepted. 

Evangelists,  W.  C.  Veazie  and  L.  R.  Vernon,  presented 
their  reports. 

Supt.  L.  P.  Broad  presented  his  annual  report. 

The  Board  of  Directors,  through  their  secretary,  presented 
the  following  recommendation: 

**The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Home  Missionary  Society  recom- 
mend for  adoption  by  ihe  Kansas  Home  Missionary  Society,  the  plan 
for  State  self  support  suggested  in  the  Home  Missionary  Superinten- 
dent's report,  and  that  the  attention  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
A.  H.  M.  S.  at  New  York  be  invited  to  the  matter." 
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It  was  moved  and  Beoonded  that  this  recommendation  be 
adopted.  After  an  extended  and  full  discussion  by  the  members 
of  the  Association,  and  afber  prayer  by  Secretary  Choate,  of  the 
American  Home  Missionary  Society,  a  rising  vote  was  called 
for.    The  recommendation  was  adopted  nnanimonsly* 

The  Auditor  gave  his  report.  The  Home  Missionary  So- 
ciety then  adjourned  at  4:45  p.  m. 

Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  K.  H.  M.  S. 

The  total  amount  transmitted  to  the  New  York  Treasury  during  the 
year  endine*  March  81,  1892,  was  $5290.93.  This  included  the  Cutts 
legacy  $4,000  and  interest  on  the  same,  $62.67.  The  balauce  was  receiv- 
ed from  the  churches,  $1,228.26.  Most  of  the  churches  of  the  State  seud 
their  contributions  direct  to  New  Yorfc»  or  report  them  as  deductions 
to  be  made  from  the  sum  given  the  church  by  the  Home  Missionary  So- 
ciety to  aid  them  in  the  support  of  their  pastor. 

Every  person  sending  money  to  the  treasurer  receives  a  receipt  by 
return  mall.  1? hen  two  or  three  months  later  the  amount  is  reported  in 
the  Home  MMBionary^  their  reports  being  uniformly  two  months  be- 
hind the  date  of  the  magazine.  The  original  letters  received  contain- 
ing money,  and  the  receipts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  American  Home 
Missionary  Society  are  tne  only  vouchers  possible  and  are  herewith 
presented  for  the  inspection  of  the  auditor.

Report  of  State  Evangeh'st  Walter  C.  Veazie, 

During  the  year  your  Evangelist  has  done  work  of  one  day  or 
more  in  forty  one  (41)  fields,  namely: 

Atwood,  Qoodland,  Manhattan,  Topeka,  Sedgwick,  Lawrence,  In- 
dependence, Valeda,  Jetmore,  Garfield,  Kinsley,  Nickerson,  Hutchin- 
son, Pittsburg,  Topeka,  White  Cloiid,  Sedgwick  (Ass'n,)  Plevna  (Ass'u,) 
Parsons  (Ass'n,)  Wakefield,  Pittsburg,  Topeka,  Fairview,  Kiowa,  An- 
thony, Hutchinson,  Valeda,  Topeka,  Leona,  White  Cloud,  Washburn 
College,  Wellsville,  Wichita,  Topeka,  Westmoreland,  White  City,  Ken- 
sington, Agra,  Kirwin,  Kensington,  Alton. 

Meetings  of  one  week  or  longer  were  held  at  Sedgwick,  Topeka, 
White  Cloud,  Wakefield.  Fairview,  Kiowa,  Anthony,  Valeda,  Iieona, 
Washburn  College,  Wellsville,  Westmoreland,  Agra,  Alton,  fourteen 
in  ail. 

Five  hundred  and  eighty-four  (584)  services  were  held  in  all.  In 
these  meetings  some  488  persons  professed  conversions. 

Tne  year's  collections  have  been  the  smallest  of  any  year  of  service, 
being  $187.15.  This  has  been  caused  bv  some  of  the  pastors  sending 
contributions  directly  to  the  Society  in  New  York  in  their  own  name, 
and  also  by  the  fact  that  the  year's  work  has  been  mainly  in  the 
churches  of  small  financial  ability.  The  year  has  l)een  one  of  continued 
success  and  of  glorious  privilege. 


Report  of  State  Evangelist  L.  R.  Vernon    . 

OF  WOBK  DONE  BETWEEN  MAY  1,   '91   AND  MAY  1.  '92. 

The  places  visited  during  the  year  were,  St  Francis,  Smith  Center, 
Wichita,  Hutchinson,  Partridge,  Valeda,  Burlington,  Altoonai  Syca* 
more,  Fredouia,  Lyons,  North  Topeka  and  Salina. 
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So  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  aaoertain,  there  were  Dine  hundred 
and  seven  profSessed  oonvenions.  No  field  was  without  conversions, 
the  smallest  number  being  sixteen  and  the  largest  three  hundred  and 
sixty-five. 

The  twelve  months'  oollections  amounted  to  |602.7d,  being  an 
average  of  $38.67  for  places  contributing.  The  lowest  contribution  was 
ti.20  the  largest  $166.54. 

This  has  been  a  growing  year  with  me.  God  has  helped  me  into 
larger  usefulness  than  ever  before. 

I  thank  Qod  for  the  earnest  and  consecrated  ministers,  and  for  the 
Christian  men  and  women,  who  have  sympathized  and  labored  with 
me  in  the  work  of  the  Lord,  and  whose  counsel  and  advice  have  been  of 

treat  benefit  to  me.  God  bless  them  I  I  know  more  of  Christ  than  I 
id  a  year  ago,  and  realizing  how  precious  He  has  been  to  me,  I  lun 
abiding  in  him  that  I  may  continue  to  grow  in  grace,  and  in  the 
knowledge  of  our  Lord  and  Savior  Jesus  Christ. 


Annual  Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Missions. 

REV.  L.  p.  BROAD. 

The  missionary  year  that  closes  to-day,  candidly  reviewed,  glows 
with  tokens  of  God's  favor  and  blessing.  It  should  encourage  us  to 
count  up  our  mercies,  and  in  this  spirit  let  us  see  what  has  been  done 
since  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  Society. 

Sixty-seven  missionaries  have  been  employed  during  the  whole  or 
a  part  of  the  year,  supplying  one  hundred  and  twelve  churches  and 
thirty-three  preaching  stations.  This  does  not  iuclude  our  Evangelists 
and  myself. 

Eleven  churches  have  taken  the  position  of  self-support,  viz: 
Blue  Rapids,  Linwood,  Mount  Hope,  Mound  City,  Severy,  Western 
Park,  Vienna,  North  Lawrence,  Kauwaka,  Wellington  aud  Westmore- 
land, with  a  saving  of  a  total  of  $1775  to  the  A.  H.  M.  S.  One  new 
church  has  been  organized.  Park  Township  (Sedgwick  County),  and 
several  churches  that  bad  become  nearly  extinct  have  been  so  renewed 
as  nearly  to  count  as  new  churches,  as  Oswego,  Valeda  (old  Deerion,) 
and  Ocheltree. 

Seven  church  buildings  have  been  completed  in  the  State,  viz: 
Salina,  Seneca,  Pantteg,  Kanwaka,  Kansas  City  (Pilgrim).  Scatter 
Creek  and  Wellington.  Three  of  these  churches  were  on  the  missionary 
list  one  year  ago.  Also  two  tabernacles,  Hutchinson.  Pittsburg,  mak- 
ing a  total  of  nine  houses  of  worship  completed.  Two  other  church 
buildings  are  in  process  of  erection.  Arkansas  City,  Kensington,  and 
one  other  church,  Colwich,  has  $1,000  raised  for  a  house  of  worship  and 
will  build  very  soon. 

Four  missionary  churches  have  provided  themselves  with  paiw)n- 
ages,  and  sixteen  church  buildings  of  missionary  churches  have  been 
repaired  at  a  total  cost  of  $1,584. 

Twenty-nine  churches  have  been  supplied  with  pastors.  Eighteen 
new  men  have  entered  our  work  as  pastors,  ten  of  them  on  missionary 
fields.  We  welcome  these  eighteen  brethren  as  fellow  missionaries  in 
Kansas,  whether  in  self-supporting  fields  or  not. 

By  a  report  up  to  Marcn  Ist,  ninety-five  Sunday  schools  were  con- 
nected with  our  missionary  churches,  with  an  average  attendance  of 
4,200,  also  fifty-five  revival  services  were  then  reported  as  having  been 
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held  daring  the  year  in  these  missionary  ohorohes,  with  eight  hundred 
conversions. 

There  is  Joy,  too,  in  the  fact  that  twelve  young  men  connected 
with  our  missionary  churches  are  studying  for  the  ministry. 

Our  Evangelists,  Veazie  and  Vernon,  have  had  Qod's  abundant 
blessing  on  their  woris.  With  different  gifts,  both  of  them  iiave  done 
a  woris  this  year  for  which  our  whole  body  of  diurehes  is  grateful,  con- 
sidering both  the  depth  and  extent  of  the  work. 

Special  thanks  also  are  due  to  Brothers  Marsh  and  Severance,  who 
have  given  months  of  their  valuable  time  and  service  to  revival  efforts 
in  several  of  our  churches,  with  marlced  success — ^particularly  at  Mount 
Hope,  Haven  and  Mayflower  church,  Wichita. 

Last  summer,  seeing  the  present  and  prospective  need  of  a  Gospel 
tent  for  our  missionary  work,  I  appealed  to  friends  of  our  cause,  mainly 
in  the  East,  for  money  to  buy  a  tent,  with  the  result  that  every  dollar 
needed  for  it  was  sent  in,  and  the  Kansas  Home  Missionary  Society 
now  owns  a  tent,  thoroughly  constructed,  holding  760  people,  costing 
$250,  and  fully  paid  for.  And  in  this  connection  the  Pittsburg  Taber- 
nacle is  properly  mentioned.  Last  December  I  told  our  Sunday  schools 
by  circular  letter  that  we  needed  1500  to  build  a  tabernacle  with  in 
Plttsburff,  and  they  responded  from  every  quarter  of  the  State,  willinff- 
ly  and  liberally.  $325  came  from  our  Sunday  schools  and  sl  few  indi- 
viduals; $175  was  supplied  by  two  friends,  and  $250  by  the  A.  C.  U.,  so 
that  this  building— church  and  tabernacle  combined— costinff  $750,  is 
completed  and  paid  for;  and  at  the  first  services  in  it,  Sunday  before 
last,  two  hundred  people  were  in  the  audience,  and  eignty  were  organ- 
ized into  a  Sunday  school. 

The  Superintendent's  work  during  the  year  includes  one  hundred 
and  nine  visits  to  seventy  fields,  sixty-six  sermons,  twenty-five  Home 
Missionary  addresses,  sixtv-one  conferences,  tfttendanbe  upon  sixteen 
Associations,  seven  councils,  three  dedications,  four  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  and  Executive  Committee,  and  the  Home  Mission- 
ary Convocation  at  Saratoga  last  June,  visitlne  five  Theological  Semi- 
naries, and  twenty-eight  thousand  five  hundred  (28,500)  miles  traveled, 
twentv-two  thousand  (22,000)  being  within  the  bounds  of  Kansas. 

The  contributions  to  the  A  H.  M.  S.  fell  a  little  short  of  those  of 
last  year,  and  somehow  unaccountably  short  of  our  aim,  $6,000.  The 
amount  of  our  contributions  was  $4,928.68  as  against  $5,827.74  last  year. 
Of  this  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Union  raised  $1,100,  and  may 
heaven's  benediction  rest  upon  them  for  it. 

In  general  it  may  he  euEdd  that  the  year  has  been  one  of  some  re- 
lief from  the  great  mental  depression  which  rested  upon  the  masses  of 
the  people,  consequent  upon  the  collapse  of  the  boom  and  frequent  loss 
of  crops.  Last  year,  in  three-fourths  of  the  State  crops  were  excellent, 
which  gave  the  people  plenty  to  eat  and  something  to  pay  debts  with, 
though  not  enough  to  bring  about  much  revival  of  business.  A  hope- 
ful feeling  has  prevailed,  however,  on  every  hand.  Our  churches  have 
felt  this  cheering  infiuence,  and  pressed  on  with  new  courage.  Particu* 
larly  has  courage  been  shown  by  the  churches  that  have  been  nastorless. 
Evidently  our  churches,  as  a  body,  are  becoming  more  stable  and  are 
settling  down  increasingliy  well  to  progressive  work.  The  spiritual 
standard  of  our  membership  seems  to  nave  risen  during  the  year. 

The  efficiency  of  our  indispensible  ally,  the  Woman's  Home  Mis- 
sionary Union,  increases  year  by  year,  and  the  addresses  of  Mrs.  Epps, 
its  Secretary,  at  several  of  the  Spring  associations,  have  done  much  to 
quicken  interest  in  its  work. 
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Our  chnrohes  are  oonstantly  enoouraged  to  contribute  regularly  to 
every  one  of  our  seven  Benevolent  Societies. 

What  should  we  do  without  the  Congregational  Church  Building 
Society,  which  saves  the  life  of  our  churches  by  housing  them  after  they 
are  born?    Let  us  be  utterly  faithful  to  it. 

We  will  contribute  to  the  C.  8.  8.  and  Publishing  Society  because 
we  want  the  children  of  the  land  saved,  and  are  grateful  for  Supt.  Piatt; 
to  the  College  and  Education  Society,  because  we  must  have  Christian 
schools  and  more  ministers;  to  the  A.  M.  A.  A  N.  W.  E.  C,  because  of 
the  mighty  work  for  Qod  and  our  country  in  which  they  are  enj 
and  in  which  we  are  deeply  ii^terested;  and  to  the  A.  B.  C.  F. 
cause  we  want  the  whole  world  saved. 

For  one  of  the  best  missionaries  in  Kansas,  The  Telephone^  wA 
are  continually  ffvateful.    May  it  soon  be  in  every  home. 

I  will  speak  of  four  points  touching  our  work: 

i.  Our  Duty  to  our  Old  Work  or  Churches  now  Existing,  Five 
years  ago  we  were  attempting  to  maintain  some  churches  that 
could  not  live.  Through  the  period  of  financial  depression,  eince 
then,  our  Board  of  Directors  have  discovered  these  churches  and  reluc- 
tantly but  positively  dropped  them.  Some  of  these  are  proving  their 
right  to  live  again  by  jrevlving.  We  extend  the  hand  of  welcome  to 
them  as  new  churches.  But  one  thing  is  now  true:  all  of  the  unprom* 
ising  churches  are  now  cut  off.  To  prune  further  is  to  kill  the  parent 
vine.  Let  us  then  cease  to  drop  churches,  and  nourish  and  strengthen 
everything  that  remains. 

By  the  Year  Book  of  1892  we  shall  have  one  hundred  and  eighty- 
four  churches,  about  an  even  one  hundred  and  seventy  of  which  are 
somewhat  active.  These  have  (Men  selected,  yoked  and  strengthened 
by  evangelists  and  efficient  pastors,  so  thoroughly  that  they  deserve 
to  live,  every  one  of  them  that  claims  life  to-day,  without  new  reason 
to  the  contrary:  for  the  good  work  they  are  doing  for  the  members,  the 
community  and  other  churches;  l>ecause  of  the  souls  they  are  saving, 
and  the  evangelissing  work  in  the  region  they  do  and  propose  to  do;  be- 
cause they  are  where  they  are  for  good  providential  and  substantial  rea* 
sons;  and  because  of  the  principles  of  church  life  which  they  especially 
emphasize.  The  time  has  come  when  the  expression  on  our  part  seems 
to  be  called  for.  to  encourage  our  weak  churches  and  have  our  position 
understood.  And  this  does  not  mean  that  the  A.  H.  M.  8  is  necssarily 
and  unreasonably  going  to  pour  in  money  to  keep  all  of  these  churches 
alive.  Fellowship,  visits,  co-operation  count  where  more  **Home  Mis- 
sionary money''  would  tend  to  a  church's  death. 

In  Eastern  Kansas  aid  must  soon  be  withdrawn  from  a  few 
churches  long  aided,  because  providentially  the  A.  H.  M.  8.  will  then 
have  done  its  duty  to  tbem,  whether  they  are  brought  to  immediate 
self-sumort  or  not;  but  they  must  live  and  will  live,  if  to  their  grand 
spiritual  life  we,  from  outride,  add  fellowship  and  co-operation.  In 
Westerly  Kansas  continued  srrants  of  money  are  needed  to  maintain 
this  position.  Will  these  churches  at  the  front  **lie  down"  on  the 
Society?  Trust  them,  they  will  not.  No  churches  in  this  State  better 
appreciate  the  true  relations  of  Missionary  Churches  to  the  A.  H.  M.  8. 
than  our  frontier  churches,  and  if  State  self-support  were  pro- 
claimed to-day  they  would  be  the  last  to  complain,  ana  the  most  per- 
sistent in  going  ahead  as  long  as  they  could  breathe. 

Let  us  unitedly  say,  then,  that  from  this  hour,  by  the  aid  of  fel- 
lowship, co-^iperation  and  wisely  appropriated  money,  everything  Con- 
gregational now  existing  in  Kansas  shall  live. 
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2.  Our  New  Work,  It  has  not  been  extensive  this  year  bnt  it  is 
genuine.  In  Pittsburg,  a  place  of  10,000  and  constantly  growing,  in  a 
seption  of  country  rich  witn  mining  resources,  our  tabernacle  stands  to- 
d^y,  paid  for,  centrally  located  on  the  best  residence  side  of  the  city, 
with  not  another  church  building,  except  the  Episcopalian,  wiUiin 
nearly  a  mile  square,  with  a  population  of  4,000  on  that  side  of  the  city. 
A  church  organization  is  soon  to  be  perfected. 

Park  Township  church  is  the  fruit  of  a  revival  last  winter,  and 
unites  several  denominations  in  its  membership,  which  numlMred  fif- 
teen at  its  organization.  It  is  expected  that  this  church  will  be  sup- 
plied by  pastors  and  lay  workers  in  Wichita.  ' 
r  Other  work  ot  a  similar  nature  has  almost  developed  into  Oongre- 
*gational  churches.  We  are  moving  cautiously,  however,  that  our 
church  planting  may  be  sure.  « 

Ck)ncerning  new  work  to  be  undertaken  as  proposed  In  last  year's 
report  we  have  sought  to  investigate  the  religious  needs  of  cities  and 
rural  districts,  to  ascertain  what  new  work  was  pressing  upon  us. 

A  thorough  investieatiou  of  the  religious  needs  of  one  of  our  larg- 
est cities  points  to  a  needed  increase  of  our  work  there  in  due  time.  In 
two  other  cities  of  lesser  size,  a  church  of  our  order  promising  early 
self-support  will  soon  be  required. 

I  wish  now  to  call  your  attention  to  facts  concerning  the  religious 
needs  of  our  rural  communities  as  illustrated  by  some  (approximate) 
stfttistical  information  obtained  about  Pottawatomie  County.  This 
county  had  a  population  in  1890  of  16,500.  It  has  twenty-two  townships 
and  one  hundred  and  fifteen  school  districts.  The  following  report 
covers  one  hundred  and  five  districts,  intended,  I  think,  to  include  the 
one  hundred  and  fifteen  in  territory.  Cousiderine  these  one  hundred 
and  five  districts;  twenty-five  have  Sunday-school  and  preaching;  four 
h|kve  occasional  preaching,  making  a  total  of  twenty-nine  districts  with 
spme  preaching;  twelve  have  Sunday  school  but  no  preaching,  while 
three  others  have  preaching  only.  Forty-four  districts,  therefore,  have 
some  religious  service  within  their  bounds,  but  sixty-one  school  dis- 
tricts (or  more  than  one-half)  have  no  religious  service  whatever  in  them. 

All  of  this  religious  work  includes  that  done  in  the  eight  towns  of 
the  county,  and  the  above  account  shows  that  only  thirty-two  districts 
out  of  the  one  hundred  and  five  have  preaching  of  any  kind;  and  eight 
of  these  thirty-two  preaching  services  are  held  in  towns,  leaving  twenty- 
four  preachinff  services  only  in  the  rest  of  the  county,  that  is  in  ninety- 
seven  rural  school  districts. 

These  eight  towns  contain  four  thousand  two  hundred  people,  or 
one-fourth  of  the  entire  population.  Twelve  thousand  people  are  out- 
side of  the  towns.  So  we  have  twenty-four  preaching  services  for 
twelve  thousand  people,  widely  scattered  in  ninety-seven  school  dis- 
tricts, that  is  one  service  for  each  four  school  houses  and  500  people 
widely  scattered,  and  with  the  services  by  no  means  equally  appor- 
tioned among  the  population,  for,  to  illustrate  this  part  of  the  situation, 
there  are  two  townships,  each  with  a  population  of  four  hundred,that 
have  no  religious  service  of  any  kind  in  them.  There  are  forty  church 
buildings  in  the  county,  but  twenty-six  of  them  are  in  the  towns,  and 
fourteen  in  the  coutry.  Within  the  bounds  of  eighty-seven  school  dis- 
tricts there  is  no  church  building  whatever.  There  are  probably  church 
sittings  in  the  county  for  one-fourth  of  the  population.  The  four  thou- 
sand two  hundred  people  in  the  towns  of  Pottawatomie  Ck>unty,  have 
ample  church  privileges.    Perhaps  two  thousand  four  hundred  people

attend  the  tweuty-four  Bervices  in  the  country,  which,added  to  the  four 
thousand  two  hundred,  makes  six  thousand  six  hundred  people  with 
some  religious  privileges,  out  of  sixteen  thousand  live  hundred:  one 
third  of  the  population  provided  for  in  some  degree.  But  is  it  not  fair 
to  say  that  one- half  of  the  people  have  no  adequate  religious  privileges? 
And  it  must  be  remembered  that  these  country  services  are  attended 
with  very  little  pastoral  work,  few  prayer  meetings  and  very  little 
organization  of  the  young  into  Societies  of  Christian  Endeavor. 

Statistics  obtained  concerning  Morris  and  Wabaunsee  Counties 
show  scarcely  more  provision  for  the  religious  needs  of  their  farming 
communities.  What  a  field  for  evangelization  is  here,  at  our  very  doors! 

3.  Oar  Need  of  Ministers.  Perhaps  in  no  recent  year  has 
it  be  more  difficult  to  secure  enough  satisfactory  ministers 
for  our  vacant  fields  than  during  the  last  year.  More  churches 
than  usual,  oflTeriug  our  ordinary  8alaries,  have  been  and  are 
now  pastorless.  The  problem  Is'  a  simple  one.  The  number  of 
Congregational  churches  in  the  United  States  is  increasing  all 
the  time,  but  the  number  of  those  studying  for  the  ministry  in  our  Sem- 
inaries is  not  increasing.  Moreover,  the  standard  of  requirement  by  the 
churches,  as  to  ministers,  is  constantly  rising,  so  that  mediocre  men 
who  graduate  from  Semiuaties  even,  are  not  always  wanted.  Out  of 
twenty  graduates  in  the  regular  and  special  course  at  Chicago  Seminary 
this  year,  fifteen  are  located  in  Chicago  or  within  one  hundred  and 
twenty -five  miles  of  that  city. 

The  problem  of  ministerial  supply  for  Home  Missionary  work  is 
growing  more  serious  every  year.     Who  can  solve  it? 

As  single  suggestions,  let  us  lead  our  own  consecrated  young  men 
to  consider  their  duty  respecting  preparation  for  the  ministry;  let  us 
foster  our  own  Colleges  and  A<^emies  and  institutions  preparing 
students  for  the  ministry,  and  contribute  more  largely  to  the  College 
and  Education  Society,  whose  benefactions  now  include  our  Academies. 

4.  A  Needed  Fortvard  Movement,  As  managers  of  Christ's 
work  in  a  great  western  State,  we  are  bonnd  to  observe  the  '^signsof 
the  times."  and  to  remember  that  those  times  are  not  what  they  were 
to  our  fathers  or  even  to  our  predecessors  in  this  and  other  States.  It 
cost  a  great  struggle  for  New  York,  Illinois  and  Iowa  to  come  to  self- 
support,  but  they  did  it  without  the  help  of  our  abundant  and  marvel- 
ously  systematized  railways,  which  mane  Kansas  populous  in  one-half 
of  the  time  that  was  required  to  people  Illinois  before  modern  elec- 
tricity WHS  known,  and  before  the  war,  when  the  country  was  less  pop- 
ulous. Moreover,  through  our  i)eculiar  early  history  and  subsequent 
reform  laws,  Kansas  has,  as  its  first  population,  a  people  who  work  for 
religion  and  reform  as  few  State  populations  do. 

To-day,  great  as  our  religious  needs  are,  it  is  doubtful  if  there  is 
a  State,   west  of  the   Mississippi    River  better   supplied  with   evan- 

gelical  churches  and  schools  than  Kansas.  And  still  we  area  dependent 
tate,  as  to  Home  Missionary  money  and  will  necessarily  be  so  for  a 
time,  but  is  it  not  time  for  us  Uy  plan  State  self-support^  and  to  do  just 
as  we  require  of  our  missionary  churches  wiiich  are  located  amid  pros- 
perous surroundings,  to  reduce  their  Home  Missionary  aid  annually  and 
be  self-supporting  at  a  certain  future  date? 

Gk)d  works  against  a  church,  in  the  way  of  providence,  that  will 
not  be  self-supporting  when  it  ought  to  be,  and  which  is  unwilling  to 
take  a  position  for  self  support  properly  in  advance.  Cherishing  a 
sense  of  dependence  tends  to  the  death  of  a  church.    Just  so  wp  may  ex- 
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peot  God  to  work  against  us  in  our  State  work  and  to  see  it  weaken  un- 
less we  tiave  tlie  faith,  nerve,  and  self-sacrifice  to  take  a  position  with 
reference  to  future  State  self-support  at  the  time  God's  providences  say 
we  ought  to. 

I  raise  this  question  then :  Ought  we  not  soon  to  fix  the  date  when 
we  propose  to  come  to  State  self-support,  and  to  work  definitely  toward 
that  end? 

I  am  prompted  to  these  remarks  at  this  time  by  the  falling  off  of  our 
Home  Missionary  contributions  last  year.  May  it  not  be  that  this  mis- 
fortune is  God's  call  to  us  to  get  to  working  soon  on  a  new  basis,  re- 
quiring more  of  ourselves  now,  and  the  whole  of  our  missionary  ex- 
penditure at  a  fixed  date  in  the  future?  Strong  efforts  were  made  to 
make  our  contributions  larger  last  year.  Why  were  they  not  larger? 
The  easiest  reason  to  give  is  'hard  times/'  and  in  a  degree  that  is  un-- 
doubtedly  correct,  but  may  it  not  be  that  one  reason  was  the  lack  of  suf- 
ficient enthusiasm  for  Home  Missions?  Not  lack  of  i>elief  of  their  im- 
portance; not  lack  of  desire  that  somebody  should  carry  them  on;  by 
no  means  a  deliberate  disregard  of  Home  Missions,  but  lack  of  enthus- 
iasm for  them,  such  as  would  imply  a  deep  hearty  interest  and  a  sense 
of  personal  obligation  for  their  liberal  support,  ripened  into  energetic 
action  to  sustain  them. 

Last  year,  we  hoped,  too  much,  that  somebody  else  would  sustain 
them.  It  may  be  that,  to  arouse  enthusiasm  for  Home  Missions,  we 
need  to  adopt  a  plan  that  will  justly  crowd  the  burden  on  ourselves 
more,  and  cut  off  indefinite  hope  of  revenue  from  the  A.  H.  M.  S.  to 
pay  our  deficit  (which,  by  the  way,  they  have  announced  to  us  they 
will  not  do.) 

We  cannot  attempt  State  self-support  now^  for  this  would  be  reck- 
less We  cannot  wisely  undertake  it  within  a  fixed  period  (from  my 
standpoint  of  view)  unless  we  can  know  that  the  A.  H.  M.  S.  will  give 
us  a  definite  amount  each  year  up  to  the  date  of  proposed  self-support. 
Something  reliable  then  would  be  fixed,  and  a  reducing  scale  of  pledged 
apportionments  by  the  A.  H.  M.  S.  up  to  the  proposed  date,  would 
seem  to  be  a  safe  *  way  ouf 

Perhaps  you  ask  for  some  definite  suggestion  to  explain  my  idea. 
I  introduce  the  following  as  an  illustration :  Suppose  we  should  decide 
to  become  self-supporting  in  the  year  1900;  and  suppose  the  Society 
should  pledge  us  apportionments  on  a  reducing  scale  of  an  annual  re- 
duction of  $1,500  till  April  1st.,  1896,  and  at  an  annual  reduction  of 
$2,000  from  April  1st,  1896  to  April  1st,  1900.  The  Society's  future  grant, 
then,  in  Kansas  will  be  as  follows,  viz:

April  1st,  1900  Kansas  State  self-supporting!  $69,000  more  aid 
from  the  Society!  Kansas  aided  from  1864  to  1900—46  years!  Kansas 
celebrating  her  Jubilee  of  freedom  from  the  A.  H.  M.  S.  April  1st,  1900! 
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Supposing  that  our  grand  Society  oould  make  us  such  a  pledge, 
are  we  ready  to  do  our  part?  And  what  would  be  some  of  the  advan- 
ages  of  fixing  the  date  for  our  State  self-support  as  afl^ting  our  dona- 
tions for  Home  Missions? 

1st.  The  work  we  pay  for  will  then  seems  to  us  more  thoroughly 
our  own.  We  should  assume  the  support  of  our  missionary  fields  and 
the  Home  Missionary  Society  even  in  giving  more  than  we  do  would 
be  known  to  be  our  helper  for  a  limited  time  only. 

2nd.  We  should  require  ourselves  more  firmly  to  make  a  steady 
annual  advance  in  contributions  uninfluenced  by  ordinary  hindrances, 
like  a  church  advancing  to  self-support  We  expect  annual  increase  of 
payments  by  a  progressive  missionary  church,  and  not  a  staggering 
policy,  as- lug  $300  this  year,  $200  next  year  if  times  are  good  and  $500 
the  following  year  if  the  times  are  hard;  but  a  plowing  through  the 
waves  of  dfliculty,  straight  ahead  to  port  like  a  majestic  ocean  steamer. 

8rd.  We  should  be  acting  on  the  self-supporting  principle  al- 
though not  yet  self-supporting:  and  a  principle  am^cts  enthusiasm. 

4th  We  should  awaken  a  new  sense  of  interest  in  our  work  in 
the  State,  and  a  new  sense  of  dignity  in  it. 

5th.  It  would  tend  to  the  utmost  prudence  in  the  expenditure  of 
Home  Missionary  money. 

6th.  Our  Board  of  Directors  would  then  meet— not  to  estimate 
needs  from  the  A.  H.  M.  8.  but  for  two  purposes,  viz: 

Ist.  To  estimate  how  much  could  be  gotten  from  KanaoB^  and  to 
devise  and  adopt  methods  to  get  it. 

2nd.  To  apportion  the  money  we  were  to  get.  first,  from  the  So- 
ciety, (a  fixed  snm)  and  secondly,  from  Kansas  the  prol)able  sum. 

All  of  which  would  tend  to  awaken  new  energy  and  enthusiasm 
in  getting  contributions  for  Home  Missions. 

There  are  some  objections  to  this  course,  viz: 

Ist.  We  are,  in  Kiansas,  Just  coming  out  of  a  period  of  depression, 
and  do  not  yet  know  our  own  strength. 

2nd.  We  do  not  know  what  great  infiux  of  population  we  may 
have  soon,  re<juiring  large  amounts  for  new  work. 

3rd.  It  IS  said  on  good  authority,  that  some  States  have  come  to 
State  self-support  too  soon. 

These  objections  should  be  fairly  weighed;  but  in  reply  it  may 
be  said: 

Ist.  To  the  financial  objection:  that  we  can  hardly  grow  poorer 
as  a  State;  and  it  is  a  great  question  whether  we  ought  not  to  arrange 
thus  for  State  self-support  in  advance  while  we  are  still  in  missionary 
conditions  with  fair  prospects,  ratber  tban  to  wait  till  we  get  rich  be- 
fore we  make  the  move.  God's  blessing  comes  with  struggle  and  sacri- 
fice, and  so,  usually,  does  self-support. 

2nd.  To  the  objection  of  possibly  large  influx  of  populations:  ap- 
pearances point  only  to  a  gradual  and  normal  increase  of  population  in 
Kansas  us  is  usual  with  agricultural  States.  We  have  no  great  mines 
to  develop  like  lilte  Michigan,  or  forest  territory  like  Wisconsin. 

3rd.  As  respects  the  experience  of  other  States:  let  us  learn  by  it, 
but  follow  it  only  as  far  as  it  applies  to  Kansas. 

Assuming  that  the  time  of  fixing  the  date  for  our  State  self-sup- 
port in  advance  shall  be  wisely  chosen:  if  this  means  the  reduction  of 
the  salaries  of  our  faithful  home  missionaries,  we  are  not  in  favor  of  it. 
But  I  believe  it  does  not.  If  this  means  fewer  Congregational  churches 
in  Kansas  between  this  date  and  the  date  of  proposed  State  self-support, 
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than  we  should  have  by  pursuing  the  present  plan,  we  do  not  favor  It. 
But  I  believe  it  does  not. 

If,  on  the  other  hand,  this  means  the  cutting  off  from  aid  of  a  sin- 
gle missionary  church  that  should  not  receive  further  aid  as  Christ 
views  it,  you  and  I  would  be  glad  for  this  result. 

But  here  is  a  serious  alternative.  If  by  our  present  plan  our  con- 
tributions for  Home  Missions  should  annually  decrease,  as  they  did  last 
year,  for  want  of  the  inspiration  of  a  new  principle  of  action,  shall  we 
not  all  regret  it? 

I  confidently  declare  for  the  churches  of  Kansas  that  they  are 
ready  to  do  God's  will  in  these  matters  when  they  know  it  though  the 
act  should  mightily  test  their  faith.  They  began  their  work  in  Kansas 
in  faith,  thus  far  they  have  maintained  it  in  mith,  and  they  will  carry 
it  forward  in  the  future  in  lively  faith. 

I  think  it  will  not  be  misuse  of  the  Apostle  PauPs  inspired  utter- 
ance if,  in  closing,  I  quote  Phil.  IV.  8.  as  applicable  now  to  this  matter 
of  fixing  the  date  of  our  State  self-support  at  an  early  day: 

Finally,  brethren,  whatsoever  things  are  true,  whatsoever  things 
are  honest,  whatsoever  things  are  Just,  whatsoever  things  are  pure, 
whatsoever  things  are  lovely,  whatsoever  things  are  of  good  report;  if 
there  be  any  virtue,  and  if  there  be  any  praise,  think  on  these  things! 
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Annual  Meeting  of  the  K.  B.  W.  B.  M.  I. 

The  14th  annual  meeting  of  Kansas  Branch  of  W.  B.  M.  I.  met 
in  Salina  May  3rd,  1892.  The  first  meeting  was  both  devotional 
and  social — a  necessary  preparation  for  the  business  sessions  of 
the  next  day. 

Mrs.  Mucklow,  wife  of  the  pastor  of  Plymouth  Church, 
Salina,  welcomed  the  delegates  with  pleasant  words  of  greeting. 
Mrs.  Storrs,  President  of  the  Women's  Home  Missionary  Society 
of  Kansas,  and  Mrs.  Guild,  President  of  Kansas  Branch,  re- 
sponded. The  meetings  were  union  in  the  full  sense  of  the 
word   from  the  beginning. 

Wednesday  morning  at  9  o'clock  Mrs.  Drake,  of  Manhattan, 
led  a  devotienal  meeting  in  which  earnest  prayers  were  offered 
that  the  Holy  Spirit  would  be  present  to  guide  in  all  the  work  of 
the  Association  and  that  all  done  could  be  owned  and  blest  of 
God. 

Committees  appointed  were:  Nominating  Committee — Mrs. 
Stewart  Sheldon,  Mrs.  R.  D.  Parker,  Mrs.  D.  D.  DeLong. 

Committee  on  Resolutions — Mrs.  Ripley,  Mrs.  C.  Sheldon. 

Committee  on  Treasurer's  Report — Mrs.  Hogbin,Mrs.  Drake, 
Mrs.  Pomeroy. 

The  Vice  Presidents'  reports  were  more  complete  than  for 
many  years.  Most  of  the  Vice  Presidents  were  present  and  all 
reported  but  one,  and  we  were  very  grateful  for  the  hopeful 
words  spoken. 

A.  recess,  which  almost  instantly  became  a  social,  was  fol- 
lowed by  a  very  interesting  consecration  meeting  led  by  Mrs. 
Stewart  Sheldon. 

Mrs.  J.  L.  Atkinson,  of  Japan,  arrived  on  the  morning  train 
and  brought  to  us  greetings  from  Christian  women  in  Japan. 
She  told  of  life  and  experiences  in  Central  Japan  and  gave  a 
history  of  Kobe  College,  which  was  to  many  a  new  and  unfa- 
miliar side  of  missionary  work  and  a  surprise  to  all  when  she 
said  their  graduates  can  enter  freshman  classes  in  Wellesley, 
Mount  Holyoke  and  other  schools  of  that  grade  in  this  country. 

Mrs.  DeLong  led  an  experience  meeting  which  proved  that 
with  a  good  leader  a  Methodist  sister  might  feel  entirely  at  home 
in  a  Congregational  experience  meeting. 

Wednesday  afternoon  session  opened  with  devotional  meet- 
ing led  by  Miss  White,  of  Topeka. 
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President's  address  followed  and  told  of  anxious  thoaghts 
which  have  been  ever  present  daring  the  year,  wishes  not  wholly 
realized,  yet  thankfulness  for  success  attained  and  hope  for  the 
future. 

Secretary  and  Treasurer  next  reported. 

Treasurer  reported  that  $1200.00  had  been  received  and 
amounts  came  in  the  next  day  which  made  a  total  of  about 
$1260.00  or  more. 

Mrs.  Hogbin,  as  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Treasurer's  Re- 
port, brought  before  the  meeting  as  iully  as  words  and  figures 
could  the  necessity  of  increased  effort  on  the  part  of  all  if  by  Oct. 
1st  we  come  near  raising  the  $2500.00  apportioned  to  Kansas, 
and  urged  that  the  amount  assigned  to  young  ladies'  work  be 
taken  by  shares  and  that  every  Y.  P.  8.  C.  E.  in  the  State  be 
asked  to  assume  a  share;  that  the  same  method  be  adopted  in 
raising  the  $325.00  asked  from  the  children  and  that  the  Sunday- 
schools  of  Kansas  be  requested  to  help  the  mission  bands. 

The  report  was  adopted.

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Abstract  of  the  Report  of  the  State  Sunday 
School  Superintendent. 

Dear  Brbthrbn— I  herewith  present  mv  uinth  annual  report  of 
the  Congregational  Sunday -schools  or  Kansas  for  the  year  1891. 

In  my  former  reports  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  present  such  a 
growth  in  number  of  schools,  in  enrollment  and  average  attendance  as 
to  be  of  great  encouragement  to  us  all. 

During  the  last  eight  years  our  schools  have  increased  in  these 
respects  some  seventy-five  or  eighty  per  cent.  But  the  present  report 
cannot  exhibit  such  an  increase.  Owing  to  various  local  causes  and  the 
unusual  number  of  rainy  Sabbaths  last  year  the  average  attendance  is 
somewhat  less  than  in  the  preceding  year.  This  report  ought,  however, 
to  stimulate  us  to  greater  activity  in  the  coming  year. 

The  roll  for  1891  contains  the  names  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  schools 
as  against  one  hundred  and  forty-nine  for  1890.  Eight  names  have  been 
dropped  from  the  former  roll:  Agra,  Arfi;en tine  Mission,  Carsville,  Cen- 
iralia  Mission,  Fact,  Lenape,  Pleasant  view  and  Wakeman.  Nine  have 
been  added,  three  of  them  new  schools:  Bluff  City  Mission,  Clay  Center 
Mission,  Valeda.  Three  that  were  dropped  from  a  former  roll  have  been 
restored:  Fowler,  Kansas  City  Forest  and  Oswego.  Three  others  have 
been  transferred  from  the  Union  to  the  Congregational  roll:  McDonald, 
Severy  and  Vernou.  Three  new  schools,  not  yet  on  the  roll,  have  been 
organized  since  January  1st.:  Ocheltree,  Lyons  and  Pittsburg.  My  plan 
of  organizing  a  mission  Congregational  school  within  five  or  ten  miles 
of  each  of  our  church  schools  and  placing  it  somewhat  under  their 
watch-care,  which  looked  so  fine  on  paper  and  seemed  so  nice  in  theory, 
and  promised  to  be  so  practical  and  missionary  like  in  its  operation  has 
not  seemed  to  work  very  successfully.  However,  a  few  cases  have 
proved  fruitful  of  good  results,  showing  that  under  favorable  circum- 
stances these  mission  schools  might  be  multiplied.  I  have  received 
fresh  reports  from  all  these  one  hundred  and  fifty  schools  except  seven; 
have  used  last  years  report  for  them.  The  total  enrollment  of  fifteen 
thousand  and  two,  compared  with  the  last  report  shows  a  diminished 
enrollment  of  seventy-nine.  The  average  attendance  is  nine  thousand 
three  hundred  and  eighteen,  a  number  less  than  the  former  report  by 
three  hundred  and  fifty-four.  These  figures  somewhat  surprised  me, 
as  the  report  of  average  attendance  is  more  reliable  than  the  enrollment. 

On  examininfi;  the  individual  reports  more  closely,  I  find  that 
while  forty-nine  of  these  schools  report  an  increased  average  attendance 
over  1890,  and  some  of  them  very  commendably  so,  and  seventeen 
others  report  exactly  the  name  attendance  as  the  previous  year,  yet 
sixty-seven  schools  snow  a  diminished  attendance,  and  the  falling  on  in 
these  is  greater  than  the  increase  of  the  others. 

These  figures  should  cause  some  thoughtful  inquiry  by  the  workers 
in  the  individual  schools.  The  rainy  Sundays  will  explain  a  part  of  it, 
and  other  local  causes  may  explain  another  part,  but  a  thougntful,  ac- 
tive, energetic  missionary  spirit  would  cause  a  larger  number  of  the 
schools  to  increase  than  to  dimish  the  attendance  from  year  to  year. 
How  are  we  to  do  our  part  in  taking  'Kansas  for  Christ'^  if  this  is  not 
the  case?    Let  us  bestir  ourselves  to  greater  activity  in  this  direction. 
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Of  the  superintendents,  only  eight  are  pastors  of  thechurohes»  and 
fifteen  of  them  are  ladies.  Thirty-seven  are  chosen  entirely  or  nomi- 
nated by  the  church,  and  the  remainder  are  elected  by  the  schools. 
The  wisest  choice  of  superintendent  should  be  made  and  there  should 
be  the  closest  connection  between  the  church  and  school.  If  this  is  best 
accomplished  by  the  church  electing  the  superintendent  let  it  be  so 
done. 

If  the  school  elect,  it  should  be  done  by  the  adult  members  and  the 
church  members  should  be  very  largely  found  there.  I  am  glad  to  re- 
port a  tendency  to  a  greater  permanence  in  this  office  than  formerly. 
If  a  wise  choice  of  superintendent  has  l>een  made,  let  him  be  continued 
in  office  as  long  as  he  improves,  and  he  should  be  given  this  encourage- 
ment to  improve.  Our  annual  superintendent's  convention  is  aiding 
somewhat  in  this  direction. 

The  instructive  line  of  our  work  is  improving.  Teachers  are 
making  better  preparation.  One  hundred  and  twelve  schools  use  the 
Pilgrim  series  of  Ijessou  Helps;  forty-four  have  teachers'  meetings; 
twelve  has  some  kind  of  a  normal  class.  Nearly  all  practice  quarterly 
reviews  and  ten  have  had  written  examinations.  One  hundred  and 
eleven  observed  children's  day,  many  of  them  using  the  exercise  pre- 
pared by  our  Society.  There  were  four  hundred  and  ninety-six  addi- 
tions to  the  churches  from  the  schools,  which  was  a  larger  number  than 
were  reported  the  preceding  year  by  seventy-two.  The  benevolent  con- 
tributions were  $1465,  an  amount  greater  than  that  of  the  former  year 
by  $330.  Seventy  of  the  schools  made  a  contribution  to  the  Congrega- 
tional Sunday  School  and  Publishing  Society,  the  entire  amount  re- 
ceived from  all  sources  in  Kansas  by  that  Society  being  $636.81.  A 
larger  amount  than  usual  was  also  raised  for  the  expenses  of  the 
schools,  $6332,  an  average  of  about  $45  each. 

Twenty  of  our  churches  havp  some  kind  of  a  Union  School  con- 
nected with  them,  which  have  an  enrollment  of  about|twelve  hundred. 
This,  added  to  our  Ckingregational  schools,  makes  a  total  of  sixteen 
thousand  two  hundred. 

As  a  summary  of  my  own  work  I  would  state  that  I  have  spent, 
at  the  request  of  the  Society,  two  and  a  half  months  in  the.Territory  of 
Oklahoma,  organizing  a  few  new  schools,  visiting  those  previously  or- 
ganized, addressing  the  churches,  conductiug  institutes,  and  attending 
two  Territorial  Associations.  I  have,  during  the  year,  organized  eleven 
new  schools,  reorganized  three,  aided  by  grants  of  literature  five  other 
new  onen;  have  visited  and  addressed  sixts  eight  of  our  schools,  con- 
ducted twenty-six  institutes  of  from  two  to'^six  sessions  each;  have  at- 
tended fourteen  associations,  conventions,  or  other  general  meetings; 
have  spent  twenty-one  days  in  holding  evangelistic  meetings;  have  de- 
livered one  hundred  and  sixty-five  sermons  and  addresses  other  than 
at  Institutes,  and  have  traveled  about  eleven  thousand  miles.  My 
traveling  expenses,  hotel  bills,  postage,  stationary  and  printing  bills 
have  been  $88.04. 

As  a  basis  for  the  better  development  of  this  part  of  our  church  ac- 
tivities, we  need  a  higher  appreciation  of  what  a  Bible  school  can  do  to 
bless  all  its  members  and  the  church. 

When  we  measure  it  as  an  instrumentof  giving  Bible  knowledge  to 
the  world,  as  a  means  of  personal  influence  in  drawing  people  to  accept 
Christ  and  His  salvation,  as  a  power  to  build  up  solid  Christian  char- 
acter in  church  members,  and  as  a  moral  power  in  all  our  communities, 
the  Sunday  school  begins  to  take  proportions  before  us  as  a  factor  in 
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ChristUn  eyaDgelitotiou  scarcely  less  Id  value  than  the  preaching  ser- 
vice of  the  church. 

I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  matter  of  time  as  a  necessary 
element  In  the  proper  development  of  a  Bible  school. 

Other  Institutions  C08t  money;  this  one  costs  time, 

A  church  properly  equipped,  including  the  building,  costs  about 
fifteen  or  twenty  dollars  a  member  annually;  a  day  school  costs  some- 
body probably  a  greater  amount  than  this  each  year  for  every  child  that 
is  sent  to  it;  a  Sunday  school  well  equipped,  utilizing  the  church  build- 
ing, costs  about  forty -five  cents  a  member  annually. 

Colleges  cost  a  great  deal  of  money;  Missionary  Societies  cost 
money;  Social  Societies  cost  money.  Now,  If  a  Bible  school  raised  to 
the  standard  of  what  it  may  and  ought  to  be,  is  no  less  valuable  as  an 
instrument  for  saving  souls  and  building  up  Christ's  kingdom  than  is 
the  preaching  service,  what  it  does  not  cost  in  money  it  ought  to  have 
in  the  appropriation  of  time;  and  this  is  exactly  what  it  needs  more 
than  money.  Time  of  the  pastor,  of  the  superintendent,  of  the  secre- 
tary, of  the  executive  committee,  of  the  teachers,  of  the  chorister,  of 
the  church  members,  of  all  the  scholars,  and  of  a  superintendent  of 
the  Home  Department. 

Now,  if  all  the  parties  concerned  each  in  their  separate  spheres 
were  willing  to  devote  such  a  reasonable  portion  of  their  time  to  this 
work  as  is  necessary  to  produce  great  success,  and  of  which  the  Bible 
school  is  really  worthy,  now  it  would  leap  forward  towards  the  position 
it  is  intended  to  occupy  in  the  Christian  economy  of  the  world. 

Brethren,  will  you  not  return  to  your  homes  with  a  firm  purpose 
to  give  such  attentiou  to  this  matter,  and  induce  others  to  do  so  as  shall 
place  our  schools  in  the  coming  year  at  least  some  steps  in  advance  of 
what  they  were  during  the  last  one.  May  we  all  prayerfully  seek  the 
blessing  of  our  Heavenly  Father  |on  this  important  part  of  his  work.
